DON’T STOP NOW 


Five programs making strong moves in the 
right direction: 


5. Tennessee: The Vols will make a 
huge jump in the SEC this season, which 
would be great for the league. Butch 
Jones has recruited like a champ in the 
early going in Knoxville, bringing all-new 
excitement to what had been a down-in- 
the-mouth program. 


4, Michigan: It'll be a rapid climb for 
the Wolverines, who could be in the 
playoff picture as soon as 2017. But 
already we wonder: How long can a coach 
as tightly wound as Jim Harbaugh stay 
anywhere — even at his alma mater? 


3. Memphis: Of course, the future is 
tied to Justin Fuente. Will the hot, young 
coach stick around awhile? If he does, 
this program will stay at or near the top 
of the AAC. This is becoming a football 
school — imagine that. 


2. California: The offense is substan- 
tially ahead of the defense, which is no 


surprise given Sonny Dykes’ background. 
The Cal offense will stay ahead of the Cal 
defense, but how far can it rise above 
(and stay above) opposing defenses? 
That's the question. The high-tempo Bears 
will score a ton in 2015 and race back into 
the bowl picture. 


1. Arkansas: Bret Bielema is far ahead of 
schedule in Fayetteville. The running backs 
are outstanding, the offensive linemen are 
utterly gigantic and the defense was so 
much more rugged in Year 2 than it had 
been in Year 1. Wisconsin mold? You bet. 


Breaking Bad 


Five programs making scary moves in the 
wrong direction: 


5. Virginia Tech: Three straight seasons 
of national irrelevance for the Hokies, but 
who's counting? Only everybody, as Tech 
is .500 in the ACC during that span. Now, 
the bright news: Unlike the four others on 
this list, we’re calling for a bounce-back 
season. Long live “Beamer ball!” 


4. South Carolina: Is the Gamecocks’ 
run of SEC contention over? They were 
pretty awful last season. Steve Spurrier 
never loved to work all that hard, and 
now he’s 70. He's fit as a fiddle, but is he 
willing to dig in like never before? 


3. Northwestern: Back-to-back 5-7 
seasons (combined Big Ten record: 4-12) 
have taken nearly all the shine off this 
formerly overachieving program and even 
called Pat Fitzgerald’s once-sparkling 
reputation into question. 


2. Iowa: Since an 11-win season in 2009, 
the Hawkeyes are below .500 in Big Ten 
play. This appears to be one of the least- 
talented squads Kirk Ferentz has had, too. 


1. Iowa State: The Cyclones went to three 
bowl games in Paul Rhoads’ first four seasons. 
Since then, they've basically become Kansas.

The most important thing, of course, is understanding that each one is most 
important. Suck at any of them, and you probably aren't on this list. So we end up with 
a fluid 22-man lineup — one for every player on the field ... 


22. Todd Graham, Arizona State: He 
inherited an aimless program and gave ‘em 
some aim. The result is a strong foundation. 
And that, boys and girls, is good coaching. 


21. Dabo Swinney, Clemson: No coach 
in the country is more beloved by his 

players. He is a fascinating mix of passion, 
drive, and what's the word ... Relatability? 


20. Charlie Strong, Texas: If he instills 
half as much cultural change at UT as he did 
at Louisville, the Longhorns will have perma- 
nent residence in playoff discussionland. 


19. James Franklin, Penn State: We still 
can't believe what he was able to get done at 
Vanderbilt. With his recruiting skill and pure 
positivity, he’s the perfect coach for the Nits. 


18. Rich Rodriguez, Arizona: He's 
raising ‘Zona to that rare air: It smells al- 
most like heaven. But in the high desert, 
it needs to smell like roses. 


17. Brian Kelly, Notre Dame: He's the 
smartest guy in the stadium (and that’s not 
said with a smirk). On those occasions when 
he connects with his players, magic happens. 


16. Bret Bielema, Arkansas: In his 
first season, the Hogs were winless in 
the SEC. In his second, they were good 
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enough to muck around with anybody. 


15. Bobby Petrino, Louisville: He did 
brilliant work at Arkansas. Now he has Louis- 
ville humming for the second time. No one is 
better at keeping a tough defense off balance. 


14. Gary Pinkel, Missouri: Only a 
top-quality builder could have created and 
sustained such success at what used to be 
a basketball-only school. 


13. David Shaw, Stanford: One of 13- 
14 Top 10-quality guys, but as the Pac-12 
keeps improving all around him, will he 
be able to raise the Cardinal's ceiling? 


12. Les Miles, LSU: Even after all these 
years, The Hat remains a bit rough around 
the edges. But no one coaches with more 
heart — or with more guts. 


11. Steve Spurrier, South Carolina: 
The Visored One had a tough 2014, but he 
won 11 each of the three before that. At 
this USC? Mind boggling. 


10. Bob Stoops, Oklahoma: Still stuck 
on one national title, but also still put- 
ting up double-digit victories nearly every 
year. There was a time when he'd have 
been No. 1, though. 


9. Chris Petersen, Washington: The 
last year at Boise State was a drag. The first 
year at Washington was a bummer. But this 
is still Coach Pete we're talking about. 


8. Bill Snyder, Kansas State: How 
many have done what this man has done 
— step in and repair the same broken 
program twice? We feel guilty for not 
showing him more respect on this list. 


7. Jimbo Fisher, Florida State: He 
doesn't come across as the most polished 
CEO, but so what (see Les Miles)? This 
job took some real figuring out following 
Bobby Bowden, and he did it. 


6. Mark Dantonio, Michigan State: 
He has the ideal temperament for the job, 
and his record of player development in 
East Lansing is as impressive as it gets. 


5. Jim Harbaugh, Michigan: Sparty 
Nation isn’t going to like this, but you 
know what? Jimmy Football's work with 
the 49ers counts, too. And he was master- 
ful before that at Stanford. 


4. Gary Patterson, TCU: He crushed it 
when the Horned Frogs were in C-USA and 
when they were in the Mountain West. 
Now, after a brief adjustment to the Big 
12, he’s crushing it again. 


3. Art Briles, Baylor: What he has done 
at Baylor wasn’t supposed to be possible 
(see Bill Snyder). And about that: The 
Bears are still improving on both sides of 
the ball. It’s scary. 


2. Urban Meyer, Ohio State: His 
career winning percentage (.845) is far 
above Nick Saban’s (.754). The Nicktator 
leads 4-3 in national titles, but let’s see 
who gets to five first. 


1. Nick Saban, Alabama: Tough call 
between 1 and 2, but Saban’s staying 
power earns him the nod. We've reached 
the point where losing a playoff game 
equals a down year for the Tide.

9. Frank Solich, Ohio — Part of Bob 
Devaney’s first class at Nebraska and was 
part of teams that went 38-6. All-Big 
Eight in 1965 and the first Cornhusker to 
rush for more than 200 yards in a game. 


8, Kyle Whittingham, Utah — WAC 
Defensive Player of the Year at BYU in 
1981, and he keeps on passing down that 
linebacker toughness to his Utes. 


7. Rocky Long, San Diego State — 
We imagine that even as a quarterback 
who was WAC Player of the Year at New 
Mexico in 1971, he was dreaming up crazy 
ways to blitz himself. 


6. Steve Sarkisian, USC — Nestled 
into the great lineage of BYU quarter- 
backs, Sark passed for 7,464 yards and 
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53 TDs as two-year man in 1995 and 1996. 


S, Mike Gundy. Oklahoma State - 
When not handing off to Barry Sanders and 
Thurman Thomas, he passed for a Cowboys’ 
record 7,997 yards as a four-year starter. 


4. Jim Harbaugh, Michigan — 
Earned his Michigan Man chops by being 
Big Ten MVP, leading Wolverines to Rose 
Bowl after 1986 season. 


3, Kliff Kingsbury, Texas Tech — 
Set 17 NCAA records and passed for than 
12,000 yards in coach Mike Leach’s wild, 
early days with Red Raiders. 


2. Pat Fitzgerald, Northwestern — 
All-everything linebacker led Northwest- 
ern to the 1996 Rose Bowl ... a sentence 
that sounds as improbable now as it did 
20 years ago. Fitz was inducted into the 
College Football Hall of Fame in 2008. 


1. Steve Spurrier, OB, South Carolina — 
Looks like Mr. Heisman of 1966 will hold 
this spot until he retires, or until we hear, 
“And now, I would like to introduce our 
new head coach ...

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said from his office, where a picture of 
Schembechler literally looks down on him. 
“It's not even a scar. It’s a broken bone with 
a rod stuck in it. It’s like a broken femur.” 

That’s how much Michigan’s new coach is 
disturbed by disappointing his old coach, 
gone now almost nine years. In that time, 
Harbaugh has transformed himself from 
plucky NFL quarterback to a 51-year-old gold 
standard of coaching. In that time, it’s also 
almost hard to notice Schembechler has left. 

“He's not perfect,” Bo’s son Shemy said 
of Harbaugh, “but he’s the closest thing we 
have around here.” 

Michigan nailed it with Harbaugh. They 
know that around here. After watching the 
program languish for the last seven years 
under Rich Rodriguez and Brady Hoke, 
any other replacement would have been 
a disappointment. 

They beat out the power and glory of life 
in the NFL by offering a rebuild. That, and 
a triumphant trip back to his roots. And he 
stuck the landing. 

“I prayed about it,” Harbaugh said of his 
decision to return to college — to Michigan. 
“I think Bo was talking to me again.” 

Renovations are what the new coach does 
best. Who knew the University of San Diego 
had a football team? Stanford was a Pac-12 
also-ran before he arrived. The 49ers had 
eight losing seasons in a row. 

The facilities are bigger and better than 
what Harbaugh remembered. Bo’s old 
office — the one they sealed off for a time 
following his November 2006 death — is 
occupied by Minick, now the director of 
football operations. There's a statue in front 
of Schembechler Hall of the legendary coach, 
one that Harbaugh practically salutes. 

“T love that statue,” he said. “I walk in, 
walk out. I look at it every day.” 

How many schools have a “Wall of Wins,” 
915 footballs in a giant display painted 
with the score of every Michigan victory in 
history? How many schools have a football 
from 1903, from the only game Michigan 
gave up points that season? Aside from that 
6-6 tie with Minnesota, Michigan outscored 
everyone else 565-0. 

None of the cutting-edge, interactive 
displays make reference to Harbaugh as a 
coach. Not yet. Not when he hasn't worked 
a game from the sidelines at the school 
that gave him his college identity, his 
professional prep — and now — a ticket 
back to where it began. 

Entering the 137th year of Michigan 
football, Harbaugh is in Year 1 as its 
undisputed leader. 

“Love” is a strange way to put it when 
recalling that early trauma from 1982. 
Harbaugh tried to sneak in a back door to 


that first meeting. An assistant coach made 
him walk the walk of shame — to the front 
where Bo could see him. 

Didn't have a clock? “I'LL CLOCK YOU 
RIGHT IN THE HEAD. GO SIT DOWN.” 

And for what seemed like forever, 
Harbaugh did. It would be fair to say Bo 
buried him after his misdeed. Schembechler 
would yell at assistants who dared even to 
speak to him at practice: “DON’T TALK TO 
HIM. DON'T YOU EVER TALK TO HIM.” 

It took a while. Actually, it took until the 
1983 season before Harbaugh even played. 
His only currency was diligence. He moved 
up the depth chart. After an injury to 
starter Steve Smith in the 1983 Rose Bowl, 
Harbaugh suddenly became the backup and 
was told by Schembechler to warm up. 

“He was thinking about putting me in,” 
Harbaugh thought. “He must think I’m OK.” 
Except that he didn’t. That 1982 season 

ended without Harbaugh seeing the field. 

“IT remember thinking, Tl never play a 


according to Morris. 

“If not,” he said, “we get passed up.” 

Part of the Harbaugh charm is that he is 
hard to figure out. The coach known for his 
dress slacks (khakis) casually slipped in a 
chaw during the interview. SEC coaches had 
kittens when it was announced his coaches 
would attend a satellite camp in Prattville, 
Ala., near Auburn. 

Cracker Barrel learned about the coach’s 
affection for its country-themed restaurants 
and stockpile of old Andy Griffith and Kung 
Fu DVDs. They sent him a rocking chair 
inscribed with his name. 

“I have a deep abiding love for Cracker 
Barrel,” Harbaugh said. “Why would I want 
to eat somewhere else?” 

The coaches boasted he has stripped down 
the weight room to a more austere look. 
Upon arriving, he was repulsed by walls 
filled with pictures and inspirational quotes. 

“Tt was shiny, like somebody from Chicago 
came in... a P.R. firm,” he said. 


“My dad, my wife Sarah, and Bo. 
Those three people are the secret to my 


success. I’ve done exactly what they told me, 


exactly how they told me to do it”

down of football here/” he recalled. 

As you know by now, Harbaugh eventually 
did see the field. He was Michigan’s first 
300-yard passer. Ever. His career efficiency 
number was tops in the NCAA record book 
for 12 years. A Big Ten MVP, he was third in 
the 1986 Heisman voting. 

Bo also won a few games, setting the 
standard for what Harbaugh is inheriting. 

“If Michigan is looking for someone to walk 
up to Urban (Meyer) in pregame and punch 
him in the nose,” Ron Lynn said, “they got 
the right guy — literally and figuratively.” 

Lynn is Stanford's 70-year-old player 
personnel director hired at the school in 
2008. He’s seen up close what is about to 
happen here. 

The spring game was full-go. Everyone 
was tackled to the ground, including 
quarterbacks. That sat well even with 
quarterback Shane Morris, the centerpiece of 
last year’s concussion fiasco that eventually 
ushered both Hoke and athletic director 
Dave Brandon out the door. 

Life under Harbaugh in the spring meant 
four-hour practices — “a very serious vibe” 


Now the weight room is, well, mostly 
weights surrounded by white cinder block 
walls. 

“This isn’t a slide show,” he said. “This is 
work.” 

Slowly, the young(er) man is channeling 
the old man. Jim’s dad Jack worked for 
seven years (1973-79) as Bo’s defensive 
backs coach. In the latter part of his NFL 
career, Jim shuttled back and forth between 
the Colts and Western Kentucky. There, he 
was a volunteer coach for his father who 
eventually won a Division I-AA title. 

“(Bo) literally put a roof over our heads, 
food on our table — hiring my dad,” Jim said. 

He's old-school enough to have a picture 
centered above his desk of Bo yelling 
something to him during a Rose Bowl. 
(“He's not yelling at me; he's giving me a 
play.”) Minick is a former Marine colonel, 

a Middle East veteran, who has spoken to 
Harbaugh teams in the past. 

Harbaugh trusted his instincts enough to 
hire Jedd Fisch without a prior relationship. 
The former Jacksonville Jaguars offensive 
coordinator was brought in to oversee the

— a first for a Big Ten quarterback — and he led the Wolverines to a 10-1-1 
record and a No. 2 final ranking. As a senior, he was the Big Ten Player of the 
Year, finishing third in the Heisman voting, behind Miami quarterback Vinny 
Testaverde and Temple running back Paul Palmer. 


NFL CAREER: Harbaugh was the 26th pick of the first round in 1987, 
going to the Chicago Bears, where he started a 15-year NFL career. He spent 
seven seasons in Chicago, the final three as the starter, then signed with 
Indianapolis. Four seasons, and 46 starts later, he was traded to Baltimore, 
when he played for one season, before going to San Diego for two seasons. 

He was in camp with Detroit in 2000 and on the roster for part of the season 
with Carolina, but he did not play. In all: Harbaugh started 140 of 177 games 
played, completed 2,305 of 3,918 passes (58.8 percent) for 26,288 yards, with 
129 touchdowns and 117 interceptions. He also ran for 2,787 yards. “Captain 
Comeback” was credited with 19-game winning drives.

passing game and coach quarterbacks. 

They quickly lined up a quarterback 
stockpile that includes Houston transfer 
John 0’Korn (eligible in 2016) and Iowa 
graduate transfer Jake Rudock (eligible 
in 2015). Recruits are already being sent 
postcards that detail the Wolverines’ QB 
lineage from Benny Friedman (1924-26) 
to Denard Robinson (2009-2012) ... with 
Tom Brady in the middle. 

Harbaugh has been a Twitter junkie 
since taking over — all the while knowing 
the recruiting impact. There was love for 
East Bay rapper G-Eazy. The same for Judge 
Judy, who Harbaugh celebrated on Twitter 
for her contract extension to 2020 (at $43 
million per). 

“T love watching her on TV,” he said. 

“If we could just get her on the Supreme 
Court, then we'd really be in a pear tree as 
a country.” 

A pear tree? Half the time Harbaugh is 
a child wrapped in an enigma. 

“He loves birthdays, stuff like that,” 
Fisch said. “I told him, Tll give you a good 
anniversary.” 

Fisch reminded the world in a tweet 
that 12 years ago this spring, he suffered 
an aortic aneurysm while running. Doctors 
later told him he had a 30 percent chance 
of paralysis, 30 percent chance of kidney 
failure and 40 percent chance of death. 

“T managed to survive all three,” Fisch said. 

“There’s something special about him,” 
Harbaugh said. 

Michigan’s coach is a notorious grinder. 
While at Stanford, Harbaugh noticed 
Fisch’s prowess in the NFL with Baltimore, 
Denver, Minnesota and Seattle. Together at 
Michigan, they spent nine days together in 
a private plane scouring the country for the 
first Harbaugh recruiting class that finished 
38th nationally, according to 247Sports. 

“It's like being dipped in magic waters 
again,” Harbaugh said of recruiting. 

All of it leads to two conclusions about 
Michigan's new coach: 

1. There is only a handful of men who 
could take it all in at Michigan, as well as 
take it all over. 

2. Harbaugh really didn’t have to do this. 
His NFL career was just starting when he 
decided to come back to his alma mater. 

“My dad, my wife Sarah, and Bo,” 
Harbaugh said. “Those three people are the

secret to my success. I've done exactly what 
they told me, exactly how they told me to 
do it.” 

But when he prayed about what may be 
the biggest coaching decision of his life, did 
he feel Bo’s presence here? 

“There certainly are a lot of reminders,” 
Harbaugh said.

IT’S ALL ABOUT THE COACH 


Sometimes, good programs break bad. 
Tradition, facilities, fervent fan base, 
money ... those things might always be 
in place, but a college powerhouse isn’t a 
college powerhouse unless the man stalking 
the sideline, dazzling recruits and scheming 
in the coaches’ room says it is. 

It’s all about the coach. It’s always about 
the coach. 

Think about it: Alabama never stopped 
being Alabama after Gene Stallings’ final 
season in 1996. Tradition, facilities, fan 
base, money. Check, check, check, check. 
Nothing changed. Except the coach. And, 
man, did they change fast over the next 
decade — Mike DuBose, Dennis Franchione, 
Mike Price (kind of), Mike Shula. 

The Tide, lost in the college football 
wilderness for 10 years, then found its man — 
Nick Saban. Alabama became Ala-damn-bama 


again because of the coach. You know the rest. 


And so it can be with Michigan. 

Nothing has been fundamentally wrong with 
Michigan, except it had the wrong coaches at 
the wrong times, with Rich Rodriguez and then 


Brady Hoke. It happens. No program is immune. 


The trick is to keep picking out winners — 
which only some of the very top programs in 
college football history have been able to do. 

Here is a look at the 10 winningest 
programs in major college football, and their 
recent coaching history (note how things 
rarely stay the same): 


1. Michigan 
(915 wins, 4 coaches in past decade) 
You could make the case that Rich 
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Rodriguez was building something by the end 
of his third season, but he never got a fourth, 
and then Brady Hoke took RichRod’s recruits 
across the goal line with an 11-win debut. 
That was fools’ gold, as the Wolverines had 
diminishing returns in the next three seasons. 


2. Notre Dame 

(882 wins, 2 coaches in past decade) 
Charlie Weis struck out, and Brian Kelly 

took over in 2010. There was that where-in- 

the-world-did-that-come-from 2012 season, 

but mostly Kelly is trying to break out of his 

eight-, nine-win groove. This could be the year. 


3. Texas 
(881 wins, 2 coaches in past decade) 

The Longhorns turned to Charlie Strong 
after the program stagnated under national- 
title winning Mack Brown. Strong is just about 
finished putting the brooms away from his 
2014 house cleaning, and we'll know a lot more 
about if he’s the right guy by December 2016. 


4. Nebraska 
(874 wins, 3 coaches in past decade) 

Bill Callahan wasn’t close to being the 
guy; Bo Pelini was the four-loss guy; and 
now comes nice-guy Mike Riley, hoping 
for a show-stopping closing act to a very 
good career. Very good just doesn’t cut it in 
Lincoln, though, right Bo? 


5. Ohio State 

(863 wins, 3 coaches in past decade) 
The three coaches includes Luke 

Fickell’s interim tenure after Jim Tressell’s 

2011 resignation amid scandal, and then 


the Buckeyes lured Urban Meyer out of 
retirement. This is how you do it, folks. 


T-6. Alabama 

(850 wins, 2 coaches in past decade) 
Saban is now working into his ninth year 

of excellence. 


T-6. Oklahoma 

(850 wins, 1 coach in past decade) 
Stability! Well, kind of. Bob Stoops has 

had to shake up his staff in recent seasons 

to try to get to the mountaintop, but he's 

had double-digit wins in 12 of 16 seasons, 

so he’s still doing something right. 


8. Penn State 

(849 wins, 3 coaches in past decade) 
Joe Paterno was Penn State. Bill O’Brien 

wasn't. Is James Franklin? 


9. Tennessee 
(811 wins, 4 coaches in past decade) 

The Vols have been a mess after the Phillip 
Fulmer era. One-year Lane Kiffin was part of 
the problem, but a rival SEC coach told Lindy’s 
this spring that “Derek Dooley did a horrible 
job managing Tennessee's roster. Dooley is 
the one that really took that program to the 
bottom.” UT is on the rise under Butch Jones. 


10. USC 
(805 wins, 3 coaches in past decade) 

You can go back a couple of decades with 
USC to help prove our point. In that time, 
the Trojans have only been feared, have only 
been “USC good,” when Pete Carroll was the 
coach. Facilities, tradition, money ... it didn’t 
change. It’s simply all about the coach. 
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hat was easy. 
[ The first year of the four-team 
College Football Playoff was a 
roaring success, enhancing the regular 
season, retaining all of the outrage for 
talk radio, providing record-setting cable 
viewership for the elimination games and 
delivering a champion that everyone (well, 
almost everyone) could finally, correctly, 
describe as “undisputed.” 
Yeah, the playoff did what it was 
supposed to do. 


And it made a mountain of cash, of course. 


Amid the money and the TV eyeballs and 
the drama on the field, the NCAA even made 
a sensible ruling. We know, right? About 
a week before the championship game, the 
NCAA said it was OK for the CFP to help 
pay travel costs for players’ families (up to

A start down the road of common sense. 
So, what does the second half of the 
decade have in store? 
Let’s begin with our top 10 storylines ... 


1. #RollBuckeyes? Ohio State's road to 
Repeatville is bare and dry — no need to 
negotiate a confusing GPS-infused route 

to Glendale, Ariz.: Win the Big Ten (which 
surely will carry a ticket to the playoffs), 
win a semifinal, and win the championship 
game. Starting the season atop the polls 
makes this very doable, and not just in 

the champs-until-somebody-knocks-‘em- 
off sense. These Buckeyes could be Urban 
Meyer's best team ever. An opening game at 
Virginia Tech, the only team to beat OSU in 
2014, looms larger-than-large. 


2. QB battles gone wild. They're 
everywhere — cases in point, the four 
programs that reached the first playoff. Who 
will lead Ohio State? Will it be Cardale Jones 
or J.T. Barrett — or Braxton Miller? And who 
will replace Oregon's great Marcus Mariota 

— veteran backup Jeff Lockie or Eastern 
Washington transfer Vernon Adams? Without 
Jameis Winston at Florida State, Sean Maguire 
is trying to hold off a gaggle of young arms. 
And in Tuscaloosa, Jake Coker’s grip on the 
Alabama starting job is tenuous at best. 


3. The new Big 12 order. Do we even have 
to pretend Oklahoma and Texas are the leading 
programs in this conference anymore? TCU and 
Baylor — still ticked off beyond belief at being 
left out of the 2014 playoff — look like the 
teams to beat again. The Horned Frogs have 
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to come out firing in the opener at Minnesota, 
but they should be OK there. And they get 
Baylor in Fort Worth in the regular-season 
finale, which (sorry, Texas State Fair) could 

be the league’s monster game of the season. 


4. The Big Two? You might've heard about 
the hiring at Michigan of some guy named 
Jim Harbaugh. Just how fast will Jimmy 
Ballgame restore glory to the Maize and Blue, 
and will the Wolverines’ epic rivalry with Ohio 
State completely overshadow the rest of the 
Big Ten? East Division rivals Michigan State 
and Penn State will have their say, as will 
West powers-that-be Wisconsin and Nebraska, 
but the Buckeyes are head-and-shoulders 
above those programs — and Harbaugh’s 
chase of Meyer is brilliant theater. 


5. SEC FAQs. Actually, it boils down 

to one question: Is there a national- 

title contender in the house? Alabama 

is everybody's knee-jerk answer, but the 
Crimson Tide faces as much uncertainty as 
they have in any recent season. Auburn 
and LSU have high hopes, but it’s hard to 
envision any West Division team running 
the table in the perceived best division in 
the perceived best conference in the land. 
Georgia stands out in the East, but the 
Bulldogs have a brutal road schedule. Chant 
“S-E-C! S-E-C!” at your own risk. 


emember, there are contracts in place 
for some of the Big Six bowls that fall 
outside of the four-team playoff. The Rose 
retains its Big Ten/Pac-12 partners; the 
Sugar will have teams from the SEC and 
Big 12. If champs from those conferences 
qualify for the playoff, then the bowl 
chooses a replacement from that league. 
The four-team playoff is almost certain 
to exclude teams from outside the Big Five 
conferences, but at least it guarantees a major 
bowl for one team from outside the power 
structure. Last year, that meant Mountain 
West champion Boise State landed in the 
Fiesta (rather than in the Las Vegas Bowl 
in the old BCS system), where the Broncos 
fabulously pulled the Statue of Liberty play 
from the archives to help defeat Arizona. 
Here is how Lindy’s sees it all shaking out 
this year: 


(Note: At-large means any team in the 
country — so probably a Big Five conference 
team, while Group means teams from the 
small conferences: Group of Five): 
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6, The Heisman pre-leaders. If you 
have to ask who Trevone Boykin is, you're 
hopelessly behind the curve. The TCU 
quarterback isn’t awash in publicity, but his 
play was spectacular in 2014 and there'll be 
no ignoring a second performance of that 
caliber. Ohio State running back Ezekiel 
Elliott joins Boykin as a front-runner, but we 
otherwise love a wide-open field like this one. 


7. Year of the Running Back. This 2015 
group is ridiculously loaded. There’s Elliott, 
the breakout star of last year’s postseason, 
along with LSU monster Leonard Fournette, 
Oklahoma record-setter Samaje Perine and 
Wisconsin successor-to-the-throne Corey 
Clement. Ah, but we're just getting started: 
Georgia's Nick Chubb, Oregon's Royce Freeman, 
UCLA's Paul Perkins, Arizona’s Nick Wilson, 
Pittsburgh’s James Conner, Alabama's Derrick 
Henry ... we could go on, but you get the idea. 


8. Top turf wars. The best two divisions 
in college football — SEC West and Pac-12 
South — are so much better than everybody 
else, it isn’t even funny. With Arkansas 
coming along and Texas A&M widely 
expected to bounce back, the SEC West is 
deeper than ever. And once again, you might 
as well pull a name out of a hat when trying 
to pick the Pac-12 South winner ... as long 
as it doesn’t come up “Colorado,” anyway.

9. The Muschamp Effect. Auburn is 
paying Will Muschamp a head coach's ransom 
to be its defensive coordinator, a move 
that'll look terrible if Muschamp fails as he 
did as head coach at Florida. But why would 
he fail? Running a defense — just him, his 
players and all those beautiful X’s and 0's — 
is the man’s sweet spot. If Muschamp makes 
the sort of impact at Auburn that many 
expect he will, watch the market value of 
the top coordinators continue to skyrocket. 


10. Do the Irish have their mojo back? 
Last season was strange and, at times, awful 
for Notre Dame, but 2015 

could be special. Good 
luck finding a team 
anywhere with more 
returning starters 
than Brian Kelly and 
his staff have to work 
with. Offensively, this 
should be Kelly's 

best Irish team

Last year’s semifinals worked out like 
clockwork on New Year's Day: Oregon 
and Ohio State winning the Rose and 
Sugar bowls to advance to the national 
championship game 10 days later. 

If only it could always be that simple. 
But it’s college football. Nothing is ever that 
simple. This season, the semifinals will be 
on New Year's Eve in the Orange and Cotton 
Bowls, preceding New Year's Day for games 
that are ... well, not semifinals. 

Since there are six big games in the 
playoff rotation, the College Football 
Playoff deciders settled on a pair of 
tripleheaders on New Year's Eve and New 
Year's Day. 

An important consideration is that in 
years that the Rose and Sugar are not 
semifinals, they still hold the New Year's 
Day time slots. After all, the Rose has to 
pair up with its parade, and why would 
anyone want to mess up a New Orleans 
New Year's Eve with a football game? So, 
the games are New Year's Day in Pasadena 
and New Year's Night in New Orleans. 
Follow us so far? 

OK, so the Orange and Cotton are 
semifinals this season, and ESPN saw the 
problem of this sequence of events: The TV 
network pushed in the offseason to get the 
semifinals moved from Thursday night, 
Dec. 31, to the much-more-desirable 
Saturday, Jan. 2 slot ... but nooooooo00. 
That would make way too much sense. 

This means it’s likely that. the Rose and 
Sugar will be playing on New Year's Day 
with four second-place teams, while the 
Big Ten, Pac-12, SEC and Big 12 champs 
are occupied the night before. So much for 
building continuity and momentum in 
a bowl season. 

The CFP says it set up a 12-year plan for 
tripleheaders on Dec. 31 and Jan. 1, and 


(no matter how flawed that plan is) it didn’t 


want to break that attempt to establish 
tradition in only the second year. 
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TIME FOR A NICE, 
DEEP BREATH 


Folks, we have earned a deep breath, with 
the breakneck rate of changes that college 
football has embraced in the past few years. 
Consider that the WAC still existed when the 
decade began. So did the Big East. 

Nine teams have been added to the Foot- 
ball Bowl Subdivision since then, including 
2015 newbie Charlotte. The Pac-12, Big Ten 
and SEC now have their own networks. Even 
Nick Saban is running a hurry-up offense ... 
well, at least some of the time. 


OK, exhale. 

For a moment, not much has changed 
from 2014. The top teams still figure to be 
the top teams. There was one spectacular 
hire (welcome back, Jim!), but only 15 total 
coaching changes. Charlotte is the only new 
team, replacing disbanded UAB, keeping FBS 
membership at 128. Navy, no longer inde- 
pendent, has joined the American Athletic 
Conference — accounting for the sum of the 
conference alignment news. 

Now, another deep breath and hold it, 
because more change is coming. Expanded 
playoffs? An NCAA breakaway for the Big 5 
conferences? The first $10 million coach? 
Pay to play? Player unions?

Y'all know it doesn’t count. It’s not real 
football. Two words: Glorified practice. You 
don’t even get to mock another team, make 
up funny words to their fight songs, insult 
their cheerleaders. 

In some ways, spring games are less 
important than ever — year-round 
conditioning (you know, the voluntary 
kind, wink, wink) allows teams to hit the 
ground running and do real work during 
the 14 practices before the final scrimmage.

And especially 
you, Columbus. Ohio State set a national 
record by drawing 99,391 to Ohio Stadium 
in April. Impressive.

T he ol’ stiff-armed statue should be remade in the image of a player in mid-throw. 


(and that’s even including the vacated 2005 award of running back Reggie Bush). 
Do we think that trend will continue? Uh, yeah, but this is the Year of the Running Back 
(haven't you heard?), so a lot more of those rock-toting guys are going to show up on this list: 


1. Trevone Boykin, QB, TCU — The 
senior enters the second year of a perfect 
marriage of offense and dual-threat athlete. 


2. Ezekiel Elliott, RB, Ohio State — 
Two things. One, he’s not an Ohio State 
quarterback, so we don’t have to worry 
about whether he'll play. Two, we simply 
can’t forget how he rushed for 696 yards in 
the final three games of the season, against 
Wisconsin, Alabama and Oregon. Wow. 


3. An Ohio State quarterback — 
We're taking the cop-out. Take your pick 
— Cardale Jones, Braxton Miller or J.T. 
Barrett — and by the time you read this, 
there might be more clarity about the most 
fascinating quarterback race ever. 


4. Derrick Henry, RB, Alabama — He 
gets the nod over other SEC players because 
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he’s playing for our projected SEC champ, 
and voters have proven they will default to 
an Alabama running back (see, Mark Ingram, 
2009). Plus, the dude is an absolute beast. 


5. Nick Chubb, RB, Georgia — He 
finished his freshman season with eight 
consecutive 100-yard performances, and the 
coaches will relentlessly feed him behind one 
of the best offensive lines in the country. 


6. Cody Kessler, 9B, USC — Uncannily 
accurate, with 39 touchdown passes, five 
interceptions and a 69.7 percent completion 
percentage last season. Now what he needs 
is for Steve Sarkisian to really turn him 
loose downfield. 


7. Deshaun Watson, 9B, Clemson — 
We're taking the view that he'll be rarin’ to fly 
for the opener as he comes back from an ACL 


injury, but does it really matter? He was good 
enough to torment and beat South Carolina last 
season when his ligament was already torn. 


8. Jeremy Johnson, 98, Auburn — 
Everyone expects the Tigers’ new starter to be 
awesome, and it’s not as if a first-year starting 
quarterback can’t win this award. Cam 
Newton, Johnny Manziel, Jameis Winston ... 


9. Dak Prescott, 0B, Mississippi State 
— Love Dak. He finished eighth in the 2014 
Heisman voting. But the Heisman is part 
function of team, and if the Bulldogs take 

a step back from a magical year, Prescott will 
be hard pressed to do more than tread water 
in the balloting. 


10. Royce Freeman, RB, Oregon — 
Oregon coaches said he was one of their 
most improved players in the spring, and 
that was after he rushed for 1,365 yards 
as a true freshman. 


HEISMAN SLEEPERS & 


1. Malik Zaire, QB, Notre Dame — The 
Irish quarterback situation played out in his 
direction, and Zaire showed in late-season 
games against USC and LSU that he’s capable 
of leading an offense that should finally play 
up to Brian Kelly's previous standards. 


2. Seth Russell, QB, Baylor — Whoever 
directs the Bears’ attack becomes an 
automatic Heisman candidate. 


3. Dalvin Cook, RB, Florida State — 
The dynamic sophomore plays for the right 
team and is ready to be the centerpiece of 
the FSU offense. Just hold on to the ball, 
young fella. 


4. Vernon Adams, QB, Oregon — The 
graduate transfer from Eastern Washington 
amassed 10,438 passing yards and accounted 
for 121 touchdowns at the FCS school. 
Although he won't start competing for the 
starting job until August, if anybody in the 
country has the look of plug-and-play, this 
is the guy. 


5. Somebody on the other side of the 
ball — We picked Ohio State defensive end 
Joey Bosa as our national Defensive Player of 
the Year, but he doesn’t figure to be among 
the top two Heisman candidates on his own 
team. So, let's rule him out of this discussion. 
A pair of linebackers — Arizona's Scooby 
Wright (ninth in the Heisman last season) 
and Notre Dame's Jaylen Smith — have the 
combination of skill, stats, team and Q rating 
to at least deserve an invite to the party. 
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COACHING CHANGES 


The changes are relatively few, in part because only the firing of Bo Pelini at 
Nebraska set off a chain reaction of coaching changes — the Huskers’ hiring of Oregon 
State’s Mike Riley begat the Wisconsin opening, which begat a spot at Pittsburgh. 

One trend hasn't changed: If you want to be a college head coach, go to school to 
study offense. Of the seven assistants moving to the big-boy headsets, only one — 
Pat Narduzzi — comes from the defensive side of the ball. 


BUFFALO 
Out: Jeff Quinn 
(Alex Wood was interim coach last four games) 
In: Lance Leipold 

Let's start with a prediction: Leipold 
won't win six national titles at Buffalo, as 
he did — incredibly, in only eight seasons 
— at Division III Wisconsin-Whitewater. 
But the man’s history of gigantic success is 
not to be taken lightly. Leipold will have to 
learn to take his lumps, but there’s ground 
to be gained — immediately — in the MAC, 
and that ground will be gained with balance 
on offense, accountability on defense and 
no excuses. 


CENTRAL MICHIGAN 


Out: Dan Enos 
In: John Bonamego 

What fan base doesn’t like to see an 
alum take the reins? Problems, though: 
Bonamego, 51, is a first-time head coach — 
at any level — and he spent the past 
16 seasons coaching special teams in the 
NEL. Prior to that, the top college program 
he worked at was Army, which invites all 
sorts of questions about his recruiting 
chops. Misfit, anyone? Could be. 


COLORADO STATE 


Out: Jim McElwain 
(Dave Baldwin coached bowl game) 
In: Mike Bobo 

Last time CSU needed a new coach, it 
landed a first-timer who'd built a platform 
as an offensive coordinator for an SEC 
power. Rinse, repeat. Bobo is Georgia to 
the core, though, and seems much farther 
afield in Fort Collins than did McElwain, 
who had spent most of his life out West. 
So this is Bobo’s chance to prove himself, 
and he inherits a hard-working, high- 
achieving Rams group that should make 
the transition bearable for all involved. 
Mind you, Bobo won't have quarterback 
Garrett Grayson to run things. 
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FLORIDA 


Out: Will Muschamp 
(D.J. Durkin coached bowl game) 
In: Jim McElwain 

Do Gators fans even know what a decent 
offense looks like anymore? If nothing else, 
McElwain will revive that side of the ball; 
his resume as an offensive coach borders on 
brilliant. But questions? There are a few: 
Will the program lose its defensive identity? 
Can McElwain really swim with the recruiting 
sharks in the SEC? Is a nice-guy approach 
what's needed after the tumult of Muschamp’s 
reign? Nothing less than a return to national- 
title contention will be good enough. 


HOUSTON 


Out: Tony Levine 
(David Gibbs coached bowl game) 
In: Tom Herman 

The Cougars came around defensively 
under Levine, but the offense tailed off from 
where it had been during Kevin Sumlin’s 
tenure. Herman's job is merely to restore 
every bit of the luster to UH football, and 
that means scoring big and, of course, 
producing high-octane quarterbacks. Herman 
has a QB battle on his hands in Year 1, which 
is familiar territory for a guy who coached up 
J.T. Barrett and Cardale Jones at Ohio State. 
Herman doesn’t have that sort of talent to 
work with, but his methods are proven. 


KANSAS 


Out: Charlie Weis (Clint Bowen was interim 
coach last eight games) 
In: David Beaty 

There’s nowhere to go but up for Beaty in 
his first head coaching job, and his positive 
vibes can only help after a miserable 
Jayhawks run under the dour Weis. Will 
Beaty break through in recruiting? He'd 
better, because that’s why KU hired him. 
Retaining 2014 interim coach Clint Bowen as 
defensive coordinator was a wise move. Still, 
it’s hard to envision the Jayhawks climbing 
from the depths of the Big 12 anytime soon. 


MICHIGAN 


Out: Brady Hoke 
In: Jim Harbaugh 

There's no reason to pretend this 
wasn't the grand-slam hire of all hires, 
right? Harbaugh reinvented the wheel at 
Stanford and then kicked it up a notch 
with the 49ers. No one else would have 
given Michigan fans reason to believe that 
toppling Urban Meyer and Ohio State is 
possible. The Buckeyes are far ahead of their 
rivals entering 2015, but watch the gap close 
quickly and dramatically. The Wolverines 
went tragically soft under Rich Rodriguez 
and then Hoke. Harbaugh will gnaw off his 
own khakis before he lets that continue.

Out: Bo Pelini 
(Barney Cotton coached bowl game) 
In: Mike Riley 

You might've noticed that Pelini wasn’t 
exactly warm and fuzzy. Riley is perhaps 
the most likeable person in this dog-eat-dog 
sport: Everybody loves the guy. So there's 
that; Big Red Nation will like its new coach 
a whole lot. But will Riley continue — 
let alone improve upon — the program's 
maddening run of seven consecutive four- 
loss seasons? On the one hand, this hire was 
inspired by a desire for happiness, but don’t 
kid yourself: The program is desperate to 
move up in the Big Ten. It seems to point 
to a new reality for Huskers’ fans: Are they 
ready to deal with more also-ran seasons if 
their coach conducts himself well? Or will 
Riley show that nice guys can finish first? 


DREGON STATE 
Out: Mike Riley 
In: Gary Andersen 

Riley's fan base — which includes the 
media covering the program — will have 
to get used to a guy who doesn’t ooze 
friendliness, longing only to instill toughness 
in his team, Andersen's choice to leave 
Wisconsin for Corvallis remains befuddling 
from purely a football standpoint, but we get 
it; that part of the country is more Andersen's 
speed, and he'll have unadulterated power 
at OSU that he never was going to have in 
Madison. Lots of luck chasing the fellas from 
Eugene though. 


PITTSBURGH 
Out: Paul Chryst 
(Joe Rudolph coached bowl game) 
In: Pat Narduzzi 

Imagine that, a new football coach at 
Pittsburgh. At least Chryst gave the Panthers 
three seasons of stability, although those 
seasons reeked of .500 results. Meanwhile, 
Narduzzi, having dialed up Michigan State's 
defense as its coordinator, became one of 
the hottest assistants in the land. If Pitt was 
going to go the assistant route all along, 
Narduzzi would have to have been seen as 
a home run. But remember, this is his first 
time running a program. 


SMU 


Out: June Jones 
(Tom Mason was interim coach last 10 games) 
In: Chad Morris 

No-brainer alert: The Mustangs perked up 
with their hire. Morris is an offensive whiz 
whose wide-open style meshes beautifully 
with much of Texas’ high school scene. More 
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to the point, SMU — coming off a hideous 
1-11 campaign — needed a heavy dose of 
hope, and Morris provides that and then 
some. There will be a sizable leap in the 
AAC standings in Year 1. 


TROY 
Out: Larry Blakeney 
In: Neal Brown 

All Brown, a first-time head coach, has to 
do at Troy is create a new identity after the 
Trojans’ 24-year run under Larry Blakeney. And 
that'll be, well, hugely difficult. But Brown, 
only 35, is a real go-getter, having done solid 
work as offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach at Texas Tech and Kentucky. Before that, 
he coached at Troy, so he shouldn't be out of 
his depth. This looks like an ideal fit. 


TULSA 
Out: Bill Blankenship 
In: Philip Montgomery 

If you like Art Briles — and who doesn’t? 
— then you have to like this hire by Tulsa. 
Unlike Blankenship, who was a hugely 
successful high school coach in the city, 
Montgomery brings all the glitter of having 
called plays at Baylor during the Bears’ 
transformation from laughingstocks to 
college football titans. Tulsa’s horrendous 
performance the past two seasons might 
soon be forgotten. 


UNLV 
Out: Bobby Hauck 
In: Tony Sanchez 

Consider this a Vegas-style roll of the dice: 
Sanchez is a high school coach gone wild 
with an opportunity to hit it big — unless 
he flames out as so many previous UNLV 
leaders have. There are only so many Bishop 
Gorman players Sanchez can land, but that 
feels like a slight against the man and there's 
no reason yet to assume he’s not prepared 
for what awaits him. For now, the rest of the 
Mountain West remains unworried. 


WISCONSIN 


Out: Gary Andersen 
(Barry Alvarez coached bowl game) 
In: Paul Chryst 

Chryst was offensive coordinator for some 
of the best Badgers’ units on record, but one 
must ask — is he best-suited as an OC? The 
Pittsburgh years were uninspiring. Chryst 
doesn’t have the resume of Andersen, let 
alone that of Bret Bielema or Barry Alvarez. 
But he’s a Madison man, a native and an 
alum, and after surprisingly losing back- 
to-back coaches to other college programs, 
that’s worth something. 


COACHES ON 
THE HOT SEAT 


You have seen the hirings, what about 
the impeding firings? Start looking here: 


1, Mike London, Virginia — He's 
23-38 in five seasons, has had one 
winning record, has yet to beat Virginia 
Tech, and has seemed to misplace his 
offensive playbook. He’s recruited well, 
but other than that ... 


2, Norm Chow, Hawaii — Getting 

a deserved chance at a head coaching 
job hasn't been all Chow — or the 
Warriors — hoped it would be as a likely 
last chapter to a great career. He’s 8-29 
in three seasons. 


3. Paul Rhoads, Iowa State — 
Rhoads wants to be in Ames — which 

is much more than can be said of many 
of his predecessors — and a contract 
through 2021 provides a measure of 
protection. The 2-16 record in the 

Big 12 and season-opening losses to FCS 
schools in each of the past two seasons 
... well, those tell a different story. 


4. Tim Beckman, Illinois — He's 
gone from two to four to six wins in his 
three seasons with the Illini, so what's 
the problem? Thing is, you can only 
count maybe two of those victories as 
“decent,” and the 4-20 conference mark 
is hard to miss. Any kudos for eking 
into a bowl game last season was erased 
by a subsequent loss to Louisiana Tech. 


5. Willie Taggart, USF — He had to 
clean out his coordinators after last season, 
his second at the school, and that’s never 

a good sign to have to do that so soon. He 
needs his recruiting advantages to kick in 
... Tight ... about ... now. 


6. Kirk Ferentz, Iowa — Hate to 
put him on the list, but the Hawkeyes 
missed a golden opportunity last season 
when they went 7-5 against a once-in-a- 
generation soft schedule, followed by a 
blowout bowl loss to Tennessee. Yes, we 
know his buyout is north of a cool $13 
million, but he keeps drifting closer to 
a breaking point after several seasons

That's basically what we're looking at 
here, as it’s perfectly likely both teams will 
be staring at a scenario in which it has to win 
the Iron Bowl, the SEC title game, a national 
semifinal and then the championship. 


2. Baylor at TCU, Nov, 27 — Let's go 
back five years. Baylor was coming off 14 
consecutive losing seasons since joining 

the Big 12. TCU was in the Mountain West 
Conference. What would have been the odds 
that this matchup would become THE rivalry 
in the Big 12? This series took a colossal leap 
forward last season in a 61-58 win for the 
Bears, a result that ultimately stiff-armed 
the Horned Frogs right out of the College 
Football Playoff while not doing enough for 
Baylor's cred. This rematch should have it all:

Here are 15 players ready for launch in 
2015 after suffering major injuries in 2014: 


Bralon Addison, WR, Oregon — The 
Ducks made it all the way to the national 
championship game after being without 

one of their top playmakers all season. The 
speedy Addison suffered a torn ACL in the 
spring of 2014, on the heels of a sophomore 
season in which he caught 61 passes for 890 
yards and seven touchdowns. This spring, 
he shed plenty of rust. 


Kenny Bigelow, DT, USC — He was 

a top-10 recruit in 2013, then redshirted, 
then tore an ACL last summer during a 
voluntary workout. Bigelow, expected to be 
in the rotation in USC's three-man front, 
was limited to individual work this spring 
but looked fit at a trimmer 285 pounds. Not 
everyone can follow his diet, though. He 
said he lost three pounds just by cutting 
off his dreadlocks. 


Kenyan Drake, RB, Alabama — 

If you search “Kenyan Drake injury,” 
you'll be directed to a YouTube video 

that comes with this caution: “WARNING: 
graphic footage.” Yeah. It’s not pretty. 
That gruesome broken leg, suffered Oct. 4 
against Ole Miss, cost him the rest of the 
season, but he was well on his way back to 
100 percent in the spring. He’s a much- 
needed second-stringer to Derrick Henry 
and/or a wideout for Lane Kiffin to use as 
he sees fit. 


Carl Lawson, DE, Auburn — 

A Freshman All-American in 2013, he 
suffered a torn ACL last spring and sat 
out the 2014 season. He was back in a big 
way this spring for new coordinator Will 
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Muschamp, playing the Buck position, a 
play-making hybrid defensive end/outside 
linebacker spot. Basically, the former No. 
1-rated high school defensive end will 

be this year’s college football version of 
Dante Fowler Jr., who manned the Buck for 
Muschamp last season at Florida. The Tigers’ 
pass rush needs Lawson in a huge way, too; 
they had a mere 21 sacks last year. 


Luther Maddy, DT, Virginia Tech 
— He played in just the first four games,

with nine tackles (and, whoa, still earned 
honorable mention All-ACC honors from 
the coaches), but underwent two knee 
surgeries, the first for torn meniscus. He 
was third-team All-ACC in 2013, and his 
return helps give the Hokies perhaps the 
saltiest defense in the league. 


Braxton Miller, QB, Ohio State — 
The Buckeyes showed last season that 
they don’t need Braxton Miller. Of course, 
they want Braxton Miller. But it’s going

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to be tricky, and he was still recovering 
from shoulder surgery during the spring, 
and rumors were swirling, and dang these 
print deadlines ... so, uh, check back at 
LindysSports.com as news breaks. 


Jamal Palmer, DE, Baylor — He 
played in five games last season before an 
ACL tear wiped out the rest of his season. 
The senior, a former honorable mention All- 
Big 12 pick, is healthy and ready to rejoin 
a loaded Bears front. 


Jabrill Peppers, S, Michigan — Heck 
of a departing gift left by Brady Hoke. 
Rated as the No. 3 prospect in the 2014 
class by 247Sports, Peppers played in three 
games last season before injuries piled up 
and he was able to take a redshirt. Jim 
Harbaugh will turn him loose all over the 
field and into the backfield as a multi- 
purpose weapon, and the coach offered the 
highest praise at the end of the spring, 
saying, “He's been A-plus.” 


Michael Rose-Ivey, LB, Nebraska 

— He set a school freshman record with 

66 tackles in 2013, including 49 in the 
final five games, but a knee injury in fall 
camp kept him on the sideline all of last 
season. He's working at an outside spot for 
coordinator Mark Banker, one of the best in 
the business. 


Deshaun Watson, QB, Clemson — 
The college football world is his. We only 
got a peek at what he could do before 

an ACL tear shut him down ... but that 
peek was spectacular. He completed 67.9 
percent of his passes (93 of 137) for 
1,466 yards, with 14 touchdowns and two 
interceptions. He added five touchdowns 
on the ground. 


Kelby Brown, LB; Braxton Deaver, 
TE, Duke — Each suffered ACL tears in 
August and were subsequently granted a 
sixth year of eligibility by the NCAA. That's 
found gold for David Cutcliffe, who gets back 
an All-ACC linebacker who had 114 tackles, 
including 11 for loss, in 2013, and a tight 
end who caught 46 passes for 600 yards that 
season. Cutcliffe said both should be 100 
percent in camp. 


Laquon Treadwell, WR; Denzel 
Nkemdiche, LB; Laremy Tunsil, 

OT, Qle Miss — Treadwell’s goal-line leg 
fracture was gruesome; Nkemdiche played in 
just seven games because of a broken ankle; 
Tunsil suffered a fractured leg in the bowl 
game. When healthy, all three are among the 
best in the nation at their positions. 
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WINNING IN FEBRUARY 


The industry standard for team recruiting rankings comes from the 247Sports’ 
Composite, which equally balances the ratings from multiple major services, including, 
of course, its own. 

Since Alabama has been No. 1 in those composite rankings in each of the past five 
years, we had a pretty good idea which team was going to come out on top once we 
crunched the numbers for a longer snapshot of signing days, 2011 through 2015. After 
that, though ... well, let’s see what happened. 

OK, you have your usual suspects, and note that the top three teams account for 
the past four national championships. Aha! Recruiting rankings have predictive value! 
Who'd a thunk? 

But also note what you don’t see. No TCU. No Wisconsin. No Michigan State. There are 
always exceptions. Wonderful, happy, exceptions. 

When it comes to recruiting, we do love our sleeper stories — Arizona linebacker 
Scooby Wright and Colorado State's Rashard Higgins to name two. Higgins, in the kind of 
false precision inherent to these kind of rankings, was tabbed as the 176th best receiver 
in the 2013 class, 175 spots below Laquon Treadwell. Not much difference now, right? 

As a prognostication tool, the recruiting rankings often break down on an individual 
basis — because sometimes guys simply end up as Peaked In High School Rob Lowe — 
although a group of four- and five-star guys is probably going to end up beating your 
group of two- and three-stars.

It only feels like a hundred years ago when Ohio 

State — its highest of hopes seemingly dashed by 

a season-ending injury to star quarterback Braxton 

Miller — lost at home by two touchdowns to Virginia 

Tech. Since that unsightly 2014 evening in Columbus, 

the Buckeyes rallied to greatness behind second- 
and third-string quarterbacks, repositioned themselves as national giants, 
and even put a flattering shine on the oft-criticized Big Ten. Indeed, they've 
merely changed everything. 

Isn't it just a reflection of all things Urban Meyer? That this is what Buck- 
eyes had anticipated, even expected, when he stepped into the job just three 
years ago? No longer does Alabama's Nick Saban stand alone as the king 
of college football coaches. Meyer is right there at the big bowl, challenging 
Saban for every kibble. Simply put, OSU is a giant fully awakened. 


Gosh, where to start? It almost doesn’t seem to 
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matter if it's Cardale Jones or J.T. Barrett under center, or even if it’s Miller, 
who might be playing elsewhere when the September 7 opener at Virginia 
Tech comes. Under any circumstances, that's a rematch from hell for the 
Hokies. If the Buckeyes do what they utterly expect to do there, the rest 
should be a matter of a rudimentary equation: Best offensive players in the 
Big Ten (hello, Ezekiel Elliott) plus best defensive players (nice to see you 
again, Joey Bosa) equal can't-screw-this-up. 

THE BAD NEWS: Did we mention the game at Virginia Tech? Well, it's 
a bit scary. OSU must play at Michigan, too, and new Wolverines coach Jim 
Harbaugh was so frighteningly good against top opponents at Stanford, 
it invites dount into the picture. 

.: There won't be a regular-season contest in which the 

Bicone don’ t have a gigantic edge in — what's that word? — talent. That 
monumental collection of talent, along with Meyer's eminence, makes No. 4 
an easy call. 
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No longer under the radar 
It still has to hurt. TCU was so good last season — 

so dominant. And yet the Horned Frogs were dissed 
and dismissed by the College Football Playoff selection committee when it 
mattered most. Who's to say they wouldn't have given a (much) better show- 
ing than, say, Florida State did? But it’s water under the bridge now. More 
important is that TCU has completely overcome its early shyness in the 
Big 12, and this 2015 bunch could be Patterson's best yet. 

THE GOOD NEWS: QB Trevone Boykin is beyond-the-pale great. Does 
that sound like a little much? Get over it. Boykin could start at any school in 
the country and either make that team better or, at worst, Keep it humming. 
And he is joined by so many returning starters (10) from a top offense, it’s 
silly. Just as exciting: TCU's defense will roar like it hasn't in a while. 

THE BAD NEWS: We're still looking ... maybe it’s the tough road 
schedule? Visits to Minnesota, Kansas State, Oklahoma State and Oklahoma 
are going to be challenging, but all those games are winnable. 


OUR CALL: The committee wouldn't dare rain on an 11-1 TCU parade 
again, would it? The Frogs — who get Baylor at home in the regular-season 
finale — have 12-0 potential. 


3. ALABAMA 


Not quite fiush, but still the Tide 
So who are the Crimson Tide, anyway? Are they 
a collection of stud recruits who'll come up short, as 
in the postseasons of 2013 and 2014? Or are they an angry, ultra-motivated 
team that will crush every foe in their path, lifting the program, Nick Saban 
and the entire SEC back to the top of the heap? It could end up somewhere 
in between, but in between doesn't fly in Tuscaloosa. 


THE GOOD NEWS: Will it be Jake Coker under center? Whoever takes 
the snaps will turn around and see running back Derrick Henry, and all sorts 
of good things will flow from there. Defensive lineman A’Shawn Robinson and 
linebacker Reggie Ragland are locked into crush mode for what looks to be 
anasty D. 

THE BAD NEWS: The Iron Bow will be played down the road a smidge 
in Auburn. Yeah, that could be a season-changing sort of deal. Also, offensive 
coordinator Lane Kiffin will be dealing with an almost entirely new group of 
starters. 

OUR CALL: Hell-lo, this is Bama we're talking about. We feel like maybe 
we've said that before, but hasn't everybody? A spectacular SEC West divi- 
sion makes for tough sledding, but this is Ala-damn-bama. 


G, OREGON 


Staying on top even without Mr. Heisman 
SS If the acquisition of Eastern Washington graduate 

transfer quarterback Vernon Adams is the offseason 
heist we think it is, the Ducks will be just fine after losing that Heisman kid. 
Now, of course, Adams still has to show up, win the job over 2014 backup 
Jeff Lockie, and prove his worth week-to-week at the highest level. What he 
did to Washington last season — 475 passing yards and seven touchdowns 
— was a pretty big hint, though. 

THE GOOD NEWS: “Big Play VA" was a two-time runner-up for the 
Walter Payton Award (the Heisman of the FCS). Royce Freeman, Byron Mar- 
shall, Thomas Tyner, Bralon Addison, Devon Allen ... the Oregon offense will 
have, quarterback pending, all the speed and elegance for which it is known. 

THE BAD NEWS: Can't pretend that the Oregon defense is elite. Very 
good, yes. But not elite. The Ducks ducked a Michigan State punch last 
season in Eugene; doing so in East Lansing will be even tougher. 

OUR CALL: By picking them at No. 4, we're probably asking the Ducks 
to win at Michigan State early in the year or else have to run the table in the 
Pac-12, Tall order, but we'd have to ask the same of another team, and, well, 
we trust Oregon.

One more step to elite status 
Art Briles and his boys ended the 2014 season in 

a puddle of “what ifs?” What if the team had showed 
up ready to rock at West Virginia? What if the massive comeback victory over 
TCU hadn't taken so long to materialize? What if the playoff committee be- 
lieved in “one true champion?” What if the Cotton Bowl gag against Michigan 
State never happened? You get the picture. Baylor is a big-time program, but 
it still gets in its own way at times. 


THE GOOD NEWS: So much talent, there’s no way the Bears wil fail to 
compete for a Big 12 title. RB Shock Linwood and receivers KD Cannon and 
Corey Coleman will have monster seasons. A defense led by freak-of-freaks 
DL Shawn Oakman is stocked like none Briles has had. 


THE BAD NEWS: How good is QB Seth Russell, anyway? Any lingering 
uncertainty about him will need to be resolved by the brutal November, with 
Kansas State, Oklahoma State and TCU on the road, and Oklahoma at home. 


OUR CALL: There's at least one loss on that schedule along the way,

Tough, physical,

mega-prowl after hiring Jim Harbaugh as coach. But Mark Dantonio and his 
program have been overlooked before. Lower the ceiling on Sparty at your 
own risk. 


THE GOOD NEWS: A mentality has been set in East Lansing — ina 
phrase, it’s to kick the unholy crap out of everybody. So take to the bank that 
Sparty will be tough, physical and strong-willed. It helps that Connor Cook is 
back at quarterback and that DE Shilique Calhoun still is on hand to make 
opponents cry for mama. 


THE BAD NEWS: It's hard enough that MSU, without former star 
defensive coordinator Pat Narduzzi, has to face Oregon in an early game, but 
it's at home. The road schedule includes Michigan, Nebraska and — yikes —

OUR CALL: Without much doubt, we'll still call this the Big Ten’s second- 
best team.

Exorcising own demons is the key 
We could argue all day about what was Notre 
Dame's lowest point in 2014. The heartbreak in 
Tallahassee? Losing at home to Northwestern? Falling apart at Arizona 
State? Embarrassing itself at USC? The point is, there were a lot of low 
points. But a big bounce-back in 2015 would fix everything, and the deep 
Irish are capable of delivering it. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Irish will be very experienced on both sides. 
Their offensive line, led by Ronnie Stanley and Nick Martin, will give Malik 
Zaire — the winner of the quarterback battle over Everett Golson — a chance 
at a special season. The defense will be strong. Maybe not 2012 strong, but 
balanced, tough and explosive in the back end. 

THE BAD NEWS: There has to be at least some question about the 
mental toughness of this group, which, when the going got tough a year 
ago, revealed a startling lack of fortitude. When negativity creeps in at Notre 
Dame, it can become quite a bad scene. 

OUR CALL: Why not the Irish? Why can't they leap into playoff conten- 
tion? They have the horses to do it. Early results against Texas (home), 
Georgia Tech (home) and Clemson (road) will speak volumes. 
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8. AUBURN 
Sharpening up their teeth 


Over its final five games last season, Auburn 
— whose only victory in that stretch came against 
Samford — pretty well surrendered the identity it had 
formed in reaching the 2013 national title game. The offense was pretty good, 
of course, but it wasn't a clutch unit. The defense? Not clutch, not opportu- 
nistic, not anything good. The immediate challenge for Gus Malzahn and his 
staff is to set things right again. 


THE GOOD NEWS: Speaking of the staff — hello, Will Muschamp, 
and thank goodness you're here. Muschamp went down in flames as a head 
coach at Florida, but as a coordinator, he'll put the teeth back in the Tigers’ 
defense. And there might be an overall upgrade from Nick Marshall to Jeremy 
Johnson at quarterback. Watch out for WR Duke Williams. DE Carl Lawson 
is ready to roar. 


THE BAD NEWS: Williams is the only returning starter in the offensive 
skill group (although it’s not without emerging talent). The secondary could be 
a particular weakness. 


OUR CALL* If the Tigers can survive an opening neutral-site matchup 
with Louisville and an SEC-opening visit to LSU — huge “if,” right? — they'll 
be in serious contention for the playoff. We like this team to bounce back 
from last season and peak late.

Time to overtake FSU 
OK, so the whole rivalry thingy with Florida State 
hasn't been working out that well. What're you gonna 
do? Actually, this is a great time for Clemson to do something about it. The 
Tigers aren't strong favorites over FSU in the ACC Atlantic — many would 
argue they aren't the favorites at all — but they have fewer questions to 
answer, plus the home field when the teams meet in November. 


THE GOOD NEWS: Times are good when you can have the nation’s 
No. 1 defense, as the Tigers did in 2014, and hold on to a star coordinator 
such as Brent Venables. The offense gets the expected return of quarterback 
Deshaun Watson from an ACL injury. Only a sophomore, Watson has Heis- 
man potential. 


THE BAD NEWS: Former offensive coordinator Chad Morris took the 
head job at SMU, a significant loss for the Tigers. Jeff Scott and Tony Elliott 
were promoted to co-coordinators, an arrangement that doesn't always work 
out. Venables has to coach up several new starters on D. 


OUR CALL: When the Tigers visit Louisville in Week 3, it'll be their 
second game in five days. After that, they'll have two-plus weeks to prep for 
a huge home test against Notre Dame. Clear those hurdles and a glorious. 
finish will be within reach. 


IL@, GEORGIA 
Poised for something big 
Crazy thought: How about the Bulldogs don't lose 

the SEC East to Missouri this season? Or to upstart 
Tennessee or anybody else? As so often has been the case under Mark 
Richt, Georgia is — based on talent — the team to beat in the East. If this 
program had a better history of delivering on its promise, a lot of folks would 
be picking the Dawgs to win the SEC, and more. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Can we talk about Nick Chubb? We love Nick 
Chubb. We love just saying “Nick Chubb." It fits the stubby-legged ferocity 
with which he carries the football — the guy is the superstar of what will be 
one of the nation’s premier running games. 

THE BAD NEWS: Who's the quarterback? Richt and new offensive 
coordinator Brian Schottenheimer may need all of training camp to figure that 
out. Georgia needs a new pair of starting wideouts, too. 

OUR CALL: Second-year defensive coordinator Jeremy Pruitt is building 
a dominant group — a dangerous reality for the rest of the East. Shootouts: 
bad. Shutouts: good. In Athens this year, the D is the real key. 
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Out of the shadows, back to glory? 
It's getting easier to buy into the Trojans, out of 
the shadows of NCAA sanctions and building back 
the depth that will allow second-year coach Steve Sarkisian to stomp on the 
accelerator and shorten the gap back to the glory days of Troy. That those 
days could actually arrive this very season is a possibility we long considered 
and can't quite dismiss. 


THE GOOD NEWS: Senior Cody Kessler leads the Pac-12's quarter- 
back brigade, which is always a good start. Goodness, some of the talent on 
this team takes your breath away — safety-turned-linebacker Su’a Cravens, 
comer/receiver/returner Adoree' Jackson, receiver JuJu Smith — and more 
of that young talent is washing up in waves. 


THE BAD NEWS: Leonard Williams was a monster of a defensive line- 
man, and USC still has some things to figure out up front when it reconvenes 
in August. The safety spots are another concern on defense, and incoming 
freshmen will have a chance to stake out roles in camp. 


OUR CALL: Admit it: Most of your questions about ‘SC center on the 
head coach being able to shed his “7-win Sark” label. Same here. The Tro- 
jans will zoom past seven and capture the tough Pac-12 South, but ultimately 
bump up against the Green ceiling (yes, that’s Oregon). 


iL2@ Florida State 


Keying on team-wide accountability 
Maybe, in some small way, moving on from the 
Jameis Winston era is a good thing for the Semi- 
noles. Certainly, the spotlight isn't shining as brightly. But the Winston era 
was an enormous success on the field, and that'll be an extraordinarily tough 
act to follow. Have we seen the last of FSU in the playoff mix for a while? 


THE GOOD NEWS; Without a singular superstar to bail them out of 
late-game jams, the ‘Noles move forward with a spirit of team-wide account- 
ability. That should be especially motivating for a defense that has top-end 
speed and, yes, potential in the pass rush. FSU had an ACC-low 17 sacks 
last season. How does doubling that number sound, fellas? 


THE BAD NEWS: That former quarterback was 26-1. Look, FSU just 
won't be as good without him. And it isn’t just Winston who's gone; Fisher 
and his staff must replace about half their starters from 2014. The offensive 
line could be a real mess. 


OUR CALL: The closer you look at the ‘Noles, the harder it is to see 
pieces of a championship puzzle. But it'll still be hard as heck to beat this 
team, which has a great shot at its customary double-digit victories. 


Approaching crossroads, seeking balance 
It was a struggle for the Tigers in 2014, when 
they finished 8-5 — matching the worst record in 
Les Miles’ 10 years at the school — and were dragged down by an impotent, 
SEC-worst passing attack. With many of its West division mates soaring, 
LSU is at a fascinating crossroads. Will Miles’ program reassert itself as 
a true national power? 


THE GOOD NEWS: LSU still can line up and knock the slobber out 
of a defense, as it demonstrated last season with a devastating downhill 
running game. Brutish back Leonard Fournette is one of the best players in 
the country, and he'll operate behind a high-quality offensive line that could 
coalesce into a great unit. 


THE BAD NEWS: Excellent defensive coordinator John Chavis left for 
Texas A&M, which has to stick in Miles’ craw. Chavis must be looking forward 
to facing Tigers’ quarterbacks Anthony Jennings and Brandon Harris, who 
don't scare anybody. 

OUR CALL: Why does it seem, year after year, that LSU is particularly 
up against it in the schedule department? Alas, the Tigers can't worry about 
that. If they want to stay in the West hunt, they'll just have to out-tough 
everybody. 
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Going all ‘High Octane’ again 
For as much as quarterback Taylor Kelly did for 

Arizona State over the past three seasons — he at 
least earned lifetime holiday cards from coach Todd Graham — we liked the 
way the offense ran when Mike Bercovici had his audition as an injury-re- 
placement last season. Berco takes over full time now, and even with wideout 
Jaelen Strong moving on to the NFL, he has multiple live wires to whom he 
can get the ball, so Graham can go all “High Octane" again. 


THE GOOD NEWS: DW. Foster can get comfortable as a 1,000-yard 
receiver in the slot because sophomores Kalen Ballage and Demario Richard 
can handle his old tailback spot. Ballage was super in the spring, doubling 
(tripling?) as a kick returner, and (here's the fun part) as a third-down pass 
rusher. 

THE BAD NEWS: Graham's defense is one of the best at causing 
havoc, but he spent the springtime looking for answers at his havoc-causing 
“Devilbacker’ position. An opener vs. Texas A&M in Houston is a either 
a great opportunity ... or an ice-bucket reality check. 


OUR CALL: ASU has posted back-to-back 10-win seasons. That sounds 
like the ceiling for this season, but a very fine ceiling it would be.

Schedule tempers optimistic upside 
Man alive, did the Yellow Jackets ever open some 
eyes with their finish in 2014, knocking off Georgia 
before shredding Mississippi State in a bowl game for their 11th victory. This 
team certainly ought to be viewed as a serious threat to Clemson and Florida 
State in the ACC, 


THE GOOD NEWS; Dazzling quarterback Justin Thomas is back to run 
Paul Johnson's triple-option attack, and he mixes in just enough quality with 
his arm to give any defense fits. Tech's experienced defense should make 
a strong move up the ACC's statistical rankings. 

THE BAD NEWS: Other than Thomas, the cast of skill players on 
offense will be mostly new. Thomas is the right guy to hold them steady, but 
it’s still a challenging scenario. Also, the schedule: Tech gets both Clemson 
and FSU in divisional crossover games and must travel to Notre Dame. 

OUR CALL: There's enough “bad” above that it'll take everything Tech 
has to win 11 games again. If it can fight its way to the top of the Coastal, 
though, the ACC title game will be can't-miss theater.

Chryst back where he belongs 
So the Gary Andersen experiment sure turned 
out fo be ... weird. Madison wasn't the place for him, 
apparently, but it feels like home — literally — to replacement Paul Chryst. 
He's a Madison native, a UW alum and a former offensive coordinator who 
skippered some of the Badgers’ best offenses. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Badgers will continue to blast away in the run 
game, with Corey Clement a worthy successor to Montee Ball and Melvin 
Gordon and — the usual — a wall of giants up front to pave the way. Wiscon- 
sin held on to defensive coordinator Dave Aranda, which definitely helps. 

THE BAD NEWS: One-dimensional quarterback Joel Stave — big arm, 
no legs — doesn't allow for as much fun as the Badgers had when that one 
guy Russell Wilson was QBing for Chryst. Oh, well. The pass-catching crew 
is pretty run-of-the-mill, and the defense has some rebuilding to do in the 
front seven. 

OUR CALL: We didn't even mention that the Badgers have to open in 
Arlington, Texas, against — yikes — Alabama. With the stench of last year’s 
59-0 loss to Ohio State in the Big Ten title game still wafting, there’s no way 
to see a league title happening. But the B1G West is weak. 
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il7/. Tennessee 


On the rise, but this high? Sure! 
Now this is fun. Let's take the Vols — who haven't 
played above-.500 ball in the SEC since 2007 — and 
vault them all the way to No. 17? But it's not crazy. This program is building 
toward something very exciting, and a flying leap to the top of the SEC East 
isn't at all out of the question. 


THE GOOD NEWS: A hundred starters return from last year's 7-6 team. 
That's a slight exaggeration, but seriously — just about everybody is back, 
and that makes this a hugely important season in Knoxville. It wouldn't mean 
nearly as much if the Vols had a sluggo at quarterback, but Josh Dobbs has 
best-in-the-league potential. 

THE BAD NEWS: Tennessee has lost five straight against Georgia 
and 10 in a row to Florida. There are dragons to slay, and it's more than fair 
to wonder if the Vols have the wherewithal to do it. The Vols annual crossover 
game with Alabama won't make things any easier. 


OUR CALL: There is no doubt the arrow is pointing up for this program. 
UT will be a tough out for anybody it plays. Winning the East is unlikely — 
0 for 3 vs. Missouri so far, by the way — but the earth is shifting in Knoxville 
and we're not about to pretend otherwise. 


iL. Oklahoma State 


Bouncing back from aberration 
Last season sure was a bummer — Mike Gundy's 
first foray through a sub-.500 Big 12 campaign since 
2006. Geez, Gundy wasn't even 40 then. But now he and his program have 
a chance to sneak up on the Big 12 all over again. And, of course, Gundy — 
long rumored to be considering other coaching jobs — remains in Stillwater 
to see it through. 


THE GOOD NEWS: There's lots of it, partly because the Cowboys 
bring back loads of experience on both sides of the ball. Consider, too, 
a potentially transformative field general, young Mason Rudolph, who has 
grabbed the reins of this team as only a born leader can.

THE BAD NEWS: OSU was far behind the curve in turnover margin last 
season, which simply can’t be repeated if this team is going to contend in the 
Big 12. Are there enough playmakers on defense? Is there enough discipline 
on offense? Gundy and his staff are under the gun to coach their boys up. 


OUR CALL: A sudden move to the top of the Big 12 is possible here. 
We're not simply talking about improvement — a league title could happen. 
But nobody says it'll be easy. 


118). Arizona 


Margin of error remains slim 
Rich Rodriguez coaxed 10 regular-season victo- 

ries, a Pac-12 South title and a spot in a Big Six bow! 
out of Arizona last season. RichRod has settled into the Southwest comfort- 
ably — “Palm trees and sunshine ... are you kidding me?” he says with 
a smile — and he really is just getting started as he enters his fourth season. 
Not every year is going to be 2014, but it's reasonable to place the Wildcats 
in the annual Top 25 discussion for the foreseeable future. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The team’s best player — all-everything linebacker 
Scooby Wright — is also the team’s hardest worker. On offense, Arizona has 
hit the skill-position trifecta with QB Anu Solomon, RB Nick Wilson and 
WR Cayleb Jones. 

THE BAD NEWS: As practical matters, the defense needs more 
playmakers around Wright and the offensive line is replacing three starters. 
Mostly, though, you wonder if Arizona can come close to replicating its 6-1 
record last season in games decided by seven points or less. 

OUR CALL: The team’s all-around depth is still lacking. With that, it’s a 
bit much to expect Arizona to successfully tip-toe to another South title while 
playing 12 consecutive games without a bye.

A fork in the road awaits 
Let's just go ahead and say it: We're not quite 

sure what to do with UCLA. This will be coach Jim 
Mora’s most talented roster, top to bottom, and that comes on the heels of 
a 10-win season, If you tell us the Bruins are top-10 timber in your preseason 
rankings, we'll shrug and nod and say, “OK.” Others might see disaster as 
UCLA is almost certainly going to go with a true freshman at quarterback. 
We're putting the Bruins at No. 20, splitting the difference. 


THE GOOD NEWS; UCLA's defense is strong up the middle with 
interior linemen Kenny Clark and Eddie Vanderdoes, and ultra-athletic in 
the back with corners Ishmael Adams and Fabian Moreau. RB Paul Perkins 
(1,575 yards last season) charges behind a now grown-up offensive line. 


THE BAD NEWS: Everybody loves Josh Rosen. Arguably the nation's 
top QB recruit, he enrolled early and impressed enough in the spring to consid- 
er adding a letter to the stadium name. Get it? From Rose Bowl to Rosen Bowl. 
(Too soon?). True freshman QBs, though, usually do true freshman things. 


OUR CALL: We'll know soon in the conference season which way this 
is going. UCLA opens at Arizona, then is home to Arizona State in tone- 
setting South division games.

make sense of the Sooners’ fade in 2014. A 4-0 start 
to a 4-5 finish (that’s 8-5 overall) was beyond unacceptable.

Bryan Harsin will have to channel 
his best Chris Petersen to make this thing work on a grand scale. 


THE GOOD NEWS; The list of returning starters is almost unend- 
ing. From the O-line to most of the offensive skill guys to every level of the 
defense, BSU is in rock-solid shape. That'll go a long way in September 
matchups with Washington, BYU and Virginia. 


THE BAD NEWS: The quarterback position is unsettled, and that's 
putting it lightly. The Broncos will go through fall camp with picking a start- 
ing QB as the No. 1 priority. It seems like forever since this team had the 
comfort of do-everything-right Kellen Moore to lean on. Ryan Finley could 
be the guy, but he’s far from an automatic answer, and his spring arrest did 
not help. 

OUR CALL: If we thought of BSU as a rip-through-the-Mountain-West 
sort of team, we'd rank it higher. More likely, there’s a loss or two laying in 
wait, even if they get through the gauntlet of September. And that means the 
playoff will be reserved for the big conference boys. As usual. 
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28. Texas A&M 


On the lookout for consistency 
Noteworthy, isn’t it, that the Aggies seemed more 

distracted and more bought into their own hype after 
Johnny Manziel left than they were when he was still around? A 5-0 start in 
2014 had A&M looking like a playoff contender. The five defeats that followed 
were, collectively, galling. Just how real-deal is this team and program? 
Therein lies the problem of playing in the SEC West — the margin of error 
is almost imperceptible. 

JHE GOOD NEWS: Kevin Sumlin’s offense will put up points. There 
is quality and depth at receiver and running back, and Kyle Allen is a steady 
performer at quarterback. And the addition of defensive coordinator John 
Chavis has everyone stoked, since a bolstered defense portends the consis- 
tency that this program sorely needs. 

THE BAD NEWS: The physical play up front in the SEC continues to 
be tremendously challenging for A&M. Are the Aggies tough enough to line 
up against Arkansas in September, for example, and deal with a hellacious 
rushing attack? Chavis will have to work miracles just to get his defense near 
the middle of the pack in the league. 

OUR CALL: Contention in the SEC West is too much to hope for. But 
with a relatively soft league schedule, A&M can step forward from last year’s 
8-5 record, which would represent meaningful progress and overall success.

I Alabama 


For the unprecedented fifth consecutive year, Alabama 
landed the No. 1 class in the country and this time around Nick Saban did it with 
six 247Sports Composite five-stars, more than any other program. He also did it 
with a diverse geographical mix. 

Calvin Ridley out of Fort Lauderdale was the nation’s top receiver and the high- 
est ranked player for the Tide at No. 11 overall. Blake Barnett comes in as the 
nation’s No. 2 pro-style quarterback all the way from southern California. The Tide 
landed two of the top five cornerbacks with Kendall Sheffield out of Texas and 
Minkah Fitzpatrick out of New Jersey, both five-stars as well. More running back 
teinforcements are also on the way with the No. 1 running back in the country — 
Damien Harris — picking Alabama over his home-state Wildcats of Kentucky. 


Even despite all of those elite skill players, the strength of this version of No. 1 
for Alabama may be on the offensive interior. One year after bringing in a lot of 
edge tackle talent, Alabama brought in the nation’s best crop of interior linemen 
with four of the nation’s top 20 offensive guards. Included in that group is Dallas 
Warmack, the younger brother of current Tennessee Titan Chance Warmack. 

In addition, Richie Petitbon and Lester Cotton are the nation’s fifth and fourth 
ranked guards respectively. 


For the second consecutive year, Steve Sarkisian had a 
near perfect finish to his recruiting class and this time it nearly resulted in 
the nation’s top class. USC finished No. 2 by the narrowest of margins in 
the history of modern recruiting so this class features plenty of No. 1 
characteristics. 

Among those characteristics, USC was able to land the No.1 comerback in the 
country according to 247Sports Composite in Iman “Biggie” Marshall. Marshall 
is the No. 4 player overall and committed to the Trojans on National Signing Day 
in a music video. Marshall was joined on Signing Day with announcements from 
five-star defensive tackle Rasheem Green and Top 100 linebacker John Houston 
for USC. Houston is part of the top linebacking class in the country. 


In addition to the long, athletic Houston, USC signed the two best players in 
Utah, both elite linebackers. Porter Gustin was the No. 4 outside linebacker in the 
country and at 6-5, 245 pounds, he could play almost any position on the field. 
Osa Masina was the No. 3 linebacker in the country and can do it all on either 
side of the ball as well. 


Other highlights of the class include the nation's No. 1 offensive quard, Chuma 
Edoga, choosing USC all the way from Georgia, as well as two four-star Army 
All-American quarterbacks in Ricky Town and Sam Darnold. In total, USC had 
14 U.S. Army All-American's in 2015, 


Even as talented as Florida State's roster has become under 
Jimbo Fisher, this 2015 class has several players that could see the field 
immediately for the Seminoles and no one is more ready than five-star safety 
Derwin James. At 6-2, 201 pounds, James is athletically gifted as any skill player 
in the nation for the class of 2015 and good enough to compete for a starting job 
as a true freshman. 


Just as talented, though maybe not as college ready, is Virginia native Josh 
Sweat who brings as much edge athleticism as any pass-rusher in the country. 
Sweat and James are two of the four five-stars heading to Tallahassee, with 
the other two being big-bodied athletic wide receiver George Campbell and 
6-3 cornerback Tarvarus McFadden. 

The quarterback position was well-addressed for Florida State as well as 
Jimbo Fisher looks to add depth following the departure of Jameis Winston to the 
NFL. Deondre Francois was the No. 3 pro-style quarterback in the country and 
De’Andre Johnson was one of the state of Florida’s most productive quarterbacks 
over the last four years. 


Other major talents who should be factors down the road for Florida State 
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include Top100 offensive tackle Abdul Bello, a 6-6, 295-pound mammoth talent, 
as well as running back Jacques Patrick, who at 6-2, 230-pounds can step in to 
provide a powerful complement to Dalvin Cook. 


4. Tennessee 


While the verdict is still out as to what kind of success Butch 
Jones can bring to Tennessee on the field, all doubt is gone as to what Jones can 
do on the recruiting trail. Jones upped his 2014 Top 10 class with a Top 5 finish in 
2015, and he did it while addressing all the remaining talent voids on the current 
roster. 


While the 2014 class was heavy on skill talent, 2015 brings some of the best 
line of scrimmage prospects in the country to Knoxville and five-star defensive 
tackle Kahlil McKenzie out of California leads the way. McKenzie at 6-3, 354 
pounds will be a force on the defensive line for the Vols, eating up blockers and 
affecting the entire defense. Also on the line of scrimmage will be Nashville native 
Kyle Phillips, who emerged as one of the nation’s top defensive linemen late in 
the process. He will complement Derek Barnett nicely. Four-star offensive tackles 
Drew Richmond and Jack Jones were the two best offensive linemen in Tennes- 
see and should immediately bolster the offensive front as well. 


Another area that Tennessee needed to add talent was at quarterback and with 
the additions of Jauan Jennings, Quinten Dormady and Sheriron Jones, the Vols 
are landing a rare class of three four-star quarterbacks. To top it off, Tennessee 
got the No. 2 junior college prospect in the country, former Alabama running back 
Alvin Kamara. We expect Kamara to impact the Tennessee offense immediately. 


In recent years, LSU has come to be known as a destination 
for elite defensive back and running back talent and that holds true in the 2015 
class for the Tigers. Kevin Toliver Il, out of Jacksonville, continues LSU's tradition 
of big, athletic cornerbacks, bringing his 6-2 frame to Baton Rouge as the No, 2 
cornerback in the nation. New Orleans native Donte Jackson doesn't have that 
kind of size, at 5-11, but he has unmatched speed and athleticism. He'll join 
Toliver in that always talented defensive backfield. 


At running back, LSU has accumulated three Top247 backs, all with the size 
and power that has become the standard in Death Valley. David Ducre (5-11/238), 
Derrius Guice (5-11/213) and Nick Brossette (6-0/210) are all elite next-level 
prospects that can run through or around defenses. 


Tyron Johnson brings size to the Tigers as well, but he brings it to the outside 
as a wide receiver. If LSU can find some quarterback play, Johnson should be 
a dynamic threat on the outside under Cam Cameron. The protection should be 
there, You won't find two better-looking offensive line prospects than 6-6, 305 
pound Chidi Valentine-Okeke and 6-4.5, 340-pound guard Maea Teuhema. 


6. Georgia 


In a year that was absolutely loaded with big-time defensive 
line talent, the best of the bunch was south Georgia monster Trent Thompson. 
Thompson and his No. 1 ranking nationally stayed in state, signing with Georgia 
and ensuring that Mark Richt would bring home a Top 10 class for the second 
straight year. 


Along with Thompson, Georgia added the No. 5 strongside defensive end 
(Jonathan Ledbetter) and the No. 5, 8, 9 and 15th ranked weakside defensive 
ends (Natrez Patrick, D’Andre Walker, Chauncey Rivers, Michael Barnett). With 
outside linebacker Roquan Smith added to the mix, defensive coordinator Jeremy 
Pruitt’s front seven should be in great hands moving forward. 


One of the most college-ready players to join the Georgia roster will be Columbia 
(Tenn.) Central tight end Jackson Harris. The 6-6, 250-pound prospect is not only 
an athletic pass catcher, but he's willing and able to block in the run game as well. 
While he may not be quite the college-ready talent that Harris is, Terry Godwin is 
a name to know as well. As versatile and athletic as any prospect in the country, 
Godwin is the nation’s top athlete and can play either side of the ball in Athens. 
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7. Ohio State 


: While the significant bump from their national championship 
run should come in the 2016 class, Urban Meyer and the Buckeyes did plenty of 
work in 2015 to position themselves for several more runs at a title. 


After a season in which three quarterbacks played at All-American levels for 
Ohio State, it’s only fitting that two more four-stars are on their way to Columbus. 
Fort Lauderdale native Torrance Gibson may be the most athletic quarterback 
in the country and will be a great fit for Urban Meyer's offense, but there weren't 
many quarterbacks anywhere in the country that were more efficient and produc- 
tive than in-state four-star Joe Burrow. Between the two, the depth at the position 
just keeps piling under Urban Meyer. 


We love the way Ohio State evaluated at the defensive back position with guys 
like Denzel Ward and Joshua Norwood being stowaway players that can develop 
into NFL-type talents as they get bigger and stronger. The same can be said 
at offensive line. Ohio State recruited mass, size and upside up front with 6-9, 
305-pounder Kevin Feder being the biggest and Army All-American guard 
Matthew Burrell being maybe the most physically ready. 

At linebacker, the nation's No. 2 outside linebacker Justin Hilliard is joined 
by the No. 4 athlete in the country Jerome Baker as athletic front-seven talents, 
but the best of the class may be Cleveland St. Ignatius defensive end Dre’Mont 
Jones who was a standout in the U.S. Army All-American Game. 


Quietly Clemson has established itself as one of the top 
recruiting programs in the country under Dabo Swinney and the 2015 effort was 
as strong as any for the Tigers. With the No. 2 wide receiver in the country in 
Deon Cain and the No. 7 athlete in the country in Ray Ray McCloud III, Clemson 
has continued its incredible success recruiting elite skill players out of Florida, but 
the Tigers expanded to new territory as well with the signing of five-star defensive 
tackle Christian Wilkins out of Connecticut. 

More regionally, Clemson found success in Georgia with Mitch Hyatt, the No. 2 
offensive tackle in the country, and Austin Bryant, the No. 12 weakside defensive 
end. It also won a battle or two with rival South Carolina, most notably for defen- 
sive back Mark Fields, Fields was one of the top commits in South Carolina's 
2015 class before decommitting and choosing the Tigers. 


Out of Virginia, linebacker Chad Smith is one of the most athletic defenders in 
the entire class regardless of position, and Clelin Ferrell is a 6-5 edge-rusher to 
complement Wilkins in the middle, 


Clemson looks all set at quarterback for a couple of years with Deshaun Watson 
under center, but that should give super-productive in-state talent Kelly Bryant 
some time to develop. At 6-4, 200-plus pounds with athleticism, Bryant has the 
tools. 


Alate recruiting push buoyed by the arrival of defensive 
coordinator Will Muschamp helped push the Tigers into the national Top 10 on 
Signing Day — and much of that push was thanks to a strong close in the state of 
Florida. Within that close, Auburn signed Seffner (Fla.) Armwood defensive end 
Byron Cowart, the No. 3 player in the country and No. 1 weakside defensive end. 
Cowart is also the first guy you want walking off the bus on any team. 


Along with Cowart, Auburn's late surge in the state of Florida included pickups 
from a phenomenal pass-rushing outside linebacker in Jeffery Holland, a dynamic 
slot receiver in Ryan Davis and one of the fastest prospects in the nation in two- 
way threat Javarius Davis. 


Cowart is as college ready as anyone in the country, but Auburn also landed a 
prospect that has as much or more upside than any other prospect in the country. 
Prince Tega Wanogho Jr. is 6-8, 250 pounds, with elite athleticism, who is only 
one year in to the sport of football. He reclassified late from the class of 2016 
to the class of 2015. The defensive end is the kind of physical freak that could 
develop into a Shawn Oakman-type of talent down the line. 
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Five-star junior college running back Jovon Robinson, Top100 athlete Kerryon 
Johnson, and athletic in-state linebacker Richard McBryde are all headline-worthy 
signees as well that could be early playing-time types. 


10. Texas 


After Texas A&M began to take the state away from the 
Longhorns over the past two years on the recruiting trail, Charlie Strong reclaimed 
some footing in 2015. One of the biggest turning points for Texas was the 
commitment of five-star linebacker Malik Jefferson, the best outside linebacker in 
the 2015 class and a freakish athlete. A longtime Texas A&M lean, Jefferson 
symbolized a turning point for Texas and it foreshadowed a slew of big-time 
in-state pickups late. 

After Jefferson's commitment, a flurry of late pickups followed. Four-star Dallas 
linebacker Anthony Wheeler joined Jefferson to form one of the more athletic line- 
backer duos in the country. Holton Hill and Kris Boyd are two of the best in-state 
defensive backs in the 2015 class, and Chris Warren is a 6-2, 240-pound running 
back that happens to have elite speed as well. 


Quarterback continues to be a point of emphasis for Charlie Strong and of- 
fensive coordinator Shawn Watson and the 2015 class saw the Longhorns steal 
Florida State commit Kai Locksley to answer that question. 


Strong also dipped into his old Florida stomping ground to land four elite 
prospects led by Tallahassee wide receiver John Burt, the No. 14 wideout in the 
nation. 


Texas A&M 


The Aggies just missed out on another Top 10 class but still 
managed to hit on some crucial pieces in taking the next step under Kevin Sumiin. 
Most notably, another elite quarterback is heading to College Station in Kyler 
Murray. The No. 1 dual-threat quarterback in the country, Murray accumulated 
more than 10,000 passing yards and 4,000 rushing yards over the course of his 
high school career, as well as 186 total touchdowns. 


As exciting as those quarterbacks are though, more important for Texas A&M 
was the addition they were able to garner on the defensive front. Five-star defen- 
sive tackle Daylon Mack is the kind of force up front on defense that the Aggies 
have been missing. Also on defense, the Aggies added two elite safeties in Justin 
Dunning and Larry Pryor and a U.S. Army All-American on the defensive line in 
James Lockhart. 


While the defense is getting upgrades, the offense is getting reinforcements. 
Arizona native Christian Kirk is may be the top slot receiver in the country and 
should be very productive immediately for the Aggies. We also think that Keaton 
Sutherland is an offensive tackle that has a shot to continue Texas A&M's trend 
of putting offensive tackles into the first round of the NFL draft. 


With the departure of Brett Hundley to the NFL and the 
quarterback job wide open, UCLA's most important piece of the 2015 puzzle came 
in the form of quarterback Josh Rosen, a rare talent that has a legit opportunity to 
win the starting job as a true freshman. Rosen has size, arm talent, functional 
athleticism and he is an early enrollee that has spent the spring in Westwood. 

He was ranked by 247Sports Composite as the No. 1 quarterback in the nation. 


Though Rosen is homegrown out of southern California, the rest of the class 
has a very national fee!. Soso Jamabo out of Plano West High School in Texas 
comes in as the No. 2 running back in the country, Chris Clark out of Connecticut 
brings his 6-6 frame in as the No, 2 tight end in the country, Josh Wariboko out 
of Oklahoma, Fred Ulu-Perry out of Hawaii and Andre James out of Utah are all 
four-stars adding depth to the Bruins’ developing offensive line. 

The two other signature signings for this class were more local. Keisean 
Lucier-South is a five-star defensive end that has elite pass rushing ability 
and DeChaun Holiday is a cornerback with safety size who can cover. 
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From the quarterback on down, Notre Dame got some of the 
best in the country in its 2015 class. Brandon Wimbush is ranked by 247Sports 
Composite as the No. 3 dual-threat quarterback in the country but there isn't a 
better arm anywhere. When the 6-2, 205-pounder flipped his commitment from 
Penn State to Notre Dame, that put a huge stamp on the Irish's class. 


The talent around Wimbush starts up front on both sides of the ball with Tristen 
Hoge, the nephew of former NFL running back Merril Hoge checking in as the 
nation’s No. 1 center. On defense, Jerry Tillery out of Shreveport, La., is the 
No. 11 offensive tackle in the country but will start out on the defensive side of 
the ball for the Irish. At 6-6, 308 pounds, Tillery has rare athleticism. 


A four-star trio of Tevon Coney, Josh Barajas and Asmar Bilal add elite depth 
to the Notre Dame linebacking corps, while Dexter Williams adds dynamic 
athleticism at running back. Aliz’e Jones brings matchup issues for defenses at 
the tight end position as the nation’s No. 1 tight end in 2015 and keep an eye on 
CJ Sanders as an undersized but productive and polished wide receiver. 


14. Penn State 


As James Franklin continues to put his stamp on the Penn 
State program from a recruiting standpoint, a focus has been placed on winning 
the home state and winning the home region. In 2015, Penn State was able to 
accomplish that. In the state of Pennsylvania, the staff extended 14 offers in the 
2015 class. Twelve of those prospects are heading to Happy Valley this fall. 
That's a dominating effort. 


Among those 12 signees, running back Saquon Barkley, defensive end Ryan 
Buchholz, linebacker Jake Cooper and cornerback John Reid are among the 
prospects expected to have the biggest impact. Barkley emerged on the camp 
circuit after his junior season and then had a monster senior season. Cooper and 
Buchholz also put together outstanding senior efforts on film, while Reid was one 
of the most productive prospects over the course of his career in the state. 


As effective as Penn State was in recruiting the high school ranks, maybe its 
most important recruit came from junior college. Paris Palmer at 6-8, 300-plus 
pounds may be an instant contributor as Penn State tries to shore up an offen- 
sive line that was a weakness during the 2014 season. 


From outside the state, Garrett Taylor was one of the nation’s most highly 
recruited cornerbacks out of Virginia and Juwan Johnson out of New Jersey 
may be the most physically imposing receiver body in this class. 


15. Oklahoma 


With eight prospects enrolling early at Oklahoma there are 
several early impact candidates that could emerge out of the 2015 effort for Bob 
Stoops and perhaps none are more capable of making a splash than Dede 
Westbrook out of Blinn Community College. Westbrook led the nation in 
receiving as a JUCO sophomore and has the kind of route-running ability and 
maturity to be a factor immediately, 


One prospect that we don't expect to contribute right away is defensive tackle 
signee Neville Gallimore. The U.S. Army All-American and 247Sports Top100 
prospect hails from Canada and injured his knee in the winter. He will be in 
fecovery and rehab mode through the spring and summer, but long term there 
may not be a defensive lineman in this class with more upside. 


In terms of upside, Oklahoma has landed prospects all over the field worth a 
mention. Will Sunderland is a 6-3 safety with elite speed and athleticism who 
has a chance to add weight and grow into a scary back-end defender. Defensive 
lineman Gabriel Campbell out of Yazoo City Mississippi is a massive athlete who 
eared a four-star grade on 247Sports based purely on upside, Meanwhile Dahu 
Green is an in-state find that could be a big-time wide receiver at 6-4, 205 pounds. 


More speed and length are heading to Eugene to ensure 
that Oregon teams of the future look very similar to the high-scoring Oregon 
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teams of the recent past. Taj Griffin out of Powder Springs (Ga.) McEachern was 
the No. 1 all-purpose back in the country according to the 247Sports Composite 
rankings and has DeAnthony Thomas big-play ability. Five-star defensive end 
Canton Kaumatule, at 6-7 290, is a carbon copy of Arik Armstead. Offensive 
tackle Brady Aiello at six-foot-six could be the next Jake Fisher on the offensive 
line based on length and athleticism. 

The quarterback of the future looks similar to the quarterbacks of the past as 
well. Anaheim (Calif.) Servite U.S. Army All-American Travis Waller rushed for 
more than 2,000 yards and 26 touchdowns in his final two high school seasons, 
while also passing for close to 3,500 yards. 


The common theme for Oregon once again though is speed and length. Eight 
signees in the 2015 class are 6-5 or taller. In Griffin, and fellow all-purpose backs 
Kirk Merritt and Malik Lovette there isn't a man among them that runs slower 
than a 4.4 40-yard dash and even 6-3 safety Dylan Kane is a 100-meter champion 
out of Hawaii. 


For the second consecutive year, Ole Miss landed one 
of the top offensive guards in the nation out of its own state, this time with Javon 
Patterson. Patterson, ranked as the No. 3 offensive guard in the country per 
247Sports Composite and will join Roderick Taylor who was ranked No. 2 at the 
position one year earlier. 


Patterson enrolled early at Ole Miss and was joined by four JUCO commits as 
early enrollees. Included in that group was the nation’s No. 1 JUCO defensive 
tackle in D.J. Jones, as well as the nation's No. 1 JUCO CB in Tony Bridges. Even 
those guys aren't as important as the arrival of Chad Kelly from East Mississippi 
Community College. The Clemson bounce-back will arrive with an opportunity to 
be an answer at quarterback for the Rebels as Hugh Freeze looks to replace 
Bo Wallace at the quarterback position. 


If he wins the job, Kelly will inherit a talented roster of receivers that is only get- 
ting stronger with the arrival of the class of 2015. Damarkus Lodge out of Cedar 
Hill, Texas and Van Jefferson out of Brentwood, Tenn., constitute one of the better 
wide receiver tandems in the country in this class. 


Other prospects that we're bullish on include offensive tackle Alex Givens, 
safety Armani Linton and quarterback Jason Pellerin, an extremely talented kid 
that just needs some time to develop under center. 


18. 


While some programs try to reinvent themselves on the 
recruiting trail, Dan Mullen continues to focus on the approach that led to a 
breakout season in 2014. That approach consists of recruiting extremely well 
in the state of Mississippi, its border states and the junior college ranks. With the 
2015 effort, the Bulldogs did just that, landing 12 in-state commits and another 
four Mississippi JUCO signees. Among that JUCO group, electric speedster 
Donald Gray leads the way along with the No. 1 junior college offensive tackle 
Martinas Rankin, 


From the high school ranks, a foundation of four-star LB Leo Lewis, Army 
All-American safety Jamal Peters and athletic defensive end Fletcher Adams will 
bring Mississippi State elite playmakers at all three levels of the defense. Joining 
the 6-3 frame of Peters, there is length all over the secondary in this 2015 group 
with 6-1 comerback Chris Stamps and 6-3 safety Mark McLaurin also roaming 
the back end. 


Offensively, the Bulldogs are bringing in dynamic, explosive athletes led by 
Memphis athlete Deddrick Thomas and Jackson-area standout Malik Dear. 
At running back Nick Gibson is a thick, powerful back coming in alongside 
all-purpose back Keith Mixon. 


Mississippi State 


19. South Carolina 


What was once a top 10 class lost some luster late in the 
process as the Gamecocks dealt with numerous late decommitments. Still, 
Steve Spurrier was able to reel in a top-20 class and with it comes one of the elite 
defensive prospects in the junior college system for the 2015 cycle. Marquavius 
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Lewis at 6-4, 266 pounds comes to Columbia as the No. 3 JUCO prospect in the 
country and the No. 1 strongside defensive end. He won't be alone up front, as 
six-foot-4, 302-pound DE Dexter Wideman — a 2014 signee for South Carolina 
— re-signed in 2015 as a prep school prospect and is the nation’s No. 1 prep 
school recruit. With Dante Sawyer and Shameik Blackshear included in the 
class, South Carolina is getting four four-star level defensive linemen to add to its 
defense. 


Though it wasn't a big group, South Carolina found some big bodies on the 
offensive line — Offensive guard Trey Derouen; 6-7 offensive tackle Blake 
Camper; 6-7, offensive tackle Christian Pellage, and the best of the bunch, 6-5, 
315-pounder Zack Bailey, combine to bring a lot of beef to the line of scrimmage 
on the offensive side in Columbia. 


If you're looking for an emerging power on the recruiting 
trail, look in the direction of Tempe and Arizona State. The Pac-12 has 
collectively been on the rise from a talent accumulation perspective and Arizona 
State is one of the drivers of that boon. In 2015, the crown jewel is U.S. Army 
All-American quarterback Brady White, The four-star is one of two elite arms 
that offensive coordinator Mike Norvell is bringing in, with the other being a very 
talented prospect in his own right, in-state talent Bryce Perkins. 

On the national front, Arizona State also dipped into Louisiana for a talented 
defensive end named Jalen Bates and got all the way to Virginia for four-star 
Army All-American Jaason Lewis. Even Tennessee had a Sun Devil footprint with 
a pickup from late-rising comerback Kareem Orr out of Chattanooga. 


Ultimately this class was driven by a strong California presence though and 
Arizona State was able to land some of the truly elite California prospects, 
namely jumbo athlete Jay Jay Wilson, linebacker Khaylan Thomas and defensive 
end Joseph Wicker. All were four-stars and all have a chance to be special. 


In the weeks leading up to National Signing Day, Florida's 
recruiting class under first-year head coach Jim McElwain was ranked dead last 
in the SEC and well outside the national top 50. That Florida landed inside the 
Top 25 is a testament to the close that Florida's new staff was able to put 
together down the stretch. 


That home-stretch close was spearheaded by two huge commitments that 
weren't announced until Signing Day: Martez Ivey (the top offensive tackle in the 
country and the No. 2 player overall) and CeCe Jefferson (the No. 2 strongside 
defensive end in the country and No. 7 player overall). Those two five-stars had 
long been considered Florida leans, but needed an excuse to commit to the 
Gators, McElwain gave them that excuse and ultimately they turned a good class 
into potentially a great one. 

Other big gets down the stretch for Florida included former Miami RB commit 
out of powerhouse St. Thoams Aquinas HS, Jordan Scarlett, four-star Miami 
native Jordan Cronkrite, Tallahassee four-star athlete D’Anfernee McGriff and 
maybe the sleeper of the class Jabari Zuniga. 


Michigan State 


With Mark Dantonio at the helm, Michigan State typically 
brings in modest recruiting classes that produce big-time results on the field and 
in the NFL draft. This top 25 effort features a group that could have that same 
kind of upside. 

One prospect that will have a hard time outplaying his ranking is Larry Scott 
out of Hubbard, Ohio and that's only because he comes in ranked as a borderline 
five-star. The 6-2, 230-pound bruiser has the look of a productive feature back in 
the Big Ten that can set the tone for an offense. 


Two other tone-setters coming to East Lansing will be at home on the line 
of scrimmage with Detroit's Kyonta Stallworth and Chicago's Raequan Williams. 
The 6-4, 276-pound Stallworth is a physical offensive line presence, while 
Williams is a late-rising athletic defensive tackle. Both were ranked in the 
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Top 20 nationally at their position. 


At the quarterback position, Brian Lewerke is a big, smooth, accurate passer 
out of Phoenix, Ariz., and his future primary target, 6-2 Felton Davis III out of Vir- 
ginia, should combine for a lot of downfield connections over the next few years. 


23. 


In the 2015 edition of Bret Bielema’s transformation of the 
Arkansas football program, we see an unprecedented influx of talent at the tight 
end position. 


Offensive line has become a strength in Fayetteville and tight end is just an 
extension of that. With three of the top 20 tight ends in the country part of this 
Class, we think all three have NFL upside. Will Gragg (6-4/245), C.J. O’Grady 
(6-4/230) and Austin Cantrell (6-4/249) are all big bodies, with frames that can 
create matchup problems as both blockers and receivers. 


Despite the tight end talent coming in, Bielema didn't neglect the true offensive 
linemen either. Six-foot-6 in-state talent Colton Jackson could be a local steal, 
while Jalen Merrick out of New Smyma Beach, Fla., was the national recruiting 
win for the Hogs. 


On the defensive line Hjalte Froholdt brings a big 6-4, 280-pound frame to the 
line of scrimmage to add a physical presence up front and Jamario Bell, from an 
athleticism, size and upside standpoint could be one of the top long-term names to 
emerge from this group. We think the Razorbacks found themselves a major steal 
out of Georgia as well in defensive end T.J. Smith who dominated for the best 
team in Georgia as a senior. 


Arkansas 


24. Stanford 


Stanford has become very much a national brand over the 
course of the last 10 years and this 2015 class is a great illustration of that 
national draw. Thirteen different states are represented within David Shaw's 22 
signees and they come from every geographical corner: New Jersey to Ohio to 
Tennessee, Florida, Utah, Louisiana and Washington. Of course, California is also 
well represented with precise route-runner Trent Irwin and big cornerback Frank 
Buncom IV coming in as the highest ranked commits in the 2015 class. 


While Stanford is no stranger to Louisiana, the Cardinal beat out LSU and other 
regional powers for safety Justin Reid with the help of a local celebrity. Reid is 
the younger brother of San Francisco 49ers safety and former LSU standout Eric 
Reid. His brother's familiarity with the area no doubt helped Stanford land one of 
the biggest steals of the 2015 class. 


Along with Buncom and Reid, Stanford added Ben Edwards out of Florida and 
Quenton Meeks out of the San Diego area to put together what was quietly one of 
the best defensive back classes in the country. 


25. Missouri 


The Tigers are always unearthing recruiting gems and 
turning them into NFL talents and this year we think they found one of their 
biggest sleepers yet...literally. At 6-7, 220-pounds, wide receiver Justin Smith out 
of Dublin (Ga.) West Laurens could be a phenomenal mismatch on the outside in 
the Tigers spread offense. Nobody is talking about him, but he could be one of the 
top talents in this Missouri class. 

The guy everyone is talking about is five-star defensive tackle Terry Beckner 
Jr., and rightly so. Beckner is an East St. Louis (IIl.) High School product and was 
ranked by 247Sports Composite as the No. 3 defensive tackle in the country in 
a phenomenal year at the position. On the other side of the ball, junior college 
Offensive tackle Malik Cuellar could compete for early playing time on the line of 
scrimmage. 

The defensive sleeper to watch is Terez Hall out of Lithonia (Ga.) Martin Luther 
King. The 6-3, active, athletic linebacker was a late riser on the recruiting trail and 
we think he’s an impact guy. 

At quarterback, Gary Pinkel got his man. Army All-American Drew Lock is 6-3 
with a great frame, a great arm and great athleticism. He's a high major basketball 
recruit but has NFL talent under center.

and salaries to the schemes 
that define them. A bad deci- 


sion can alter career arcs. TCU’s 
Gary Patterson is a defensive guy, been 
that way his entire career. But some- 
thing was missing after a middling 
11-14 two-year start in the Big 12. 

Defense still had to come first be- 
cause that’s what Patterson does. His 
defenses have finished in the top 18 
in total defense seven times in the past 
nine seasons. 

But to get with it in the Big 12, he 
had to change dramatically. So, he 
changed dramatically. In a sport full of 
upsets, Patterson decided to pull one of 
the league’s biggest before last season. 

The coach finally asked himself a 
question: “What don’t you like to de- 
fend?” 

That part was easy. All he had to do 
was look at his new conference. 

Mike Leach hasn’t coached in the 
Big 12 for five years, but remnants of 


his Air Raid offense still linger all over 
the league, to the point where there are 
only a handful of Big 12 schools that 
don’t use it. 

But it wasn’t just any offense. He 
needed an offense that would be able to 
enhance his defense. 

“That was a big reason for changing 
the offense,” Patterson said. “You can 
still have a tough program. (Oklahoma 
coach) Bobby Stoops told me this, be- 
cause he’s done it. You can play defense 
and still run this offense.” 

Enter the perfect fire-starters for 
Patterson’s remodeling of his offense. 
Hiring co-offensive coordinators Sonny 
Cumbie (from Texas Tech) and Doug 
Meacham (from Houston) to run the 
spread offense was one thing. Coaching 
up Trevone Boykin to actually execute it 
was another. 

And the results were dramatic. 

TCU had the largest national in- 
crease in average total yards and scoring 
from 2013 to 2014. Boykin became only

the third quarterback since 2009 to av- 
erage 300 yards passing and 50 rushing. 
The other two won Heisman trophies — 
Johnny Manziel and Robert Griffin III. 

Talk about turnarounds. Boykin rode - 
the new offense — or it rode him — toa 
fourth-place finish in the Heisman. The 
Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year was 
No. 4 nationally in total offense throw- 
ing for 3,901 yards (eighth nationally) 
and 33 touchdowns (seventh). 

Depending on your taste, either 
Boykin or Ohio State’s Ezekiel Elliott go 
into this season as the frontrunners for 
the Heisman. Boykin is for sure Lindy’s 
Sports 2015 Offensive Player of the Year. 

He traveled only 53 miles west from 
his West Mesquite High School to Fort 
Worth, but the “long and winding road” 
doesn’t begin to describe how the lithe 
6-2, 205-pounder got to this point. In 
2012 as a TCU freshman, he was tapped 
on the shoulder two days before the 
Iowa State game and told he was start- 
ing. Starter Casey Pachall was headed to 
rehab. At the time, Boykin was a backup 
tailback. 

Back then, all he worried about 
was to “give the seniors the best season 
they can possibly have. And have those 
guys put their arms around you and say 
you’re our guy, we believe you. We trust 
you no matter what you do.” 

Boykin struggled overall, but did 
throw four touchdown passes against 
Baylor at the end of that season. When 
Pachall returned in 2013, Boykin 
moved to receiver (finishing fourth for 
the Frogs). In the 2014 preseason, his 
quarterback days again looked num- 
bered. Highly regarded Texas A&M 
transfer Matt Joeckel arrived, but didn’t 
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win the job. 

Boykin found an offense that fa- 
vored his speed, decision-making and 
arm. Joeckel remained in the back- 
ground. 

“When Coach Cumbie stepped on 
campus and we started working, I kind 
of felt like, ‘This is for me. This is what 
I want to do,’” Boykin said. 

As a full-time starter in 2014, a full- 
flower Boykin emerged. In an 82-27 
strafing of Texas Tech, he threw for a 
school-record seven touchdowns. West 
Virginia coach Dana Holgorsen called 
him the most improved player in col- 
lege football. 

Heisman buzz intensified when 
Boykin went for 342 yards in total

offense and four total touchdowns in 
a November showdown against Kansas 
State. A head-over-heels touchdown 
run that night was his Heisman mo- 
ment — had he won it. 

“I can do black flips all day,” said 
Boykin, admitting to a gymnastics 
background. “I can’t do a forward flip, 
but I did (that night).” 

Said Patterson: “For two years 
people have been telling him he can’t 
play quarterback and we’d never win. 
He’s like anybody else I know with fire 
in him. They’re going to prove people 
wrong.” 

In the offense-rich Big 12, TCU fi- 
nally had some balance. The Frogs had 
a top five offense that averaged 533

yards and finished only behind Baylor 
in the Big 12. 

Turns out Coach P had more com- 
mon sense than stones in changing 
his offense. What else would you do 
with a back-flipping, high-flying, 
long-tossing dual-threat Heisman 
contender? 

“We all knew that this was pos- 
sible,” Boykin said. “The coaches told 
us that this was possible. ... | kind of en- 
visioned it this way. 

“We kind of laugh about it, joke 
about it because who would have 
thought? Nobody was thinking last 
year I’d probably be up (contending) 
for the Heisman.” 

Well, that was last year.

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oey Bosa stood in the back of 
the crowd during Ohio State’s 


national championship  cel- 
ebration at the White House in 
April. 

President Barack Obama, who was 
offering many kind words to the team, 
had heard about the defensive end’s sig- 
nature move — the Bosa Shrug, a comi- 
cally understated post-sack celebration. 
Obama wanted to see it. 

So when the Prez paused in his talk, 
turned and made eye contact with Bosa, 
there was only one thing to do. Bosa put 
his arms out to the side and shrugged 
his shoulders. A second later, Obama 
re-enacted it. 

Bosa laughed and gave a fist pump. 
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When the President of the United 
States does the Bosa Shrug ... well, let’s 
just say life is pretty dang good right 
now for the Ohio State junior. 

Bosa is the Florida boy who became 
the face of Ohio State’s defense; the sack 
master who terrorized opposing offenses 
before becoming a unanimous first-team 
All-American; the quiet, yet funny per- 
sonality who puts himself out there on 
social media; perhaps the most domi- 
nant defender in college football. 

There’s one more thing. Bosa is also 
the NFL-ready player who is only still 
in college because he has to be. If he 
wasn’t, he would have enjoyed his time 
at the NFL Draft a week or so after the 
White House visit.

College is Bosa’s inescapable reality 
for at least another year. He is entering 
his junior season, trapped in a world 
where he really has nothing left to prove. 
So what could possibly be next for him? 

Well, for one thing, nothing about 
Bosa will look like he feels trapped in the 
Buckeyes’ defense. Opposing offenses 
should be so lucky. 

“T think he should be the best de- 
fensive lineman in America,” Ohio State 
coach Urban Meyer said. “He’s got a 
tremendous work ethic. He and (defen- 
sive line coach Larry) Johnson have tre- 
mendous chemistry right now, the way 
they're working. He’s trying to take his 
game to the next level, which we all 
know is pretty high.” 

The next level? Meyer is talking 
about a player who had 13 sacks as a 
sophomore, which was only one short of 
the single-season Ohio State record set 
by Vernon Gholston in 2007. 

The next level means becoming the 
most prolific sacker in Ohio State history 
— Mike Vrabel holds the record at 36 — 
and putting himself in the conversation 
to be the No. 1 overall pick in the 2016 
NFL Draft. 

Being a top-five pick is very likely, 
and getting to No. 1 could be reasonable. 
The last three defensive ends to be select- 
ed first in the NFL Draft were Courtney 
Brown (2000), Mario Williams (2006) 
and Jadeveon Clowney (2013). 

Bosa is that good. He just doesn’t like 
talking about specifics. 

“I have my goals set,” Bosa said. 
“Just to get better and be a great team 
this year again. I feel like if I just go out 
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and work every day, everything will fall 
into place. I obviously hear about (the 
NFL Draft stuff) and see it around, but it 
doesn’t really get to my head.” 

Being in this situation would seem- 
ingly create a lot of pressure. Fear of 
injury, overuse or lack of production 
could all creep into Bosa’s head as he 
plays through one more grueling season 
(read: 15 games, all the way to the end) 
before his big payday. 

But there’s a certain beauty about 
Meyer’s team, a kind of bliss among the 
Buckeyes’ best players. Take quarterback 
Cardale Jones, the third-stringer unex- 
pectedly thrust into the starting role for 
Ohio State’s postseason run. He never 
acknowledged — or perhaps even real- 
ized — what was resting on his shoul-

ders. Then the Buckeyes won the na- 
tional title. 

Bosa isn’t a quarterback, but he has 
the same trait. He doesn’t act like he’s 
thinking about the NFL or the sacks 
record or what could get in his way of 
making a ton of money. 

You know, he just shrugs. 

“You never hear him say he’s go- 
ing to be the first pick or anything like 
that,” senior defensive tackle Adolphus 
Washington said. “Everybody knows 
what he could be, but you never hear 
him talking about it and never hear him 
bragging about it. He just wants to go 
out there and play football with us.” 

The 6-6, 275-pounder won’t take 
plays off or hold back to guard against 
injuries — “That won’t happen,” John-

son said — as he prepares for the season 
to help lead the preseason No. 1 Buck- 
eyes right back to the College Football 
Playoff. 

Perhaps his down-to-earth mental- 
ity is because he “gets” all of this — he’s 
the son of John Bosa, a former NFL play- 
er, and he went to a Florida high school 
powerhouse, St. Thomas Aquinas in Fort 
Lauderdale. He has the right mindset of 
taking football seriously, but not him- 
self too seriously. 

As for what’s next? Well, Meyer 
wants and expects more, of course. But 
it’s hard to fathom what more will look 
like. 

“We'll write the story at the end of 
the season,” Johnson said. “He has a 
chance to be a really special player.”

to me and make the most 
out of it.” 

No. 15 is also a target 
on the field, but Prescott 
enters his final season with 
eyes wide open. 

He returned as a 
senior, vowing to improve 
upon Mississippi State’s 
10-win regular season 
and trip to the Orange Bowl. The team lost its two best defenders — linebacker 
Benardrick McKinney and defensive lineman Preston Smith — so the burden falls 
on Prescott's shoulder pads if the Bulldogs are to eclipse their best season ever. 

“People still doubt us, that we won't come out this year and we won't do the 
same, or we won't get any better,” Prescott said. “Our aspirations are only to be 
better ... and finish the season off that we didn’t quite do last year.” 

Did we mention the No. 15? 

As acollege quarterback, in terms of size, ability and style, many have com- 
pared the 6-2, 230-pound Prescott to another No. 15 — former Florida Heisman 
winner Tim Tebow. That's a compliment. And know this: Prescott, even though he 
might not have been projected as a first-rounder in the 2015 draft, is an overall 
much better prospect than Tebow was (or ended up being) ... it’s just minus all the 
other noise that went with the ex-Gator. 

Auburn coach Gus Malzahn said Prescott has “some similarities” to another 
Heisman winner — Auburn's own Cam Newton, due to the Prescott’s physical 
style and ability to pick up tough yards on the ground. 

Prescott averaged 4.7 yards per carry while rushing for 986 yards and 14 
touchdowns last season. He completed 244 of 396 passes for 3,449 yards, with 
27 touchdowns and 11 interceptions, showing improvement in his accuracy. NFL. 
com analyst Gil Brandt, after studying the quarterback on tape, wrote in Novem- 
ber that Prescott might have been the most improved player in college football. 

Mostly, though, Mississippi State just loves Dak because he's Dak. 

Coaches and players live through his belief. They point to his leadership in 
the 2013 Egg Bowl. Prescott hadn't played in three weeks. He entered the game 
in the fourth quarter against in-state rival Ole Miss and ignited a comeback win. 

They look to his record five touchdowns in the 2013 Liberty Bowl, and to his 
guidance of Mississippi State last season to its first-ever No. 1 ranking. 

“Here’s a guy that knows what it takes when you're on the field to go win,” 
MSU coach Dan Mullen said. 

“We're probably the only sport in the world that the three months leading into 
the season the coaches can't be around the players with a ball on the field. ... So 
you need a guy like (Dak), that’s going to make sure we continue to improve as 
a unit and as a team throughout the summer months.” 

Prescott arrived on campus five years ago a somewhat anonymous three- 
Star prospect among a mediocre list of signees. Now, he’s being looked to as the 
man who could bring Mississippi State its first SEC championship since 1941. 

MSU has tried to make the leap countless times before and failed. Prescott 
gets a final shot. 

“Five years ago | was just starting off. It's special,” he said. “So to think I'm 
that old, it’s a little surreal. 

“But I’m enjoying every minute of it, just trying to make sure | lead guys and 
put everybody in the position they need to be in.”

During spring 
practice, the coaching 
Staff challenged Freeman 
to become a more vocal 
leader and gave him some 
reps at slot receiver, with 
the idea of putting him 
and junior running back 
Thomas Tyner on the field at the same time in certain situations. 

“| was blessed to be able to go that far and I’m just hungry for more,” 
Freeman said of emerging as the featured back on an Oregon team that won 
the Pac-12 and pummeled Florida State in the Rose Bowl before losing to Ohio 
State in the first national title game of the playoff era. 

“Especially since that was my first year, | feel like I’m going to get better 
and accomplish more.” 

During the 2013 season, Byron Marshall led Oregon with 1,038 yards rush- 
ing and 14 touchdowns. Last season — due to Freeman's impressive fall camp 
and a lack of depth at wide receiver — Marshall mostly switched positions and 
led the Ducks with 1,003 yards receiving. 

Freeman, who had 16 catches out of the backfield for 158 yards and a 
touchdown, will still be used primarily at running back. Offensive coordinator Scott 
Frost also will have to find enough touches for Tyner (1,284 yards and 14 touch- 
downs in 23 games played) and speedy redshirt sophomore Tony Brooks-James. 

“Royce obviously had a good year, but he’s got some things he needs to 
improve on. We're going to give him a little bit bigger role this coming year,” 
longtime running backs coach Gary Campbell said. “He's learning some things 
out at the wide receiver slot position, so we can get him and Thomas in there at 
the same time and be able to do some things with two running backs.” 

In addition to losing Mariota, Oregon must replace All-American center 
Hroniss Grasu, left tackle Jake Fisher and reliable left guard Hamani Stevens 
along the offensive line. 

The team is counting on Freeman to help rally the Ducks, despite his youth 
and quiet demeanor. 

“(Freeman's) in the long line of Marcus and Hroniss and guys that are 
just unbelievably great guys but too quiet for the overall greater good,” said 
third-year Oregon head coach Mark Helfrich. “Just initiating a little more vocal 
leadership is something we've challenged him to do, and he’s been phenomenal 
at practice.” 

Freeman's extraordinary season ended with a thud. The 5-11, 230-pound 
workhorse had only 10 carries for 22 yards during the 42-20 loss to Ohio State, 
while Ezekiel Elliott shredded the Ducks for 246 yards and four touchdowns. 

“They were a great team. They're the best team I've played so far in my 
football career. They came out, they executed well and we didn’t execute well at 
all,” Freeman said. “They played more physical and they played better overall. 
There's things we need to work on.” 

Oregon is expected to contend again, with either Eastern Washington 
graduate transfer Vernon Adams or junior Jeff Lockie replacing Mariota behind 
center. 

But a more experienced and motivated Freeman might be the Ducks’ next 
Heisman contender and the player who pulls the team to those lofty heights. 

“He’s playing faster right now than he did last year,” Frost said, “I think he's 
probably gotten a little faster, but he’s also playing faster because of confidence. 
He's starting to be a real leader for us, too.”

That was November 1. 
And it was heartbreaking. 

But by January 21, 
Treadwell posted Insta- 
gram videos showing him running on a treadmill. 

A month later, he was on the field turf in the team’s indoor practice facility. 
He dressed for the team’s spring game, even though coach Hugh Freeze 
had already made the call that his preseason All-American receiver was not 
going to play. 

Still, it was all so encouraging. How did Treadwell, now a junior, recover 
so quickly from an injury that at the time felt tragic? 

From the moment he was carried off the field, into an ambulance and 
toward surgery, Treadwell had one thought: “How long is it going to take for 
me to get back?” 

“From the first night, | knew he was already focused on things in the 
training room,” said tight end and friend Evan Engram. “I don't think he 
missed one little thing and was always on time to everything. | wasn't 
surprised at all to see him back on the field when he was, because that was 
his dedication and his love for the game.” 

Said Freeze: “Everybody who has wisdom in that tells me that every- 
thing looks great.” 

As much as the 6-2 Treadwell wanted to do everything his teammates 
did this spring, he was realistic about his own health — estimating he 
played at 80 to 85 percent of his full potential in March. Treadwell played his 
sophomore season at 229 pounds but was closer to 210 this spring because 
of the injury. For a physical receiver, those extra pounds can help him push 
through tacklers. He expects to gain back the pounds. 

“There's a little hesitation. I'm not 100 percent, but I’m getting better 
every day,” Treadwell said. 

Assuming he’s 100 percent by August, Treadwell is primed to have a 
huge season, which likely would be his last before departing for the NFL, 
where he’s considered a top 2016 draft prospect. Treadwell, the nation’s 
No. 1 wide receiver in the high school class of 2013, caught 48 passes for 
632 yards and five touchdowns in nine games last season. Even those 
numbers don't really reflect his potential. 

He had 10 catches for 103 yards and a touchdown against Auburn, his 
third 100-yard receiving game of the season, and he was sensational in the 
second half of a comeback win against Alabama. 

Treadwell caught 72 passes as a freshman, but his low yards-per-catch 
average (8.44) fueled doubters. He proved most of them wrong in 2014; de- 
spite missing the final four games, he still finished ninth in the Southeastern 
Conference in catches and in the top 15 in yards and touchdowns. 

Ole Miss, after Treadwell's injury, suffered losses to Arkansas and 
TCU, proving his impact on the team — not only on the field, but also off it. 
Treadwell grabbed a leadership role last season, going so far as to do the 
required push-ups with any receiver who drops a pass in practice. 

“It was a learning process, for the most part,” Treadwell said of the end 
of the season. “It happened, and | grew up. | learned from it, and the team 
went through a lot. There’s a better focus with the team now than there was 
last year.”

Hours earlier, Notre 
Dame's head coach called 
a pass play for the 6-6, 
315-pound dancing bear 
that gained 14 yards and 
flattened cornerback Cole Luke. It was a parting gift from Kelly, one Stanley had 
earned during the previous four months, leading a dominant performance in the 
Music City Bowl, making a surprise return for his senior year and leading the 
offensive line through spring ball. 

Stanley had begun to act like a professional. He was just doing it in college. 

“That's beneficial to him, that's beneficial to us,” offensive line coach Harry 
Hiestand said in the spring. ‘That's something as he got more confident in what 
he was doing, he could let that great talent that he has come out on every single 
snap.” 

That's pretty much what happened when Notre Dame ran 51 times on LSU 
in its bowl upset, matching the high mark of the Kelly era. The Irish mashed the 
Tigers’ talented front seven with a first-time starting quarterback in Malik Zaire, 
who ultimately won Music City Bow! MVP honors. But it was Stanley who carried 
the bowl trophy out of the locker room afterward. 

Stanley wants to carry a bigger trophy after his final season while leading 
a bigger Irish line that returns four starters from the Music City Bowl. Any carry- 
over success could test Kelly's preferred pass-first approach. 

Stanley hopes it does. 

“Just having the ability to run when we want to run the ball and to go at the 
pace we'd like to go as an offense, | do think that’s a big change in identity from 
the year previous to now,” Stanley said. “We know that if we want to be a cham- 
pionship football team we're going to have to run the football when it matters.” 

Notre Dame rarely did that last year with a middling run game so ineffective 
that Kelly shuffled four positions after three games. Stanley was the only lineman 
to keep his job, continuing as heir apparent to left tackle Zack Martin, who went 
in the first round of the 2014 NFL Draft and made the Pro Bowl as a rookie. 

Stanley's pro prospects could hit similar heights if he continues to build on 
a strong offseason. He received a second-round grade from the league's advi- 
sory committee on underclassmen; not as high as he wanted, but also 
a message that he had not delivered enough even performances. 

What is he focused on? 

“Eliminating all the questions of whether | can do it for the whole game or 
just a few plays here or there,” Stanley said. “I think I'm improving on being more 
physical and dominating, but | think I've done that before.” 

The level Stanley showed in the bowl was a performance powerful enough 
to change the trajectory of his career and Notre Dame’s 2015 season. 

That was part of the pitch Kelly and Hiestand delivered to Stanley when they 
flew to his home in Las Vegas to re-recruit him last January. Now the left tackle 
is so comfortable back in South Bend that he's lobbied his head coach for more 
action in the passing game beyond protecting the quarterback. 

Based on his one spring game reception, cornerbacks and safeties, beware. 

“Guaranteed first down,” Stanley said. “I'll give you 50-percent touchdowns, 
too. Next time I'll score.”

“His uncle brought 
him to the University of 
Pittsburgh,” Bennett said. “It 
was a Saturday and | lived 
right by the complex. Dave 
Wannstedt said, ‘Get down 
here.’ He was imposing, 
and | thought, ‘Wow, | can 
work with that.” 

Oakman was also a physical presence in the paint for a Penn Wood bas- 
ketball team that won the 2009 state championship and was the state runner-up 
in 2010. 

“| was too aggressive,” he said of playing basketball. “That's why I’m play- 
ing football right now.” 

The 6-9, 280- “pound Oakman opted for Penn State but was dismissed after 
two years, in the spring of 2012, following a confrontation with a store clerk at a 
campus convenience store after his student meal card had run out. 

Penn State defensive line coach Larry Johnson reached out to Baylor safe- 
ties coach Brian Norwood, who had coached defensive backs for the Nittany 
Lions from 2001-07. Bennett was thrilled to get a chance to coach Oakman 
after seeing him as a high school player. 

“| said, ‘Oh, | know him,’ and it sort of fell into place,” Bennett said. “The 
day he came down here it had to be 110 degrees. | said, ‘This is not Philadel- 
phia.” 

Oakman sat out the 2012 season because of transfer rules. When he 
regained his eligibility in 2013, Oakman was already 21 years old and hadn’t 
played a down of college football. 

Playing behind senior defensive ends Chris Mcallister and Terrance Lloyd, 
Oakman put up solid numbers as a third-year sophomore, collecting 12.5 
tackles for loss, two sacks and a fumble recovery. 

“You sit out for so many years and wonder if you've still got it,” Oakman 
said. “In my first few games, | didn’t have it. | came along slowly, but surely. 
| feel | came a long way, but | still see myself growing every day.” 

After a tremendous junior year — 11 sacks, 19.5 tackles for loss, three 
fumble recoveries — he’s one of the top defensive ends in the country with his 
eyes set on being one of the highest NFL draft picks next year. 

Projected as a first-round pick had he declared early, Oakman surprised 
even many of his teammates when he announced before the Cotton Bowl that 
he would return. 

“My future is promising on both sides of the NFL and college,” he said. “But 
| have unfinished business. Looking at my body of work, it’s not good enough 
for me to leave. The way | see it now is | haven't done anything spectacular. 

All the pieces have got to fall into place.” 

Bennett predicts Oakman will be one of the first picks in the 2016 draft, 
like defensive linemen Jadeveon Clowney and Ndamukong Suh were in recent 
seasons. 

“You can look a year from now and you're talking about a Clowney or one 
of those guys like Suh or (J.J.) Watt, where he will test well and play well,” 
Bennett said. “He’s made progress, but he’s not where he’s going to be. I've 
told him this and I’m honest with him. Another year is what he needs.” 

Though he made third-team All-American, Oakman wants to become a 
more consistent player after disappearing during some stretches last season. 

“There are plays that | completely dominate, but at the same time | could 
dominate every play,” Oakman said. “I just have to keep doing what I'm doing 
and work on technique and fundamentals.”

What Will Arizona’s Scooby 


All-Americans and major 
award winners ... a slice 
of glory that could be a bit 
awkward for a guy who 
prefers to play the reluctant 
superstar. 

“They were going to 
put my thing up there,” 
Wright said of the coaches, “and | told them if they did, | was going to burn it 
down. | told them they are going to have to wait until | leave.” 

He has at least one more season after winning just about everything there 
was to be won as an out-of-nowhere sophomore, taking home the Chuck Bed- 
narik and Bronko Nagurski awards for National Defensive Player of the Year, 
the Lombardi Award as the best defensive lineman/linebacker, and the Pac-12 
Defensive Player of the Year award. 

As a middle linebacker who played off the edge in pass-rushing situations, 
he led the country with 29 tackles for loss, including 14 sacks. He also forced 
six fumbles for the Pac-12 South champs, including the highlight moment that 
put Wright on the national map — his late-game “Scooby strip” of Oregon's 
Marcus Mariota to preserve Arizona's upset in Eugene. 

Where can he be better? 

“My coverage, my movement skills,” said Wright, able to play inside or 
outside linebacker. “Just kind of little things I’m trying to pick up, like the quarter- 
back’s eyes.” 

With an established reputation, a non-stop motor that evokes memories of 
Bruschi, the great nickname — given to him at a very young age when his dad 
looked at him and said, “Oh, my little Scooby-Doo” — he’s not a bad bet to be 
back in a tuxedo on the awards circuit in December. But repeating is hard to do, 
and falling short of his 2014 stats likely would be held against him, even more 
So if the Wildcats don’t duplicate their 10-win regular season. 

Arizona coach Rich Rodriguez, though, doesn't worry about Wright's head 
swelling too big for his helmet. 

“He went to all those banquets, had all those chicken dinners and when he 
got home, he just went back into the weight room on his own,” Rodriguez said. 

The chip on Wright's shoulder is evident in his Twitter handle: 
TwoStarScoob. 

That refers to his recruiting ranking when he was wholly overlooked out of 
Cardinal Newman in Santa Rosa, Calif. Arizona, meanwhile, got one look at him 
on tape and raced to the phone to offer him a scholarship at the end of his junior 
year of high school. 

“It was one of those deals where you watch and you're like, ‘He's got size; 
he's a tough guy; he runs around ... let’s offer him and hope no one else does. 
Can we keep it a secret?” Rodriguez said. 

Scooby has a super story, but let's dispel a couple of notions: He’s not 
small (listed at 6-1, 246, but a bit bigger now) and he’s not un-athletic. While 
relishing the “David vs. Goliath” storyline — a tattoo on his right arm depicts the 
scene of David's triumph — he’s not a gutty little overachiever. 

He's a big-timer whose dreams of being an All-American linebacker and an 
NFL player date to his earliest memories of running around in the backyard with 
his dad. 

“He loves football and has a passion for it,” Rodriguez said. “That's the 
greatest example | can talk about in showing his success.”

Versatile Ramsey Embraces 


Then he took on the 
versatile “star” role as a 
sophomore in 2014, forcing 
fumbles, knocking down 
passes and punishing 
receivers en route to an 
All-American season. 

It may seem a little silly 
that Ramsey is on the move 
(again) as he prepares for his junior season. This time he’s moving back to corner. 
Why take an AP second-team All-American out of the playmaking star position? 
Well, because he’s Ramsey. 

He’s as competitive as anyone at FSU. Now that the 6-1, 201-pounder is at 
corner, well, he wants to be an elite corner. 

“| know when | line up against whoever it is, the best receiver in the country or 
the worst receiver in the country, (they're) not going to be beat me,” Ramsey said. 
“That's how | am.” 

With juniors P.J. Williams and Ronald Darby declaring early for the NFL Draft, 
FSU coach Jimbo Fisher and defensive coordinator Charles Kelly had options 
as they planned for the 2015 secondary. They feel Ramsey would do well — 
and would probably be an All-American — at corner, star or safety. 

It just made the most sense to put him at corner. 

“| think he can be a dominant, dominant boundary guy,” Fisher said. “Big, long, 
athletic, can run, take that side away, be a great blitzer off the edge, still allow him 
to blitz and play some run support.” 

Putting Ramsey at boundary corner (Williams’ old spot) makes life easy 
for FSU. The safeties don’t have to worry all that much about any receiver that 
Ramsey is covering. And, often, he will be tasked with the opponent's No. 1 
receiver. 

“When we have man-to-man, we barely have to look his way because he’s 
locking down,” safety Nate Andrews said. 

In spring, it clicked. Fisher was pleased, praising Ramsey after nearly every 
practice. Not only has Ramsey made a seamless transition to corner, he also has 
set the bar quite high, including for FSU’s receivers at practice. 

“I'll embarrass you straight up in front of everybody,” Ramsey said. 

Confidence, as you can tell, has never been an issue for Ramsey. Speaking 
up has never been a problem, either. He naturally does it. He leads with words, but 
also with actions. 

While he’s an All-American player, Ramsey has made sure the rest of the 
secondary is strong around him. He's helping develop Marquez White into FSU's 
other starting corner. And Ramsey's old job at “star” will go to his roommate, Trey 
Marshall. They often watch film together, and Ramsey has become a coach to 
Marshall. 

“You've been there, pretty successful at that position, | want Trey to be even 
more successful at that position,” Ramsey said. “I know he can really ball.” 

Ramsey can ball, too. He had 79 tackles, 12 pass breakups and two intercep- 
tions in 2014. Ramsey was a one-man wrecking crew at Miami in November, 
forcing a fumble, blocking an extra-point attempt and sealing the 30-26 win with 
an interception in the final minutes. 

But now Ramsey is ready to get back to corner. 

“| love corner,” Ramsey said. “That's where | always wanted to be. Of course, 
we had great corners here before me. (Now) | can just focus on one thing. Do my 
job to the best of my ability.”

Trojans’ Jackson Eyes Heisman 


Winning the Thorpe as 
the nation’s top defensive 
back sounds doable. The 
Heisman? That would be 
an extraordinary feat for 
a comerback, but like the 
last defensive player to 
win it (Charles Woodson 
in 1997), Jackson also 
dabbles at wide receiver and is a returner. 

“Actually, | don’t think it will be hard for me (to win),” Jackson said. “I play 
offense, defense and special teams. Charles Woodson did it when he was at 
Michigan. That's how my mindset was set up when | came in to USC.” 

But Jackson's dreams don't stop there. 

He also competes as a long jumper for the Trojans’ track and field team. 

“Being able to run track at the Olympics in Rio next year (is my goal),” 
Jackson said. “Just take a shot at that dream.” 

Say this: Jackson never limits himself. What's next? Quarterback? 

Uh... sure. 

“You should ask (USC coach Steve Sarkisian),” Jackson said. “| wouldn't 
mind passing the ball or handing it off.” 

As you can tell, confidence is not a problem for young Mr. Jackson, who 
did not allow a touchdown pass until the final game of his true freshman sea- 
son. He also caught three TD passes and returned two kickoffs for scores. 

Jackson touched the ball 35 times in 2014 — and scored on five of them. 

USC fans voted his 71-yard touchdown catch against Nebraska — when 
he caught a 1-yard pass and went 70 more for an electrifying score in USC’s 
45-42 Holiday Bowl win — as the Trojans’ play of the year. 

Perhaps the fans were also influenced by his 98-yard kickoff return in the 
same game. 

“| believe the Holiday Bowl was a good glimpse,” he said of his Heisman 
campaign. 

The biggest issue for Sarkisian is figuring out how much to use him offen- 
sively; the 5-11, 185-pound Jackson is already the Trojans’ best cornerback. 

“We're going to have to be very strategic when we go into games of 
exactly how we're going to use him,” Sarkisian said. “It will be different than 
it was a year ago because he has more volume. He has more offense that he 
can understand. 

“We can do more with him on defense (as well). That doesn't mean he can 
go out and play 180 plays. We just have to be smart with him. ... There'll be 
games where we'll see him more on offense than maybe others. It's going to 
be (about) matchups. It’s going to be game plans.” 

Part of being smart also includes managing his track career. Jackson was 
disappointed he wasn't allowed to skip USC's spring football and focus only on 
track, where he also ran on the 4x400-meter relay team. Sarkisian refused his 
request, but Jackson said he will try again next spring to do track only. 

“That's one of the things we have to talk about. It just depends on how this 
season goes, actually,” said Jackson, a Belleville, Ill., native who was a Parade 
All-American at Serra High School in Gardena, Calif. 

Despite the track stuff and the attention Jackson gained from his offensive 
and special teams’ touches, he knows his future revolves around being an NFL 
defender. He had 49 tackles, including four for losses, and 10 deflections last 
season, earning Freshman All-American honors from various publications. 

“God-willing, if | get drafted; | want to play comer,” he said. “That probably 
would be the best position for me. That's just how | feel, how | see it.”

The Hogs are kind of turning into the Stanford 
of the South.

A line with 
four returning starters — Dan Skipper, Sebastian 
Tretola, Mitch Smothers and Denver Kirkland — 
is able to clear space when everyone in the stadium 
knows the run is coming. 


Four starters return from a line that went from 
mystery to mainstay across the brilliant course of last 
season for the Horned Frogs. Two players — center 
Joey Hunt and tackle Halapoulivaati Vaitai — earned 
second-team All-Big 12 honors. Vaitai has moved to 
the left side this season to fill the one vacancy, and 
sophomore Joseph Noteboom is stepping up on the 
right side. Overall, TCU returns linemen who have 
a combined 98 career starts.

The Bulldogs never lacked for a running back 
last season, Nick Chubb replacing Todd Gurley, and 
Georgia led the SEC with 257.8 rushing yards per 
game. It’s time to give all due respect to guys like 
tackle John Theus and guard Greg Pyke. 


You can’t quibble with sophomore left tackle 
Cam Robinson and senior center Ryan Kelly, among 
the best nationally at their positions. They are the 
only returning starters in the group, although the line 
came together nicely in the spring. Nick Saban even 
offered public atta-boys to senior right tackle Domi- 
nick Jackson, a former junior college transfer known 
for blocking out the sun in the run game. Redshirt 
freshman left guard Ross Pierschbacher, from Cedar 
Falls, lowa, is going to be a good one. 


This is just what you would expect. The Tigers 
have plenty of guys who look good right off the bus. 
Tackles Jerald Hawkins and Vadal Alexander, and 
center Ethan Pocic, are candidates for postseason 
conference honors. Hawkins flipped from right 
tackle to left tackle this spring, with Alexander taking 
Hawkins’ old spot after playing guard.

Don't be fooled by last season's average of

We'll take Joey Bosa and Adolphus Washington 
and meet you in any dark alley, OK? Bosa, you 
know. The standing back-flips. The long, flowing hair

sack shrug. He had 21 tackles for loss and 
13.5 sacks last season. Washington had 10.5 and 
4.5, mostly playing at nose guard, but he'll move 
over to defensive tackle, more of a playmaking spot, 
to replace departed Michael Bennett. Maybe the 
other two spots on the line end up by-committee, but 
you don’t see Urban Meyer sweating it. Seriously, 
the skill level is just scary. It's a bad year to be an 
opposing quarterback in the Big Ten. 


2. ALABAMA 


The Crimson Tide's line doesn’t have to con- 
cede much at all to Ohio State’s in terms of quality 
and depth, but it also can't do much crowing, consid- 
ering the 281 rushing yards allowed to the Buckeyes 
in a national semifinal last season. Nothing to do 
about that now except turn it into motivation and 
hope for a rematch. Alabama’s best chance of 
getting back to those playoffs is through an hella- 
cious defensive front seven, and the best part of 
that hellacious front seven is a line led by Jonathan 
Allen, Jarran Reed and A'Shawn Robinson. Quality 
reserves abound: Dalvin Tomlinson, D.J. Pettway, 
Da’Shawn Hand, Darren Lake ... and whatever 
other five-stars Saban keeps in his back pocket. 
We should mention that Alabama allowed only 
five rushing touchdowns last season. 


3. BAYLOR 


The Bears return their entire starting front 
four, including Shawn Oakman, who inspired 
wickedly funny internet memes last winter due 
to his imposing physical stature capable, as one 
suggested, of intimidating Liam Neeson into 
giving up the search for his kidnapped daughter 
(look it up, folks). It's also best to probably not 
mess with All-Big 12 tackle Andrew Billings, 
tackle Beau Blackshear, or ends Jamal Palmer 
and K.J. Smith. Oakman and his sidekicks 
allowed just 117.7 rushing yards per game. 


4. MICHIGAN STATE 


Everyone knows about end Shilique “The 
Freak” Calhoun, who — let's be honest — 
needs to be even better to live up to that nick- 
name. Standards are such that 12.5 tackles for 
loss, including eight sacks, was something of a 
“meh” season for Calhoun. Nice to have stan- 
dards. Versatile linemate Lawrence Thomas is 
equally freaky. 
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5, OLE Miss 


Robert Nkemdiche is used to the spotlight, first 
as the No. 1 recruit in the nation in the 2013 class, 
then as part of last season's No. 1 scoring defense 
and certainly as a guy who always has demanded 
special attention from offensive linemen. Whatever 
he lacks in eye-popping stats, he makes up for by 
allowing teammates — like end Marquis Haynes and 
nose tackle Issac Gross — to have more freedom 
to roam. 


G6. VIRGINIA TECH 


AHokies' resurgence is closely tied to how 
dang good this group can be. Defensive tackle 
Luther Maddy returns from injury. Standouts Dadi 
Nicolas and Ken Ekanem return after landing on the 
ACC’s all-conference teams last season. An opener 
against defending national champ Ohio State (and 
our No. 1-rated offensive line) awaits. 


7. PENN STATE 


Undersized tackle Anthony Zettel has a motor 
that never shuts off. His 17 tackles for loss last 
season had a way of making those around him work 
harder, and when it was all over, Penn State had 
the No. 3 rushing defense in the country. The Lions 
looked deep and dominant again this spring. 


8. TCU 


The Frogs allowed an average of 2.78 yards 
per rush last season, the best mark in the country. 
Big man Chucky Hunter is gone, but the rest of the 
crew is back — Mike Tuaua, Josh Carraway, James 
McFarland, Davion Pierson, etc. — and Nebraska 
transfer Aaron Curry joins a deep rotation at tackle. 
Good times. 


9. AUBURN 


The big thing here is the addition of coordinator 
Will Muschamp. Well, that, and the return from injury 
of end Carl Lawson, Muschamp will get these guys 
playing hard, attacking, and the Tigers won't be the 
pushovers they were last season. Veteran defensive 
tackle Montravius Adams, among others, and a 
wave of youth (Dontavius Russell, among others) 
helps fuel the turnaround. 


10. NOTRE DAME 


Sheldon Day and Jarron Jones could be the 
most imposing duo of senior tackles in the country. 
The spring emergence of early-enrolled 300-pounder 
Jerry Tillery eased depth concerns inside. We'll peg 
returning starting defensive end Isaac Rochell for a 
breakout season. 


TOP 10 
LINEBACKERS 


1. OHIO STATE 


Add new inside starter Raekwon McMillan to 
senior Joshua Perry and the hugely promising Dar- 
ron Lee on the outside, and — is this over the top? 
— these guys should just be moved to the NFL as a 
unit right now. Lee loves to tease McMillan by calling 
him “Chosen One” — a notion that was not dispelled 
last season when the five-star recruit saw consider- 
able playing time. McMillan is more athletic than the 
guy he's replacing in the lineup — Curtis Grant — 
so here's just another area in which Ohio State 

looks better than last season. On a team with no 
weaknesses, linebacker is a particular strength. 


2. GEORGIA 


The Dawgs’ four-man group features one of 
the best pair of outside linebackers in the country 
in junior Leonard Floyd and senior Jordan Jenkins, 
both high-motor pass rushers. That's nice. But 
what to do with sophomore outside linebacker 
Lorenzo Carter? Such tough decisions for second- 
year coordinator Jeremy Pruitt, who could slide 
one of the trio inside or move someone closer to 
the action with their hand in the dirt. 


3. ALABAMA 


Reggie Ragland takes over as the leader of 
the unit, a senior who has earned Nick Saban's 
trust. He packs a wallop on defense, but not like 
Reuben Foster, a junior and former No. 1 high 
school inside linebacker prospect who is trying to 
translate his fury on special teams to the discipline 
of Saban’s D. A deep, talented corps is further 
explanation for why this defense could be Bama’s 
best since 2011.

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4. NOTRE DAME 


Jaylon Smith is a major talent. Joe Schmidt and 
Jarrett Grace — impressively, back from a terrible 
knee injury — are experienced and tough. Nyles 
Morgan is an exciting up-and-comer. The run D will 
be stout. 


5. OKLAHOMA 


Eric Striker is a great pass rusher, with 15.5 
sacks and 27.5 tackles for loss in the past two years. 
Junior Dominique Alexander is a two-year starter 
who earned second-team all-conference honors 
last season. Inside ‘backer Jordan Evans is another 
returning starter who made 93 tackles last season. 


6. UCLA 


Myles Jack can be whatever he wants. He’s 
dabbled, spectacularly, at running back. His cover- 
age skills are such that he can play safety or, ahem, 
cornerback. Coach Jim Mora wants him at inside 
linebacker in the Bruins’ base this season, making 
him an unavoidable hub in the middle. Whatever. 
Just line him up and enjoy the athletic freak show. 
Elsewhere, Butkus Award winner Eric Kendricks is 
gone, but sophomore Kenny Young is promising and 
pass-rushing outside linebacker Deon Hollins made 
nine sacks last season. 


7. USC 


This is where Su’a Cravens lives now. It's hard to 
peg the talented junior, a former safety, into just one 
position, other than to say he’s just a football player. 
Middle linebacker Lamar Dawson was impressive in 
spring on his way back from knee problems. Anthony 
Sarao will be a third-year starter, if he holds off 
talented young dudes. 


8. OREGON 


The Ducks have all kind of versatile, athletic 
linebackers, including a quartet of seniors — 
Joe Walker, Rodney Hardrick, Tyson Coleman and 
Christian French. Oregon likes to rotate, and it has 
the depth to do it. (We do have to note the Pac-12's 
overall strength at linebacker, as Arizona State 
and Stanford just missed our cut, and Arizona has 
Scooby Wright.) 


9. LOUISVILLE 


Given that Florida State is dealing with uncer- 
tainty at linebacker (Reggie Northrup’s torn ACL 
in the Rose Bowl), we're going to give Louisville 
the nod as the ACC’s best at the position. James 
Burgess and Keith Kelsey are the veteran core of 
a defense that will hang its hat on being physical 
up front. Coach Bobby Petrino says the defense, 
revamped though it is, can be dominant. 


10. UTAH STATE 


A deserved nod to a team from outside the 
Power 5 conferences, as the Aggies bring back Nick 


Vigil, who was All-Mountain West as a sophomore 
last season, and Kyler Fackrell, a legit NFL prospect 
who suffered an ACL injury in the 2014 season- 
opener. 


TOP 10 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 


1. FLORIDA 


The Gators can play D. That hasn’t been the 
hang-up. All-American junior cornerback Vernon 
Hargreaves III heads up a five-man unit for Florida, 
which had more interceptions last season (16) than 
touchdowns allowed (15). Not challenging Harg- 
reaves is wise, but that’s a pick-your-poison kind 
of a deal for the opposition as the Gators roll out a 
deep unit of Brian Poole, Keanu Neal, Jalen Tabor, 
Quincy Wilson, Marcus Maye ... you get the idea. 


2. FLORIDA STATE 


We acknowledge that the talent drain from 
Florida State hit here, too — Ronald Darby and P.J. 
Williams are gone — but the big deal is that Jalen 
Ramsey is not. Moving from the “star” position to 
boundary corner, his size is going to be a full-on 
nightmare for receivers. Starters Nate Andrews and 
Tyler Hunter return at the safety positions. Be on 
the lookout for early-enrolled five-star frosh Derwin 
James. 


3. OHIO STATE 


Another area where the Buckeyes are as 
healthy as they'll ever be, with three starters back 


from the 2014 title team. Junior Vonn 
Bell is a dominant safety, and Eli Apple 
becomes the man at cornerback as a 
sophomore. 


4. MICHIGAN 


Is this the season Jabrill Peppers 
lives up to the massive billing? With 
him lurking, and terrific corners Blake 
Countess and Jourdan Lewis holding 
things down in their areas, the Wolver- 
ines could vault to the top of this list by 
season's end. 


5. NOTRE DAME 


The Irish defense is strong up the 
middle and dynamite on the outside 
in the back end with cornerbacks Kei- 
Varae Russell and Cole Luke. They'll 
make their team’s pass rush look good. 


6. DUKE 


Because when you think of Duke, 

you think, “Athletic defensive backs!” 
Hey, the Blue Devils actually have them, 

starting with senior safety Jeremy Cash (he did start 
his career at Ohio State, in case you didn’t know) 
and DeVon Edwards, a top playmaker. Cash has 
made 115 tackles in each of the past two seasons, 
and his decision to let the NFL wait was huge for the 
Blue Devils. All five starters in the secondary return. 


7. USC 


Adoree’ Jackson has a chance to be the “it” 
player in college football. Senior Kevon Seymour, 
the starting cornerback on the other side, has the 
attention of NFL scouts. The safety positions will 
work themselves out just fine, trust us. 


8. UCLA 


Aset of cornerbacks doesn't come more athletic 
than Ishmael Adams and Fabian Moreau, although 
we'd like to see more consistency.

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PICKING THE AAC 


Trio of New Coaches, New Program, Highlight Year 3 of AAC 


s the American Athletic Confe- 

rence begins its third season, 

a pattern is being established. 
Programs interested in keeping pace with 
the high-scoring offenses at Cincinnati, 
Memphis and East Carolina are tabbing 
offensive coordinators from Power 5 con- 
ferences to lead them. 

Tulsa and SMU, two struggling teams, 
made such a move, as did not-so-down- 
trodden Houston. 

Tulsa hired former Baylor offensive 
coordinator Philip Montgomery, whose 
Bears averaged a nation-leading 48.2 
points and 581.5 yards per game. SMU 
summoned Chad Morris to his native 
Dallas two years after his Clemson offense 
set school records by averaging 41 points 
and 513 yards. 

Houston got Ohio State offensive 
coordinator Tom Herman, whose arrival 
was delayed by the Buckeyes’ run to the 
College Football Playoff title. He was 
the 2014 Frank Broyles Award winner as

Their hires came three years after 
Memphis lured TCU co-offensive coor- 
dinator Justin Fuente to resuscitate a 
Tiger program on life support. Fuente got 
results in his third season as Memphis 
won 10 games for the first time since 1938, 
grabbed a share of a conference title for 
the first time since 1971 and went to a bowl 
game for the first time since 2008.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: An offense that was one of the best 
in the AAC returns Lynch, Dorceus, Craft and running back 
Jarvis Cooper. It’s a solid group that should put points on 
the board while a revamped defense matures. New defensive 
coordinator Galen Scott will have a talented, but young, 
group to mold, led by linebacker Jackson Dillon. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The Tigers must replace key play- 
ers on defense up front (Terry Redden and Martin Ifedi), at 
linebacker (Charles Harris and Tank Jakes) and in the sec- 
ondary (Bobby McCain and Andrew Gaines). If the replace- 
ments struggle in starting roles and/or if durable QB Lynch 
is sidelined by injury, the Tigers will have a difficult time 
repeating last year’s success. 


Entering a season in which a majority of starters 
were lost on defense, the Memphis offense will have to 
carry the load. With junior quarterback Paxton Lynch 
beginning his third season as the starter, the offense 
should be able to handle the responsibility. 

Lynch directed the Tigers to a 10-win season and 
their first conference championship in 43 years by 
developing into the type of quarterback coach Justin 
Fuente is known for developing (see, Andy Dalton). 
Lynch, an effective runner, may become even more 
capable if he adds some weight during the offseason. 

The offense was productive last season despite los- 
ing its top back, Doroland Dorceus, early in the season 
to a knee injury. Dorceus, a powerful, between-the-tack- 
les runner, possesses a burst. He did not participate in 
spring workouts, but should be available in August. 
Power back Jarvis Cooper, a deceptively fast 250-pound 
runner, provides a strong complement to Dorceus. 

Several young receivers — including Roderick Proc- 
tor and Phil Mayhue — contributed during their fresh- 
man seasons and should become more involved in the 
offense. Sophomore Anthony Miller, who missed last 
season with a knee injury, earned a starting nod at out- 
side receiver in the spring. 


DEFENSE 

Fuente, entering his fourth season at Memphis, will 
field his most inexperienced defense. Oh, and he lost co- 
ordinator Barry Odom to Missouri, Odom’s alma mater. 

Fuente replaced Odom with linebackers coach 
Galen Scott, who served as the Tigers’ defensive coor- 
dinator in 2011 under the previous head coach. Scott’s 
linebackers will be mostly first-year starters, but they 
should step in seamlessly. 

Wynton McManis started the first five games of last 
season before being sidelined by injury. The key loss 
was weakside linebacker Tank Jakes, the American 
Athletic Conference’s co-Defensive Player of the Year,

The big losses in the secondary were at cornerback, 
but juniors Dontrell Nelson and Chauncey Lanier 
had strong springs. Free safety Reggis Ball is the lone 
returning starter in the defensive backfield. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

There is not a better place-kicker in the conference 
than junior Jake Elliott, who boomed a 54-yarder in 
a 55-48 bowl win over BYU to send the game into a 
second overtime. Sophomore punter Spencer Smith 
earned second-team all-conference honors in his 
rookie season. 


OVERVIEW 

After a 10-3 season and winning a share of the AAC 
title, the Tigers are poised to repeat. First they'll have 
to win the West Division — the AAC splits into two 
six-team divisions with the addition of Navy — and 
that’s a strong possibility behind a potent offense. The 
offense should allow the defense to develop into what 
should be a solid unit by midseason. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


WR Anthony Miller: The redshirt sophomore sat 
out last year with an injury, but impressed the coach- 
ing staff in the spring and had a solid outing in the 

spring game. Miller played himself into a starting role 
and will give Paxton Lynch another strong option.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The passing game should be one 
of the most potent in America, with Kiel and his top seven 
receivers returning. Mike Boone was a revelation as a 
true freshman, including a 212-yard rushing game, Kicker 
Andrew Gantz is a reliable weapon. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The offensive line needs to keep 
Kiel upright, after some breakdowns left him exposed and 
injured last year. The defense has several red flags. Where 
will the pass rush come from? Who leads a relatively green 
linebacker corps? Special teams must show more produc- 
tion, especially on the return units. 


OFFENSE 

Junior quarterback Gunner Kiel came out with 
guns ablaze in the 2014 opener with six touchdown 
passes in his college debut. He went on to pass 
for 3,254 yards and tie the UC season record with 
31 touchdown passes. 

His top seven receivers return. 

One question is durability. Kiel made all 13 starts 
last season, but left several games with rib and/or back 
injuries. UC trainers have worked with Kiel to improve 
his core strength. 

Kiel also needs some improvement with decision- 
making, having thrown 13 interceptions. That said, he 
mostly fulfilled the hype of once being the No. 1-rated 
prep quarterback in America. 

Slot receiver Shaq Washington (66 catches, four 
TDs) is on pace to become the UC career leader in 
receptions. Wideouts Mekale McKay and Chris Moore 
(eight TD catches each) are the deep threats in UC’s 
four-receiver offense. 

Mike Boone, who led UC with 650 yards rushing as 
a true freshman, and Hosey Williams were dueling 
for the No. i running back job entering summer, with 
Tion Green also in the picture. 

The offensive line loses three-time all-league 
left tackle Eric Lefeld. Three starters return: Parker 
Ehinger (moving from right guard to left tackle), right 
tackle Justin Murray and center Deyshawn Bond. 


DEFENSE 

The Bearcats had one of the nation’s worst defenses 
last season, and there is still reason to be concerned. 
The Cincinnati offense torched the defense for much of 
the spring. Fact is, UC’s relative lack of defensive speed 
has been exposed when playing Power 5 schools. 

Key losses include linebackers Jeff Luc (134 tackles) 
and Nick Temple (113) and defensive end Terrell Harts- 
field (AAC-best nine sacks). Defensive end Silverberry 
Mouhon is the top returnee among the front seven.

returns. The secondary should benefit from the return 
of veteran cornerback Adrian Witty, a vocal leader. 
He missed most of 2014 with a leg injury. 

UC has its third defensive coordinator in three sea- 
sons under Tommy Tuberville, with Steve Clinkscale 
promoted from secondary/cornerbacks coach. Last 
year’s coordinator, Hank Hughes, is now defensive 
line coach at Nebraska. 

Clinkscale actually shares the title of co-defensive 
coordinator with defensive line coach Robert Prunty, 
but Clinkscale will call the plays on game days. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Place-kicker Andrew Gantz returns after a solid de- 
but season, when he was second-team All-AAC. Gantz 
was 16 of 20 on field goal attempts. Punter Sam Geraci 
also made his UC debut last year and improved as the 
season progressed, finishing with a 39.4-yard average. 
UC produced little in the return game and has not had 
a touchdown on a return since the 2011 season. 


OVERVIEW 

Expect many high-scoring games, with a potent of- 
fense and a suspect defense.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Knights are deep at quarter- 
back and running back, and they will be operating behind 
an offensive line that has starting experience at each spot. 
Pressuring the passer looks to be the strength of the defense 
with the return of Niles and Anderson. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; Newcomers are going to have to 
step up at wide receiver to keep opponents from stacking 
their defense against the run. The entire secondary also 
must be replaced. The Knights have a freshman kicker, 
and punter Caleb Houston averaged less than 39 yards per 
attempt last year. 


OFFENSE 

The return of quarterback Justin Holman and run- 
ning backs William Stanback and Dontravious Wil- 
son, along with a veteran offensive line, gives UCF’s 
offense the chance for more success in 2015. 

The Knights averaged 128.3 rushing yards per game 
last year, one of the worst marks in the country, and a 
good part of that was because Stanback and Wilson 
found themselves having to avoid potential tacklers 
in the backfield before they had an opportunity to get 
started. 

With full-time returning starters Tarik Cook, Joey 
Grant, and Chavis Dickey in the middle of the line, 
flanked by tackles Aaron Evans and Chester Brown, 
who also logged starts in 2014, that should change. 

Stanback overcame some early injury issues to rush 
for 697 yards in 10 games, and Wilson ran for 347. Ju- 
nior Micah Reed started two times in 11 appearances 
and ran for 223 yards. 

Holman, who took over in the second half of the 
opener and started every game thereafter, ended up 
throwing for 227 yards per game with 23 touchdown 
passes. He needs to cut back on his interceptions after 
throwing 14 picks in 392 attempts. 

It doesn’t help that the Knights lose their top four 
pass catchers. Sophomore Jordan Akins, who logged 
five starts, is the leading returner at wideout (12 recep- 
tions for 135 yards). Freshman Tre’Quan Smith was 
impressive in the spring. 


DEFENSE 

New coordinator Chuck Bresnahan has several 
holes to plug with the loss of the top five tacklers and 
the entire secondary. 

The ability to mount a solid pass rush looks to be 
the defense’s strength. End Thomas Niles had a team- 
high 7.5 sacks among his 49 tackles, and tackle Deme- 
tris Anderson, one of four returning starters along 
with Niles, end Luke Adams, and linebacker Chequan 
Burkett, was credited with 3.5.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The secondary is experienced and 
talented and will be one of the better defensive units in the 
AAC. Ward has the makings of a playmaker. He and Farrow 
could make Houston's offense one of the more difficult to 
game plan for in the AAC. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; While gifted, Ward lacks size. In an 
offense in which he'll run plenty, his 178-pound frame will 
be hard pressed to make it through the season injury-free. 
‘There isn’t much experience at wide receiver to help him, 
either, so teams likely will stack the box to stop the run. The 
defensive switch to a 3-4 will take some time, especially 
without much to work with in the front seven. 


OFFENSE 

Tom Herman had recent success with dual-threat 
quarterbacks at Ohio State. 

As Houston’s new head coach, he'll try to make ju- 
nior Greg Ward Jr. as good a passer as he is a runner, 
which could make him one of the best in the AAC. 

Ward was a wide receiver in the first five games of 
last season before taking over at quarterback. The 
eight-game starter at quarterback threw for 2,010 
yards and rushed for 573, though his 5-11, 178-pound 
frame could be a concern. 

Two returning starters on the line — left guard Ben 
Dew and right tackle Alex Cooper — and a third who 
was a starter in 2013 (left tackle Zach Johnson) will 
be in charge of keeping Ward healthy. But the main 
weapon in that regard is a rushing attack that was sec- 
ond in the AAC last season with 183.8 yards per game. 

Senior Kenneth Farrow is back after rushing for 
1,037 yards and a league-best 14 touchdowns. 

Experience at wide receiver isn’t as promising, 
though. Demarcus Ayers, the team’s leading returning 
receiver, had just 335 receiving yards in 2014. 


DEFENSE 

The secondary is loaded with experience and play- 
makers. Strong safety Adrian McDonald earned first- 
team all-conference honors, and cornerback William 
Jackson was a second-team selection. Free safety 
Trevon Stewart and cornerback Brandon Wilson are 
capable of similar results this season. 

The main problem is that there are just two return- 
ing starters in the front seven, and the Cougars are 
converting from a 4-3 to a 3-4 scheme under new coor- 
dinator Todd Orlando. 

Outside linebacker Steven Taylor, the team’s lead- 
ing returning tackler (76), is a playmaker who also 
forced three fumbles last season. None of the other 
three linebacker spots has anyone who started there 
in the past, though outside linebacker Tyus Bowser 
did start twice last season as a defensive end.

The 
fullback dive is the bread-and-butter of the triple-option, and 
Swain is a real bruiser. Tillman is a tall, long athlete who 
developed into a play-maker in 2014. DeBrandon Sanders 
leads a slew of dynamic slotbacks. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Navy's four linebackers are asked 
to do an awful lot in Buddy Green's 3-4 scheme, and the 
Mids have three new starters at the position. Gonzales is the 
only proven performer. Youngsters such as Micah Thomas, 
Myles Davenport and D.J. Palmore possess impressive size 
and athleticism, but have limited game experience. 


OFFENSE 

Senior quarterback Keenan Reynolds already owns 
a slew of school records and ranks fourth in NCAA 
history with 64 rushing touchdowns. Reynolds, a 
rare four-year starter in Navy’s unique triple-option 
offense, boasts a 21-11 record. 

He will have plenty of proven weapons at his dis- 
posal with senior fullback Chris Swain, senior slot- 
back DeBrandon Sanders and junior wide receiver 
Jamir Tillman leading the way. 

Swain, a powerfully-built 245-pounder, is coming 
off a strong campaign in which he displayed vastly 
improved vision while rushing for 693 yards. Sanders, 
a 5-7, 160-pound jitterbug, has averaged 8.0 yards per 
rush and 19.3 yards per reception during his career. 
Tillman, smooth and fluid at 6-4, emerged as a big-play 
threat in 2014, averaging almost 20 yards on 20 catches. 

Navy must rebuild its offensive line after graduating 
three starters. Left guard E.K. Binns, entering his third 
season as a starter, takes over as the leader of the unit. 


DEFENSE 

The Midshipmen suffered significant losses, includ- 
ing inside linebacker Jordan Drake, end Paul Quessen- 
berry, outside linebacker Chris Johnson and free safety 
Parrish Gaines, who made most of the defensive calls. 

Senior nose guard Bernie Sarra is one of the team’s 
strongest players and has done an outstanding job 
of holding the point of attack since moving into the 
starting lineup as a sophomore. 

Right end Will Anthony was the breakout per- 
former of 2014, playing with tremendous consistency 
and leading the team with 11 tackles for loss. He had

Senior Gavin Jernigan, the backup punter in the pre- 
vious two seasons, will get the first crack at replacing 
Pablo Beltran, a four-year starter who ranks second in 
program history for career average.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Owls have experience at key 
areas, and Walker should learn a ton from an up-and-down 
sophomore season. The defense does not allow many big 
plays and has playmakers in each unit. With Matakevich 
and Smith leading the way, the Owls will be a good tackling 
team and should again have the top defense in the AAC. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Temple's starting offensive line is 
among the team’s strengths, but experienced depth along the 
unit is an issue. Finding playmakers on the perimeter is also 
a question. The kicking game has been an issue since Rhule 
arrived, and Temple still has to prove it can consistently 
make easy field goal attempts. 


OFFENSE 

Temple coach Matt Rhule has done a good job 
building the program with talent and energy, and he 
is in the process of getting some big-time players. 
But much of the success this season will hinge on the 
development of quarterback P.J. Walker. 

Walker was very good as a freshman (using fresh- 
man standards), but careless throws and too many 
turnovers plagued the Owls, who could have been 
markedly better than 6-6. 

Walker brings a dual-threat mentality, but he does 
have interesting options in the running game in 
Jahad Thomas and Jamie Gilmore, who combined to 
run for more than 600 yards last season. 

Making up for the loss of leading receiver Jalen 
Fitzpatrick will be tough. His 53 catches were more 
than twice as many as anyone else, but it could mean 
a step up for John Christopher and Romond Deloatch, 
who has the size to develop into a red-zone threat. 

Kyle Friend, with 33 career starts, anchors an expe- 
rienced line, where four players with a season’s worth 
of starting experience return. There is not much depth 
behind them. 


DEFENSE 

One thing is certain about the defense — linebacker 
Tyler Matakevich will be tackling a lot of ball carri- 
ers and making plays everywhere on the field. He sur- 
passed 100 tackles in each of his first three seasons, 
and he combines with Nate D. Smith to cut off a bunch 
of plays after only a few yards. 

The Owls have depth and experience on the de- 
fensive line, and a big-time playmaker could be com- 
ing if defensive tackle Greg Webb, a North Carolina 
bounce-back who went through the junior college 
ranks, gets eligible.

The punting game is solid, but if anyone knows any- 
thing about Temple, it is that field goal kicking was 
a huge letdown in the past few seasons. The Owls 
cover kicks well, but they don’t kick field goals well 
— Austin Jones was 10 of 16 on field goal attempts 
shorter than 40 yards last season.

The Owls have a chance to win the AAC, and a big 
start in the non-conference season could make 
Temple a name to know come October.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Bulls seemed to have adapted 
to the new 4-2-5 defensive scheme in the spring and have 
enough defensive backs to handle the switch. Mack was 

a 1,000-yard rusher as a freshman, and RB Darius Tice is 

a solid backup. Tight end is in good hands as well. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The offensive line returns only two 
players with starting experience, and three of the top four 
receivers are gone. Flowers got one start last year, but was 
only 8 of 20 passing in five appearances. Half of the front- 
six starters on defense are gone. 


OFFENSE 

Junior Mike White, who started 15 games for USF in 
the past two seasons, decided to transfer after a three- 
way spring competition at quarterback with senior 
Steven Bench and sophomore Quinton Flowers. The 
job of running the new up-tempo attack likely will fall 
to Flowers. 

He burned his redshirt at midseason last year when 
the Bulls had problems at the spot. Flowers made five 
appearances with one start, completing 6 of 15 passes 
for 105 yards against SMU in one of USF's four wins. 

The Bulls are set at running back with Marlon Mack, 
who rushed for 1,041 yards in 2014, the third-highest 
total by a Bulls back and most-ever by a true freshman. 
Darius Tice also returns to give Mack some relief. 

The concerns are at wide receiver and the offensive 
line. 

Junior Rodney Adams (23 catches, 323 yards) had 
three starts in 10 appearances last year and has the 
most experience among the wideouts. Kentucky 
transfer A.J. Legree and sophomore Ryeshene Bron- 
son (one start in 2014, but only three catches), along 
with veteran tight end Sean Price (14-207), will have 
to carry a big load. 


DEFENSE 

The Bulls have abandoned the 3-4 base and gone 
to a 4-2-5 scheme under new coordinator Tom Allen, 
who comes to Tampa after coaching linebackers and 
coordinating special teams at Ole Miss. 

The switch will take advantage of the experience the 
Bulls have in the secondary, where four starters return 
— senior Jamie Byrd, now playing the “Husky” position 
after starting 12 games at safety, juniors Johnny Ward 
and Nate Godwin, and sophomore Devin Abraham. 
Byrd led the Bulls in tackles last year with 95. 

Sophomore Lamar Robbins, who started five of the 
last six games, could push Abraham out of a starting 
corner spot. Sophomore Tajee Fullwood, who started 
the last three games, has the job at safety going into 
the fall. 

The Bulls have only two linebackers, and both are

returning starters. Junior Nigel Harris led the team 
in tackles for loss with 10.5 last year, and sophomore 
Auggie Sanchez was No. 4 in tackles (66) after moving 
from fullback. Senior Tashon Whitehurst (four starts 
in 2014) figures to play a prominent part in the rota- 
tion after a strong finish to the spring. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior Mattias Ciabatti was the top punter in the 
AAC last year. His 44.5-yard average earned first team 
all-conference honors. He returns, but the Bulls lose 
a key weapon with the departure of kicker Marvin 
Kloss (13 of 17 field goal attempts). Sophomore Emilio 
Nadelman looks to take over. 


OVERVIEW 

The key to the season will be for the offense to do 
enough to take some of the pressure off what could be 
an effective defense.

The Green 
Wave's secondary is the most talented unit on the team 
despite losing two key players (one to graduation and one 
to the NFL Draft). 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: 0B Tanner Lee threw more inter- 
ceptions last season (14) than touchdowns (12). Without the 
threat of a passing game, Tulane will be facing loaded boxes 
and an uphill battle for first downs and touchdowns. 


OFFENSE 

The Green Wave's rushing offense made big gains 
in 2014. It finished with 145.5 yards per game and 
climbed out of the very bottom of the NCAA statistics 
to rank gist in the category. 

What didn’t improve was the passing game and 
scoring. 

The key players haven’t changed — so it’s up to 
the same old guys to try to improve upon the results. 
Quarterback Tanner Lee will have to be more effec- 
tive and throw more touchdown passes than intercep- 
tions this time around. Last season, he had 12 scoring 
passes and was picked off 14 times. 

Coach Curtis Johnson insists that an-improved of- 
fense with more tight end packages will take some 
pressure off Lee and allow the passing game to come 
along. 

Sherman Badie will lead the running game. He 
rushed 121 times for a team-best 688 yards last season, 
despite being slowed near the end by an ankle injury. 
Tight end Charles Jones II, who had 21 catches as 
a true freshman last season, will have a bigger role. 


DEFENSE 

Tulane’s secondary has been its calling card in the 
past few years. 

Cornerback Parry Nickerson made six intercep- 
tions in his debut as a redshirt freshman. He returns, 
although 2014 counterpart Lorenzo Doss declared 
early for the NFL Draft. Richard Allen, a seldom-used 
junior, will replace Doss and create some intrigue in 
the defensive backfeld. 

Tulane returns a strong player in senior safety Dar- 
ion Monroe, but lost defensive signal-caller Sam Sco- 
field to graduation. Monroe had 73 tackles last season 
and will be joined by Leonard Davis, who platooned 
some in 2014 but will be the every-game starter at 
strong safety in 2015.

before going down with a knee injury a year ago. He 
returned this spring to much fanfare in practice. De- 
fensive end Royce LaFrance and linebacker Nico Mar- 
ley are proven starters at their positions and should 
mentor less-experienced players in their units this fall. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

This remains Tulane’s biggest headache. In his 
freshman season, Andrew DiRocco made only 8 of 15 
field-goal attempts, missed two extra points and even 
committed a false-start penalty on a PAT. He was 6 of 
11 from between 20 and 39 yards. 

DiRocco did stabilize as the season went on, but he 
didn’t have a good spring. Expect a hot fall camp com- 
petition for the place-kicking job between DiRocco, 
baseball player walk-on Trevor Simms and incoming 
freshman Zachary Block. 


OVERVIEW 

The team returns for its second season in the 
American Athletic Conference, hoping to excel in the 
league’s new 12-team, two-division format.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The defense will be strong through 
the middle. It starts with the defensive line and linebackers, 
and there is depth throughout. The Huskies have experience 
at quarterback and a pair of capable running backs. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Quarterback play remains an 
uncertainty, and the issue is that everything flows from 
there. Whether it is Shirreffs or Tim Boyle, the quarterback 
has to play well. The offensive line was shifted around, so

OFFENSE 


Bob Diaco is best known as a defensive coach, but 
the focus heading into his second year of a rebuilding 
job needs to be on the other side of the ball. 

In the world of video game offenses, the Huskies 
managed a dismal 15.5 points per game last season, 
and the offense produced just 20 touchdowns. 

Quarterback Tim Boyle, last season’s backup, will 
try to win the job, but NC State transfer Bryant Shirre- 
ffs had the best spring and is in prime position to take 
over a lackluster offense. Whether new coordinator 
Frank Verducci can work some magic could be key as 
well. 

The Huskies have a nice running back tandem in 
Arkeel Newsome and Ron Johnson, but a re-shaped 
line will have to show it can open running lanes. UCo- 
nn also needs to replace top receiver Geremy Davis, 
who left for the NFL. Throw in the fact that DeShon 
Foxx is also gone, and it will be time for the young 
guys to step in. 


DEFENSE 

Connecticut will be formidable in the middle, espe- 
cially against the run, because of a mix of experience, 
talent, size and depth. Julian Campenni and Kenton 
Adeyemi will be a force, and the depth goes a long way 
as the Huskies will be able to rotate as many as nine 
on the defensive line.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The best thing SMU has going is 
the energy Morris injected into the program. An established 
former high school coach in the state, Morris should be able 
to stock the Mustangs with better talent than they’ve had 
since before the death penalty in the 1980s. Until then, 
SMU at least has potential playmakers on offense. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Teams pushed SMU around on 
the offensive and defensive lines last season, and there’s 
no quick fix for that. The defense isn't likely to make a vast 
improvement this season, so the offensive line has to get 

a lot better — and quickly — for the Mustangs to outscore 
opponents. 


OFFENSE 

New SMU coach Chad Morris will look to junior Matt 
Davis to run the up-tempo spread offense that Morris 
had great success with as Clemson’s coordinator. 

Although none of the SMU quarterbacks was effec- 
tive last season, Davis at least has a baseline of experi- 
ence, having completed 89 of 164 passes for 855 yards 
in 2014. The bad news is Davis connected for just three 
touchdown passes, and he was intercepted five times. 
Davis led SMU with 613 rushing yards (6.7 per carry). 

The Mustangs have experienced playmakers in run- 
ning back Prescott Line and 2014 leading receiver Dar- 
ius Joseph. But they'll also be counting on newcomers, 
especially redshirt freshman Courtland Sutton, who 
had an outstanding spring. SMU’s brightest spot in 
recruiting was at wide receiver, and the Mustangs will 
likely look to deploy those players in a hurry. 

SMU had a porous offensive line, allowing a national- 
worst 48 sacks. The Mustangs do return four starters, 
hoping for natural improvement. 


DEFENSE 

SMU’s defense ranked near the bottom of the na- 
tional stats, finishing 119th in total defense, allowing 
499.4 yards. per game. There’s some good news as 
plenty of impact players from that group return, espe- 
cially in the secondary. 

Safety Darrion Richardson made 44 solo and 25 
assisted tackles, including three for loss. He’s one of 
three returning starters in the secondary, joined by 
cornerbacks Horace Richardson (no relation) and 
Jesse Montgomery. 

Up the middle, defensive tackle Zach Wood totaled 
six tackles for loss, including four sacks among his 40 
total tackles. Linebacker Jonathan Yenga was fourth 
on the Mustangs last season with 65 total tackles, 
including 4.5 for loss. 

Morris said going into the spring game that the 
SMU defense was still adapting to the up-tempo style.

Punter Jackson Koonce got plenty of work last sea- 
son, averaging 40.8 yards on 74 attempts. SMU will 
turn place-kicking duties over to redshirt freshman 
Michael Armstrong. 

SMU’s biggest name in the kicking game is Deion 
Sanders Jr., who led the Mustangs in kick-return yard- 
age last season. However, at 20.5 yards per return, 
Sanders name was way ahead of his impact in 2014. 


Morris said in the spring that the goal this season 
is to get to a bowl game, which would be a huge step 
forward for a team that floundered quickly last season 
and finished 1-11. SMU is only three seasons removed 
from its last bowl win, a 43-10 triumph over Fresno 
State in the 2012 Hawaii Bowl, so it’s not as if the pro- 
gram itself is in horrible shape. Morris will have to re- 
build from the ground up, but chances are good he can 
do that, given his offensive wizardry and his ties to the 
state as a former Texas high school coach.

FLORIDA STATE: The ACC champs signed a Top 3 class 
nationally and the best in the ACC, something they almost always 
do. The Seminoles inked the nation’s No. 1 five-star safety Derwin 
James and the No. 1 five-star defensive end Josh Sweat. They 
also landed one of the nation's top big backs, Jacques Patrick, a 
five-star cornerback in Tarvarus McFadden and two of Florida’s 
top wide receivers, George Campbell and Da'Vante Phillips. All of 
them except McFadden are already on campus as early enrollees. 


CLEMSON: The Tigers needed to reload what was the nation’s 
No. 1 defense in 2014. They are starting to restock the defensive 
line with seven signees up front, including national All-Americans 
Albert Huggins and Christian Wilkins. Clemson also signed its best 
offensive line class in the modern era, highlighted by bookend 
tackles Mitch Hyatt and Jake Fruhmorgen. The Tigers also have 
two elite playmakers out of Tampa, the No. 1 receiver Deon Cain 
and four-star athlete Ray-Ray McCloud Ill. Mark Fields is a big- 
time cornerback out of metro Charlotte, N.C. 


MIAMI: Only eight of the Hurricanes’ 22 signees were from 
America’s most loaded talent bin of South Florida, the best being 
four-star back Mark Walton. Almost a third of the class was offen- 
sive line signees. Four-star safety Jaquan Johnson was a U.S. 
Army All-American. 


NORTH CAROLINA: The Tar Heels signed their best offensive 
line class in recent memory, highlighted by four-star prospects 
Mason Veal, Tommy Hatton and William Sweet. UNC has an 
instant-impact pass-rusher with four-star defensive end Jalen 
Dalton. The Heels also added a big wideout with Juval Mollette 
(6-4, 190). 


VIRGINIA TECH: The Hokies signed what they hope is their 
quarterback of the future in four-star signee Dwayne Lawson out 
of Tampa. They also loaded up on the defensive line with pass- 
rusher Trevon Hill, nose guard Tim Settle, Darius Fulwood, Harry 
Lewis, Eric Whitehead and Yosuah Nijman, one of the nation’s 
better defensive line classes. The Hokies also added one of the 
top in-state offensive tackles, Austin Clark, and dipped into North 
Carolina for four-star cornerback Mook Reynolds, both early 
enrollees. 


NORTH CAROLINA STATE: For the first time ever, the 
Wolfpack landed four of the top seven recruits in the state of 
North Carolina. Four-star defensive end Darian Roseboro and 
four-star all-purpose back Nyheim Hines led the way, both early 
enrollees and a pair of national recruits. The Wolfpack have their 
left tackle of the future in four-star prospect Emanuel McGirt, 
and they also flipped All-American four-star running back Johnny 
Frasier from Florida State late in the cycle. It was truly a class to 
remember for the Wolfpack.

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ACC RECRUITING 


LOUISVILLE: James Allen, a four-star recruit on 247Sports, is one 
of the better backs in Florida and has all-league capabilities. Khane 
Pass, out of powerhouse program Carver High School (Columbus, 
Ga.), is a hard-hitting safety and a steal for the Cards. Led by Lamar 
Thomas, Louisville also dipped into south Florida for four-star dual- 
threat quarterback Lamar Jackson and big receiver Devante Peete. 


GEORGIA TECH: The Yellow Jackets signed a big class with 27. 
The defensive line class was especially strong, highlighted by Kyle 
Henderson (Tampa, Fla./Plant) and Anree Saint-Amour (Suwanee, 
Ga./North Gwinnett), who both played at powerhouse high school 
programs. 


VIRGINIA: The Cavaliers inked a pair of big inside linebackers 

in Jahvoni Simmons out of the Tidewater Region and Dominic 
Sheppard, from Miami, who flipped from Wisconsin late when his 
recruiter of record, Chris Beatty, was hired by Virginia. Three-star 
quarterback Nick Johns, out of Washington, D.C., may be the quar- 
terback of the future for the Wahoos. 


DUKE: The Blue Devils went across the country to California and 
landed U.S. Army All-American outside linebacker Ben Humphreys. 
They also dipped into Cali for three-star big guard Reno Rosene 
(6-6, 350). The Blue Devils landed a second U.S. Army All- 
American in TJ Rahming out of metro Atlanta, one of the 

better slot receivers in the Southeast. 


WAKE FOREST:The Demon Deacons were able to flip tight end 
Bowman Archibald from Miami in the fall. They also stole four-star 
cornerback Dionte Austin out of Maryland. Keep an eye on big 
back Rocky Reid, a one-time Tennessee commit, who the Deacons 
landed late. He put up huge numbers at the prep level. 


BOSTON COLLEGE:The Golden Eagles went far and wide to 
find their defensive linemen, inking Ray Smith out of San Diego 
and Wyatt Ray from Fort Lauderdale, Fla. They also got two tall, 
lean, powerful offensive tackles in Anthony Palazzolo and Aaron 
Monteiro, both New England natives. 


PITTSBURGH: Despite a coaching change, the Panthers signed 
one of the nation’s best secondary classes. Malik Henderson, out 
of south Florida, is already on campus. Jordan Whitehead chose 
Pitt over Alabama, Penn State and Ohio State, and could be one of 
the best players on the team in the years to come. Add those two 
with local safeties Dane Jackson and Jay Stocker and the Panthers 
are stocked on the back end. 


SYRACUSE: The Orange landed a very good four-star athlete out 
of Jersey in Dontae Strickland. At one point, they had a half dozen 
commits from south Florida but wound up only signing a pair. Keep 
an eye on tight end Amir Ealey as an edge guy with upside.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: FSU’s secondary is one of the 
nation’s best with Ramsey, safety Nate Andrews and new- 
comer Derwin James. The ‘Noles have a deep group of run- 
ning backs with Cook, Patrick and Mario Pender. The receiv- 
ers are inexperienced but talented. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: FSU’s offense won't be the same 
without its 2013 Heisman Trophy winner (QB Jameis 
Winston), the school's all-time receptions leader 

(WR Rashad Greene) and the 2014 Mackey Award 

winner (TE Nick O'Leary). And four starters on the offensive 
line have moved on to the NFL. The lack of a pass rush 

(17 sacks in 2014) could again haunt FSU. 


OFFENSE 

FSU coach Jimbo Fisher is known for developing 
quarterbacks, but he also embraces the run and wants 
his pro-style offense to be balanced. 

Dalvin Cook ran for 1,008 yards and eight touchdowns 
last season as a true freshman in just 13 games. Display- 
ing toughness as he broke tackles at the line, he frequent- 
ly found openings in defenses ... and then used a burst to 
break off big gains. Cook accumulated 738 rushing yards 
and five touchdowns in the final seven games. 

Fisher left the quarterback competition open going into 
the summer, saying he had no timeline to name a starter. 
But Fisher said he’s “very comfortable” with junior Sean 
Maguire, who started against Clemson last September 
when Jameis Winston was suspended. Maguire is ahead 
of J.J. Cosentino, De’Andre Johnson and John Franklin. 

FSU’s young receivers should blossom in 2015 
after having a year in the offense. Travis Rudolph is 
the best of a talented group that includes Jesus Wil- 
son, Ermon Lane, Ja’Vonn Harrison, George Campbell 
and Da’Vante Phillips. 

Despite not having a full-time returning starting 
offensive lineman, Fisher said he’s pleased with how the 
backups have evolved into starters. Left tackle Roderick 
Johnson (who started the final five games) anchors a 
line that should feature two junior college blockers in 
right tackle Chad Mavety and left guard Kareem Are. 


With a resume that includes coaching South Caro- 
lina’s Jadeveon Clowney and Florida’s Dante Fowler, 
Brad Lawing is now tasked with directing FSU’s de- 
fensive ends and outside linebackers. Defensive end 
DeMarcus Walker could lead the way, improving on 
his 38-tackle season as a sophomore. 

FSU will start two seniors at linebacker in Terrance 
Smith and Reggie Northrup. Smith is a versatile talent 
who played through a knee injury last season. Northrup 
is a run-stopper who led FSU with 122 tackles. 

The secondary is among the best in the nation,

despite losing both starting corners (P.J. Williams and 
Ronald Darby). Fisher chose to move Jalen Ramsey 
from the star/nickel position to boundary corner, 
where he will be an imposing, physical presence, mak- 
ing life miserable for opponent’s No. 1 receivers. 
While FSU has two veterans at safety in Nate Andrews 
and Tyler Hunter, freshman Derwin James will make a 
push to take ona starting role. Trey Marshall has the talent 
and versatility to step into Ramsey's old “star” position. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Roberto Aguayo, who won the Lou Groza Award in 
2013 as a freshman, has made 48 of 52 career field-goal 
attempts and can convert from 50 yards if needed. 
Cason Beatty struggled with his consistency in 2014, 
but averaged 41.0 yards per punt. 


OVERVIEW 

Expectations remain high for Florida State after 
a three-year stretch in which the program won 39 
games. There will be a learning curve, and a win 
at Clemson is probably a must, but there’s enough 
talent on offense and defense for FSU to put together 
a 10-win season and win its fourth straight ACC title.

RB Jacques Patrick: The 6-1, 232-pound Patrick 
enrolled early and ran for 81 yards on 16 carries in 
FSU’s spring game. Patrick was chosen the Florida 
Gatorade Player of the Year in 2014 after a prep career 
in which he compiled 7,922 rushing yards and 103 
touchdowns.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The defense, as usual, figures to 

be the strength of the Hokies. But with a bevy of returning 
skill players, including Brewer, Tech has the potential for a 
vastly improved offense. Ford, Phillips and Hodges are good 
targets for Brewer, who should direct a balanced attack. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The offensive line performed 
admirably in the spring, but until it does that in a game, 
it'll remain a question mark. Brewer has to cut down on the 
interceptions (15 last season). Defensively, Tech is replac- 
ing a pair of three-year starters at safety. 


OFFENSE 

When Virginia Tech hired offensive coordinator 
Scot Loeffler before the 2013 season, he pointed to 
2015 as the year when the offense had a chance to 
be special. It’s put-up-or-shut-up time for a unit that 
failed to score a point in regulation against Wake 
Forest last season. 

Senior quarterback Michael Brewer, a former trans- 
fer from Texas Tech, is behind center for his second 
season with the Hokies. He’s surrounded by more 
weapons than Tech has had in recent years. 

Sophomore tight end Bucky Hodges can move out 
wide to create matchup problems. Hodges and sopho- 
more wide receivers Isaiah Ford and Cam Phillips 
have the ability to beat defenses one-on-one, giving 
the Hokies a big-play element they've been lacking. 

The running game showed signs of life last season 
before the tailback spot was decimated by injuries. 
The team’s most promising young backs, Marshawn 
Williams (knee) and Shai McKenzie (knee, indefinite 
suspension) missed spring ball. Senior J.C. Coleman 
came on at the end of last year, running for 468 yards 
in the final four games. 

The question, recently, has been the line. But for 
the first time in years, this much-maligned unit went 
through spring practice with a set lineup. 


DEFENSE 

Several players went through offseason injuries or 
surgeries, but Virginia Tech has a good chance to 
boast one of the ACC’s top defenses, yet again. 

Up front, the Hokies went through spring without 
defensive tackles Luther Maddy (knee) and Corey 
Marshall (ankle), and defensive end Ken Ekanem 
(shoulder). All three figure to be all-conference level 
talents. Senior defensive end Dadi Nicolas might be 
the defense’s most dynamic player, and sophomore 
Seth Dooley emerged as a third option at end. 

Sophomore linebacker Andrew Motuapuaka started 
four straight games last season when Chase Williams 
was out with a knee injury, and Motuapuaka reached

If there’s a question mark on the defense, it’s in the 
secondary, where the Hokies replace a pair of three-year 
starters at safety in Kyshoen Jarrett and Detrick Bonner. 
Tech’s top two cornerbacks, Kendall Fuller (wrist) and 
Brandon Facyson (leg), sat out the spring with injuries. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior punter A.J. Hughes sat out spring practice 
with a back injury. He averaged 39.9 yards per punt in 
2014, the lowest mark of his three years with the Hokies. 

Sophomore Joey Slye, the starting place-kicker last 
season, is competing with redshirt freshman Michael 
Santamaria to hold on to that spot.

OFFENSE 

Quarterback Jacoby Brissett helped turn around 
NC State in coach Dave Doeren’s second season. The 
Florida transfer threw for 2,606 yards and ran for 529 
in his first season as the starter. 

He will have a lot of different options on offense in 
his senior season. 

Senior running back Shadrach Thornton led the 
team in rushing (907 yards) a year ago. Junior running 
back Matt Dayes is the team’s top returning receiver 
(g2 catches) and led the team in touchdowns (13). 

They will be joined in the backfield by a wave of 
highly touted freshmen. Johnny Frasier, Nyheim 
Hines and Reggie Gallaspy II are in-state products 
who will complement Thornton and Dayes. Run- 
ning back Jaylen Samuels and tight end David J. 
Grinnage will also be major parts of the passing 
game. 

The line could be strong again if freshman Tyler 
Jones and senior Alex Barr, who has 18 career starts at 
guard, can step in at the tackle positions. 


DEFENSE 

NC State's defense looks to build on a strong finish 
from last season that included more blitzing schemes 
and fewer yards and points allowed. The Wolfpack 
returns seven starters on defense, including five in the 
secondary. 

Senior safety Hakim Jones led the team in tackles 
(80), and sophomore safety Josh Jones came on at the 
end of the season with a team-best four interceptions. 

Sophomore linebackers Jerod Fernandez and 
Airius Moore got better as the season progressed 
and will have to continue to improve. They should 
get help with the return of junior M.J. Salahuddin, 
a starter in 2013 who missed all of last season with 
a knee injury. 

Getting pressure from the outside linebacker and 
nickel spots on blitzes was a proven formula by the 
end of the season. Half of the team’s 30 sacks on the 
season came in the last four games.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Louisville has the makings of a 
physical defensive front a season after the Cardinals ranked 
10th in the nation in rushing defense. Bonnafon, who looked 
more comfortable this spring, is the kind of dual-threat quar- 
terback that allows Petrino to use the read option and other 
designed QB runs to keep defenses off balance. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The most glaring issue for 
Louisville, for the second-consecutive season, is its offensive 
line. Versatile junior college transfer Khalil Hunter should 
plug in somewhere, but the Cards only have one truly 
reliable offensive lineman and don’t have a ton of depth. 


OFFENSE 


The running backs and receivers yet again make up 
some of Louisville’s best position groups. 

Running back Brandon Radcliff became a key fig- 
ure last fall, running for a team-best 737 yards and 
12 touchdowns while surpassing Michael Dyer and 
Dominique Brown on the depth chart. Behind him, 
burly fullback/tailback combo L.J. Scott showed signs 
of his talent as a downhill runner, and junior college 
transfer Jeremy Smith is a bruising back who can 
immediately help. 

Replacing DeVante Parker won’t be easy, and the 
receiving corps also took a big hit with its depth. 

Ja’Quay Savage, Jamari Staples and Alphonso 
Carter are tall, physical receivers who can make plays 
down field. Sophomores Javonte Bagley and Dontez 
Byrd are among those who will help with depth. 

Of course, the spotlight is always on the quarter- 
back, and improved sophomore Reggie Bonnafon 
should be the guy, although there are options should 
he falter. 

Will Gardner, who began last season as the starter, 
will return from knee surgery this summer. Redshirt 
sophomore Kyle Bolin, once considered the best high 
school QB in the state, filled in admirably late last 
season when Bonnafon was hurt. Penn State transfer 
Tyler Ferguson and incoming freshman Lamar Jack- 
son just add to the talented mix. 


DEFENSE 

For the first half of last season, U of L’s swarming 
pass rush and interception-hungry secondary helped 
the Cards rank among the best in the nation before 
they slowed down against better competition. 

They technically scheme as a 3-4, but coordinator 
Todd Grantham often morphed his group into a 3-3-5 
package, using his third linebacker, Lorenzo Mauldin, 
as a blitzer. Mauldin, a fourth-round draft pick in May, is 
gone, replaced by former TCU standout Devonte Fields 
and tenacious redshirt sophomore Stacy Thomas. 

But for Louisville’s defense to start as well as it did

last fall, the Cardinals need five guys to play big roles. 

Defensive end Sheldon Rankins was a bully as an 
interior pass rusher, and surpassed Mauldin in sacks 
late in the season. James Burgess and Keith Kelsey, 
versatile, strong linebackers who Grantham calls the 
brains of the operation, are vital to directing traffic. 

And safeties Chucky Williams and Josh Harvey- 
Clemons need to find a way to fill the interception and 
big-hit voids left by Gerod Holliman (14 picks last fall) 
and James Sample. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior John Wallace (15 of 19 field goal attempts) 
has proven to be a reliable kicker. He expanded his 
range in 2014. Josh Appleby steps in at punter after 
getting some reps last fall. 


OVERVIEW 

The second year of the new Petrino era will put the 
coach’s abilities to the test. He’ll have a shaky offen- 
sive line and a mostly new group of receivers around, 
presumably, Bonnafon. The defense should be strong 
again, but how the Cards handle their rough slate of 
September games (Auburn, Houston and Clemson) 
could determine the fate of their season. Anything 
less than 8-4 would be disappointing. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


S Josh Harvey-Clemons: He’s built like an 
outside linebacker at 6-5, 230, but he’s quick and 


strong enough to keep up with smaller, faster receiv- 
ers.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Williams is a senior who was 
among the most productive quarterbacks in the ACC last 
season, and there are a lot of others capable of making plays 
on offense, from Switzer and Hollins at receiver to Logan and 
Hood in the backfield. The offensive line returns intact but 
has to take a significant step forward. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The entire defense was a problem 
last season and it remains to be seen how much improve- 
ment is realistic in year one under Chizik. The lack of a pass 
Tush hurt the Tar Heels last year, and pass coverage was 
often abysmal. 


OFFENSE 

Senior quarterback Marquise Williams missed 
spring practice with a hip injury, but he is expected to 
be full strength before the start of fall camp. He threw 
for 3,068 yards and ran for 788 last season. 

UNC’s running game was at times a mess last fall 
because of inexperience on the offensive line and in 
the backfield, but pretty much everyone is back. 

If the line improves — and that’s the most impor- 
tant question facing the offense — then T.J. Logan and 
Elijah Hood have the potential to rank among the best 
running back tandems in the ACC. The Tar Heels also 
return their top four receivers. 

Ryan Switzer caught 61 passes last season, but he 
didn’t excel on special teams after returning five punts 
for touchdowns during his freshman season. Mack 
Hollins emerged as one of the ACC’s best deep threats 
last season, and Quinshad Davis and Bug Howard are 
solid possession receivers. 


DEFENSE 

The Tar Heels’ defense was horrific last season, 
which is why head coach Larry Fedora parted ways 
with coordinator Vic Koenning and hired Gene 
Chizik, who was probably the best available coach for 
hire. 

Chizik faces a monumental rebuilding task. His 
scheme — a more traditional 4-3 alignment replaces 
the gimmicky 4-2-5 that Koenning used — should help. 
The question is: How much improvement is realistic, 
given how bad this group was last year? The Tar Heels 
allowed at least 40 points six times. 

UNC's pass rush was often non-existent last year, 
and the defensive line is a question mark entering the 
preseason. Jeff Schoettmer is a leader at linebacker 
but, overall, there are a lot of questions at that posi- 
tion group, too. 

UNC will be better defensively because it can’t 
possibly be as bad as it was last season — right? — 
but don’t expect Chizik to work miracles in his first 
season.

SPECIAL TEAMS 


Switzer remains one of the nation’s most respected 
punt returners because of what he accomplished two 
years ago. UNC's biggest special teams disappoint- 
ment last season, though, was an inability to make 
field goals of longer than 30 yards. Kickers Thomas 
Moore, a departed senior, and Nick Weiler combined 
to make 6 of 13 field goal attempts. 


OVERVIEW 

Fedora has faced significant off-the-feld challenges 
during his tenure — he arrived when UNC was un- 
der an NCAA investigation, and then the NCAA re- 
opened that investigation last summer — and so his 
recruiting efforts have taken a hit. In some ways, then, 
it's unfair to judge the state of his program. 

On the field, though, UNC has gone backward since 
his arrival, with eight victories in his first season, 
seven in his second and six last year. If the defense 
can just be average — which would be a significant im- 
provement — the Tar Heels have enough offensively to 
win at least eight games and finish near the top of the 
Coastal Division. 


TOP NEWEC 


DE Jalen Dalton: A heralded prospect from 
Clemmons, N.C., Dalton was the coup of UNC’s recruit- 
ing class. He enrolled early and has a head start on 
learning Gene Chizik’s system. Given UNC’s defensive 
deficiencies last season, Dalton should have a chance 
to make an early contribution.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Duke has a solid stable of running 
backs, bolstered by Jela Duncan's return from academic sus- 
pension. Deaver and Brown are All-ACC talents who received 
a sixth year of eligibility. The secondary is athletic and 
experienced. The kicking game is among the ACC’s hest. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The Blue Devils are breaking ina 
new quarterback, Thomas Sirk, who has yet to start a college 
game. On defense, Duke loses three of four starters on its 
defensive line — a position that hasn't traditionally been one 
of its best anyway. 


OFFENSE 

Duke has big pieces to replace. Two-year start- 
ing quarterback Anthony Boone and wide receiver 
Jamison Crowder, who caught 283 passes for 3,641 
yards and 23 touchdowns in his career, completed 
their eligibility. 

The Blue Devils also lost All-American guard Laken 
Tomlinson and left tackle Takoby Cofteld, a three-year 
starter. 

Redshirt junior Thomas Sirk takes over at quarter- 
back after being used in short-yardage situations last 
season. Sirk, at a sturdy 6-4, 215 pounds, has good run- 
ning ability, although his prowess in the passing game 
has yet to be proven. 

Replacing Crowder means chances for other un- 
proven players like junior Johnell Barnes and redshirt 
freshman Chris Taylor, who had a strong spring and 
has the speed to be the Blue Devils’ top deep threat. 

Tight end Braxton Deaver, one of the ACC’s best 
who missed last season with a torn ACL, is back for 
a sixth season. 

Duke’s capability in the running game is more 
promising. Senior Shaquille Powell is a solid runner, 
and sophomore Shaun Wilson has breakaway speed. 
More good news is the return of Jela Duncan, who 
missed last year due to an academic issue. Duncan led 
Duke in combined rushing yards in 2012 and 2013, his 
freshman and sophomore seasons. 


DEFENSE 

Duke’s athleticism in the secondary is on par with 
anyone in the ACC. 

The Blue Devils return five defensive backs with 
starting experience in their 4-2-5 scheme. The best is 
senior safety Jeremy Cash, an All-ACC player who has 
232 tackles in the past two seasons. 

Junior DeVon Edwards, who plays at a safety posi- 
tion in Duke’s scheme, has intercepted four passes over 
the last two seasons. The cornerbacks are juniors Breon 
Borders, who has seven career interceptions, and Bryon 
Fields, who is adept against the pass and the run.

Duke will benefit greatly from the return of line- 
backer Kelby Brown, an All-ACC selection in 2013 
when he compiled 114 tackles, including 11 for loss.

SPECIAL TEAMS 

Duke has, perhaps, the top kicking and punting tan- 
dem in the ACC. Senior Ross Martin has missed only 
four field goal attempts from 39 yards or closer. He’s 
made 4 of 6 attempts from 50 yards or longer. 

Redshirt senior punter Will Monday has averaged 
43.5 yards per punt and has placed 57 punts inside the 
20 in his three seasons. 

Edwards is a threat in the kick return game with 
three touchdowns over the last two years. 


OVERVIEW 

Losing multiple players to NFL camps is a sign of 
Duke’s growth. The key will be how Duke replaces its 
departed stars as it seeks a fourth consecutive bowl 
trip.

OFFENSE 

Quarterback Brad Kaaya is coming off a season in 
which he earned ACC Rookie of the Year honors, but 
tailback Duke Johnson and wide receiver Phillip Dorsett 
were NFL draft picks and the offensive line lost three 
starters, including No. 9 overall pick Ereck Flowers. 

So, the outlook for 2015 is iffy. 

Kaaya was superb last season, when he started ev- 
ery game as a true freshman, throwing for 3,198 yards, 
with 26 touchdowns and 12 interceptions. Coaches 
noted he was more settled in the pocket this spring 
and that his leadership qualities had emerged. 

Coordinator James Coley, meanwhile, said he was 
disappointed in the offensive line, hinting that incom- 
ing players could push for playing time. Right guard 
Daniel Isidora has the most experience. 

Joe Yearby, suspended for the spring game, will 
share carries with freshman Mark Walton and senior 
Gus Edwards, a 230-pound bruiser chosen the top of- 
fensive performer in the spring. 

Stacy Coley is a good bet to be the breakout receiv- 
er. He’s considered one of the team’s hardest workers. 


DEFENSE 

Miami ranked No. 14 in total defense last season 
and ranked high in yards per play and fewest explo- 
sive plays allowed. But coordinator Mark D’Onofrio’s 
schemes have come under fire, and the defense had 
trouble getting off the field in losses to Nebraska, 
Georgia Tech, Virginia and Pittsburgh. 

The Hurricanes also ranked 97th in tackles for loss. 

The biggest concern, by far, is at linebacker, where 
tackling machine Denzel Perryman is off to the NFL. 

Jermaine Grace is undersized (6-1, 208), but he made 
a lot of plays in the spring, and D’Onofrio said “he’s got 
all the ability in the world.” Raphael Kirby showed some 
playmaking ability last season, but his overall play was 
suspect. He'll be asked to take Perryman’s place. 

Miami’s defensive linemen have matured and its 
secondary has built depth.

Darius Wade has the lead to be Boston College’s new 
quarterback, but coach Steve Addazio will let true fresh- 
man Elijah Robinson and sophomore Troy Flutie (Doug's 
nephew) compete into fall camp. Wade saw limited ac- 
tion last season behind Tyler Murphy, throwing eight 
passes, but it does give him a little edge in experience. 

Boston College will have many weapons in the back- 
field, anchored by sophomore Jon Hilliman (860 rushing 
yards, 13 TDs), and supported by junior Myles Willis (459 
yards) and sophomore Marcus Outlow (243 yards). 

The only returning receiver of note is Sherman 
Alston, a lightning fast, yet undersized, sophomore 
who made 16 catches last season. 

Also coming back will be receiver Bobby Swigert, 
who hasn’t played a down since 2012 after he tore up 
his knee against Notre Dame. He has had 11 surgeries 
on his knee since the initial injury. Junior wideout Har- 
rison Jackson, who had a couple of starts in 2013, will be 
returning from an injury that sidelined him last season. 

The offensive line is going to be almost completely 
revamped. Harris Williams, a graduate student, re- 
turns to the Heights after losing 2014 to a knee injury 
in Week 1. He was expected to be one of the best line- 
men on the team last year. 


DEFENSE 

Boston College should have one of the most talent- 
ed front sevens in the ACC.

Virginia lacked explosiveness last season when it 
finished among the lower echelon of FBS teams in 
rushing, total offense and scoring, in addition to strug- 
gling in the red zone. 

Enter North Carolina transfer T.J. Thorpe, a dynam- 
ic wide receiver and record-breaking kick returner, 
who will finish his final year of eligibility with the Cav- 
aliers. Thorpe adds speed and the ability to turn small 
gains into game-breaking plays, something missing 
from UVa’s offense for quite some time. He had 42 ca- 
reer receptions at UNC. 

Coach Mike London also brought in Wisconsin as- 
sistant coach Chris Beatty to work with UVa’s running 
backs and help add some punch to coordinator Steve 
Fairchild’s attack. London elevated former backup Matt 
Johns, a more mobile quarterback, into the starting job 
over Greyson Lambert coming out of the spring. 

Virginia still plans to feature a power rushing attack 
with small tailbacks like junior Taquan Mizzell (5-10, 
190) running behind a deep and experienced line. 
Virginia fans are still waiting for Mizell, a former five- 
star recruit, to live up to his nickname, “Smoke,” for 
being able to elude would-be tacklers. 


DEFENSE 

Coordinator Jon Tenuta’s defense is as aggres- 
sive as they come, and a great deal of Virginia’s early 
success last season was due to takeaways and sacks. 

Much of that production went out the window when 
five starters departed, including the entire linebacker 
corps and two early entrees into the NFL Draft — end 
Eli Harold (third round, San Francisco) and outside 
linebacker Max Valles (sixth round, Oakland). 

UVa will be tough to run against with a big and 
deep front, featuring senior end Mike Moore and tack- 
les David Dean, Donte Wilkins and Andrew Brown. 

The secondary has experience at the comers with 
seniors Maurice Canady and Demetrious Nicholson 
(coming back after injury), and junior Tim Harris, but op- 
posing passers picked on those corners last season. The

UVa will break in a new punter, likely junior Nicho- 
las Conte, who has a strong leg, but lacks consistency. 


OVERVIEW 

London is counting on experienced quarterbacks, 
a deep offensive line, and the playmaking ability of 
Thorpe to provide more scoring. Meanwhile, London 
is hoping Tenuta’s aggressive defensive approach can 
continue to create havoc on opposing passers. Virginia 
must overcome a challenging start to the season, with 
three of its first four games against UCLA, Notre Dame 
and Boise State, before taking on a difficult ACC sched- 
ule as the Cavs try to get back to a bowl game.

SU also features experience on the offensive line. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The margin for error is razor thin 
across the board. Another rash of injuries like last season to 
the offensive line or skill-position players, and production 
will be crippled. SU running backs rushed for only two TDs 
last season — none after the season-opener. 


OFFENSE 

After running a gun-read offense for the last two 
years, coordinator Tim Lester installed an attack that 
is expected to feature more downhill running and 
versatile personnel groupings. 

A unit that was among the worst in the country at 
scoring touchdowns — the Orange crossed the goal 
line on just 8.4 percent of its possessions last sea- 
son — will look to utilize some of its best athletes at 
the hybrid back position, with that player lining up 
on the wing, in the slot and in the backfield. 

Senior quarterback Terre] Hunt, who is fully recov- 
ered after fracturing his fibula five games into the 2014 
season, is focusing on becoming more of a pocket 
passer. The key to that plan, it would seem, is main- 
taining a healthy line. SU rarely repeated a starting 
lineup from week to week last season. 

The Orange brings back experience in the trenches 
in redshirt seniors Rob Trudo, Ivan Foy and Nick Rob- 
inson, but all have injury histories. 

Sophomore speedster Ervin Philips is shifting from 
running back to hybrid back, where he will join senior 
Ashton Broyld, who has played every other offensive 
skill position at SU. 

Steve Ishmael returns as the team’s best receiving 
threat after hauling in 27 passes for 415 yards and 
three touchdowns as a true freshman. In the backfield, 
Devante McFarlane and George Morris II will look to 
hold off a talented group of incoming freshmen. 


DEFENSE 

Syracuse will replace seven of its eight leading tack- 
lers from last season. There is only one experienced 
player up front — Ron Thompson, who will be sliding 
back to defensive end after playing out of position at 
tackle last season. He recorded 32 tackles, including 
seven for loss, and three sacks. 

At the other defensive end position, senior Donnie 
Simmons and redshirt junior Luke Arciniega, a con- 
verted linebacker, are two options. Inside, the Orange 
returns two seniors with injury histories in John Ray- 
mon and Wayne Williams, plus sophomore Kayton 
Samuels and redshirt freshman Chris Slayton.

Six prospects ranked inside the Top100, led by in-state linebackers 
Justin Hilliard and Jerome Baker. The Buckeyes loaded up in 

the trenches by taking six offensive linemen, led by Isaiah Prince 
and Matthew Burrell, and six defensive linemen, led by Jashon 
Cornell and Dre’Mont Jones. Two four-star quarterbacks signed 

— Torrance Gibson and Ohio’s Mr. Football Joe Burrow. 


PENN STATE: James Franklin and his staff brought in the 

No. 14 class in the country, with 16 of the 25 recruits ranking 
four-stars by either 247Sports or the 247Sports Composite. The 
most pivotal addition was one of the nation’s top JUCO offensive 
tackles, Paris Palmer. The Nittany Lions added depth on defense 
signing cornerbacks Garrett Taylor and John Reid, defensive end 
Ryan Buchholz and linebackers Jake Cooper and Manny Bowen. 
Penn State signed seven of the top nine players in-state. 


MICHIGAN STATE: The nation’s No. 22-ranked recruiting class 
for the Spartans is led by Top100 running back Larry Scott. What 
Michigan State did on defense was also very impressive, bringing in 
four-star defensive tackle Raequan Williams along with linebackers 
Tyriq Thompson, Drake Martinez and Grayson Miller, defensive ends 
Cassius Peat, Mufi Hunt and Justice Alexander, and defensive backs 
David Dowell, Josh Butler, Tyson Smith and Khari Willis. 


NEBRASKA: Mike Riley and his new staff finished strong with 

a 20-player class that ranked 31st nationally, The big get was 
four-star offensive lineman Jalin Barnett. The strength of the class 
is the secondary, with four-stars Eric Lee and Avery Anderson. 
Defensive end Daishon Neal has the ability to be a big-timer. 
Receivers Lavan Alston and Stanley Morgan, tight end Matt Snyder 
and running back Devine Ozigbo were strong additions. 


WISCONSIN: The program's strength stays the same, offensive 
line and running back. Incoming RB Jordan Stevenson ran for 
over 2,000 yards his final two prep seasons. Offensive tackle 
Kevin Estes could be the next great one in Madison. Arrington 
Farrar was a four-star safety who will play linebacker, and Kyle 
Penniston Is one of the country's top tight ends.

Kevin Wilson and his 
staff also wanted more dynamic receivers with Camion Patrick, Leon 
Thomton, Isaac James, Nicholas Westbrook and Donavan Hale all 
bringing different sizes and skill sets. Safety was a priority and four- 
star Tyler Green, a former Ohio State commit, is the jewel of the class. 


NORTHWESTERN: Pat Fitzgerald and his staff beat Alabama, 
Michigan State and Notre Dame for defensive tackle Jordan 
Thompson out of Cincinnati. Complimenting Thompson are defen- 
sive ends Joe Gaziano and Trent Goens, Running back John Moten 
has legit speed and Flynn Nagel is a prolific receiver. The Wildcats 
signed 20 prospects, including linebackers Nathan Fox, Simba 
Short and Tommy Vitale. 


RUTGERS: The strength of the Rutgers class is on the defensive 
side of the ball, led by four-star defensive end Marques Ford and 
safety Najee Clayton, both of whom had high-end SEC opportuni- 
ties.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Ohio State is most known for its 
quarterback battle, but the Buckeyes also have a Heisman 
candidate in Elliott, a veteran offensive line and versatile 
skill position players who should keep the offense hum- 
ming the way it was during last year’s College Football 
Playoff run. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The defense played at a very high 
level at the end of last season, and though the Buckeyes 
return seven starters, there are some key players missing 
from this year's unit. Can Gareon Conley replace lockdown 
cormerback Doran Grant? Keeping the defense at a dominant 
level is Ohio State's top concern. 


OFFENSE 

Ohio State enters fall camp firmly in the national 
spotlight, its quarterback situation uncertain and yet 
spectacular. Truth is, the defending national cham- 
pion Buckeyes will be fine in any scenario. 

Junior Cardale Jones got the Buckeyes across the 
finish line to the national championship last season 
after an injury to sophomore J.T. Barrett, who didn’t 
miss a beat while filling in for the injured Braxton 
Miller, now a senior. 

Regardless of who starts at QB, Ohio State’s offense 
is simply stacked. Junior running back Ezekiel Elliott 
rushed for 696 yards in three postseason games to 
lift the team to the inaugural College Football Play- 
off title. Behind Elliott is sophomore Curtis Samuel, 
a player who took reps at H-Back in the spring and 
could be a versatile weapon. 

The Buckeyes lost wide receivers Devin Smith and 
Evan Spencer, but Michael Thomas enters his junior 
season as one of the best pass-catchers in the coun- 
try and a potential first-round NFL draft pick. H-back 
Jalin Marshall emerged as a downfield threat in the 
postseason run, and the Buckeyes could shift him out- 
side and put Samuel at H-back. 

As for the offensive line, the Buckeyes return four 
starters from a unit that turned out to be simply domi- 
nant down the stretch of last season. 


DEFENSE 

Ohio State’s defense isn’t quite as loaded as its of- 
fense, but the Buckeyes should be plenty good enough 
and deep enough to handle any team on its schedule 
and into the College Football Playoff. 

The Buckeyes lost a key player on the interior de- 
fensive line in Michael Bennett, but they return de- 
fensive end Joey Bosa — an unstoppable force on the 
edge who could end up being the top overall pick in 
next year’s NFL Draft. Adolphus Washington will be a 
force inside, and sophomore Tyquan Lewis, a former 
four-star prospect, will start opposite Bosa.

Ohio State will replace middle linebacker Curtis 
Grant with sophomore Raekwon McMillan, a former 
five-star prospect. McMillan had an instant impact on 
Ohio State’s defense last year despite not starting. He 
should fit seamlessly — and with more explosive ath- 
leticism — into the position next to Darron Lee and 
Joshua Perry. 

In the secondary, veteran Doran Grant is gone, but 
the Buckeyes will replace him with redshirt sophomore 
Gareon Conley at cornerback opposite Eli Apple. The 
back end of Ohio State’s defense will be manned by 
returning safeties Vonn Bell and Tyvis Powell. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Ohio State has one of the best punters in the 
game in Cameron Johnston, who averaged 45.1 yards 
per attempt last season. Sophomore kicker Sean 
Nuernberger returns after making 13 of 20 field goal 
attempts a year ago, with a long of 49 yards. 


OVERVIEW 


Some would say Ohio State’s national champion- 
ship was a year early. Now the Buckeyes are fully 
stocked and looking every bit capable of becoming 
a sustainable college football dynasty as they begin 
their defense of Urban Meyer's first national title in 
Columbus and third overall. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


RB Mike Weber: A former four-star prospect from 
Detroit Cass Tech — a high school that’s become 
important to Urban Meyer’s recruiting efforts — 


Weber's arrival at Ohio State was tumultuous after 
running backs coach Stan Drayton left for the Chicago 
Bears the day after Signing Day.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Spartans should be strong in 

the trenches, returning heralded talent up front on both sides. 
Perhaps most notably, Cook is under center for a third season 
after leading MSU to two straight top-5 finishes and wins in 
the Rose and Cotton bowls. Price, Burbridge and Macgarett 
Kings Jr. headline a deep group of capable targets for Cook. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: MSU's vaunted defense is effective 
in large part by relying on its cornerbacks to be left alone 

in press coverage. That's easier when those comers include 
first-round NFL draft picks Darqueze Dennard (Bengals) and/ 
or Trae Waynes (Vikings). The job falls this season to a bevy 
of less-renowned players, though some with a fair amount 
of experience. 


OFFENSE 

A unit that two years ago faced doubts at almost 
every position has flipped the script. There are zero 
real concerns on offense for the Spartans this season. 

Quarterback Connor Cook returns for his third season 
as the starter — Rose Bowl and Cotton Bowl trophies in 
hand — along with the most prominent members of the 
offensive line and several proven pass-catching targets. 

The senior chose to put off the NFL for a year after 
throwing for 6,063 yards, 47 touchdowns and 15 inter- 
ceptions during the past two seasons. 

The Spartans have to replace leading receiver Tony 
Lippett, but they’re hoping one of two already-proven 
seniors, Aaron Burbridge or Macgarrett Kings Jr, can 
become the go-to guy. Tight end is a strong position, 
featuring Josiah Price and up-and-comer Jamal Lyles. 

There is more wondering than worrying at running 
back, where Jeremy Langford and his more than 2,900 
yards in the last two seasons has moved on to the NFL 
with the Chicago Bears. A good candidate should 
emerge from four tailbacks expected to compete: 
sophomore Gerald Holmes, redshirt freshman Madre 
London, true freshman LJ Scott and junior Delton 
Williams, who was suspended in the spring. 

The bruising Williams has modest experience. The 
others have a combined 15 career carries, all from 
Holmes. All four arrived with a fair amount of hype, 
none more so than Scott, who spurned home-state 
Ohio State for the Spartans. 


DEFENSE 

MSU’s front seven has a chance to be ferocious, with 
All-American defensive end Shilique Calhoun along- 
side athletic behemoths Lawrence Thomas and Malik 
McDowell on the line. 

They work in front of linebackers Riley Bullough 
and Ed Davis. Bullough is the younger brother of for- 
mer captain Max Bullough and appears to be a better 
fit in the middle than one-year stop-gap Taiwan Jones.

The questions are in the back end, where MSU is 
replacing a first-round NFL draft pick at cornerback 
(Trae Waynes) for the second time in two seasons. At 
the end of spring practice, juniors Demetrius Cox, Jer- 
main Edmondson and senior Arjen Colquhoun were 
the frontrunners at a position the Spartans depend on 
heavily for everything they want to do defensively. 

At safety, rapidly emerging sophomore Montae Nichol- 
son and vocal senior RJ Williamson are expected to start.

Junior kicker Michael Geiger, who is coming off 
hip surgery, struggled as a sophomore, making 14 
of 22 field goal attempts. He hit 15 of 16 as a fresh- 
man.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Wisconsin's secondary will be 
downright scary. McEvoy’s transition from quarterback to 
safety will give the Badgers another big body on the back 
end. On offense, Stave and his 28 starts return, and Clement 
is talented enough for an all-conference kind of year. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The running backs might not 

find the same holes available because of an inexperienced 
offensive line that must replace three starters. Right tackle 
Hayden Biegel and right guard Michael Deiter have potential, 
but are unproven.

OFFENSE 

Heisman Trophy finalist Melvin Gordon is gone. 
That means Wisconsin will have to figure out how to 
come close to replicating his production.

Corey Clement is ready for his star turn, taking 
over as the team’s top tailback after rushing for 949 
yards and nine touchdowns last season. He will get 
help from others who are, for now, unproven, includ- 
ing Dare Ogunbowale, Taiwan Deal and, potentially, 
incoming freshman Jordan Stevenson. 

Wisconsin does return quarterback Joel Stave, 
who did not have his best season a year ago when he 
threw more interceptions (10) than touchdown passes 
(nine). But he is 21-7 over three years as a starter. 

Stave’s receiving targets are still to be determined, 
but the primary threat will once again be Alex Erick- 
son, who led the team last season in receptions (55) 
and yards (772). Senior Jordan Fredrick and junior Rob 
Wheelwright are in position to see significant snaps. 

Wisconsin must replace three starters on the line. 
The likely candidates to do so are left guard Ray Ball, 
right guard Michael Deiter and right tackle Hayden 
Biegel. Of the three, only Ball has played in a college 
game, although he has yet to make a start. 


DEFENSE 

The undeniable strength of Wisconsin’s defense in 
2015 will be its secondary, which is loaded with playmak- 
ers. Start with cornerbacks Darius Hillary and Sojourn 
Shelton, who have combined to start 51 college games.

ing quarterback. McEvoy did not fit into new coach 
Paul Chryst’s plans for a pro-style quarterback, so he'll 
find time on the field where he can best be utilized. 

The Badgers possess talented outside linebackers 
Vince Biegel and Joe Schobert. The duo combined for 
30 tackles for loss, including 10.5 sacks, a year ago.

Rafael Gaglianone buried 19 of 22 field goal tries, in- 
cluding two 50-yarders, as a true freshman.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The defense is full of experience, 
across the board — and that doesn't even account for 
Peppers, a potential game-changing safety. The defense 
should, again, be one of the best in the nation and give Big 
Ten foes fits, Program-wide, a jolt of Harbaugh is exactly 
what was needed. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Michigan will bring in a new 
face at quarterback (Rudock), but will it be enough? The 
Wolverines have struggled to run the ball in each of the 
last two seasons, and the team also has to replace its top 
receiver (Devin Funchess). Fixing a broken offense is, by far, 
the toughest task Harbaugh will face in year one. 


OFFENSE 

Michigan’s quarterback competition was the big- 
gest on-field topic of conversation throughout the 
spring. It'll remain that way this summer, and prob- 
ably won’t change once fall rolls around, either. 

Junior Shane Morris ended spring camp in front of 
freshman Alex Malzone and redshirt freshman Wilton 
Speight, but all three will be joined by Iowa grad trans- 
fer Jake Rudock. Morris, Malzone and Speight have 
combined for zero college touchdown passes. Rudock 
started the past two seasons at Iowa, throwing for 16 
scores last year. 

New Michigan coach Jim Harbaugh and passing 
game coordinator Jedd Fisch have put a massive em- 
phasis on completion percentage and ball security. 
Rudock threw only five picks a year ago, finishing 
No. 2 in the Big Ten in completion rate (61.7 percent). 

Michigan has a host of running backs to choose 
from (Derrick Green, Ty Isaac, De’Veon Smith and 
Drake Johnson) and five returning starters up front, 
but it’ll be the quarterback who makes this offense go 
— or not. A year ago, Michigan quarterbacks had 10 
touchdown passes compared to 18 interceptions and 
the offense sputtered to No. 112 overall at just 333.0 
yards per game. 


DEFENSE 

D.J. Durkin takes over as coordinator, but former 
coordinator Greg Mattison is still on staff as the de- 
fensive line coach. Durkin, who spent the past five sea- 
sons at Florida, will implement a multiple-schemed 
attack, relying on both 3-4 and 4-3 sets. 

And, he'll do so with some experience. 

Michigan brings back 24 of the 28 players who ap- 
peared on the defensive two-deep a year ago, a unit 
that finished the year No.7 nationally in total defense.

POTENTIAL STRENGTHS: Armstrong needs to improve his 
passing accuracy, but brings plenty of experience to the 
position. The front-line receivers are solid, with Pierson-El 
possessing plenty of star power as a returner and receiver. 
The front four has the potential to be one of best in the con- 
ference. The secondary is deep and experienced. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Depth at linebacker continues to be 
an on-going concern, although getting Michael Rose-Ivey 
back from a knee injury will be a big plus.

OFFENSE 

Tommy Armstrong Jr. has guided Nebraska's of- 
fense for most of the past two seasons and is coming 
off a campaign in which he threw for 2,695 yards and 
accumulated 3,400 yards in total offense. 

But Armstrong is a 52.9 percent career passer, and 
he’s thrown 20 interceptions over the past two sea- 
sons. New coach Mike Riley, who ran a pro-style attack 
at Oregon State, stated during spring practice that 
one of the priorities is for the quarterbacks to improve 
their accuracy and cut down on interceptions. 

Riley says he likes Armstrong’s leadership ability, but 
that doesn’t guarantee he’s the starter. Ryker Fyfe and 
Johnny Stanton backed up Armstrong last season, and 
two redshirt freshmen — A.J. Bush and Zack Darlington 
— emerged as contenders during the spring. 

After the departure of Ameer Abdullah, the Husk- 
ers still have plenty of options at running back with 
veterans Imani Cross and Terrell Newby, as well as 
newcomers Adam Taylor and Mikale Wilbon. 

Likewise, Nebraska lost Kenny Bell, but returns 
proven performers at wide receiver in Jordan Wester- 
kamp, Brandon Reilly and De’Mornay Pierson-E], and 
Jamal Turner is returning from injury. Cethan Carter 
has difference-making skills at tight end. 

The Huskers return 10 lettermen on the line, but 
tackles Alex Lewis and Zach Sterup are the only ones 
with extensive starting experience. 


DEFENSE 

Nebraska’s philosophy will get an overhaul under new 
coordinator Mark Banker, who believes in streamlining 
the scheme and unleashing his defenders to make plays.

During the regular season, though, Hackenberg 
struggled behind an inexperienced line, getting 
sacked 44 times and throwing 15 interceptions. It was 
also his first season under a new coaching staff. 

The hope is that with greater comfort in the system 
and more support around him this year, Hackenberg 
will be free to show that NFL arm everyone has been 
talking about for the past two seasons. 

He definitely will have help in the backfield. Akeel 
Lynch, after he was Penn State’s top rusher last season 
(678 yards), gets his first chance to be the lead run- 
ning back. 

At wide receiver, DaeSean Hamilton led the Big Ten 
in receptions with 82, and Geno Lewis had 55. Chris 
Godwin could be a breakout player. Kyle Carter is the 
top returner at tight end, which might be the team’s 
deepest position. 

Up front, Angelo Mangiro, Brendan ‘Mahon, Brian 
Gaia and Andrew Nelson return as starters after strug- 
gling as a group last year. 


DEFENSE 

Penn State returns seven starters on defense, but 
its most important returner might be coordinator Bob 
Shoop.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: A senior-led secondary will be 
stingy after Minnesota finished with the fourth-best pass 
defense in the Big Ten last season. Leidner should be 

more comfortable this season. Minnesota gets West rivals 
Nebraska and Wisconsin at home. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Minnesota lost its two biggest 
weapons on offense — RB David Cobb and TE Maxx Williams 
— and needs an explosive threat to help Leidner. The 
Gophers get no break-in time; they open the season at home 
against TCU and then travel to Colorado State. 


OFFENSE 

In quarterback Mitch Leidner’s first full season as the 
starter, Minnesota finished second-to-last in passing in 
the Big Ten, averaging a mere 141.8 yards per game. 

The offense was geared more toward the run, of 
course, but the offense needs more passing consis- 
tency, the kind Leidner displayed in the Citrus Bowl, 
when he matched Adam Weber's school record of 
14 consecutive completions. 

Most of those throws were short passes, though, as 
the downfield threat remains something lacking in the 
Gophers’ attack. Minnesota hopes the installation of 
some hurry-up offense can help Leidner get into an 
easier rhythm. 

One of the most intriguing players on offense could 
be redshirt freshman Jeff Jones. Heralded as one of the 
top recruits in the state of Minnesota two years ago, 
Jones didn’t play in 2014 because of academic issues. 
He saw time at slot receiver and running back this 
spring as Minnesota looks for a way to get him the ball. 

Minnesota is young at wide receiver, but boasts 
tall, promising redshirt freshmen who could make an 
impact — 6-4 Isaiah Gentry, 6-3 Melvin Holland Jr. 
and 6-3 Desmond Gant. All should see playing time 
behind senior KJ Maye and junior Drew Wolitarsky. 


DEFENSE 


The secondary will again be the strength of the 
defense as Minnesota should start four seniors in the 
defensive backfield. 

That includes lockdown cornerback Eric Murray, 
who doesn’t put up eye-popping stats simply because 
teams have started to avoid throwing in his direction. 
Murray will have a chance to play at the next level. 

Joining Murray in the secondary are cornerback 
Briean Boddy-Calhoun, and safeties Damarius Travis 
and Antonio Johnson. Boddy-Calhoun is the vocal 
leader of the group, but he also led by example last 
year, as his five interceptions were tops on the team. 

Travis and Johnson are physical safeties who like to 
hit and rarely get caught out of position.

Brown did last season. Rowe, who attempted 54 passes 
in 2014, is much better served in the pocket, targeting 
Terrapins downfield.

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The running game hasn't been 
nearly productive enough and Cubit isn’t always patient 
enough with it. Will the pass protection hold up for an immo- 
bile quarterback? Open-field tackling has been an ongoing 
mess. Increased turnover production is desperately needed. 


OFFENSE 

Junior Wes Lunt has serious arm talent and was he- 
roic during repeated fourth-quarter comebacks early 
in 2014, but Big Ten play was an entirely different 
animal. Lunt’s lack of feel for the pass rush hurt his 
performance badly. 

Let’s acknowledge: Illinois’ offensive line play has 
been spotty for a while now. And it will be spotty again 
in 2015. Veterans Teddy Karras, Austin Schmidt, Joe 
Spencer and the rest are mostly just — what's that 
word? — guys. 

But Lunt has to rise above it. Coordinator Bill Cubit 
wants him to make quicker decisions and get that ball 
out. The passing attack, which ranked second in the 
Big Ten last season at 249.8 yards per game, has to set 
up the run for this team. 

The Illini lost slot man Mikey Dudek — the team’s 
best player last year — to an ACL injury that will cost 
him at least a good chunk of the season, but outside 
receiver Geronimo Allison is a deep threat. 

The running game is a question mark. Josh Fergu- 
son's open-feld moves scream NFL third-down back, 
but does he have the hit-the-hole discipline to realize 
his potential as a mainstay in the backfield? He'll be 
pushed by junior college transfer Henry Enyenehi, 
a more natural pounder, and freshmen Dre Brown and 
Ke’Shawn Vaughn. 


DEFENSE 

There’s no sugarcoating it: The Illini obviously have 
to improve from last year’s league-worst 456.4 yards 
and 34 points allowed per game. 

There’s encouraging size and quality on the line 
in monstrous senior end Jihad Ward and 305-pound 
junior tackles Teko Powell and Rob Bain. Junior 
Dawuane Smoot has shown flashes of true potential in 
the hybrid Leo spot. 

Middle linebacker T.J. Neal is a bit undersized at 
6-1, 235, but he has a thumper’s mentality and should 
be much-improved as a junior. Mason Monheim is a 
hard-nosed, undersized, senior who got himself into

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Northwestern returns an unproven 
offensive line that has hamstrung the offense over the last 
two seasons. The Wildcats have struggled to tackle in the 
fourth quarter, allowing backbreaking conversions on third 
and fourth downs late in games. A consistent punter must 
emerge. 


OFFENSE 

Whoever wins Northwestern’s quarterback battle — 
Zack Oliver, Matt Alviti or Clayton Thorson — will en- 
joy the benefit of an experienced and talented group 
of skill position players. 

Alviti and Thorson are dual-threat quarterbacks, 
while the big-armed Oliver promises a bit of a threat 
on the ground, too. But given that Oliver can’t run 
the ball like the other two, it’s possible the Wildcats 
couple employ a two-quarterback system. 

Sophomore Justin Jackson returns after rushing 
for 1,187 yards and 10 touchdowns in a true freshman 
campaign that earned him All-Big Ten honorable 
mention honors. 

Receiver Christian Jones, who has the most reliable 
hands on the team, returns after taking a medical red- 
shirt last season. 

Speedy receiver Miles Shuler will be a great asset in 
the screen and run games. Superback Dan Vitale has 
big-game potential and tends to shine on the biggest 
stages. He’s an athletic freak who needs to be featured 
more. 

Unfortunately for the Wildcats, the game isn’t 
played with only skill guys. The Wildcats’ offensive 
line has struggled in the last few years. Northwestern 
allowed 34 sacks last season and will look to retool its 
offensive line in order to gain more consistency from 
the group. 


DEFENSE 

Northwestern will enjoy depth on its defensive lines 
with seven upperclassmen who have seen significant 
experience, plus sophomore Xavier Washington, who 
was in the defensive end rotation as a true freshman.

The question rests with an inexperienced group of 
linebackers. Sophomore Anthony Walker ended last 
season, his redshirt freshman year, as the starter in 
place of Collin Ellis, who was forced to retire due to 
injury.

SPECIAL TEAMS 

Northwestern ranked last in the Big Ten in punting 
last season, which proved to hamstring the defense a 
number of times.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS; IU has talent and experience on the 
offensive and defensive lines. The return of Sudfeld from inju- 
ty is a big boost. Howard should keep the ground game going. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Depth at QB could be an issue, so 
TU can't afford to lose Sudfeld again. The receiving corps 
needs to step up after a down year. Defense, which has been 
a weakness at IU for many years, needs to continue the 
improvement it began last season, although it was still one 
of the worst nationally. 


OFFENSE 


Indiana was dealt a double whammy in the sixth 
game of last season, when starting quarterback Nate 
Sudfeld suffered a season-ending injury to his non- 
throwing shoulder, and backup Chris Covington was 
lost for the year with a knee injury. 

Zander Diamont had to take over as an undersized 
true freshman, and the passing game, naturally, suffered. 

While there is still concern about quarterback 
depth, a healthy Sudfeld — who has thrown for 4,306 
career yards and 34 touchdowns — will be in charge of 
what should be a potent offense. 

Although running back Tevin Coleman left for 
the NFL after rushing for more than 2,000 yards as a 
junior, Indiana has a good answer: Jordan Howard. 
The UAB transfer rushed for 2,468 yards in the past 
two seasons, including 1,587 last year. 

The interior line should be among the best in the 
Big Ten. It is led by two of the best in the conference 
in senior left tackle Jason Spriggs, a four-year starter, 
and junior right guard Dan Feeney. Four proven tight 
ends should make the line even better. 

The questions are at wide receiver, where sopho- 
more J-Shun Harris is the leading returner, with just 
18 catches for 168 yards, and one of two returners who 
caught a touchdown last season. The Hoosiers had 
just seven passing touchdowns in 2014. 


DEFENSE 

Four key players return to the three-man front 
— Nick Mangieri, Darius Latham and the duo of 
Adarius Rayner and Nate Hoff, who split time at nose 
tackle last year.

PRUMARY STRENGTHS: Led by the quickness of Anthrop and 
Knox and a solid line anchored by Kugler, the offense should be 
much better than it was in 2014.

Paul 
Griggs made 80 percent of his field goal tries in 2014. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; If Appleby doesn’t regain the 

form that produced 107 points in his first three starts, 
Purdue could be looking at making a quarterback change 

in September. Other than Anthrop, there is no proven go-to 
receiver. While Knox, Green and Jones appear to be talented 
Tunning backs, Green is the only one to have carried the ball 
in a college game. 


OFFENSE 


Purdue has a good chance of being more produc- 
tive than in 2014, when it scored only 60 points in the 
season’s final four games. 

The Boilermakers have set the bar low, but they still 
need some things to break their way to clear it. Big- 
play wide receiver Danny Anthrop has to return at 100 
percent from knee surgery, and young running backs 
D.J. Knox, Keyante Green and Markell Jones must 
develop as coach Darrell Hazell anticipates. 

Junior Austin Appleby, meanwhile, returns as the 
starting quarterback and could flourish in a new pass- 
ing offense that is designed to involve vertical throws 
much more frequently. If Appleby stumbles, fellow 
junior Danny Etling or freshmen David Blough and 
Elijah Sindelar could create a change under center. 

The line is the strength of the offense, led by center 
Robert Kugler and left tackle David Hedelin. All five 
starters return and have the skill to give Appleby time 
to throw. 

DeAngelo Yancey and Cameron Posey will comple- 
ment Anthrop at wide receiver, which Hazell hopes 
will be bolstered by the addition of junior college 
playmaker Anthony Mahoungou. 


DEFENSE 

Sophomore middle linebacker Ja’Whaun Bentley 
has a chance to be one of the Big Ten’s elite defen- 
sive players after making 76 tackles and recovering 
three fumbles as a freshman. Bentley will anchor the 
defense. 

Fellow linebackers Jimmy Herman and Danny Eze- 
chukwu also are returning starters and will give Purdue 
one of the best linebacking trios in the Big Ten West.

The other primary concern for the defense is at the 
end positions, where sophomore Gelen Robinson and 
junior Evan Panfil will replace Ryan Russell and Jalani 
Phillips. 

The Boilermakers, who allowed 30 points or more 
in eight of their 12 games in 2014, will need solid play 
from their ends and safeties if they are to give an 
evolving offense a chance to win. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

This could be a strength for Purdue, as senior kicker 
Paul Griggs made 16 of 20 field goal attempts last sea- 
son. Senior punter Thomas Meadows is back after av- 
eraging 39.8 yards per attempt. Williams will handle 
punt returns once more, and Anthrop resumes his role 
as kick returner. 


OVERVIEW 

The Boilermakers should be better on both sides, 
but getting to .500 and playing in a bowl game for the 
first time since 2012 will be difficult for a team that 
still is very young, especially at the skill positions.

12 Conference had the inside 

track into last year’s inau- 
gural College Football Playoff, and an 
unbelievable finish line — putting two 
teams into the four-team field — lay just 
beyond the final turn. 

Instead, TCU and Baylor were run off 
the track by Ohio State and put into the 
wall by Florida State, and the Big 12’s 
championship hopes were towed away, 
smoldering, into lesser bowls. 

Now, both the Horned Frogs and Bears 
are back in this year’s race. 

Give TCU the edge for now because 
the Frogs return uber-dynamic quar- 
terback Trevone Boykin, all four start- 
ers at receiver and four starters on the 
offensive line. 

That’s only a smidge better than 
Baylor, which returns almost everybody 
of note ... well, except for quarterback 
Bryce Petty. 

Then again, Baylor won last year’s 
head-to-head meeting, a 61-58 fabulous 
finish in Waco. On other hand, TCU

Stoops again made wholesale changes 
to his staff (East Carolina’s Lincoln Riley 
replaces Josh Heupel as offensive coor- 
dinator) and hopes an up-tempo spread 
attack will still maximize bowling-ball 
runner Samaje Perine.

and Curry Sexton have moved on. The 
offensive line returns four starters, and 
the defense is stacked. 

West Virginia lost four of its last five and 
finished 7-6 last season. The Mountaineers 
should be more defensive in 2015 — eight 
starters are back, including linebacker 
Nick Kwiatkoski and safety Karl Joseph, 
always on the lookout for a highlight hit. 

Another year in the Kliff Kingsbury sys- 
tem might mean another step forward for 
Texas Tech. The Red Raiders went 4-8, los- 
ing eight of their last 10, but true freshman 
Patrick Mahomes broke out with 1,304 
passing yards with 14 touchdowns and just 
two interceptions in the final three games.

TEXAS: Texas rebounded from a somewhat slow start to finish 
with a national Top 10 class. Landing in-state five-star LB Malik 
Jefferson was huge, but the Longhorns really made an impact in 
Florida, signing four players from the Sunshine State. Three in- 
State defensive backs — Holton Hill, Kris Boyd and Deshon Elliott 
— all have a chance to play early, as does Jefferson, who went 
through spring ball in Austin. The Longhorns also addressed a big 
need for offensive linemen, signing six of them. 


OKLAHOMA: The Sooners went all over for this class, sign- 
ing players from eight different states, as well as one from 
Canada. DT Neville Gallimore was the first-ever Canadian Army 
All-American and is an incredibly intriguing prospect. Bob 
Stoops and Co. went after some sleepers late in the process 
and a few, such as CB Antoine Stephens and WR Dahu Green, 
could see early playing time. Speedy junior college WR transfer 
Dede Westbrook went through spring ball and can be a game- 
changer. 


TEXAS TECH: The Red Raiders signed a relatively small class, 
with only 20 signees, but a quarter of those were four-star 
prospects. Hawaiian DT Breiden Fehoko enrolled early and went 
through spring ball. Wide receiver JF Thomas flipped from TCU 
and was a big steal late, and Texas Tech held off numerous other 
schools for RB Corey Dauphine, one of the fastest track stars in 
the country. The one thing missing from the class is a QB, a posi- 
tion of need for sure. 


WEST VIRGINIA: The Mountaineers did not hit the state of 
Florida as hard as usual but did land two four-stars from there in 
WR Jovon Durante and CB Tyrek Cole. Quarterback signee David 
Sills made national headlines years ago when he committed to 
USC as a seventh grader. He eventually switched to West Virginia 
and went through spring ball in Morgantown. Junior college CB 
Rasul Douglas comes in at a need position and has the skills nec- 
essary to make an impact in the Big 12. 


BAYLOR: Stealing highly-ranked QB Jarrett Stidham and having 
him enroll early was a huge coup for the Bears.

Blake Lynch, J.W. Ketchum Ill and 
Tony Nicholson were all high school QBs that can play numerous 
positions. CB Jordan Tolbert and RB Jamycal Hasty are coming off 
injuries, but should be steals if they heal completely.

BIG 12 RECRUITING 


OKLAHOMA STATE: The Cowboys needed to reload quickly so 
they went heavy on the junior college transfers, signing eight of 
them. Safety Jordan Burton went through spring ball and will likely 
start early. Oklahoma State kept four-star QB John Kolar in state 
and grabbed one of Texas’ top defensive linemen in tackle Darrion 
Daniels. One-time Texas ATH commit Louis Brown hails from a tiny 
school but could turn into a pass-rushing monster. JUCO RB Chris 
Carson will likely be counted on early. 


TCU: Though TCU has been competing for top prospects lately, 
2015 was an anomaly and the Frogs only signed a single four-star 
prospect. CB Deshawn Raymond from Louisiana is a good one, 
though, and he enrolled early. OT Sam Awolope and DE Tipa Galeai 
are both a bit raw, but both have very high ceilings. Flipping DT 
Jozie Milton from South Carolina was big, especially after TCU lost 
Cody Ford to Oklahoma. Watch out for DB Niko Small, who was an 
All-American in high school. 


KANSAS STATE: Kansas State went completely away from 

its usual methods, signing only one junior college transfer in the 
class. That bodes well for the future as Bill Snyder and Co. will 
not have to continually reload every year. The Wildcats landed 

a pair of very good players from Georgia in LB Elijah Sullivan and 
CB Duke Shelley. In-state QB Alex Delton fits the offense to a T 
and he enrolled in time to go through spring ball. DT Bryce English 
is undersized but very good. 


IOWA STATE: The Cyclones recruited a little bit of everywhere 
in 2015. Junior college players such as DT Demond Tucker, OT 
Jaypee Philbert and DT Bobby Leath will help restock the trenches 
next season. lowa State also went into SEC country and landed 
Florida DT De'Amontae Jackson and Georgia LB Joshua Thomas. 
WR Denver Johnson has all the tools to be a high-caliber college 
player, as does LB Bobby McMillen. Keeping OTs Julian Good- 
Jones and Bryce Meeker in state was big. 


KANSAS: New head coach David Beaty got off to a very late start, 
but he hit his familiar home state of Texas very hard and landed 
some quality under-the-radar players. JUCO RB Ke'aun Kinner 
excels as a runner and receiver and WR Chase Harrell possesses 
great size. Both players went through spring ball. In fact, eight mem- 
bers of the class enrolled early. QB Ryan Willis will need some time 
to adjust to the college game, but he was a big one to keep in state. 
DE Dorance Armstrong from Houston blew up late.

He is also 
a surprisingly good runner, which keeps 
defenses honest. He seems destined to join 
what has become a line of Baylor QBs to be 
highly-drafted. 


NO 1 SIGNING COUP: Texas was the 
only school to land a five-star in LB Malik 
Jefferson. He was a longtime lean to in- 
state rival Texas A&M, but the Longhorns 
landed him and he enrolled early in Austin 
in time to go through spring ball. His 
commitment and enrollment gave Charlie 
Strong a lot of momentum heading into 
Signing Day and helped spur a Top 10 
finish. 


BIGGEST MISS: Texas landed Jefferson, 
but missed out on a pair of other in-state 
five-stars in QB Kyler Murray and DT Daylon 
Mack. Both were longtime Texas A&M com- 
mits that visited the Longhorns late in the 
process — and there was a lot of smoke that 
they could both end up in Austin. In the 
end, they signed with the Aggies. Landing 
the pair would've given the Longhorns a Top 
5 class. 


BEST RECRUITING STAFF: Texas 
finished with a Top 10 overall class despite 
struggling on the field, so you have to give 
Charlie Strong and Co. credit for being able 
to land top talent. The Longhorns had three 
coaches finish among the top four in confer- 
ence, with Brian Jean-Mary taking home No. 1 
honors.

His top playmaking 
receivers are back, and elusive, fast Green will run behind a 
massive offensive line populated by four experienced seniors, 
led by center Joey Hunt. Patterson has called it potentially 
“the best offensive line we've had since the Rose Bowl.” 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The Horned Frogs have next-to-no 
experience at linebacker and safety. Junior Sammy Douglas 
and freshman Mike Freeze came out as the top linebacker 
options in the spring. The trick for the new secondary will be 
figuring out how to quickly diagnose the elite Big 12 pass- 
ing offenses. 


OFFENSE 

Trevone Boykin had a year to remember — a school- 
record 3,901 passing yards and a school-record 33 touch- 
down passes — but he wasn't happy with his accuracy. 

The 2015 Heisman frontrunner spent the offseason 
working on his throws to the middle of the field and 
trying to further master the “Air Raid” offense brought 
in a year ago by Doug Meacham and Sonny Cumbie. 

He appears poised for an even more explosive season, 
although maybe less so on the ground. He ran for 707 
yards last year, but the Horned Frogs may try to keep him 
in the pocket more to reduce the potential for injury. 

Aaron Green emerged as the primary ball carrier 
a year ago as an injury replacement for B.J. Catalon. 
His stop-and-start elusiveness helped him average 7.1 
yards per carry. Still, the Frogs will have him share the 
load with Kyle Hicks and Shaun Nixon, who missed 
last season with an ACL injury. 

The primary receivers from a year ago, Josh Doct- 
son and Kolby Listenbee, return. Doctson has a habit 
of coming down with high throws and being nimble 
in the end zone. 


DEFENSE 

Like most years, the Horned Frogs figure to have a 
good defense. This year, it may take a little while to’ get 
there. Gary Patterson must replace a highly productive 
pair of linebackers, All-American Paul Dawson and 
Marcus Mallett, who combined for over 200 tackles. 

In their place are freshman Mike Freeze and junior 
Sammy Douglas, who have zero starts between them. 
They are high on Patterson’s list, though, because of 
their athleticism, a premium requirement at linebacker 
in TCU’s 4-2-5 scheme. 

At safety, Denzel Johnson and Kenny Iloka look like 
they'll ft alongside returning starter Derrick Kindred. 
Torrance Mosley and Corry O’Meally impressed Patter- 
son at cornerback, so one is likely to get a job opposite 
Ranthony Texada, who started every game last season 
as a freshman. That is, unless four-star early enrollee 
DeShawn Raymond suddenly makes a surge in the fall.

The defensive line took only one hit because of 
graduation, losing Chucky Hunter at defensive tackle. 
But Davion Pierson returns and had a strong spring, 
perhaps the best of the defensive linemen.

Place-kicker Jaden Oberkrom and punter Ethan 
Perry are multi-year starters. Oberkrom leads active 
kickers with 58 field goals and has the Big 12’s third- 
best career percentage from 40-plus (67.7). Perry put 
45.3 percent of his punts inside the 20, and the Horned 
Frogs had only nine punts returned against them, for 
a combined minus-9 yards.

Red- 
shirt freshman receivers Chris Platt and Ishmael 
Zamora could have breakout years. 

Shock Linwood is one of the top backs in the Big 12 — 
he ran for 1,252 yards and 16 touchdowns last season — 
while Johnny Jefferson and Devin Chafin add depth. 

Led by All-America left tackle Spencer Drango, 
Baylor’s entire starting offensive line returns intact.

DEFENSE 

Baylor’s defense got a major boost when defensive 
end Shawn Oakman decided to return for his senior 
year.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Rudolph showed poise in his three 
games last season. Washington and Sheperd are big-play 
producers, Ogbah was the Big 12 Defensive Lineman of 

the Year, and Bean is quick off the edge. Peterson, Ashton 
Lampkin and Ramon Richards have great coverage potential.

OFFENSE 

Mason Rudolph burned his redshirt with just three 
games left in his freshman season and helped save the 
Cowboys from a losing season. He was poised, steady, 
accurate and evasive, and he could be OSU’s best 
quarterback since Brandon Weeden. 

In three starts, he averaged 284.3 passing yards and 
two touchdowns per game. 

Rudolph’s playing time coincided with two other 
factors that should help again in 2015. First, offensive 
tackle Zachary Crabtree got healthy, allowing Zac 
Veatch to shift back to tight end and solidify two weak- 
nesses. Second, coach Mike Gundy slimmed down his 
inconsistent receiver corps and replaced them with 
tight ends and fullbacks, who helped the offensive line 
become more physical. 

Now, they're all back — 12 players with significant 
starting experience, including senior quarterback JW. 
Walsh. 

Brandon Sheperd (39 catches, 737 yards, five TDs) 
and James Washington (28-456-6) remain the top tar- 
gets. Jeremy Seaton and Blake Jarwin are versatile 
H-backs. UAB transfer Victor Salako takes over at left 
tackle, and the rest of the line is improved. 

Now, if Gundy can find a reliable running back among 
senior Rennie Childs (483 career yards, four TDs) and 
enticing junior college transfers Todd Mays and Chris 
Carson, the offense could be riding high again. 


DEFENSE 

Depth is a problem, but talent is a strength. 

Two major holes must be filled: Departed defensive 
tackles James Castleman and Ofa Hautau were rocks 
in the middle last season. But OSU has returning talent 
everywhere else that should be able to cover those spots. 

Defensive end Emmanuel Ogbah (49 tackles, in- 
cluding 17 for loss and 11 sacks) was the Big 12 Defen- 
sive Lineman of the Year in 2014, and Jimmy Bean is 
a big-play specialist on the other side. 

Free safety Jordan Sterns led the Cowboys with 
103 tackles last season, and three-year starting line- 
backer Ryan Simmons (96 tackles, 12 for loss) is one

Linebacker Seth Jacobs and strong safety Tre Flow- 
ers also are capable playmakers. 

Cornerback might be OSU’s strongest position. 
Kevin Peterson has All-American potential, and Ash- 
ton Lampkin will try to get his starting job back on 
the opposite side after an injury last season. Ramon 
Richards ably replaced Lampkin in 2014. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Ben Grogan missed three of his first five field goal 
attempts, then made 20 of his last 23, including a 
game-winner in overtime at Oklahoma. His 22 field 
goals are the third-best single-season total in school 
history. Reliable punter Kip Smith must be replaced; 
Zach Sinor and Matt Hockett were the top candidates 
in the spring. 


OVERVIEW 

Speedy Tyreek Hill was kicked off the team after a 
domestic violence arrest, but his punt return touch- 
down in Norman, Okla., did more than send the game 
to overtime. It sent the Cowboys to a bowl and re-ener- 
gized the program. After five straight losses, it created 
lasting momentum that has carried over into 2015.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Led by Perine and Joe Mixon, the 
Sooners have one of the best stables of running backs in the 
nation.

In short, OU still 
has top-flight talent. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: QB Trevor Knight struggled might- 
ily last year, and there’s no knowing if he or transfer Baker 
Mayfield is the answer OU needs. Shepard has had little help 
at receiver. The offensive line graduated 105 career starts. 
The defense set school records for futility last season for the 
third time in four years. 


OFFENSE 

For the first time, Bob Stoops fired a coordinator 
— national championship-winning quarterback Josh 
Heupel at that — and went back to his roots, hiring 
East Carolina’s Lincoln Riley to install a version of 
Mike Leach’s offense. 

Now, who will run it? 

Baker Mayheld, the former Texas Tech walk-on who 
transferred last year after being a 64.1 percent passer 
at Tech in 2013, is eligible. He still has two years to 
play and seems best suited for Riley’s scheme. 

Sugar Bowl star Trevor Knight was uneven as a 
sophomore — 14 touchdowns and 12 interceptions — 
and a scary neck injury sidelined him for three games. 

Whoever takes snaps has a clear priority: Get the 
ball to Samaje Perine. He rushed for 1,713 yards and 21 
touchdowns as a true freshman last season, including 
an FBS-record 427 yards against Kansas. 

Perine should have company. Five-star recruit Joe 
Mixon, suspended last season, has been reinstated. 
Alex Ross and Keith Ford combined for 987 yards and 
nine touchdowns in 2014. 

Last year’s offensive line featured three seniors now 
in the NFL. Center Ty Darlington remains the anchor. 

Sterling Shepard (51 catches, 970 yards) is healthy 
and needs help from the rest of the receiving corps. 


DEFENSE 


Oklahoma led the Big 12 in rushing defense, but 
much of that was because opposing offenses knew 
they could beat the Sooners with the pass. OU ranked 
ninth in the Big 12 in pass defense, giving up a school- 
record 276.2 yards per game. 

Coordinator Mike Stoops, the head coach’s brother, 
kept his coordinator title, but was reassigned from 
defensive backs to outside linebackers. He also was 
moved from the sideline to the coaches’ box. 

Tackles leader Dominique Alexander is back at 
middle linebacker, and OU is rich in talent here be- 
cause Frank Shannon, who led the team in tackles 
in 2013 but was suspended all of last year, has been 
reinstated.

Edge rusher Eric Striker, who made 17 tackles for 
loss, including nine sacks, should benefit from a shift 
back to a 4-3 front. Jordan Evans (92 tackles) helps 
a crowded linebacker picture. 

Zack Sanchez (eight career interceptions, 21 pass 
breakups) leads a troubled secondary. Sophomore 
Jordan Thomas is the other corner. Safeties Ahmad 
Thomas, Hatari Byrd and Steven Parker gained much- 
needed improvement in the offseason. 

Charles Tapper is a force at end, but the rest of the 
line is thin on depth and experience. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

After four years of all-time scoring leader Michael 
Hunnicutt, the Sooners have a new place-kicker. Nick 
Hodgson looked good in the spring game, but high 
school star Austin Siebert joins the team in the fall. 
Jack Steed will battle Siebert for punting duties. 


OVERVIEW 
After a promising end to the 2013 season, 2014 
went splat: three home defeats, another blowout loss 


to Baylor, a Bedlam upset and a bowl wipeout. Some’ 


say Bob Stoops’ second housecleaning in four years 
signaled something of a last stand. It’s an important 
year for Stoops.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The defensive line is deep, ranking 
among the best in the Big 12. The offensive line now features 
52 returning starts. Gray could finally thrive, given his 
health and opportunity. Changes on offense will get the ball 
in space to potential playmakers like senior Daje Johnson, 
junior Jacorey Warrick and sophomore Armanti Foreman. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The quarterback and the offensive 
line struggled significantly late in the 2014 season. The 
returning wide receivers accounted for only 45 percent of 
the catches at the position in 2014. Finding a new punter is 
a priority on a special teams unit that underachieved across 
the hoard last season. 


OFFENSE 

Junior Tyrone Swoopes, the 2014 starter, and red- 
shirt freshman Jerrod Heard will compete for the 
starting quarterback job through fall camp. 

Texas has ditched a pro-style approach for a no- 
huddle, up-tempo attack with a greater emphasis 
on the quarterback run game. That will benefit both 
contenders. Swoopes entered the summer as No. 1, 
although not officially the starter. 

A more experienced offensive line now features 
enough depth that offensive coordinator/offensive 
line coach Joe Wickline can hold players accountable. 
So while there are senior starters like left tackle Mar- 
cus Hutchins, left guard Sedrick Flowers and center 
Taylor Doyle, younger players could challenge for 
playing time if the incumbents fail to make significant 
improvement. 

Running back Johnathan Gray is fully healthy and 
will be the featured back for the first time in his career. 
There’s plenty of young talent at wide receiver that 
can emerge behind senior Marcus Johnson. He's the 
team’s leading returning receiver who is striving to 
finally convert his talent into the on-field production 
hinted at by his two long touchdowns in 2013 against 
Oklahoma and TCU. 


DEFENSE 

The major task facing coach Charlie Strong and 
his defensive brain trust is replacing six of the team’s 
seven leading tacklers. Gone are first-round draft 
pick Malcom Brown, defensive end Cedric Reed, both 
starting linebackers and two starting defensive backs, 
including four-year starter Quandre Diggs. 

At least the defensive line is deep and experienced, 
led by disruptive junior defensive tackle Hassan 
Ridgeway and athletic sophomore Naashon Hughes, 
who could break out in a hybrid role at end. Junior 
defensive end Bryce Cottrell and sophomore Poona 
Ford earned praise from Strong during the spring and 
could become key rotation players, if not starters. 

Texas will use only two true linebackers most of the

time — along with that hybrid “Fox” end — but both 
spring starters struggled at times in the 2014 season. 
The competition there could quickly result in changes 
if seniors Dalton Santos and Peter Jinkens play poorly. 

Meanwhile, young defensive backs will add depth 
behind former walk-on Dylan Haines, who provided 
some playmaking at safety by recording four intercep- 
tions last season, and emerging senior leader Duke 
Thomas. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


The special teams made numerous critical mis- 
takes last season. Strong reduced the special teams 
responsibilities of defensive backs coach Chris 
Vaughn and designated new tight ends coach Jeff 
Traylor as the head of special teams. Improved ac- 
curacy from place-kicker Nick Rose to complement 
his strong leg would benefit the team greatly, and 
he looked improved in the spring game, hitting field 
goals from 49 and §2 yards. 


Facing a difficult schedule and forced to replace 11 
position starters, the Longhorns look to be a year away 
from competing for the Big 12 title. To push up that 
timetable, young players will have to grow up quickly, 
and quarterbacks coach Shawn Watson will have to 
coax much-improved quarterback play from his two 
primary options. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


NB John Bonney: The redshirt freshman will 
replace Quandre Diggs at the critical nickel back posi- 
tion. Bonney was the top defensive back in Texas's 
2014 class, rated as a consensus four-star prospect 
and the No. 19 safety nationally in the 247Sports 
Composite.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Mountaineers hope to have a 
pair of 1,000-yard rushers in Shell and Smallwood, who com- 
bined for 1,510 yards in 2014. The defense is experienced 
and physical, with strength at linebacker and in the back 
end, led by Joseph, a fourth-year starting safety. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: WVU fielded one of the worst pass 
rushes in the Big 12 last season and is still looking for con- 
sistency up front. Losing receivers Kevin White and Mario 
Alford to the NFL leaves two big holes in the passing game. 
The Mountaineers have front-line talent but injuries, espe- 
cially on offense, could derail their season quickly. 


OFFENSE 

Quarterback Skyler Howard came off the bench to 
start the final two games of last season, finishing the 
year with 829 passing yards, eight touchdowns and no 
interceptions. Coach Dana Holgorsen wasted little time 
this spring before giving Howard the nod as the clear- 
cut No. 1, allowing WVU to focus on issues elsewhere. 

The team lost its two top receivers, Kevin White and 
Mario Alford, to the NFL and spent the spring search- 
ing for their replacements. Senior Jordan Thompson 
(49 catches, 598 yards) is coming off a career year, and 
junior Daikiel Shorts has been a contributor, but nei- 
ther has been a primary receiver. 

With questions on the outside, the Mountaineers 
could rely more on the run than previously under 
Holgorsen. Rushel Shell (788 yards) and Wendell 
Smallwood (722) could each top 1,000 yards this sea- 
son. Injuries cost Shell the better part of five games in 
2014; Smallwood didn’t hit 10 carries in a game until 
mid-October. If both stay healthy, that 1,000-yard goal 
is reachable. 

The line is still in flux, even with three returning 
starters. Redshirt junior Tony Matteo (no career starts) 
emerged at right guard, while redshirt freshman left 
tackle Yodny Cajuste might have been the surprise of 
the spring. 


DEFENSE 

WVU took a major step forward on defense last sea- 
son and, with nine starters returning, should improve 
on its 2014 average of 27.66 points allowed. 

WVU is so loaded that last year’s leading tackler, 
Nick Kwiatkoski (103 tackles), moved from middle 
linebacker to strongside linebacker in order to make 
room for the return of redshirt senior Jared Barber, 
who missed the 2014 season with an ACL injury. Bar- 
ber was the team’s leading tackler through 10 games 
in 2013. 

The secondary is equally stacked, with WVU bring- 
ing back all five starters, including Lindy’s preseason 
All-American safety Karl Joseph.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Kansas State has capable pass 
rushers and experienced players in the secondary. The 
Wildcats return four starters on the offensive line and stud 
fullback Glenn Gronkowski, a physical blocker and sneaky 
receiving threat, having averaged nearly 30 yards on his 

10 career receptions, If nothing else, K-State should be able 
to field a physical rushing attack. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: In losing QB Jake Waters and two 
1,000-yard receivers (Tyler Lockett and Curry Sexton), there 
is a daunting absence of playmakers on offense. The run- 
ning backs have potential, but it’s still just potential, Big 12 
offenses score points, and it’s difficult to see K-State match- 
ing scores. Defensive line depth could be an issue. 


OFFENSE 

The game plan might be dictated by which quarter- 
back emerges as the starter. 

Sophomore Jesse Ertz is more of a pure passer. Joe 
Hubener is also 6-4, with a rocket arm, but he is known 
more as a dual-threat physical runner. 

Alex Delton, who graduated high school early to take 
part in spring drills, is 6-1 with next-level speed. While 
he shows potential to be a capable passer, he certainly 
will not be as polished this season. If he’s taking snaps, 
K-State would have to use a run-heavy scheme. 

At tailback, Charles Jones ran for 540 yards and 13 
touchdowns last season. Jarvis Leverett Jr. saw action 
last season, too. But K-State’s most dynamic options are 
redshirt freshmen Dalvin Warmack and Justin Silmon. 

With 1,000-yard receivers Tyler Lockett and Curry 
Sexton leaving huge holes, the Wildcats need to find 
starting wide receivers. Seniors Kody Cook, Andre 
Davis and Kyle Klein are possession receivers. Cook 
had 251 receiving yards last season. 

Deante Burton could emerge after snagging 17 
catches last season, and two freshmen are intriguing. 
Dominique Heath is a 5-9 speedster; Zach Reuter is 
6-3 and has added muscle, 

Kansas State has the foundation for a solid line, which 
returns four starters, all seniors. That unit is led by left 
tackle Cody Whitehair and left guard Boston Stiverson. 


DEFENSE 

The Wildcats’ biggest strength will be in the sec- 
ondary, where three seniors are returning starters — 
safety Dante Barnett (176 career tackles), and corner- 
backs Danzel McDaniel and Morgan Burns. 

K-State lost sure tackler Jonathan Truman from its 
linebacker corps, and that unit has question marks.

Lockett is a huge loss as a returner, but freshman

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The offensive line and stable of 
running backs are two cornerstones. Robertson and Jackson 
will bookend the defensive line as possibly the best pass 
tush duo in recent program history. This team is loaded with 
veterans, too, including 10 likely starting seniors. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: It's unknown exactly what the Red 
Raiders will get at quarterback. On defense, the front seven 
was gashed in the running game last fall, and the defen- 
sive line must make huge improvements on the interior. 
Turnovers and penalties have been monstrous issues over 
the last two seasons. 


OFFENSE 

Davis Webb started the first eight games of last 
season at quarterback, but he was up and down be- 
fore being shut down with a shoulder injury. Patrick 
Mahomes was impressive in his limited action as a 
freshman replacement. 

The competition will continue into the fall, but with 
Webb's availability limited as he rehabs his shoulder, 
Mahomes appears to be the frontrunner. The player 
with the better ball security will likely win the job. 

DeAndre Washington became the first Red Raider 
running back since 1998 to top 1,000 yards. Washing- 
ton, a senior, carried the offense at times with his abil- 
ity to hop and juke on a dime and physically force his 
way for extra yardage. 

Behind him is a stable of talented tailbacks, includ- 
ing sophomore Justin Stockton, who was an electric 
— but limited — home run threat in 2014. He’s put on 
weight and looks like a great complement. 

The line is one of the most experienced in the coun- 
try; the four starters from left tackle to right guard 
have started together for the last two years. It all 
begins with all-conference left tackle Le’Raven Clark. 

Jakeem Grant was — and still is — the leader of the 
receiving group, but dropped balls and inability to 
gain separation were an issue for him and the rest of 
the pass catchers last season. 


DEFENSE 

The interior of the line was porous a year ago, but for- 
mer junior college transfer Rika Levi has taken a much- 
needed step forward, and position coach Mike Smith 
noted him as the defensive line MVP of the spring. 

The bookends of the line could be the best pass- 
rush duo the Red Raiders have had in several years. 
Pete Robertson, who led the conference in sacks last 
fall, and Branden Jackson are seniors. 

The linebackers will be led by Micah Awe. He was in 
and out of the lineup as a junior, but he had a great spring. 

The secondary regularly gave up big plays last sea-

SPECIAL TEAMS 

Taylor Symmank will return as Tech’s punter (42.6- 
yard average last season), and he'll compete with Clay- 
ton Hatfield and Michael Barden for place-kicking du- 
ties. The two return jobs will almost certainly belong 
to Grant (two career TD kickoff returns) and Stockton. 


OVERVIEW 

With a disappointing 4-8 season in the rearview 
mirror, the Red Raiders have a chance to bounce back 
behind a big group of experienced veterans, especial- 
ly on the offensive line. Turnovers and penalties must 
go down, the offense needs to find consistency with ei- 
ther Patrick Mahomes or Davis Webb, and the defense 
simply just has to get better in every facet.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Iowa State could possess a potent 
passing attack. Richardson averaged 243 passing yards 

per game last season and is near 100 percent after playing 
much of last season with a shoulder injury. The secondary 
appears strong, and newcomers are ready to make an impact 
elsewhere on defense. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The defense again lacks depth and 
FBS experience after ranking last nationally in total defense, 
The offense has yet to break its long-standing habit of being 
at or near the bottom of the Big 12 in scoring. 


OFFENSE 

Senior quarterback Sam B. Richardson isn’t used to 
entering fall camp as the unequivocal No. 1. He is us- 
ing his new status to be more vocal. 

“It’s easy to lead when you're the guy,” he said. 

Richardson was an 11-game starter last season, com- 
pleting 254 of 451 passes for 2,669 yards. He was sec- 
ond on the team in rushing with 421 yards, becoming 
the third quarterback in school history with more than 
3,000 yards of total offense. 

This season, he’ll work with myriad big-play options 
on the inside and outside. Sophomore 6-5 receiver Al- 
len Lazard and junior D’'Vario Montgomery serve as 
big, capable targets. Record-setting receiver Quenton 
Bundrage returns after missing almost all of 2014 with 
atorn ACL. 

Towa State returns three starters on the line, includ- 
ing guard Daniel Burton, who sat out the spring after 
undergoing knee surgery. Three other key linemen 
(Brock Dagel, Jacob Dunning and Ryan Glenn) were 
also out or limited in spring ball, but that allowed re- 
serves such as Wendell Taiese to shine. 

As for hitting holes, Iowa State features just three 
scholarship ball carriers in freshman Mike Warren, 
and sophomores Tyler Brown and Martinez Syria 
(who missed most of spring with a neck injury). 


DEFENSE 

Five starters return from a unit that was last na- 
tionally in total defense, but only four emerged from 
spring ball as No. 1 on the depth chart. What’s more, 
linebacker Luke Knott endured offseason hip surgery 
again, and his career is in doubt. 

It’s a mixed bag of experience that returns, and 
that’s where first-year nose guard Demond Tucker and 
his former Copiah-Lincoln (Miss.) Community. Col- 
lege teammate Jordan Harris, a linebacker who red- 
shirted last season, come in. 

Harris led the junior college ranks in tackles in 
2013, but he sat out last season in order to better ac- 
climate himself to FBS-caliber football.

Kane Seeley, who started five games at middle line- 
backer last season, on the spring depth chart. 

“He's not playing like a physical, missile-attack guy; 
he’s playing like a linebacker and that’s what he never 
did (last year),” coach Paul Rhoads said of Harris. 

Tucker, simply put, is a rare talent for Iowa State. If 
he lives up to his hype, his explosive skills could cre- 
ate a much-needed ripple effect. 

As for the veterans, Nigel Tribune is evolving into 
an elite corner; Sam E. Richardson has greatly im- 
proved his disruptive skills at the other cornerback 
spot; and safety Kamari Cotton-Moya was chosen the 
Big 12’s 2014 Freshman Defensive Player of the Year. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Cole Netten hit 11 of 14 field goal attempts last sea- 
son, including a career-long 47-yard game-winner at 
Iowa. Punter Colin Downing averaged 39.4 yards per 
attempt as a freshman. 


OVERVIEW 

It’s no secret that Iowa State must improve dras- 
tically on offense and defense in order to sniff bowl 
eligibility.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS; Beaty’s proven ability as a recruiter, 
coupled with that of his eager, energetic staff, make it 
possible to see better times on the horizon. His up-tempo, 
instruction-packed practices have been well received, even 
by players exhausted at the end of them. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Kansas is so weak at receiver, so 
untested at quarterback, so unimpressive up front, it projects 
to have a very difficult time scoring. Even so, the offense 
might perform better than the defense, which has almost no 
experience in the secondary and very little at linebacker. 
The defensive line has potential playmakers and some 
quickness, but most of those players are on the small side. 


OFFENSE 

Wearing a red jersey that marked him as off limits, 
projected starting quarterback Michael Cummings, 
a senior, suffered a serious knee injury while getting 
tackled in the spring game. He needed surgery. 

That leaves promising freshman Carter Stanley 
as the favorite. In his lone year as the starter at Vero 
Beach (Fla.) High, he ran an offense learned by the 
staff at a coaching clinic run by Tony Franklin. This 
all connects because Kansas offensive coordina- 
tor Rob Likens worked under Franklin at Cal, where 
Likens was the receivers coach. 

So, Stanley has some schematic background to 
draw upon, and he’s an intelligent, dual-threat quar- 
terback who threw for 3,070 yards and 40 touchdowns 
with seven interceptions as a high school senior. 

Junior college transfer Ke’aun Kinner, a small tar- 
get with breakaway speed and elusiveness, has the in- 
side track on the starting running back job. He made 
a big impression during spring ball. 

Only one player on the roster, senior Tre’ Parmalee 
(four receptions, 21 yards), caught a pass while lined 
up at wide receiver a year ago. The offensive line, 
anchored by a high-ceiling athlete (Jordan Shelley- 
Smith), mostly features natural guards doing their 
best to masquerade as centers and tackles. 

The offense loses receiver Nigel King, who declared 
early for the NFL draft but was not chosen. Also, 
wide receiver Rodriguez Coleman and leading rusher 
Corey Avery appeared headed out of the program at 
the end of the spring after being suspended indef- 
nitely for violating team rules. It was not Coleman’s 
first such suspension.

Time is Right for Western Kentucky to Rise to Top 


ust five years ago, Western 

Kentucky was coming off a two- 

win season that followed a winless 
campaign in 2009. 

In 2015, the Hilltoppers are poised to 
capture their first conference champion- 
ship since becoming a full-fledged FBS 
program for the 2009 season. 

How quickly things can change, at 
least sometimes. 

With the league’s top returning quar- 
terback Brandon Doughty among 16 
starters returning after being granted 
a sixth season of eligibility for medical 
reasons, the Hilltoppers look to unseat 
Marshall in the East Division after fin- 
ishing the 2014 campaign on a five-game 
winning streak. 

That big finish featured a 67-66 upset 
of Conference USA champion Marshall 
in the last game of the regular season 
and the school’s first postseason victory 
since the 2003 Division I-AA playoffs, 
a 49-48 thriller over Central Michigan in

the Bahamas Bowl on Christmas Eve. 

The Hilltoppers do have some issues 
they have to deal with on defense after 
yielding nearly 510 yards per game last 
year, including 708 to Marshall and 607 to 
Central Michigan. But it’s not as though 
they are the only team in C-USA with such 
concerns, and few have the firepower to 
overcome them like the Hilltoppers.

The Blue Raiders return 16 starters, 
and the Miners have a solid run game to fuel 
their quest to post back-to-back winning 
seasons for the first time since 2004-05.

In Dixon and Taylor, the Bulldogs have two of the best 
offensive playmakers in the league, and there is plenty of 
optimism that Driskel will be a big factor after transferring 
from Florida. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The kicking game isn't great and 
replicating last year’s defensive numbers, at least in terms 
of takeaways, is probably asking too much. Depth is 

a concern. The Bulldogs don’t catch any scheduling breaks 
in C-USA play, having to play league favorite Western 
Kentucky on the road early and top West Division challeng-

OFFENSE 

Louisiana Tech would be satisfied if it had a repeat 
winner of the league’s Newcomer of the Year award. 

Towa transfer quarterback Cody Sokol won the award 
last year in his only season in Ruston. The hopes are 
higher for Florida transfer quarterback Jeff Driskel. 

He certainly didn’t run away from 2013 starter Ryan 
Higgins in the spring, but if Driskel doesn’t win the 
starting job by opening day, it would be a shock. Who- 
ever is under center, there are weapons around him to 
make life easier. 

Running back Kenneth Dixon is a stud. In 2014, he 
had 22 rushing touchdowns and 1,299 rushing yards 
while also proving to be a threat catching the ball 
(30 receptions, 385 yards, six TDs). 

Wideouts Trent Taylor (64 receptions, 834 yards) 
and Paul Turner (42-514) are back, while sophomore 
Carlos Henderson has big-play ability (19.6 yards per 
reception) that should fit nicely with Driskel’s big arm. 

Three starters return to a line that allowed just 1.36 
sacks per game last season (21st in FBS). 


DEFENSE 

Louisiana Tech’s 42 turnovers gained (26 intercep- 
tions, 16 fumble recoveries) led the FBS a season ago, 
and the good news is three of four starters return in 
a stacked secondary. 

Safeties Xavier Woods and Kentrell Brice could 
both be All-C-USA after the duo combined last year 
for 157 tackles, eight interceptions and seven forced 
fumbles. Adairius Barnes had five interceptions at cor- 
nerback last season and Bryson Abraham, who should 
take over at the other corner, had a pair of picks last 
year, as well.

OFFENSE 

Quarterback Austin Grammer returns, which over- 
all isa positive, but it’s also not without its downside. 

Grammer completed 65.4 percent of his passes last 
year as a sophomore with 17 touchdowns. He averaged 
just over 213 yards per game. He also netted 442 yards 
rushing in his first year as the full-time starter. But 
he was responsible for 17 turnovers — 12 on intercep- 
tions — and, despite his running ability, was sacked 
26 times. 

A year’s experience and the knowledge he doesn’t 
have to do everything for the Blue Raiders should help 
him eliminate those negative numbers this fall. 

Despite the loss of leading rusher Reggie Whatley 
(767 yards), the Raiders have potential for a strong 
rushing attack with Jordan Parker (nine starts, 546 
yards) and Shane Tucker (486) running behind a line 
that returns three starters, including senior Darius 
Johnson, a two-year starter at tackle who is moving 
to guard. 

Senior Ed’Marquis Batties, last year’s leading pass- 
catcher with 45 receptions for 474 yards, and junior 
Terry Pettis (15-241) are returning starters at wide re- 
ceiver.

None made a bigger impact last season than Jackson. Only 
one returning starting quarterback in Conference USA was 
a more efficient passer than Jackson. The team’s less expe- 
rienced players have benefitted from the extra work that 
comes with playing in three consecutive bow! games. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Rice hasn't been known as a defen- 
sive stalwart the past few seasons, and this year’s defense 
will be particularly green. The interior defensive line is 
especially thin; one tackle left Rice for a shot at the NFL, the 
other for a six-figure engineering job. Special teams play 
continues to be, at best, mediocre for the Owls. 


OFFENSE 

David Bailiff and his staff have more new players to 
break into Rice’s system this year, but uncertainty isn’t 
a problem at quarterback. 

Senior Driphus Jackson, a dual-threat who shined in 
a reserve role during his first two years, made a seam- 
less transition to starter last season. He threw for 2,842 
yards and 24 touchdowns, and had eight interceptions, 
while completing close to 60 percent of his passes. 

Jackson is joined in the backfield by powerful and 
compact Jowan Davis, the team’s leading rusher (956 
yards), and Darik Dillard, who led Rice with 12 touch- 
downs last year. 

But Rice lost its top two receivers, including last 
year’s team MVP, Jordan Taylor. Senior wideout Den- 
nis Parks might fill his go-to role. Parks was banged 
up last year, but he led the team in yards per reception 
(17.5) in 2013. 

Right tackle Caleb Williams and left guard Andrew 
Reue, both seniors, are the only returning starters on 
the line. Six of the players on the offensive line’s two- 
deep are underclassmen. 


DEFENSE 

Rice’s middling defense was strongest against the 
run a year ago. This year’s group could have a com- 
pletely different personality. Only three starters return 
— linebacker Alex Lyons, cornerback Ryan Pollard and 
nose tackle Ross Winship. 

Lyons led Rice in tackles (71) and fumble recoveries 
(two). Pollard tied for the team lead in interceptions 
with two. Creating turnovers will again be critical. 
Rice can be generous at times. The Owls surrendered 
more than 40 points four times last year. 

Winship and Stuart Mouchantaf, who is returning 
from a knee injury, will be called upon to provide senior 
leadership along the thin defensive line.

OFFENSE 

Florida International struggled mightily on offense 
in the first half of the 2014 season, particularly when it 
came to running the ball. 

The Panthers rushed for only 43 yards in the opener, 
a second straight loss to FCS foe Bethune-Cookman, 
and got into triple digits only once in their first four 
games (148 yards vs. FCS foe Wagner). But by the sec- 
ond half of the year, the Panthers were posting respect- 
able numbers (256 vs. Old Dominion, 185 vs. Florida 
Atlantic, and 177 vs. C-USC champion Marshall). 

Running back Anthon Samuel was largely respon- 
sible for that surge, rushing for 404 of his total of 582 
yards over the last five games. He returns for his se- 
nior season along with sophomore Alex Gardner, who 
rushed for 582 yards in starting seven of the eight 
games he was healthy. Sophomore Napoleon Maxwell 
is another option. 

FIU appears set at quarterback with Alex McGough, 
who started 11 games as a true freshman in 2014. He 
had some rough moments along with some good ones 
(17 of 24, 231 yards in a win over Middle Tennessee). 
He re-established his spot in the spring. 

FIU has three good tight ends in Jonnu Smith, 
Ya’keem Griner and Akil Dan-Fodio. Smith had 61 re- 
ceptions for 710 yards to lead the team. 


DEFENSE 

FIU takes an aggressive approach on defense. That 
often makes the Panthers susceptible to big plays, but 
only four opponents managed to top 400 yards in total 
offense. Unfortunately, three of those letdowns came 
in the last five games of the season and included a 525- 
yard debacle in a loss to Old Dominion. 

The Panthers return eight starters, plus end Denzell

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Lawry ran for 947 yards as a true 
freshman, even though he hardly played in the first five 
games. He is a powerful runner with great breakaway speed. 
Bentley won the quarterback position in spring practice with 
a strong performance. Washington, a converted quarterback, 
is a potential all-conference receiver. Coward has NFL poten- 
tial and had a good offseason. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: This will be one of the youngest 
teams in the nation. There are only 10 seniors, and more 
than half of the 105 players who will report to preseason 
camp have never played in a college football game. Last 
year’s team was poised — the Monarchs won four games on 
the final play of the game — but such fortune and composure 
isn't likely to repeat itself. 


OFFENSE 

Employing an Oregon-like spread offense, Old Do- 
minion has been a wide-open, up-tempo scoring ma- 
chine over the past four seasons, even as it moved up 
from the Football Championship Subdivision to the 
Football Bowl Subdivision. 

But Taylor Heinicke, a four-year starter who passed 
for 14,959 yards, sixth most in Division I history, is 
gone. ODU also loses key starters in wide receiver 
Antonio Vaughan, the school’s career pass-receiving 
leader, and center Josh Mann. Both were All-Confer- 
ence USA. 

Heinicke will be replaced with promising redshirt 
freshman Shuler Bentley as the offense is changing 
toa more ground-oriented attack. Expect ODU to fea- 
ture tailback Ray Lawry, the Conference USA Rookie 
of the Year last season, as its go-to offensive player. 
ODU will at times use more traditional formations, 
including a tight end — something rarely seen during 
Heinicke’s four seasons. 

The line, led by senior tackle Connor Mewbourne, 
has its best depth in seven seasons of ODU football. 
Mason Halter, a 6-8, 300-pound two-time FCS All- 
American at Fordham, is slated to transfer to ODU 
this summer and likely will start. 

Most of the receivers are back, including Blair Rob- 
erts, who missed last season because of a back injury; 
he is one of the school’s career receiving leaders. 
David Washington and Zach Pascal combined for 106 
catches for 1,342 yards and 11 touchdowns last year. 


DEFENSE 

The defense, woeful for much of the past three sea- 
sons, showed signs of improvement in the final three 
games of 2014, all victories. 

Yet, the defense is young. Of the 16 defensive backs, 
11 are underclassmen; seven of the 15 defensive line- 
men are freshmen or redshirt freshmen. 

ODU had little pass rush last year and just five

interceptions. Redshirt freshmen ends Daniel Appouh 
and Oshane Ximines, both three-star recruits, could 
help apply pressure. 

ODU has quality defensive tackles in Rashaad Cow- 
ard, Bunmi Rotimi and Galen Evans. 

Depth at linebacker has been an issue in recent 
years. Middle linebacker T.J. Ricks, a former walk-on, 
was ODU’s best tackler in spring practice. 

Help in the secondary comes from UAB transfer 
cornerback Devon Brown, who won a starting position 
in the spring. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

ODU struggled at times on special teams last sea- 
son, especially on kickoff returns and coverage. Ricky 
Segers returns at place-kicker, although he is coming 
off knee surgery. Jarrett Cervi or Satchel Ziffer likely 
will punt. Redshirt freshman Isaiah Harper, a 5-8 for- 
mer track star, is likely to return punts and kickoffs. 


OVERVIEW 

ODU finished 6-6 in its first FBS season and ap- 
pears to have a more favorable schedule. The Mon- 
archs have seven home games, and their only game 
against a power conference team — NC State — will 
be played in Norfolk. The Conference USA schedule 
is less challenging — last season the Monarchs were 
on the road for five weeks, including two trips to Texas 
in the same month. This is a young team with major 
holes to fill, yet six victories is a reasonable goal. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


QB Shuler Bentley: The redshirt freshman was 
a two-time South Carolina Gatorade Player of the Year 
who passed for 13,245 yards and 177 touchdowns in 
three seasons at Byrnes High in Duncan. Bentley ran 
a spread offense in high school similar to ODU's and 
soaked in all he could last season while redshirting 
behind Taylor Heinicke.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The experience at quarterback, 
running back and on the offensive line will give the Owls 

a chance to improve on last year’s three-win total. The 
defense looks solid enough up front with sack leaders Trey 
Hendrickson and Trevon Coley returning. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Running backs Jay Warren and 
Greg Howell must stay healthy. Wide receiver is a largely 
unproven position with a lack of experienced depth. There 
are big holes to be filled at linebacker; the secondary, while 
it has potential, must grow up fast. 


OFFENSE 


Florida Atlantic looks to make a big jump offensive- 
ly after finishing in the bottom half of the conference 
in scoring (10th) and total offense (ninth) in 2014. 

Senior Jaquez Johnson enters his third season as 
the starting quarterback after rushing for 513 yards — 
No. 2 on the team — and passing for more than 201 
yards a game last year. ; 

Running back is set with the return of leading 
rusher Jay Warren (571 yards) and sophomore Greg 
Howell, who worked his way into the rotation late last 
year and finished with 253 yards rushing in just three 
games. 

A big plus is that they will run behind a line that 
returns four starters — senior Mikingson Marsaille, 
junior Dillon DeBoer, and sophomores Reggie Bain 
and Joe Gold. 

The negative is that wide receiver is a largely un- 
proven area with only one starter returning — senior 
Jenson Stoshak (37 receptions, 508 yards, two touch- 
downs). Sophomore Kalib Woods, however, flashed 
some potential with 16 catches in seven games (five 
starts), but senior Derek Moise was the only other re- 
ceiver in double figures in receptions last year with 10. 


DEFENSE 

The Owls return nearly as many starters on defense 
(five) as they do on offense, but the unit has more con- 
cerns. 

Three of the returning starters are up front with 
defensive ends Robinson Eugene and Trey Hendrick- 
son and tackle Trevon Coley. Hendrickson has been 
a feast-or-famine kind of guy, but he led the team in 
sacks with five in 2014. Coley was right behind with 
four among his 53 tackles. 

The loss of Andrae Kirk (103 tackles, 10.5 for losses) 
leaves a huge void at linebacker. Junior Robert Relf 
(65 tackles in 11 starts) returns, and Nate Ozdemir, 
who played in 10 games as a redshirt freshman last 
year, is a promising player. 

The secondary also had key losses in safeties 
Damian Parms and Christian Milstead and corner-

back D’Joun Smith, but senior Cre’von LeBlanc (two 
interceptions) returns at one of the corners, and senior 
Sharrod Neasman (two picks) takes one of the safety 
spots after serving as last year’s starting nickel back. 

Junior safety Lester Thomas finished the spring on 
a high note, and sophomore Raekwon Williams fig- 
ures to man the other corner. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Junior Greg Joseph was 14 of 20 on field-goal at- 
tempts in his first season, but his longest make was 
from 43 yards. He missed tries from 45 and 47 yards. 
Junior punter Dalton Schomp will compete again for 
all-conference honors after earning second-team rec- 
ognition with his 45.4-yard average.

If they find the answers at wide receiver, the Owls 
should step up on offense, but the issues on defense 
could hold them back.

It helps that he has play- 
makers at wide receiver. If he gets time to throw, the Mean 
Green could be a much improved passing team. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Lack of proven playmakers in the 
defensive front seven. Although Orr and Roberts combined 
for a handful of sacks and Scott posted 54 total tackles, North 
Texas doesn't have many returning stoppers in the middle of 
its defense. It’s also a little undersized in the starting lineup. 


OFFENSE 


North Texas’ ability to move the ball hinges on its re- 
constructed offensive line, where four new starters get 
their chance. The early indications are the new guys 
look up to the task of replacing long-time starters. 

“We lost four of our starters — and not just starters, 
but stalwarts, guys that have been here since almost 
the day I took the job at North Texas,” coach Dan 
McCarney said. 

The Mean Green returns leading passer Andrew 
McNulty, but he needs to be more productive in order 
for UNT to move forward in 2015. McNulty passed for 
1,295 yards with seven interceptions and six touch- 
downs in 10 games last season. 

At running back, the Mean Green will count on 
sophomore Jeffrey Wilson, who was impressive late 
last season, although the team’s leading rusher, Anto- 
inne Jimmerson (589 yards) won’t give up the starting 
job without a fight. 

UNT’s strength on offense will be its returning wide- 
outs as four of the top five receivers in catches and 
yards are back. The leader, by far, is Carlos Harris (70 
catches, 863 yards). Wide receiver Turner Smiley, not 
listed as a starter coming out of the spring, nonetheless 
caught three touchdown passes in the spring game. 


DEFENSE 

The Mean Green lacks many returning players who 
filled holes in the middle of the defense last season. 

Jarrian Roberts, Austin Orr and Fred Scott do rep- 
resent three bright spots in the front seven for new 
coordinator Chris Cosh. Roberts and Orr posted two 
sacks apiece last season, and Scott returns to start 
at linebacker, where he made 27 solo and 27 assisted 
stops in 2014. 

Cornerback Kenny Buyers is the team’s leading 
returning tackler as he recorded 37 solo and 18 as- 
sisted tackles. Buyers also grabbed two interceptions 
last season. Junior college transfer safety James Gray 
enrolled during the winter and earned a starting spot 
with an impressive spring. 

Sophomore safety Kishawn McClain, who started 
three games last season, is another up-and-comer.

The pass- 
ing game will continue to be the team’s biggest advantage. 
Thomas, with a full offseason under his belt (unlike in 2014), 
could have a monster year. Defensively, the addition of at 
least three mid-year junior college transfers to the starting 
lineup will be huge. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The run game has struggled the 
past two seasons, and after senior Jalen Richard missed the 
bulk of spring with academic issues and junior George Payne 
potentially facing a long recovery from an injury, the team 
will need Smith and Tez Parks to step up. Problem is, Smith 
and Parks are just sophomores. 


OFFENSE 

Southern Miss’ quarterback competition dominated 
the headlines during spring camp. And rightfully so. 

Junior Nick Mullens has performed well in the 16 
games he’s started in the last 18 Southern Miss con- 
tests. But here comes Tyler Matthews, who transferred 
last season from TCU after it became clear Trevone 
Boykin had Heisman potential. Matthews, a big 
guy with a strong arm, struggled with consistency 
throughout much of the spring, while Mullens was his 
usual, steady self. 

In the spring game, however, Matthews turned it on. 
Mullens also played well, but Matthews’ intangibles 
and ability to make things happen when a play breaks 
down gave a sense of what he brings to the table. 

A decision by the coaches likely will be made in camp. 

Southern Miss also made big strides in terms of 
depth along the offensive line and at receiver. Senior 
Michael Thomas and junior D.J. Thompson appear 
poised for big seasons, while the addition of a pair of ju- 
nior college tight ends (Taylor Marini and Julian Allen) 
will give Todd Monken’s offense an added dimension. 


DEFENSE 

The biggest question mark is the defensive line. De- 
fensive tackle Rakeem Nunez-Roches left early for the 
NFL Draft, while Adam Williams graduated, and there 
wasn’t much in the way of depth at that position last 
season. 

Senior Michael Smith, who started seven games on 
the edge last season, has been moved inside, and the 
coaching staff has been impressed with sophomores 
Draper Riley and Rod Crayton. Junior Dylan Bradley 
has the potential for a monster season at end, while 
sophomore Xavier Thigpen has emerged as a pass- 
rushing specialist on the other side. 

Perhaps the biggest addition on defense is line- 
backer D’Nerius Antoine, who brings an element of 
speed the Golden Eagles haven't had at that position

Brian Anderson returns as the anchor of the defense 
at middle linebacker, while multi-year starter Kalan 
Reed and sophomore Cornell Armstrong have the in- 
side track at corner.

The team faces a big loss with the graduation of 
kicker Corey Acosta. But there’s no shortage of re- 
placement candidates, although freshmen Parker 
Shaunfield and Nick Vogel (who transferred from 
UAB) and junior Stephen Brauchle (who transferred 
from Louisiana) are in a tight battle. Junior Tyler Sar- 
razin will likely resume punting duties this season. 


OVERVIEW 

Monken, in his third season at the helm of the once- 
proud Golden Eagle program, has said it time and 
again — there are no more excuses. Southern Miss was 
3-9 last season after finishing 1-11 the year before. The 
pieces of the puzzle are in place for the Golden Eagles 
to turn the corner on the way back to respectability.

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The defense struggled against 
those same FCS opponents, allowing 316 points and 477.5 
yards per game. Whether new coordinator Wallerstedt can 
fix that is Charlotte's biggest challenge. 


OFFENSE 

Charlotte, making its debut this season in the Foot- 
ball Bowl Subdivision, has an offense that could cause 
problems to Conference USA foes. 

Running back Kalif Phillips (1,436 yards, 20 touch- 
downs) and receiver Austin Duke (79 catches, 1,373 
yards, nine touchdowns) are dangerous from any spot 
on the field. Quarterback Matt Johnson, who missed 
the final three games of 2014 with a knee injury, is a 
tough competitor who is also a threat on the ground. 

Depth could be a factor behind Phillips, however, 
with no proven backups on the roster. That’s not a 
problem at the receiver spot, however, with Trent Bo- 
stick a capable No. 2 receiver (33 catches, 365 yards, 
two scores in nine games) and a group of others com- 
peting for the third spot. 

Johnson, a two-year starter who has thrown for 
4,522 yards and 34 career touchdowns, was compet- 
ing for the starter’s job in the spring with junior Lee 
MeNéeill (who played well in relief of Johnson) and 
redshirt freshman Brooks Barden. 

Charlotte's offensive line, which returns four start- 
ers, is experienced. Left tackle Jamal Covington leads 
a group that allowed just 12 sacks last season. 


DEFENSE 

Charlotte defense was shredded last season, allow- 
ing 31.6 points and 477.5 yards per game. 

Some of that was due to injuries (middle lineback- 
ers Nick Cook and Caleb Clayton-Molby were out 
much of the season), but new defensive coordinator 
Matt Wallerstedt has his work cut out. 

Nose guard Larry Ogunjobi anchors the line, which 
will be bolstered by the additions of Devon Johnson 
— who missed last season with an Achilles’ tendon in- 
jury — and Syracuse transfer Josh Manley. 

The linebacker corps gets back Cook and Clayton- 
Molby, but loses Dustin Crouser and Nico Alcalde, 
both of whom left school and were among the team’s 
top tacklers last season. 

Karrington King, who played well when Cook and 
Clayton-Molby went down, had 79 tackles last season. 
Mark Pettit has been switched from the line and likely 
will start at one of the outside linebacker spots.

Smith's home. 

“When I was 3 years old, my family 
moved from Panama City to my parents’ 
hometown of Tuscumbia, Ala.,” Sherri 
remembered. “Saturdays were special days when 
I was growing up. We watched football games 
as an entire family. My mother made snacks 
and tailgate food and we enjoyed each other's 
company. That togetherness made me a fan.” 

“Of course, living in north Alabama 
influenced my love of college sports. You 
cannot escape the big rivalry between Alabama 
and Auburn.” 

As a young girl, Sherri could not have 
known how her love of college sports would 
so profoundly impact her life as an adult. She 
graduated from the University of Alabama and 
was moving up in a successful business career. 

“I was only 36 years old, an attorney 
with the Coca-Cola Company and I was being 
considered for a position in Vienna, Austria,” 
she said. “My stomach had been bothering me, 
so I went to the doctor for a check-up. I was 
informed that I had cancer. There was no family 
history. I was in absolute and utter disbelief.” 

It was Stage IV colorectal cancer. 

It was 2007 and she started with 
chemotherapy and radiation treatments at 
Atlanta Cancer Care. Her fast track career 
path had been slowed down. Her life had been 
thrown a detour. 

“T had 30 days of chemo and radiation,” she 
recalled. “I had two surgeries, including one to 
remove the tumor. Then, I had six months of 
chemo where I would infuse every two weeks 
at the cancer center.” 

While undergoing that treatment, lifelong 
friend, Chuck Smith, was one of her primary 
caregivers. That relationship blossomed and 
they were married one year to the day after her 
cancer diagnosis. After a honeymoon, Sherri 
went back to her job, but shortly after returning, 
she found out that the cancer had spread to both 
lungs. Even more severe treatment started. 

“I went to the center every two weeks and 
wore a chemo pump for 46 hours,” she said. 
“That was too difficult. I would end up in the 
emergency room or hospital each time that 
I had chemo, so the doctor changed the regimen 
— chemo every Monday and chemo pills for four 
days. I did that for a little over four years.”

It was during that time when Sherri’s love for 
college football impacted her new life in a way 
that she could never have imagined. And, it was 
a horrible, illegal act that made it happen. 

Auburn is Alabama's biggest rival and 
those teams usually compete for conference 
and national titles. Rolling Toomer’s Corner, 
the throwing of toilet paper into tall oaks in 
the center of town, is an Auburn tradition 
after significant wins. The Tigers defeated 
the Crimson Tide in 2010 and were national 
champions. One renegade Bama fan didn’t take 
that well. He administered a lethal dose of 
poison to the ancient trees. 

“I was mortified and embarrassed,” Sherri 
said. “When I was a little girl, my father 
talked to me about being dignified, handling 
disappointments with class, and taking the 
high road. So when the poisoning happened, 

I was disappointed and hurt. 

“I was a few years into treatments for Stage IV 
cancer then, fighting for my life on a daily basis. 
That deeply impacted the way I look at things. 
Traditions and memories are important. Life is 
fleeting and moments should be cherished. 

“I was disturbed about the example it set for 
children. I wanted to find a way to teach good 
sportsmanship and manners without being 
heavy-handed. So, I thought about what if 
a team mascot takes a child on a game day 
and teaches those things.” 

Sherri decided to produce children’s books 
with that theme, starting with Alabama, 
Auburn, Georgia and Georgia Tech. 

“Absolutely not, I didn't expect what happened 
next,” she admitted. “People started asking 


for books for more schools. I now have over 50 
schools, two Major League Baseball teams, and the 
Dallas Mavericks. I've also started an alphabet and 
counting series where I've taken football facts and 
school traditions, and made them rhyme.” 

Her books are available nationally and her 
work is acclaimed. She has been active in 
fundraising for cancer research and in 2013 
received the Survivor's Circle Award from the 
American Cancer Society of Radiation Oncology 
for her work in the cancer community. 

Despite how her business has exploded, her 
original goals with the project were simple. 

“I was in my third year of treatment and 
wanted to do something positive with my life,” 
she explained. “More than anything, I wanted 
to make a child learn positive messages and 
have fun in the process. 

“My parents read to me as a child every 
night. I saw a woman on television reading one 
of my books to her child, and I welled up with 
tears. The thought that people are reading to 
the children and building memories gives me 
such joy. I hope that the lessons help them 
now, but will also stay with them as adults.” 

Sherri gives much credit for her success to 
her husband, parents and other family members, 

“My husband helps me emotionally and 
physically,” she said. “It has been hard going 
through things like losing my hair and not being 
able to do simple things, but he remains faithful.” 

Sherri’s parents, married for 56 years, have 
been her example. Her father, an 88-year old 
retired Air Force veteran, still owns two funeral 
homes and has a Sunday morning radio show 
where he plays gospel music, gives funeral 
announcements, and even teaches Sunday 
School if bad weather makes church attendance 
difficult for the audience. 

“I don’t remember a time when prayer and 
Christ were not a part of my upbringing,” she 
said. “It wasn’t just going to church or Bible 
class. Lessons were instilled about being of 
service, knowing Scriptures and having respect 
and reverence for God. We prayed together as 
a family. Living in a Christ-centered household 
was, and still is, very important. 

“T know that for all intents and purposes, 

I should not still be here. There were times that 

I have gone to sleep sure that I was going to 

pass on and I was surprised when I awakened. So 
many people have been praying for me and I have 
placed my faith in Him to carry me through.”

“Falcon Fast” offense was vastly improved in the spring, and 
there's the potential of some additional talent with some BCS 
transfers expected to contribute. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The Falcons have some glaring 
holes on defense, particularly at linebacker. A batch of new 
assistants, most notably a new defensive and offensive 
coordinator, is cause for concern. CB Nick Johnson, who had 
five interceptions as a freshman last season, was suspended 
indefinitely in April because of legal issues. 


In Dino Babers’ first year, Bowling Green lost start- 
ing quarterback Matt Johnson after the first game of 
the season, The “Falcon Fast” offense immediately hit 
a snag, both in timing and execution. 

With Johnson fully recovered from his hip injury, 
plus the return of nine starters, the Falcons’ offense is 
set to turn it up a notch. Johnson, who passed for 3,467 
yards and 25 touchdowns in leading the Falcons to the 
MAC championship in 2013, gained a better grasp of 
the offense while on the sidelines last season. 

Sophomore quarterback James Knapke is one of the 
most experienced backups in the conference. He guided 
the Falcons to eight wins, including a bowl victory. Tra- 
vis Greene and Fred Coppet headline a talented batch of 
running backs, while the top four receivers return. 

Roger Lewis caught 73 passes for 1,093 yards, and 
Ryan Burbrink added 64 receptions for 758 yards. The 
return of Chris Gallon, who sat out nearly two seasons, 
and the addition of Baylor transfer Robbie Rhodes bol- 
ster the depth at receiver. 

The offensive line, with four starters back, should be 
one of the best in the conference. 


DEFENSE 

Brian Ward is the second defensive coordinator in 
as many years. Change is definitely the theme after 
the Falcons allowed 33.5 points and 493.6 yards per 
game in 2014. 

The Falcons’ Cover-2 scheme was openly endorsed 
by most of the players, with an emphasis by the coach- 
ing staff for big corners and safeties.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: With a pair of proven starting quar- 
terbacks, an all-conference tailback, and explosive talent at 
wide receiver, Toledo has the weapons to exploit opposing 
defenses. The Rocket defense is now stocked deep with 
experience along the line and in the secondary after injuries 
in those units last season forced a lot of young players onto 
the field. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; That all-senior dominant offensive 
line of 2014 paid huge dividends, but now the Rockets start 
over up front. The place-kicking job is another huge wild 
card, since three-time All-MAC pick Jeremiah Detmer has 
graduated, and the punting could be improved, too. 


OFFENSE 


Toledo, which had the most productive offense in the 
Mid-American Conference last season, returns a wealth 
of talent at the skill positions, but must replace its en- 
tire offensive front, including three all-league linemen. 

There is depth and proven skill at quarterback, 
where injuries last season allowed junior Logan 
Woodside and senior Phillip Ely to work as starters. 
The duo sat out the spring to heal, allowing sopho- 
more Michael Julian to demonstrate he is a very 
capable third option. 

Tailback Kareem Hunt, first team all-conference last 
season when he rushed for 1,631 yards, could be the 
league’s best back. He had 271 rushing yards and five 
touchdowns in Toledo’s GoDaddy Bowl win. 

All-MAC senior receiver Alonzo Russell has 
grabbed 56, 59 and 51 passes, respectively, in the past 
three seasons. Junior Corey Jones is explosive in the 
slot, with 68 catches for 842 yards last year. 

On the line, some of the bit-part players of the past, 
such as Storm Norton and Mike Ebert, must quickly 
forge a new and reliable front. 


DEFENSE 

The Rockets are deeper and more skilled on defense 
than in recent years. Coach Matt Campbell is con- 
vinced the pieces are there to craft a stout unit, so he 
doesn’t have to rely as much on his offense to simply 
outscore everybody. 

Toledo has struggled to defend the pass, but a sec- 
ondary decimated by injuries in the past is now bol- 
stered by waves of healthy and experienced performers. 

There are, in a sense, four returning starters at the 
corners — two from last season, and a duo from 2013 
that missed a year ago. Senior Cheatham Norrils leads 
the group and has all-conference-caliber skills. 

At safety, there are five players with significant ex- 
perience, led by senior hitter Chaz Whittaker. Add 
UAB transfer Rolan Milligan to the mix, and the Rock- 
ets have lots of options.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Rush is heading into his third year 
as the starting quarterback. He started as a redshirt fresh- 
man but made great strides last season as a sophomore, 
capping off the year with a 28-for-45 performance in the 
Bahamas Bowl, throwing for 493 yards and seven TDs. He's 
always heen a gifted thrower; now he has the experience to 
be a gifted quarterback. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: WR Titus Davis and RB Thomas 
Rawls were some of the best playmakers in the conference, 
and their departure leaves sizeable voids. Spalding earned 
time in the backfield as a true freshman last year, while Kroll 
proved to be an admirable possession receiver.

OFFENSE 

Cooper Rush had one of the most prolific passing 
days in NCAA history during the Bahamas Bowl, 
tying the record for touchdown passes in a game with 
seven. He completed 28 of 45 passes for 493 yards, 
nearly leading Central Michigan back from a 35-point 
deficit before losing by a point going for two. 

Rush is back. His best playmakers are not. 

That includes Titus Davis, the only wide receiver 
in NCAA history to record at least eight touchdown 
receptions in four different seasons; he left holding 
school records for career touchdown receptions (37) 
and receiving yards (3,705). Former Michigan transfer 
Thomas Rawls, who set the nation on fire through the 
first six weeks of the season is gone, too. 

Jesse Kroll was a possession receiver last year, but 
he returns as the most experienced pass catcher. 

Saylor Lavallii has been a consistent contributor and 
spot starter in the backfield over the last three seasons, 
and Devon Spalding earned more time as his freshman 
season went along last year, even earning a couple starts. 

CMU returns three starters along the line, including 
one of the nation’s best centers in Nick Beamish, who 
will be a four-year starter, Connor Collins started as a 
redshirt freshman before losing his job to Kenny Rogers 
last season.

Veteran coach Frank Solich is counting on upgrad- 
ed play at running back and wide receiver to help fuel 
an offensive turnaround. 

Derrius Vick and J.D. Sprague are expected to bat- 
tle for the starting quarterback job up until the season 
opener, and maybe beyond. 

Vick suffered a knee injury that sidelined him for 
a month last season, but Sprague was mostly ineffec- 
tive in Vick’s absence. They nearly split the passing 
attempts, with Sprague completing 98 of 202 throws, 
and Vick tallying a 58.7 completion rate on 94 of 160. 

The running game was dreadful at times last year, 
thanks mostly to problems holding onto the ball, 
allowing true freshman AJ. Ouellette to emerge as 
the feature back. Ouellette took full advantage of the 
opportunity, rushing for a team-high 785 yards. 

Speedy Dorian Brown, physical Maleek Irons and 
experienced senior Daz’mond Patterson give Solich 
the most depth at running back in his tenure. 

The Bobeats will have to get more production from 
their wide receivers following a season in which no re- 
ceiver caught more than 31 passes or tallied 450 yards 
receiving. Solich believes he has more playmakers and 
speed at the position, most notably mentioning versa- 
tile Papi White. 

Injuries hampered the Bobcats’ progress on the of- 
fensive line in the spring. Lucas Powell and Durrell Wood 
were among the injured, but a surprising amount of 
returnees mixed with underclassmen give the Bobcats 
surprising depth.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The strength of the team is its expe- 
rience. Terrell's increased leadership and feel for the spread 
attack will be a benefit. Added depth on defense should help 
WMU give opponents different looks in different situations. 
There is speed at linebacker, including from projected back- 
ups Eddie Rolle and Alex Grace, who should complement the 
all-around play of the starters, 

PRIMARY PROBLEMS: Nose tackle is the team’s biggest 
question mark. The quarterback depth chart is murky as 
best. Tom Flacco, the younger brother of Baltimore Ravens’ 
QB Joe Flacco, will enter fall camp as the backup, but there's 
not much separation from redshirt freshman Chance Stewart. 


WMU returns nearly every starter and could have 
an even stronger attack than last year, when the Bron- 
cos averaged almost 34 points per game. 

Freshman All-American running back Jarvion 
Franklin became an instant superstar and finished 
a superb first season with 1,551 yards and 24 touch- 
downs as one of the top backs in the country. Frank- 
lin should again be the centerpiece of WMU’s run- 
first spread offense that’s powered a beefy offensive 
line. 

Freshman John Keenoy had a superb spring and is 
set to be the starting center. Senior left guard James 
Kristof, an NFL prospect, is a four-year starter. Senior 
left tackle Willie Beavers is a three-year starter. 

Redshirt junior quarterback Zach Terrell had a 
breakout season last year. He threw for 3,443 yards 
and completed nearly 68 percent of his passes as the 
sixth-most efficient QB in the country. His favorite tar- 
get Corey Davis, an NFL-level receiver, returns for his 
junior season after finishing seventh in the country in 
receiving yards last year with 1,408. 


DEFENSE 

The Broncos return seven starters in a 4-3 blitz- 
heavy scheme that took a big step forward last year. 
WMU gave up just under 25 points per game last sea- 
son after giving up more than 35 per contest in 2013. 

WMU doesn’t have a player who can eat up double 
teams the way nose tackle Richard Ash did last year, but 
junior David Curle, sophomore Nick Matich and incom- 
ing freshman Ken Finley will try to do it by committee. 

Strong play up front will free up an athletic line- 
backer corps, which will be the deepest it has been in 
the past three years. 

Sophomore Darius Phillips was a dynamic receiver 
last year, but he moved to corner in the spring to fill 
the big shoes of Donald Celiscar and was impressive. 
He will work opposite senior Ronald Zamort, who fin- 
ished tied with Celiscar with 1.6 passes defended per 
game, which tied for the national lead.

Place-kicker Andrew Haldeman returns for his se- 
nior season after making 14 of 17 field goal attempts 
last year, with a long of 44. Haldeman still struggled at 
times on PATs (51 of 56), and no miss was bigger than 
one that would have tied the score in overtime in a 
20-19 loss to Toledo. Senior punter J. Schroeder re- 
turns after yet another solid season when he finished 
second in the MAC with an average of 42.8 yards. 


OVERALL 

With two consecutive recruiting classes that ranked 
best in the MAC, Western Michigan is finally devel- 
oping the depth needed to be a true contender in the 
conference. A seven-win turnaround last year creates 
increased expectations for 2015, but WMU’s schedule 
is not kind. Michigan State, Sun Belt champ Georgia 
Southern and defending national champion Ohio 
State are on the non-conference slate.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The offense has two of the premier 
talents in the MAC in Licata and Taylor, and they will be 
complemented by a capable receiving corps. If the three 
new starters up front are quick learners, the Bulls should 
put a lot of points on the scoreboard. Punter Tyler Grassman 
is a significant asset in the field-position battle. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The defense looks too young and 
inexperienced to be an impact unit, at least in the first half 
of the season. Leipold introduces a fresh scheme on defense, 
but the Bulls will have a tough time making up for the lack 
of elite talent and their overall dearth of experience. 


OFFENSE 

New coach Lance Leipold has seven returning start- 
ers, including a potent one-two punch in the back- 
field — four-year starter Joe Licata at quarterback and 
bruising Anthone Taylor at running back. 

Licata passed for 2,647 yards and 29 touchdowns 
in 11 games last year. He holds the school record with 
60 career TD tosses. 

Taylor presents a formidable combination of 
strength and speed, which he rode to 1,403 rushing 
yards last season — his first as a starter. Taylor scored 
12 touchdowns, and his 127.5 rushing yards per game 
ranked second in the conference. 

The receiving corps lacks an explosive threat but 
should get consistency from its returning starters 
and a talented transfer. Ron Willoughby is the top 
returning wide receiver after his 50 catches for 771 
yards and nine touchdowns earned him third-team 
all-conference honors. UAB transfer Collin Lisa is an 
athletic and sure-handed addition, while veteran tight 
end Matt Weiser is another good option. 

The biggest question mark is the line, where there 
will be three new starters. John Kling and Robert 
Blodgett should anchor the unit at the tackle spots. 
Senior Dillon Guy adds some experience at a guard, 
but the Bulls get very young up front after that. 


DEFENSE 

The Bulls will transition from a three-man defen- 
sive front to the four-man configuration preferred by 
Leipold, but that will not be the only change. With just 
four starters back, much will be new on this side of 
the ball. 

Brandon Crawford and Max Perisse have some 
starting experience and will have to lead the rebuild 
from the tackle positions. Solomon Jackson moves 
from linebacker to end to help bolster the unit. 

Jarrett Franklin is one of the Bulls’ top returning tack- 
lers, and he should be joined at linebacker by Okezie 
Alozie, who had three sacks in eight starts last season. 

Buffalo expects a strong part of its defense to be 
cornerbacks Marqus Baker and Boise Ross.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Durham is back after leading the 
Golden Flashes in rushing in 2013. The defense returns eight 
starters, with the linebackers and secondary potentially 
forming one of the best units in the conference. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The lack of depth at defensive end 
could complicate matters if injuries occur. There’s a glar- 
ing concern at quarterback and finding playmakers at wide 
receiver for an offense that was one of the nation’s worst 
last season. 


OFFENSE 

Kent State’s one-dimensional offense from last sea- 
son never recovered after losing leading running back 
Trayion Durham to a season-ending foot injury before 
the season. Kent State finished 122nd nationally in 
rushing, averaging 81.8 yards per game. 

Kent State’s running game should be in better 
shape with the punishing Durham and Nick Holley, 
plus rising sophomore Miles Hibbler. New coordina- 
tor Don Treadwell brings experience and a fresh per- 
spective, though his job is daunting. 

The passing game is a big question mark, and not 
just because junior Colin Reardon and sophomore 
Nathan Strock are locked in a battle to be the starting 
quarterback. The Flashes also lost their top two pass 
catchers from last season. 

Junior Ernest Calhoun, who caught 33 passes for 
319 yards last season, is the leading returner. 

The line is bolstered by the return of senior 
Anthony Pruitt, who sat out last season. Left tackle 
Reno Reda and left guard Alex Nielsen are building 
blocks for what could be a solid, and deep, unit. 


DEFENSE 

Another year of development and seasoning is the 
recipe for improvement for a defense that finished 
107th in the country against the run last season. The 
Golden Flashes have played a number of freshmen 
and sophomores in the first two years of coach Paul 
Haynes’ tenure. 

Defensive tackle Chris Fairchild sat out last season 
because of grades, but his return immediately gives 
Kent State’s defense a play-making force against the 
run. Haynes is pinning his hopes on Nate Terhune, 
Jon Cunningham and Terence Waugh, among others, 
to help the line blossom into a productive group. 

Matt Dellinger, Darius Redmond, Elcee Refuge and 
Marques Moore headline an athletic and instinctive 
group of linebackers that has the potential to be one 
of the best in the conference. 

Safeties Nate Holley and Jordan Italiano are com- 
ing off big seasons. Cornerback Najee Murray, an

Senior Anthony Melchiori deserved team MVP af- 
ter averaging 44.3 yards per punt, placing him 12th 
in the country. Melchiori’s field-goal kicking took a 
tumble, though, as he made just 10 of 18 attempts. 


Kent State’s season hit its share of speed bumps 
last season: Haynes being hospitalized last spring; 
the sudden death of starting center Jason Bitsko in 
fall camp; an influx of injuries on the offensive line; a 
snowstorm canceling the final road game of the sea- 
son at-Buffalo. 

The momentum from an 11-3 record in 2012 under 
Darrell Hazel is nearly gone. The Golden Flashes 
are dangerously slipping back toward their 12-year 
run from 1989-2000 when they won just 16 games. 
Haynes must deal with a difficult non-conference slate 
of games against Illinois, Minnesota and Marshall. 
An improved offense and better health might be the 
tonic to help the Golden Flashes make a winning run 
through a relatively easy conference slate.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The influx of talented transfers, 
especially on defense, is a positive sign for a program com- 
ing off a five-win season. The defense has the potential to be 
the best in the conference, keeping the scores down until the 
offense works through some early-season kinks. The offen- 
sive line is filled with experienced players. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: There's some instability at quarter- 
back and wide receiver. Although a senior, Pohl is not a lock 
to start at quarterback. The Zips don't have game-changing 
receivers. 


OFFENSE 

The offense was supposed to be stable enough 
to carry the Zips to a strong finish in 2014. Instead, 
quarterback Kyle Pohl battled with injuries midway 
through the season, the running game faltered and 
the Zips averaged just 22.6 points per game. 

Pohl, a senior, is locked in a three-way battle for the 
starting position after completing 54 percent of his 
passes, with nine touchdowns and eight interceptions. 
Sophomore Thomas Woodson and Pittsburgh trans- 
fer Tra’Von Chapman, a dual-threat quarterback, are 
locked with Pohl for the starting spot. 

Conor Hundley returns at running back, where 
Colorado State transfer Donnell Alexander will help 
the position with his size and physical style. Hakeem 
Lawrence's speed nicely complements the power run- 
ning of Hundley and Alexander. 

Andrew Pratt and Fransohn Bickley lead the receiv- 
ing group. Mykel Traylor-Bennett had four receiving 
touchdowns in a reserve role last season. 

In the past, poor line play has hampered the Zips 
offense. This veteran line, with four returning starters, 
has a chance to help the offense take a step forward.

DEFENSE 

Coordinator Chuck Amato has been putting his 
stamp on a rapidly improving unit for the past two 
years. The Zips finished first in the conference in scor- 
ing defense and third in total defense in 2014. 

The front seven is an area of strength and is athletic 
enough to be among the best in the conference once 
again. 

A wave of transfers combined with five returning 
starters could make this Amato's most athletic de- 
fense. Ohio State transfers Se’Von Pittman and Jamal 
Marcus bring athleticism and speed at defensive end. 
Pittman had a solid first season in Akron, while Mar- 
cus earned rave reviews during the spring. 

Linebacker Darryl Monroe, a Washington State 
transfer, and defensive tackle Rodney Coe (via Iowa 
State) should help ease the loss of Justin March and 
Nordly Capi. Linebacker Jatavis Brown led the Zips

The kickoff and punt returns spots 
are wide open, but after finishing 10th and 12th in those 
conference categories, respectively, change is a good 
thing. 


OVERVIEW 

The Zips’ spiral during the second half of the 2014 
season spoiled any momentum gained from Terry 
Bowden’s first two seasons. The Zips lost five of their 
last six following a 4-2 start. An infusion of talented 
transfers brings athleticism and depth to help offset 
key injuries and graduation losses. With the defense 
poised to make more incremental improvement, 
Akron should push back toward a winning record 
while competing in a MAC East that looks down 
again, except for Bowling Green. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


DE Jamal Marcus: After sitting out last season 
following a transfer from Ohio State, Marcus, a former 
four-star recruit, was a big factor during spring prac- 
tice.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: With all-conference candidate 
Frohnapfel back healthy, UMass boasts the MAC's most 
explosive passing offense, and it should keep the team in 
every game. Overall, the team is one of the most experi- 
enced in the conference. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Replacing Jean Sifrin's all-league 
production at tight end won't be easy. Opponents will 
breathe easier now that he’s gone. The defense can't afford 
to allow more than 400 yards per game again. 


OFFENSE 

As expected, Mark Whipple’s return to the pro- 
gram he led to the 1998 Division I-AA national title 
reinvigorated UMass and led it to offensive heights it 
hadn't seen for years. Under his pro-style system, the 
Minutemen averaged 421.1 yards and 27.3 points per 
game last season, up from a scant 281 yards and 11.7 
points in 2013. 

Transfer quarterback Blake Frohnapfel missed the 
end of last season with a leg injury, but he returns 
having thrown for 3,345 yards and 23 touchdowns in 
just 10 games. Frohnapfel will be among the top quar- 
terbacks in the MAC, a league known for its quarter- 
backs. 

Top wideout Tajae Sharpe (85 catches, 1,281 yards, 
seven touchdowns in 2014) returns for his senior year 
and, with Frohnapfel throwing to him, is poised to 
break UMass’ career record for yards and receptions. 
He's already receiving NFL draft buzz. 

Behind Sharpe, veterans Jalen Williams and 
Marken Michel round out a deep receiving corps that 
should help offset the early loss of tight end Jean 
Sifrin to the NFL, 

UMass utilized a running back-by-committee ap- 
proach last year and figures to do so again in 2015. 
Veteran runners Shadrach Abrokwah (578 yards), 
Lorenzo Woodley (415) and Jamal Wilson should split 
carries. 

The offensive line returns all five starters, with key 
contributors Josh Bruns and Lukas Kolter also having 
seen significant time last year. Left tackle Tyrell Smith 
is an All-MAC candidate. 


DEFENSE 

UMass returns the bulk of starters to its 3-4 defense, 
headlined by first-team All-MAC linebacker Jovan 
Santos-Knox, who ranked in the national top five in 
tackles last year with 143.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Creighton has won at every spot 

in his long coaching career. A full offseason with his system 
in place, combined with some much-needed continuity, 

is a step in the right direction. Bell is a dangerous two-way 
threat, and his play should improve after an up-and-down 
freshman season. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The Eagles are battling the 

stigma of being one of the worst FBS programs in the 
country over the last decade. A slow start is something 

to watch. The Eagles lack adequate experience on the offen- 
sive line, and their secondary could be susceptible 

to big plays. 


OFFENSE 

Despite straying from his goal of a 50-50 balance 
between the run and pass in his first year, coach Chris 
Creighton might have the right mixture of experience, 
depth and talent to accomplish that goal this season. 

In 2014, the Eagles ran the ball 459 times and passed 
320 times, but the emergence of talented quarterback 
Reginald Bell Jr. played a factor in the increased em- 
phasis on running. Bell established himself in the final 
six games, finishing as the team’s leading rusher with 
562 yards. 

Bell, a sophomore, showed flashes of his big-play 
ability, both via the run and pass. He threw for 409 
yards and three touchdowns against Ball State, and 
finished with three 100-yard rushing games. 

His running, improved passing and better com- 
mand of the offense allowed him to beat out talented 
four-star recruit Brogan Roback in the spring. 

The Eagles have a surplus of quality running backs 
to take pressure of Bell. Senior Darius Jackson, fresh- 
man Shaq Vann and junior Juwan Lewis all figure to 
take on a more prominent role. 

The absence of a top-tier wide receiver is a problem, 
but a talented group, led by Dustin Creel, Cole Gard- 
ner, Kris Strange and Indiana transfer Kevin Davis, 
might be an adequate solution. 

The fate of the offense, though, could rest largely 
on a dangerously inexperienced offensive line. Three 
key starters have to be replaced, with a heavy burden 
being placed on underclassmen. 


DEFENSE 

The good news is that the Eagles return seven start- 
ers. The bad news is that the Eagles couldn’t stop any- 
body and rarely forced turnovers in 2014. Defensive 
end Pat O’Connor and tackle Jeremiah Harris and 
nose tackle Mike Brown are back, but depth along the 
defensive line is thin.

Senior Great 
Ibe is a solid player, while sophomore Derric Williams 
is a player to watch. The secondary has some poten- 
tial with cornerbacks DaQuan Pace, Ray Tillman and 
safety Jason Beck, though inexperience could be a 
problem. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Kicker Dylan Mulder made the most of limited op- 
portunities, converting on 8 of 12 field goal attempts 
last season. Sophomore Austin Barnes was one of the 
bright spots, averaging 44.6 yards in 22 punts. Fresh- 
man Shaq Vann headlines the kick-return game. 


OVERVIEW 

Creighton is emphasizing the importance of conti- 
nuity in all three phases in hopes that it will translate 
to improved play on the field. The Eagles have a good 
grasp of Creighton’s values and his system, and they 
should benefit from a solid influx of redshirt freshmen 
to help with depth. Eastern Michigan has upgraded 
its talent at quarterback and running back, but the in- 
experience along the offensive line is dangerous for a 
program without a winning season since 1995. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


WR Kevin Davis: After sitting out two of the past 
three seasons, the Indiana transfer is poised to make 
a difference at a position of need for the Eagles. Davis 
(5-11, 186) can help a depleted unit with his speed 
and play-making ability.

West quarterback is located, and 
the answer is a resounding shrug. 

The proven commodities, and not 
coincidentally the MW’s last four MVPs, 
reside in the NFL. Colorado State’s 
Garrett Grayson, the third quarterback 
taken last spring is apprenticing under 
Drew Brees in New Orleans. Fresno 
State’s Derek Carr started as a rookie for 
Oakland. Boise State’s Kellen Moore has 
stuck as a free agent in Detroit.

Boise State, even in a restocking year 
at quarterback, is full of proven talent 
elsewhere, including nearly intact lines 
on both sides of the ball.

“It’s unusual we don’t have a returning 
all-conference quarterback from a year 
before,” said the dean of MW coaches, 
who previously turned another basketball 
school, New Mexico, into a contender.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Broncos return their entire 
offensive line, three starting wide receivers and the starting 
tight end. Four returning receivers combined for 175 of the 
team’s 310 catches last season. The defensive line is loaded 
with talented veterans and all four defensive stars return — 
Correa, Vallejo, Deayon and Thompson. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The two starters lost on offense 
accounted for nearly all of the offense — quarterback Grant 
Hedrick and tailback Jay Ajayi — and the program doesn't 
have an experienced option to replace either. Depth is a 
concern at wide receiver and defensive back, but the starting 
units could be the best in the Mountain West. 


OFFENSE 

Outgoing quarterback Grant Hedrick and tailback 
Jay Ajayi accounted for 89.1 percent of the Broncos’ 
yards and 92.4 percent of their offensive touchdowns 
last year. The Broncos don’t have ready-made replace- 
ments for either. 

Sophomore Ryan Finley, who made one extended ap- 
pearance as the backup last year, led the quarterbacks in 
the spring. Sophomore Jeremy MeNichols is the favorite 
at tailback, but he missed most of spring ball after hernia 
surgery. Good news: The other nine starters return. 

The line features All-Mountain West center Marcus 
Henry and talented left tackle Rees Odhiambo. The 
group has only one proven backup, however. 

It’s a similar story at wide receiver, where the three 
starters return without a proven backup. Senior Shane 
Williams-Rhodes, a 5-6 slot receiver, ranks fifth in 
school history with 170 catches. Junior Chaz Ander- 
son, a converted cornerback, made six catches of at 
least 46 yards last year. And junior Thomas Sperbeck, 
the offensive MVP of the Fiesta Bowl, emerged as the 
Broncos’ next star receiver with a team-high 877 yards. 

A deep tight end corps adds to the passing game. 
Sophomore Jake Roh, who is more receiver than block- 
er right now, led the group with 35 catches last year. 


DEFENSE 

The defensive line returns Mountain West sack 
leader Kamalei Correa at stud end, starting tackle Sam 
McCaskill and starting nose tackle Armand Nance. 
Three seniors who redshirted last year will compete 
for starting spots — end/tackle Tyler Horn, nose tackle 
Justin Taimatuia and tackle Tutulupeatau Mataele. 

The linebacker crew is loaded, too. Junior Tanner 
Vallejo led the team in tackles last season, and junior 
Ben Weaver was tops in 2013. Their backups are se- 
nior Tyler Gray, an excellent coverage linebacker, and 
sophomore Joe Martarano, who emerged as a key con- 
tributor late last season. 

The secondary features seniors Darian Thompson 
(safety) and Donte Deayon (cornerback), who have 
combined for 27 career interceptions.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Aggies are happy to have 
Keeton back — especially following the spring departure of 
Darell Garretson — to work with experienced wide receivers 
and a veteran line, But Utah State will rely heavily on its 
defense, particularly its linebacker corps, to carry it back 
into contention for the Mountain West title. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The health of Keeton, who has 
missed big chunks of three seasons, is always a concern, and 
USU's running game wasn't nearly as impressive in 2014 

as it had been in previous seasons. The defense won't look 
quite as formidable if key players don't come back well from 
serious injuries. Place-kicking is a bit of a concern following 
the graduation of Nick Diaz. 


OFFENSE 

Bad luck for quarterbacks was Utah State’s theme of 
2014, with Chuckie Keeton, Darell Garretson and Craig 
Harrison all being lost to season-ending injuries before 
true freshman Kent Myers took over the final six games. 

Back for a fifth season, Keeton is the starter under 
new coordinator Josh Heupel. But he played in only 
three games last season while trying to come back 
from ACL surgery the year before. 

Garretson, who took over in 2013 when Keeton went 
down and was USU’s leading passer last season before 
breaking his wrist in mid-October, decided to transfer. 
That leaves a backup battle between Myers (who briefly 
experimented with playing wide receiver in the spring), 
Oregon transfer Damion Hobbs, redshirt freshman DJ 
Nelson and incoming freshman Cade Smith. 

Utah State’s line boasts five returning starters, and ex- 
perienced wide receivers are plentiful, including seniors 
Hunter Sharp, JoJo Natson, Devonte Robinson and Bran- 
don Swindall, who is coming back from a torn Achilles’. 

Sophomore LaJuan Hunt is the top returning rush- 
er, while senior Rashad Hall, sophomore Tonny Lind- 


sey and junior college transfer Devante Mays should 
all be in the backfield mix. 


DEFENSE 

New coordinator Kevin Clune is a former USU line- 
backers coach who spent one season as the coordina- 
tor at Hawaii, so the Aggies’ defensive look should 
stay about the same in 2015. 

Of course, Mountain West Defensive Player of the Year 
Zach Vigil is gone, but his little brother, Nick, was a first- 
team all-conference selection last year as a sophomore. 

The Aggies are deep at linebacker, which is good 
considering Nick Vigil’s hamstring issues, senior Ky- 
ler Fackrell’s recovery from ACL surgery and LT Fili- 
aga’s torn Achilles’. 

But senior Torrey Green was one of the best play- 
ers on the field during a spring that was dominated by 
the Utah State defense, and the Aggies also have lots

The Aggies are looking for a new place-kicker and 
a new punter following the graduations of Nick Diaz 
and Jaron Bentrude. Junior Jake Thompson is a strong 
kickoff specialist, but he missed all four of his field goal 
attempts last season, leaving the door open for junior 
Brock Warren. Thompson can also punt, but freshman 
Aaron Dalton likely secured the starting position with 
an impressive performance in the spring game. 

JoJo Natson, with four career TD returns, is always 
dangerous on punt returns, but there’s lots of room for 
the Aggies to improve on kickoff returns. 


OVERVIEW 

It won't be easy overtaking formidable Boise State 
and returning to the Mountain West Championship 
Game for the second time in three years, but coach 
Matt Wells will have the Aggies in contention in the 
Mountain Division.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The nun-first Aztecs are extremely 
deep at tailback, led by Pumphrey, which means they can 
control the clock in virtually every game, Smith could be a 
strong and steady influence. SDSU also figures to be stingy 
against the pass, with five returning DBs in Long’s 3-3-5 
attack. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; Though Smith was a starter in the 
SEC as a freshman, he was limited by injuries for the rest of 
his Wildcats career. He’s not very mobile — a concern, given 
the inexperience at offensive line. The receivers have to 
mature and play better. There are holes to fill at linebacker. 


OFFENSE 

Thanks to the slashing, big-play running of junior 
Donnel Pumphrey, San Diego State’s pro-style of- 
fense will keep its run-first mentality while hoping 
that graduate transfer quarterback Maxwell Smith can 
provide steady, mistake-free play. 

Pumphrey was one of the best runners in the nation 
last year, ranking fourth in yards with 1,867, setting the 
single-season rushing record at SDSU. He posted 10 
100-yard games. 

Smith returned to his native Southern California in 
the spring, hoping to get a shot at starting after his 
promising career at Kentucky was derailed by injuries. 
He then won the job in spring camp because he’s taller 
and more accurate than SDSU’s other prospects. 

The young receiving group is a work in progress, 
with head coach Rocky Long expressing dismay that 
they didn’t improve in 2014. With returners Lloyd 
Mills and Eric Judge hampered by injuries, others will 
get their chance to step up. True sophomore Mikah 
Holder showed considerable potential in the spring. 

The line, which blocked so marvelously for Pum- 
phrey in ‘14, also is a concern. After the disciplinary 
dismissal of center Lenicio Noble, the Aztecs will have 
newcomers at center and left tackle. 


DEFENSE 

Long’s 3-3-5 defense ranked first in total defense 
in the Mountain West last season and was especially 
strong against the pass. The Aztecs could be just as 
strong this year, though to do so they will have to al- 
lay some depth concerns among the front six while 
the young defensive backs from a year ago continue 
to excel. 

SDSU has four experienced players at corner, in- 
cluding strong cover men in J.J. Whittaker and Da- 
montae Kazee. The three safeties — Na’im McGee, 
Trey Lomax and Malik Smith — are excellent at run 
support. 

Linebacker was SDSU’s obvious strength in 2014, 
but three starters have graduated, leaving only the

breakout star of the season — true sophomore Calvin 
Munson — to return with significant playing time. 

There are three key returners at defensive line — 
end Jon Sanchez, defensive tackle Christian Heyward 
and Alex Barrett, who is shifting from starting nose 
tackle. There is no one with much experience behind 
them. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Donny Hageman returns after being the reliable 
kicker the Aztecs were looking for; he converted 20 
of 25 field goal attempts last season. Tanner Blain, 
a JC transfer, is the new punter. Mills was second in 
the league in punt return average, and Rashaad Penny 
claimed the same ranking as a kick returner. 


OVERVIEW 

The Aztecs have played in five consecutive bowl 
games, but can boast only one Mountain West title in 
that time. Long takes pride in a blue-collar approach, 
but SDSU wasn’t tough enough late in games last 
season. That needs to improve. With a formidable de- 
fense and Pumphrey’s star qualities, if SDSU can get 
more reliable play at quarterback, it should contend 
for the conference championship.

WR Desean Holmes: He originally committed to 
USC, and held offers from many major programs, 
including Nebraska and Oklahoma from outside the 
West.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Rams have an embarrassment 
of riches in receiving talent, headlined by Higgins. The 
talent includes 1,000-plus yards from others wideouts, plus 
standout tight ends Kivon Cartwright and Steven Walker. 
Despite the loss of RB Dee Hart, the position looked three- 
deep in spring ball with Purdue transfer Dalyn Dawkins 
being a revelation. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: MW Offensive Player of the Year 
Garrett Grayson and his 4,006 passing yards will not be 
duplicated. There is also no replacing his intangibles. The 
defense has some work ahead to catch up with defensive 
heavyweights Boise State and Utah State in the Mountain 
Division. 


OFFENSE 


Coach Jim McElwain’s exit to Florida put a damper 
on a feel-good season, but the sun rose again in time 
for spring with former Georgia offensive coordinator 
Mike Bobo now in charge. 

Bobo had no problem identifying The Franchise. 
Rashard Higgins led the nation in receiving yards 
(4,750), receiving yards per game (145.8) and receiving 
touchdowns (17) as a sophomore, a year shy of NFL 
draft eligibility. 

Before he formally met the team and public, Bobo 
phoned Higgins to introduce himself. But that was the 
end of special treatment. Bobo vowed to push Higgins 
harder than anyone on the roster. 

It’s unrealistic, though, to expect another 4,000 
yards passing, as Colorado State got last season from 
Garrett Grayson, a third-round NFL draft pick. 

At the end of the spring, third-year sophomore Nick 
Stevens held a presumed lead over freshman Coleman 
Key at quarterback, although Bobo planned to let the 
competition continue in the fall. Stevens seemed to 
have a good grasp of the offense, but Key has good 
stature and physical skills. 

A deep stable of running backs will help, although 
the unit is looking for a standout. Treyous Jarrells is 
the top returning rusher — with 450 yards last season 
— after transferring from junior college. 


DEFENSE 

The new buzzword adopted by Bobo and the entire 
defense is “violent,” to summarize the unit’s mindset 
on the field. 

“That’s what he wants,” fourth-year starting safety 
Trent Matthews said. “That's the little things that we 
need to go from being good to great.” 

Bobo only needs to point to all three of CSU’s losses 
last season — Boise State, Utah and Air Force — as ex- 
amples of the Rams getting manhandled. 

New for this season is a return to the 4-3 front. Bobo 
doesn’t buy into adapting a 3-4 as an answer to alle- 
viating the shortage of quality down linemen at the

Mountain West level. The Rams have three returning 
starters up front, plus SteveO Michel moves to end 
after playing outside linebacker. 

The hub of this defense is senior Cory James (6.5 
sacks), who will be stationed at inside and outside 
linebacker. Defensive tackle Terry Jackson had 5.5 
tackles for loss last season. 

Free safety Kevin Pierre-Louis is the team’s top 
returning tackler (85 a year ago). 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

The Rams will miss kicker Jared Roberts, who de- 
livered two walk-off field goals in his career. Punter 
Hayden Hunt returns with his 43.8-yard average, good 
for second in the league. The return game is intact. 


OVERVIEW 

Sonny Lubick was able to grow the 1994 breakout 
year into a decade of WAC/MW dominance. We'll 
never know if McElwain could have accomplished the 
same with a breakout season 20 years later. The per- 
sonable Bobo has done and said all the right things to 
win friends in the community and, more significantly, 
earn respect from his players. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


RB Dalyn Dawkins: The sophomore transfer from 
Purdue packs a surprising punch at 5-9, 180, and he 
made a strong claim this spring to be the featured 
back.

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; Unless one of three quarterback 
candidates can perform beyond his years, the offensive 
struggles from last season likely will persist, It’s also 
unclear how the Bulldogs will get better on defense after 
losing two key players to the NFL Draft (NG Tyeler Davison 
and S Derron Smith). And if Ederaine doesn't make a full 
recovery, the defense will be hurting. 


OFFENSE 

Fresno State didn’t come close this spring to stabi- 
lizing its shaky quarterback situation from last season. 

The abrupt offseason departure of last year’s starter, 
Brian Burrell, left sophomore Zack Greenlee as the 
most experienced signal-caller, despite playing in 
only three games. Greenlee was slightly ahead of red- 
shirt freshman Kilton Anderson after spring. Incom- 
ing freshman Chason Virgil will get a chance, too. 

There are plenty of questions throughout the rest of 
the offense, too. 

Marteze Waller is the only experienced option at 
running back after rushing for 1,368 yards in 2014, 
third-best in the Mountain West. But with Fresno 
State utilizing a spread system, it remains unclear how 
much the Bulldogs will turn to their dynamic back. 

Senior Aaron Peck heads a group of youthful receiv- 
ers. But Peck also has yet to show consistency. Sopho- 
more Delvon Hardaway, recovering from a partial 
ACL tear, isn’t expected to return until late September. 

The Bulldogs do have budding star tight end Chad 
Olsen, who earned some Freshman All-American 
recognition. Olsen’ caught 13 passes for 150 yards 
and four touchdowns. 

Fresno State’s offensive line will work in new start- 
ers at both guard spots. 


DEFENSE 

What's happened to the stout defenses that Tim 
DeRuyter’s teams used to field? The Bulldogs’ defense 
has trended the wrong way through three seasons 
since the former Texas A&M defensive coordinator 
was hired as the Bulldogs’ head coach, 

At the center of Fresno State’s troubles has been 
porous cornerback play that has allowed opponents to 
throw over coverage. 

Coordinator Nick Toth hopes that keeping defen- 
sive back Charles Washington at cornerback will 
solidify the situation. 

The opposite corner spot still needs to be addressed,

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Fullbacks Shayne Davern and D.J. 
Johnson each ran for eight touchdowns last season, help- 
ing pave the path for 1,054-yard rusher Jacobi Owens. The 
fullbacks helped Air Force run for 32 touchdowns on 60 trips 
inside the red zone, the highest percentage in the nation for 
teams with at least 50 red-zone trips. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The defensive turnaround was 
drastic, as Air Force went from 40 points allowed per game 
in 2013 to 24.2 last year. That’s all good, but the loss of 
several key cogs and a year for opponents to figure out the 
defense could lead to regression. 


OFFENSE 

Playing wide receiver for Air Force used to mean a 
lot of edge blocking and a few opportunities for catch- 
es on gadget plays. 

Jalen Robinette showed that spot now can earn 
a player All-Mountain West recognition. 

Robinette caught 43 passes for 806 yards and four 
touchdowns as a sophomore last season, picking up hon- 
orable mention all-conference honors. Garrett Brown 
wasn’t far behind with 36 catches for 535 yards and six 
scores, and tight end Garrett Griffin caught 16 passes for 
a team-high 19.2 yards per catch and four touchdowns. 

Mike Thiessen, in his first year as the lone offensive 
coordinator after previously sharing the role, designed 
an attack that involved multiple pass catchers while 
maintaining a run-first mentality that allowed Jacobi 
Owens to run for 1,054 yards in 10 games. Meanwhile, 
fullbacks Shayne Davern and D.J. Johnson combined 
for 16 touchdowns. They’re all back. 

Quarterback Kale Pearson was brilliant, but he’s 
gone. Nate Romine took the reins for the Colorado 
State game, leading the underdog Falcons to a 27-24 
victory. Romine has six career starts. 

The offensive line will require some jostling, but 
most of those expected to start have experience. 


DEFENSE 

Under the solo direction of coordinator Steve Russ 
for the first time, the Falcons employed an aggres- 
sive style. The team blitzed frequently, cornerbacks 
jammed receivers, and coaches obsessively preached 
about turnovers. In short, they made it a point to force 
the action as opposed to reacting to it. 

Air Force will continue that style, but gone are line- 
backer Jordan Pierce, two players from the interior 
line and three in the secondary. 

Good news is that All-Mountain West safety Weston 
Steelhammer, who picked off six passes, returns, as 
does four-year starting defensive end Alex Hansen 
and linebacker Connor Healy. 

The story out of the spring wasn’t the familiar 
names, but new players aiming to overtake them. 
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MW record: 5-3 (4th, Mountain) 


JACOBI OWENS

Backups like linebackers Haji Dunn and Claude Alex- 
ander, lineman Santo Coppola and outside linebacker 
Jacob Onyechi each challenged established starters. 

At cornerback, Jesse Washington and Kalon Baker 
have the confidence and experience to step in as first- 
time starters, and free safety Hayes Linn has been 
a longtime backup. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Drew Oehrle will be asked to replace Will Conant, 
the most accurate kicker in Air Force history. Conant 
also punted as a senior, with Brett Dunn in line to take 
that role. Air Force hasn’t returned a touchdown since 
2009, but sophomore Tyler Williams could be the so- 
lution. Williams, a converted quarterback with shifty 
moves and quick feet, suited up a few times as a fresh- 
man, but scarcely played. 


OVERVIEW 

Air Force jumped from 10 losses to 10 wins by apply- 
ing pressure defensively, diversifying its offense and 
remaining healthy. Now, it’s hoping to build on that 
through experience and internal competition. “Good to 
great,” is the mantra, but getting there will require just as 
many strides as were required for the initial turnaround. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


QB Ryan Brand: It's unlikely he can work his way 
up the depth chart as a true freshman, but, by all 
accounts, he’s got a shot. Brand, a 5-10, 185-pound 


dual-threat from Detroit, earned an invitation to the 
Elite 11 football camp and wowed ESPN's Trent Dilfer. 
Air Force coaches speak highly of his physical gifts 
and intangibles.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Ervin gives the offense a home 

run threat (three touchdowns of 75-plus yards in 2014) 

and Winston is a chain mover at receiver. Defensively, the 
secondary was tops in the conference last year and could be 
even better thanks to Pruitt, Wallace and McKnight. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The offense lacks an identity and 
has to solve myriad red zone woes. The defense couldn't 
keep anybody from running the ball last year and returns 
only one player in the front seven who started more than 
seven games (Tago). 


OFFENSE 

San Jose State’s quarterback competition was re- 
opened after Joe Gray lacked consistency during his 
junior year. He’s battling juniors Malik Watson and 
Kenny Potter, a pair of junior college transfers, but his 
seven career starts could give him the leg up. 

The key will be finding somebody who can put the 
ball in the end zone. The Spartans were last in the 
Mountain West in scoring at 19.3 points per game 
despite averaging a respectable 394.5 yards per game. 
Scoring just 17 touchdowns on 39 red zone trips was 
the biggest issue. 

Senior running back Tyler Ervin is a playmaking 
utility man who could also play some slot receiver, 
and junior wide receiver Tyler Winston is a true No. 1 
threat. San Jose State will need more — particularly 
another home run threat at receiver — to improve 
significantly. 

The line should improve with four returning start- 
ers, led by senior Wes Schweitzer. But Evan Sarver 
might not hold onto his right tackle spot, and the 
post-spring projection is four sophomore starters, two 
of which combined for 22 starts last year. 

New offensive coordinator Al Borges won't change 
the schemes much, but entering his 28th year as a 
Division I offensive coordinator, the 59-year-old 
brings experience and a demanding presence. 


DEFENSE 

The Spartans’ defense jumped from No. 103 nation- 
ally in 2013 to No. 32 last year, paced primarily by a 
secondary that allowed only 117.8 passing yards per 
game. San Jose State was near the bottom of the coun- 
try in rushing defense, but overall the defense kept the 
team in games. 

Cornerbacks Cleveland Wallace III (14 passes de- 
fended) and Jimmy Pruitt (seven defended) give the 
Spartans the top cornerback duo in the Mountain 
West; sophomore safety Maurice McKnight is a hard 
hitter and keen tackler. 

Junior linebacker Christian Tago is the top returning

tackler (96) and the defense welcomes back Jared Leaf, 
who missed all of last year after surviving second- and 
third-degree burns suffered in an apartment frre. 

Senior Tony Popovich is the leader on the defensive 
line but he needs to stay healthy. He’s missed seven 
games over the past two years to injury and didn’t par- 
ticipate in spring ball. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Kicker Austin Lopez had a rough junior season 
(12 of 24 on field goal attempts). He’s San Jose State’s 
leader with 51 career field goals, which includes 
25 consecutive makes to start his career, so there is 
reason to think he can rebound. Punter Michael Car- 
rizosa averaged just 37.1 yards per attempt as a fresh- 
man and will have to hold off incoming true freshman 
Bryce Crawford. 


OVERVIEW 

The Spartans lost their final six games last year to 
continue a two-year regression under third-year coach 
Ron Caragher, who blamed many of the problems on 
his offense’s inexperience. He won't have that excuse 
this year, so improvement is expected. The postseason 
seems like a stretch, but the team has to show progress. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


WR Justin Holmes: He played as well as any at 
his position last fall camp, but a concussion slowed 
him before the staff decided a redshirt was the best 
course of action. The former three-star recruit from 
Roseville, Calif., boasts the best size of any Spartan 
receiver (6-2, 214).

POTENTIAL STRENGTHS: The running back tandem of Wick 
and Hill is one of the most potent in the Mountain West, and 
Coffman adds an experienced element to the mix.

At the end of 
spring drills, four redshirt freshmen topped the depth chart. 
Wacha is the Cowboys’ lone returning starter at linebacker. 
Yes, Wyoming's back seven will need to grow quickly. 


OFFENSE 

The Cowboys will start a new quarterback, but one 
with experience at the FBS level. 

Senior Cameron Coffman ranked second in the Big 
Ten with 2,734 passing yards in 2012 as a sophomore at 
Indiana. He lost his starting job the next season and sat 
out at Wyoming in 2014 to satisfy NCAA transfer rules. 

He'll be relied on to boost an offense that ranked 
107th nationally at 21.1 points per game last season. 

The Cowboys have proven running backs in senior 
Shaun Wick and sophomore Brian Hill. Wick carried 
for at least 97 yards in five of Wyoming's first seven 
games, but suffered a broken hand in the eighth game, 
sidelining him for three games. 

Hill rushed for 121 yards against Colorado State in that 
eighth week and later amassed 281 rushing yards at Fres- 
no State. Wick finished with 753 yards and six touchdowns 
for the year, while Hill had 796 yards and seven TDs. 

Wyoming's top two receivers, Dominic Rufran and 
Jalen Claiborne, graduated. 


DEFENSE 

The biggest question is Wyoming’s back seven. 
That means Eddie Yarbrough will be all the more vital 
to the Cowboys’ success. 

The two-time all-conference defensive end will 
anchor a seasoned line. Yarbrough ranked second 
among Mountain West linemen in tackles last season 
with 63. He finished with 10.5 tackles for loss, includ- 
ing a team-high four sacks. 

Junior defensive tackle Uso Olive and senior de- 
fensive end Siaosi Hala’api’api both made at least 20 
tackles last season. 

Behind them will be some uncertainty. 

Only junior Lucas Wacha boasts starting experi- 
ence at linebacker. He ranked fifth on the team with 
52 tackles a year ago. 

Junior Eric Nzeocha moved from offense to line- 
backer. He is expected to start alongside Tim Kamana, 
who made 44 tackles at free safety last season. Junior 
Will Tutein was moved from safety to linebacker to 
add depth.

Junior Ethan Wood ranked sixth in the Mountain 
West at 41.4 yards per punt last season and he im- 
proved his accuracy in the offseason. Junior kicker 
Justin Martin redshirted a year ago after holding kick- 
off duties during his first two years with the Cowboys. 
He'll compete with a couple of true freshmen. 

Wyoming tried a number of kickoff and punt return 
combinations during the spring, including running 
backs Wick and Hill. 


OVERVIEW 

Wyoming has reached just three bowl games in the 
past 22 years, with the last coming in 2011. To become 
bowl-eligible again, they'll need to get their inexperi- 
enced defense up to speed quickly, and Cameron Coff- 
man will need to be efficient. Without much depth, 
there is little margin for error. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


SS Chavez Pownell Jr.: The redshirt freshman 
made an interception in the Cowboys’ spring game, fol- 
lowed by a huge hit that got him ejected for targeting. 
Replays showed the hit was clean. Secondary coach 
Curt Mallory says: “I think he’s got some explosion.”

Senior Jhurell Pressley rushed for 1,083 yards on 114 
carries, including 12 touchdowns, last season. Junior 
Teriyon Gipson had 809 yards and eight touchdowns 
on 150 carries. 

The third runner of note is sophomore quarterback 
Lamar Jordan, who had 612 yards and three touch- 
downs on 120 carries. Jordan was 59 of 112 through the 
air last year for 895 yards. He threw for six touchdowns 
with five interceptions. 

But Jordan’s not a lock for the starting spot. Junior 
Austin Apodaca, a transfer from Mesa Community 
College in Arizona, pushed him all spring and will 
continue to do so this fall. 

The Lobos have far less experience at wide receiver, 
as no starters return. Senior tight end Reece White 
caught eight passes for 124 yards and a touchdown 
last year, making him the top-producing returnee. 

New Mexico will have plenty of experience back 
on the offensive line. Junior center Garrett Adcock, 
senior left guard Eden Mahina and junior left tackle 
Reno Henderson all return as starters. Upperclassmen 
will start on the right side of the line as well. 


DEFENSE 

The Lobos were particularly vulnerable to the pass 
last year, giving up 2,995 yards and 18 touchdowns. To 
alleviate that, New Mexico will go with five defensive 
backs on most plays. 

Of the five projected starters, only one was a full- 
time starter last season. Senior cornerback Cranston 
Jones led the team with three interceptions, while 
adding four passes break-ups and 27 tackles. 

Junior cornerback Isaiah Brown and junior strong 
safety Ryan Santos have some experience. Sophomore 
safety Ricky Bennett and junior free safety Daniel 
Henry redshirted last year. 

The Lobos should be strong at linebacker, where 
three starters return. The big name is junior Dakota 
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CARLOS WIGGINS

Cox, who injured his knee in the ninth game of last 
season, yet still led the team with 116 tackles. Sopho- 
more Kimmie Carson (62 tackles) and junior Donnie 
White (20 tackles) will flank Cox. 

Another key returnee working his way back from 
injury is senior nose tackle Cole Juarez, who started 
just six games last season. Junior defensive end Nik 
D’Avanzo returns after leading New Mexico with sev- 
en tackles for loss and 4.5 sacks last season. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior Zack Rogers was responsible for kicking and 
punting last season. He was more effective at the lat- 
ter and will only be responsible for punting in 2015. 
Sophomore Jason Sanders will take over as the kick- 
er, Senior receiver Carlos Wiggins will handle kick 
returns; he had a touchdown in that role last year. 


OVERVIEW 

The Lobos look strong on the ground again, but 
they will need to improve the passing game to be a 
more balanced team. While the defense has plenty of 
experience, it remains to be seen if it will be enough to 
finally get New Mexico back above .500. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


QB Austin Apodaca: A transfer from Mesa (Ariz.) 
Community College, the 6-3 Apodaca is a serious chal- 
lenger to Lamar Jordan for the starting job. Apodaca 
threw for 2,534 yards at Mesa last season after having 
previously attended Washington State as a freshman.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The defensive front seven could end 
up being an all-senior group, giving Nevada an experienced 
backbone, The linebackers are especially experienced and 
Nevada has proven pass-rushers on the line. Offensively, 
Jackson and Butler had great spring camps at running back. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Nevada's starting offensive line is 
a young group that will have to develop quickly. The team's 
returning secondary has a combined eight career starts and 
has a lot to prove. 


OFFENSE 

The big question facing the Wolf Pack is, “Who 
replaces quarterback Cody Fajardo?” 

Junior Tyler Stewart, sophomore Dante Mayes and 
freshman Hunter Fralick are in a three-way battle to 
replace Fajardo, a four-year starter and one of two 
quarterbacks in FBS history with 9,000 passing yards 
and 3,000 rushing yards. Polian did not tip his hand on 
the starter coming out of spring camp. 

Whoever wins the job will have some nice weapons. 

Nevada returns its top two rushers — Don Jackson 
(957 yards, seven touchdowns) and James Butler (635 
yards, five TDs). Butler came on strong toward the end 
of his true freshman campaign and had an impres- 
sive spring camp, leading to prognostications that he 
could be in line for a breakout season. 

The Wolf Pack also returns two of its three start- 
ing receivers. The 6-foot-5 Hasaan Henderson had 45 
catches for 579 yards and four touchdowns last season. 
Slot receiver Jerico Richardson made 56 catches. And 
tight end Jarred Gipson eared second-team all-con- 
ference honors. 

The offensive line is another story. 

The front wall is expected to start four sophomores 
and four players who came to Nevada as walk-ons 
(although three have been put on scholarship). 


DEFENSE 

Five of the front seven starters return, and the Wolf 
Pack feels confident that its defensive line is one of the 
best in the MW. Defensive ends Ian Seau (8.5 sacks, 
10.5 TFLs) and Lenny Jones (five sacks, 8.5 TFLs), 
and defensive tackle Rykeem Yates (10.5 TFL), form 
a strong trio. 

They'll be joined by UCLA transfer Kevin McReyn- 
olds, a 300-pound nose guard who will be in the mix as 
an immediately eligible graduate transfer. 

At linebacker, Jordan Dobrich, Matthew Lyons and 
Bryan Lane Jr. have combined for 56 career starts.

Kick returner Elijah Mitchell is back after averaging

OFFENSE 

Returning starter Blake Decker all but won the quar- 
terback job with a strong final week of spring practice. 
He was sensational in the spring game, completing all 
five passes for 166 yards and three touchdowns. 

Decker has always had talent, but his decision-mak- 
ing, along with a suspect offensive line that forced him 
to scramble last season, resulted in 18 interceptions. 
Under UNLV’s new coaching staff, he worked on get- 
ting rid of the ball quicker, and he clearly picked up 
the offense as spring went along. 

But Decker again will play behind a questionable 
line, one that lost three starters from last season. So 
expect the Rebels to max protect, leaving not only a 
running back, but also a fullback in to block, while also 
making use of a tight end. 

If he can get the ball out on time, Decker has one 
of the Mountain West's best 1-2 receiving combos in 
Devonte Boyd and Kendal Keys. Boyd was the confer- 
ence Freshman of the Year after catching 65 passes for 
980 yards and four touchdowns. Keys, who originally 
signed with Boise State, has shown glimpses of why 
the Broncos were interested in him. 

Keith Whitely emerged atop the depth chart at run- 
ning back following spring, but freshmen Lexington 
Thomas and Xzaviar Campbell will be given every 
opportunity to contribute. 


DEFENSE 

The Rebels haven’t played good defense since John 
Robinson coached the team in the early 2000s. New 
coach Tony Sanchez said the Rebels will have to take 
chances, ordering up a blitz to try to make a play. It’s 
risky putting the cornerbacks in single coverage, but 
Sanchez believes he has little choice. 

Not that there isn’t talent. Every linebacker returns, 
including Tau Lotulelei, who led the team with 99 
tackles last season, including 10.5 for loss.

An intriguing weapon is wideout Keelan Ewaliko, 
who averaged 14.6 yards per touch last season. He was 
valuable on go-routes and fly sweeps. 

Ben Clarke is the Warriors’ best blind-side tackle 
and center. If Leo Koloamatangi steps up asa left tack- 
le, then Clarke can return to center, where he played as 
a freshman and sophomore. 


DEFENSE 

During spring ball, offensive linemen had difficulty 
figuring out where nose tackle Penitito Faalologo 
would attack.

USC: USC capitalized on the ability to sign a full class with a 
bang. The 26 commits helped propel Steve Sarkisian’s Trojans to 
the No. 2 recruiting class in the nation, just behind Alabama. Not 
only did the Trojans snag up many of the So Cal elite, they also 
signed star power from four additional states including Florida, 
Georgia, Texas and Utah. USC signed four linebackers ranked in 
the top 200 of the 247Sports Composite in Osa Masina, Porter 
Gustin, John Houston Jr. and Cameron Smith. 


UCLA: The battle for L.A. rages on the recruiting trail in addition 

to the field. While the Trojans won in recruiting, the Bruins continue 
to win on the field. This class was highlighted by the much-needed 
addition of five-star, and the nation’s No, 1 quarterback, Josh 
Rosen. Like USC, UCLA was able to recruit nationally, signing play- 
ers from at least seven different states. A strong finish pushed UCLA 
up to the No. 12 class nationally in the 247Sports team rankings. 


OREGON: Mark Helfrich and company signed a slightly smaller 
Class in 2015 with 22 total commits. But once again, Oregon 
loaded up on speed and playmakers, signing an elite class of 
all-purpose backs. The Ducks loaded up along the lines with five 
defensive linemen, highlighted by five-star Canton Kaumatule. 
They also loaded up offensively with five offensive linemen 
commits, led by 247Sports' four-star Brady Aiello. 


ARIZONA STATE: ASU continues to climb up the rankings 
each year and this year it jumped to No. 20 nationally with its 

23 commits. Four-star quarterback Brady White is going to inherit 
a loaded squad when he takes over under offensive coordinator 
Mike Norvell. Four-star playmakers Stanley Norman and Jaason 
Lewis could help White flourish at ASU, while top-rated JUCO 
inside linebacker Davon Durant could make an immediate impact 
for the Sun Devils. 


STANFORD: Stanford checked in at No. 5 despite not signing 

a quarterback in this class. They did however add an elite wide- 
out in Hart (Calif.) four-star Trent Irwin. Irwin broke records and 
impressed at every camp setting along the way. The Cardinal also 
made an impact with three 247Sports four-stars at cornerback in 
Frank Buncom, Justin Reid and Quenton Meeks. 


WASHINGTON: Despite checking in at No. 6, first-year 

head coach Chris Petersen did his best to lock down the state. 
Washington signed six of the state's top players, including the top 
three in defensive end Benning Potoae, athlete Austin Joyner and 
Offensive tackle Henry Roberts. Record-setting four-star quarter- 
back Jake Browning is the No. 71 overall player in the 247Sports 
Composite and an ideal fit for a Petersen-led offense at Washington.

PAC-12 RECRUITING 


CALIFORNIA: There is no question Sonny Dykes will continue 
his air-raid offensive assault and he got a significant boost with 
the addition of 247Sports Composite four-star wide receivers 
Carlos Strickland and Jaylinn Hawkins. Getting the ball to those 
elite playmakers will be quarterback Ross Bowers’ job. What's 
even more impressive is the Golden Bears’ national recruiting 
approach, which includes signing players from at least nine 
different states. 


ARIZONA: Rich Rod loaded up his class early in the process and 
rounded out only a few spots after his season kicked off. The Cats 
were able to hold onto the state’s No. 2 player in offensive tackle 
Keenan Walker. Fellow offensive lineman Cody Creason, a four 
star, will work to hold the line for Arizona in the future. A major 
position of need for the Wildcats was in the secondary, where they 
signed at least seven corners or safeties for help. 


WASHINGTON STATE: Despite being well known for his 
air-raid offense, Mike Leach got defensive. The class was led by 
defensive tackle Thomas Toki, the No. 4 player in the state of 
Washington per the 247Sports Composite. Along with Toki, the 
Cougs solidified their backfield with four big defensive back sign- 
ings in Shalom Luani, Kameron Powell, Hunter Dale and Darrien 
Molton. 


UTAH: The Utes did an impressive job beating out Nebraska 
and Oregon for mammoth offensive lineman Darrin Paulo. In 
fact, Utah signed six offensive linemen in this class to make 
this a deep position. However, they signed seven wide receiv- 
ers, led by Los Angeles Harbor College three-star Cory Butler. 
The Utes signed a quarterback in Chad Hekking with impressive 
measurables at 6-4, 215-pounds.

The Beavers 
didn't ‘load up’ at any one position and instead signed a very 
balanced class for the first-year head coach. 


COLORADO: Headlining this group is in-state offensive lineman 
Tim Lynott, the No. 2 player in the state of Colorado. 247Sports 

is especially high on four-star linebacker Nu'umotu Falo from 
California. If the Buffs are going to turn things around, it's going 
to be on the shoulders of those two to lead the class, which ranks 
No. 68 nationally in the 247Sports team rankings.

NEWCOMER OF THE YEAR: JOSH 
ROSEN 

Josh Rosen was the key for this UCLA class. 
With Brett Hundley now departed for the 
NFL, it’s a clear path to playing time for the 
five-star, who was able to enroll early with 
the Bruins. Drawing comparisons to Troy 
Aikman with his big-arm will raise expecta- 
tions for him. Rosen will walk in as QB1 and 
inherits a loaded stable of talent, including 
record-chasing receiver Jordan Payton. 


TOP SLEEPER: TRENT IRWIN, 
JAY-JAY WILSON, BRADY AIELLO 
Trent Irwin isn’t a sleeper in terms of rank- 
ings but he might get forgotten about being 
at Stanford, until he starts playing. Jay-Jay 
Wilson is a super-gifted, 6-3, 230-pounder 
that could end up being a major impact at 
ASU, Oregon signed offensive lineman Brady 
Aiello, who got a late bump in 247Sports 
rankings, but could end up being a four-year 
starter at Oregon. 


LIKELY TO BE BEST NFL PLAYER: 
IMAN MARSHALL 

Marshall finished the recruiting season 
ranked as the No. 4 overall player in the 
nation, per the 247Sports Composite. At 

a stout 6-1, 190 pounds, Marshall already 
looks the part of an NFL corner. He might 
be one of the most gifted pure-athletes in 
this class and will have a chance to make an 
immediate impact at USC this season. 


NO. 1 SIGNING COUPS: USC, OREGON 
USC assaulted the recruiting world in its 
first year back after three years of recruiting 
sanctions and finished less than one point 
behind No. 1 Alabama. USC signed a slew of 
five-star recruits, including Iman Marhsall, 
Rasheem Green and Osa Masina. While 
Oregon finished No. 3 in the Pac-12, there 
wasn’t a better group of all-purpose backs 
signed than the Ducks. Led by five-star Taj 
Griffin, Oregon also signed four-stars Malik 
Lovette and Kirk Merritt, giving offensive 
coordinator Scott Frost unmatched offensive 
firepower. 


BIGGEST MISSES: ASU, ARIZONA 
ASU and Arizona only signed three of the 
top 10 in-state players combined. Letting 
that talent get out of state could haunt 
both programs. Arizona State also was run- 
ner up for five-star linebackers Osa Masina 
and Porter Gustin, who both signed with 
USC. The one that could sting the most 
might be wide receiver Trent Irwin, who 
decided not to play with high school quar- 
terback teammate Brady White, and instead 
signed with Stanford. 


BEST RECRUITING STAFF: UCLA 

It’s easy to list USC, but that program, to a 
degree, sells itself. With the battle for L.A. 
at an all-time high, Jim Mora has assembled 
an all-star team of recruiters. Despite only 
signing 19 recruits in 2015, the Bruins still 
finished No. 12 in the nation. A huge finish 
including Soso Jamabo, Chris Clark, DeChaun 
Holiday and Josh Wariboko pushed the 
Bruins among the nation’s elite.

With Freeman and junior Thomas Tyner in the backfield, 
the Ducks should lead the Pac-12 in rushing again. Despite 
losing Arik Armstead early to the NFL, the defensive front 
seven should be improved with a senior-dominated starting 
lineup and talented young players in the rotation. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; Adams wil! have to learn the 
offense quickly and win over his teammates if he’s going to 
beat out the respected Lockie for the starting job. Replacing 
Hroniss Grasu at center might be as difficult as replacing 
Mariota behind center. The secondary will be loaded with 
raw freshmen and sophomores, who will have to be ready 
at Michigan State on Sept. 12. 


OFFENSE 

Quarterbacks don’t usually like the “game manag- 
er” label, but that’s exactly what offensive coordinator 
Scott Frost is looking for with so many talented receiv- 
ers and running backs on the roster. Top candidates 
Jeff Lockie and touted Eastern Washington transfer 
Vernon Adams won't have to have Heisman moments 
for the Ducks to win big again. 

Royce Freeman and Thomas Tyner comprise one 
of the nation’s top running back tandems. Frost also 
plans to find some touches for dynamic redshirt fresh- 
man Tony Brooks-James, who was the talk of spring 
practices and moonlighted on the track team. 

At wide receiver, Bralon Addison returns from inju- 
ry to join Byron Marshall and Dwayne Stanford as the 
likely starters. Darren Carrington (facing an NCAA 
suspension) and Devon Allen (recovering from a torn 
ACL) are All-Pac-12 caliber players who could help 
Oregon make a stretch run. 

The offensive line lost left tackle Jake Fisher and cen- 
ter Hroniss Grasu to the NFL, but returning left tackle 
Tyler Johnstone is expected to be back at full strength 
from injury, and sophomore right tackle Tyrell Crosby 
could develop into an all-time Oregon player. 


DEFENSE 

The unit improved throughout the 2014 season, 
including frustrating Jameis Winston during a Rose 
Bowl romp over Florida State, but the lasting image 
of the Ducks was Ohio State’s Ezekiel Elliot gashing 
them during the national championship game. 

Oregon’s front seven should be improved with the 
return of DeForest Buckner and Alex Balducci up 
front and four senior linebackers in the starting line- 
up. Tui Talia, T.J. Daniel, Henry Mondeaux and Austin 
Maloata add some quality depth along the defensive 
line. The strength of the defense is the mix of experi- 
ence and young talent at linebacker. 

Impressive recent recruiting in the secondary will

pay off this fall after the graduation of All-American 
cornerback Ifo Ekpre-Olomu, safety Erick Dargan 
(led Oregon with 95 tackles, seven interceptions) 
and starting cornerback Troy Hill (team-high 18 pass 
break-ups). Cornerbacks Chris Seisay and Arrion 
Springs, and safeties Tyree Robinson and Reggie Dan- 
iels, are penciled in as the starters. 

The wild card is potential two-way star Charles Nel- 
son, who practiced with the defensive backs all spring 
and caught five passes for 144 yards and two touch- 
downs in the spring game. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Place-kickers Matt Wogan (7 of 9 on field goal at- 
tempts) and Aiden Schneider (11 of 12) will continue 
to compete on a weekly basis. The Ducks don’t like to 
punt, but when they do, Ian Wheeler (39.1-yard aver- 
age) is solid. 


OVERVIEW 

Despite Marcus Mariota’s departure to the NFL, the 
Ducks will have a chance to repeat as Pac-12 cham- 
pions. There are some difficult road hurdles to clear 
(at Michigan State, Arizona State and Stanford), but 
South Division favorite USC visits Autzen Stadium

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Kessler is a fifth-year senior and 
expected to be more daring now that he is comfortable 
Tunning Sarkisian’s offense. He will not lack targets. The 
offensive line returns every starter, including two true 
sophomores: Lobendahn and Viane Talamaivao. Cravens 
makes plays all over the field and could lead USC in sacks 
and interceptions. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Does USC have a dependable tail- 
back? There is also a lack of depth at tight end. Jalen Cope- 
Fitzpatrick was the only scholarship tight end in spring 
practice after Bryce Dixon was suspended. Another question 
mark is safety, where freshmen Ykili Ross and Marvell Tell 
might start. 


OFFENSE 


It might be hard to criticize quarterback Cody Kes- 
sler — he did throw 39 touchdown passes, with only 
five interceptions last season — but USC coach Steve 
Sarkisian wants Kessler to be more aggressive. 

That might mean more interceptions, but also more 
big plays, especially in key games. 

Even though USC lost Nelson Agholor, Kessler has 
an explosive go-to receiver in sophomore JuJu Smith. 
Sophomore Steven Mitchell is small but fast and en- 
joyed a strong spring. Kessler is going to have two 
6-4 junior college transfers (Isaac Whitney, De’Quan 
Hampton) if he needs a big target. 

Tailback U. looks like Tailback Who ... at least to 
start the year. Tre Madden is physical and athletic, 
but he sat out last season with a fractured toe. Justin 
Davis could start, but has been inconsistent. The most 
intriguing back is freshman Ronald Jones, who origi- 
nally committed to Oklahoma State. 

The area that is strongest is the offensive line, 
where six players started at least part of last season. 
Max Tuerk will be one of the nation’s top centers. Toa 
Lobendahn started at guard and tackle, making him 
the team’s most versatile lineman. 


DEFENSE 

USC fans were frustrated that coordinator Justin 
Wilcox did not blitz more, as the team squandered 
games late against Boston College, Arizona State and 
Utah. And the Trojans no longer have first-round de- 
fensive lineman Leonard Williams to disrupt offenses. 

But linebacker Su’a Cravens provided plenty of 
highlights last season with his ability to rush the 
quarterback and cover receivers; he could make 
Wilcox more daring with his play-calling. Cravens is 
the defense’s top playmaker and will be a true line- 
backer after also playing safety last season. 

Delvon Simmons and Claude Pelon will try to replace 
Williams — or at least maintain a high quality of play 
along the line.

Cornerback Adoree’ Jackson did not allow a touch- 
down pass until the Holiday Bowl and should get his 
wish to play more offense, as freshman Iman Marshall 
is expected to help out at corner. Senior cornerback 
Kevon Seymour enjoyed a strong spring, too. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Four-year starting place-kicker Andre Heidari is gone, 
and Matt Boermeester is the frontrunner to replace him. 
He and Alex Wood each made 54-yard field goal attempts 
in USC’s spring game. Punter Kris Albarado returns after 
he averaged 41.4 yards per attempt last season.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: ASU returns nine starters from a 
defense that ranked sixth in the Pac-12 in scoring defense 
and 13th nationally in sacks per game. Behind Moeakiola 
and three-year starter Salamo Fiso, Graham thinks this is 
the best group of linebackers he’s had in Tempe. Simone and 
Carrington have all-conference potential. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: ASU lost its best receiver (Jaelen 
Strong) to the NFL and its top deep threat (Cameron Smith) 
to a season-ending knee injury. The Sun Devils will need 
Foster — a running back for most of his ASU career — to 
produce at receiver. Graduate transfer Devin Lucien — who 
played his first three seasons at UCLA — also will need to 
play a big role. 


OFFENSE 

Arizona State has fielded a top 20 scoring offense 
in all three of coach Todd Graham’s seasons. The Sun 
Devils expect a fourth this year. 

It’s not often a team upgrades after losing a three-year 
starter at quarterback, but that might be the case. Senior 
Mike Bercovici takes over for Taylor Kelly, who exhaust- 
ed his eligibility after an injury-plagued senior season. 

With Kelly out, Bercovici started three times last season, 
defeating USC (on a last-second Hail Mary) and Stanford. 
By season's end, he was the fan’s choice, a strong-armed 
quarterback capable of producing miracles. 

The Sun Devils have questions at receiver. They lost 
All-Pae-12 selection Jaelen Strong to the NFL Draft 
and deep threat Cameron Smith to a season-ending 
knee injury. The Sun Devils moved playmaker D.J. 
Foster (163 career catches, mostly as a running back) 
to receiver full time. They also added UCLA graduate 
transfer Devin Lucien, who last season had 29 catches 
for 225 yards and two touchdowns. 

The backfield is diverse and talented. Demario 
Richard (478 rushing yards) emerged late last season 
as ASU’s lead back, rare for a freshman. Sophomore 
Kalen Ballage was the offense’s breakout star of the 
spring and junior college transfer De’Chavon Hayes 
provides a home-run threat. 


After a slow start last season, the Sun Devils re- 
turned to their attacking ways, finishing in the top 15 
in sacks per game for the third season in a row. 

This season, ASU returns nine starters and Graham 
again plans to turn up the heat. Last season, ASU 
coaches counted three plays that kept them from a 
Pac-12 South championship — two long runs at Ore- 
gon State and another long run at Arizona. As a result, 
this season's focus is on eliminating big plays. 

The Sun Devils return all four starting linebackers, 
including spur Viliami Moeakiola, perhaps last season’s 
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D.J. FOSTER

most valuable defensive player. Cornerback Lloyd Car- 
rington and safety Jordan Simone have all-conference 
potential. The defensive line is deep. 

A blow: ASU suspended five-star junior college 
linebacker Davon Durant following his arrest on alle- 
gations of aggravated assault and domestic violence. 
He might not return. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

In March, Graham hired Shawn Slocum — former 
special-teams coordinator for the Green Bay Packers 
— to run ASU’s special units. A change was needed. 
The Sun Devils have struggled on special teams 
throughout Graham’s stay in Tempe. They return 
kicker Zane Gonzalez — a second-team All-Pac-12 
selection — and punter Matt Haack. 


OVERVIEW 

ASU has won 28 games the last three seasons, a 
total that trails only Oregon (36), Stanford (31) and 
UCLA (a9) in the Pac-12. The Sun Devils have posted 
back-to-back 10-win seasons for the first time since 
1973. Yet, Graham is not satisfied. He wants ASU to 
go from conference contenders to national contend- 
ers. The Sun Devils — who open against Texas A&M 
in Houston — have the schedule to contend. They also 
may have the frepower. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


RB De’Chavon Hayes: Nicknamed “Gump” because 
of his Forrest Gump-like speed, Hayes is a big-play 
threat every time he touches the ball. Hayes, a junior 
college transfer, redshirted last season but burned 
ASU's defense during bowl and spring practices.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Arizona can deploy Wright all over 
the defensive front, and he was devastating as a third-down 
pass-rusher last season. The receiving corps should be 
among the best in the nation and will get a further jolt from 
incoming freshmen. The spring provided solid answers to 
the loss of four-year starters at OT — Cal transfer Freddie 
Tagaloa on the left side, versatile Lene Maiava on the right. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Rodriguez hasn't had enough depth 
in his first three seasons, but he'll have to dig deeper to 
survive a grinder of a schedule — 12 games in 12 weeks. The 
secondary loses tough-guy safety Jared Tevis and playmaker 
Tra'Mayne Bondurant, who had a hand in 10 turnovers last 
season. Depth at running back and quarterback is a concern. 


OFFENSE 

Arizona has a trio of skill position players that rank 
among the best in the country. 

Quarterback Anu Solomon is coming off a mostly 
successful debut, leading the nation’s freshmen with 
3,793 passing yards. While his season ended badly — 
he took a sack in the final seconds with no timeouts 
left and Arizona perched near the goal line in a Fiesta 
Bowl loss to Boise State — he generally received high 
marks for decision-making and his cool-cat command. 

He's not the traditional Rich Rodriguez athlete at 
quarterback, but Solomon is working on being at least 
something of a threat in the zone-read offense to keep 
defenses honest. 

Nick Wilson emerged as the primary running back 
as a true freshman, rushing for 1,375 yards and 16 
touchdowns, showing many of the same read-and-react 
skills of his predecessor, All-American Ka’Deem Carey. 
Wilson’s top-end speed is a tick faster than Carey’s, too. 

Rodriguez has a deep collection of receivers in various 
shapes and sizes. None is better than 6-3 junior Cayleb 
Jones, a former five-star recruit who started his career at 
Texas. Jones (73 catches, 1,019 yards, nine TDs) is a threat 
on the outside, while little guys Samajie Grant and Nate 
Phillips, both juniors, could post 50 catches with ease. 


DEFENSE 

Junior linebacker Scooby Wright is coming off one 
of the greatest defensive seasons in school history — 
163 tackles, 29 for loss, 14 sacks, six forced fumbles, 
multiple national awards — but he needs more help. 

Arizona hasn't been able to generate much pass 
rush from its three-man front, although the return of 
defensive end Reggie Gilbert — granted a medical 
redshirt after last season — solidifies the line. Parker 
Zellers was something of a revelation last season as a 
247-pound redshirt freshman walk-on at nose tackle. 
Coaches love his competitiveness and instincts.

the high-motor Wright at linebacker. Derrick Turituri 6-1, 
265) is a big-body answer and is coming off a good spring. 

Senior safety Will Parks becomes the leader of a 
rebuilding secondary. Proven depth is lacking at cor- 
nerback, but sophomore Cam Denson, moving into 
a starting role, has loads of potential. And the con- 
version of receiver Davonte’ Neal to cornerback was 
a positive spring experiment. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Casey Skowron had an eventful junior season, mak- 
ing 20 of 28 field-goal attempts, including a 47-yard 
game-winner against Washington that came a month 
after he missed a 36-yarder that would have beaten 
USC. Senior Drew Riggleman, adding consistency to 
his big leg, averaged 46.1 yards per punt last season. 


OVERVIEW 

Arizona doesn’t have the five-star talent of USC and 
UCLA, but it does all the not-in-the-box-score things 
well: Plays hard, plays fast, wears down the opponents, 
never stops believing. All that helped the Wildcats be 6-2 
in games decided by one possession and win the South 
last season. A repeat is a lot to ask, but it’s easy to see 
that this rising program will keep knocking on the door. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


LT Freddie Tagaloa: The transfer from Cal had to 
sit out last season, but he immediately stepped into 


the starting lineup this spring, replacing four-year 
starter Mickey Baucus. Rich Rodriguez jokes that he 
wants the physically imposing Tagaloa (6-8, 316) to 
be the first guy off the bus on road trips.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Shockingly, the offensive line. The 
fruits of UCLA's recruiting labor are beginning to be realized, 
as the Bruins have legitimate size, strength and depth up 
front. Add in some electric offensive players and a defense 
that has taken leaps in its athleticism in the last few years, 
and UCLA has the raw material to win the Pac-12. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The loss of QB Brett Hundley could 
be mitigated by strides up front, but still, putting the keys 

to a potential top-10 team in the hands of a true freshman is 
always a worry, even if the freshman is Josh Rosen. A bigger 
question mark is who fills the shoes of Eric Kendricks, the 
Bruins’ most reliable defender for four years? 


OFFENSE 

UCLA bids goodbye to one-time Heisman candi- 
date Brett Hundley after three fruitful seasons, but 
with Josh Rosen picking up the reins, there is room 
for optimism. 

Optimism that the learning curve for the true fresh- 
man quarterback will be sped up because of his ad- 
vanced football mind, and optimism because, finally, 
he may stay upright. 

That was always a test for Hundley, who broke the 
century mark in career sacks at UCLA. He was thrust 
from the pocket more than loose change, playing be- 
hind an offensive line that dealt with myriad youth 
and injury issues. That offensive line is now a surpris- 
ingly seasoned lot, led by a steady anchor in center 
Jake Brendel. 

Jim Mora and Co. might wait until mid-fall to of- 
ficially name Rosen as starter, but that’s only to ease 
him into the role. Junior running back Paul Perkins 
will play a factor in that, too. 

Perkins returns after a Pac-12-leading 1,575-yard, 
nine-touchdown season, the second-highest rushing 
yardage ranking in team history. 

The Bruins lack explosiveness on the perimeter, 
but seasoned wideouts Jordan Payton, Eldridge Mass- 
ington, Thomas Duarte and Devin Fuller form a solid 
group, and incoming touted tight end Chris Clark pro- 
vides a new look. 


DEFENSE 

The Bruins’ defense might be even more complete 
than- the offense. New coordinator Tom Bradley, 
a mainstay at Penn State for three decades, inherits 
a unit with plenty of star power, with potentially three 
first-round picks. 

Two of them play up front — defensive tackle Ed- 
die Vanderdoes and nose tackle Kenny Clark, poten- 
tially the toughest 1-2 punch at the line of scrimmage 
in the league. Takkarist McKinley emerged as a solid 
rotational player last season after transferring from ju-

The third potential first-round pick is dual-threat 
Myles Jack, who takes over for Eric Kendricks as the 
leader of the linebacker corps and will likely continue 
to see at least a few carries on the offensive side. Jack 
is UCLA’s only certifiable star on the second line as 
of now, but Kenny Young and Deon Hollins could be- 
come household names in the Pac-12 this season. 

UCLA's defensive backfield is led by a shining star 
— first-team all-conference pick Ishmael Adams — but 
Fabian Moreau and Jaleel Wadood are ready for their 
moments. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

UCLA’s kicking game used to be its biggest 
strength.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Hogan is an experienced hand at 
quarterback, and he should be among the league's best. 
McCaffrey, a sophomore, is an exciting, versatile athlete 
who is ready for full-time duty after coaches limited him to 
certain packages last season. The linebacker corps is one of 
the best in the league. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Hogan lost his big-game mojo last 
season, with three of the team’s five losses coming hy a field 
goal. Speaking of which, the kicking game could be suspect. 
The schedule is favorable overall, but Stanford opens league 
play at USC. 


OFFENSE 

Stanford lacked its traditional workhorse running 
back last year, resulting in its worst rushing attack 
since former coach Jim Harbaugh’s first season in 
2007. The Cardinal finished just 7oth nationally, at 
158.8 rushing yards per game, after ranking in the top 
25 for six straight years. 

It was a group effort on the ground last year and 
figures to be again with Remound Wright, Barry Sand- 
ers and the versatile Christian McCaffrey returning. 
The group will have to produce more for Stanford to 
operate the way it wants to offensively, although four 
returning starters on the offensive line helps. 

The one loss was big, though. Left tackle Andrus Peat 
left early for the NFL and went No. 13 overall to New 
Orleans. Second-team All-Pac-12 selection Kyle Murphy 
will flip over from the right side to replace him. 

Quarterback Kevin Hogan is the offense’s leader, and 
the fifth-year senior will dictate much of the team’s po- 
tential success. He’s been an up-and-down performer 
throughout his career, but is 24-8 as a starter. 

His top targets are wide receiver Devon Cajuste, 
who led Stanford with six touchdown catches last year, 
and tight end Austin Hooper. If Hogan can be more 
consistent and manage the offense well, Stanford’s 
offense might be its leading unit. 


DEFENSE 

There were some early concerns about a defense 
that returns only four starters. With injuries and safe- 
ty Zach Hoffpauir playing baseball, spring concluded 
with just one starter (linebacker Blake Martinez) 
participating in the spring game. 

That made the defense’s domination in the annual 
scrimmage that much more impressive, as it allowed 
just one touchdown on 16 possessions. Martinez was 
the team’s leading tackler last year with 102, outside 
linebacker Kevin Anderson had 5.5 sacks, and linebacker 
Peter Kalambayi will have a bigger role after making 
6.5 sacks in limited time as a pass-rushing demon.

So there are some playmakers out there. 

The Cardinal led the Pac-12 in total defense last 
year, but that was before four players went in the frst 
five rounds of the NFL Draft and cornerback Wayne 
Lyons transferred to Michigan. Stanford has always 
done well to reload, even when it lost a major haul. The 
Cardinal will have to do the same again. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Conrad Ukropina missed all three of his field goal 
attempts during the spring game and Alex Robinson 
averaged only 37 yards per punt. It’s expected that a 
pair of incoming true freshmen will make a good run 
at those jobs. Jake Bailey is a scholarship kicker/punt- 
er with a long field goal of 54 as a high school senior; 
Charlie Beall joins as a preferred walk-on. 


OVERVIEW 

The Cardinal’s four-year run of reaching a major 
bowl ended in 2014 and for the first time in a while, 
Stanford isn’t viewed in the top tier of Pac-12 teams. 
The schedule this year is a little lighter (having Ari- 
zona, UCLA, Washington, Oregon and Notre Dame at 
home helps), so Stanford has a chance to bounce back 
near the top of the league. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


DE Brennan Scarlett: The first graduate transfer in 
program history comes across the Bay from Cal, where 


his promising career was derailed by injuries. His 
younger brother Cameron, a running back, joins the 
program this fall, so Brennan will get to be teammates 
with him while filling a position of need for Stanford.

OFFENSE 

Utah ranked last in the Pac-12 with 388.1 yards per 
game in 2014, but there is reason for optimism. 

Running back Devontae Booker returns for his 
senior season. He topped the Pac-12 with 1,171 yards 
in conference play, doing so on 41 more carries than 
anyone else in the league. Booker is once again ex- 
pected to be the face of Utah’s offense. 

Six other starters return for new co-offensive coor- 
dinators Jim Harding and Aaron Roderick. The duo, 
which will continue to coach the offensive line and 
quarterbacks, respectively, were tabbed to replace 
Dave Christensen, who left for Texas A&M after one 
season. 

Travis Wilson, who has 34 games of experience, is 
the frontrunner at quarterback. Fellow senior Kendal 
Thompson is expected to get a shot at the starting job 
in fall camp. The Oklahoma transfer made two starts 
last season for the Utes but suffered a leg injury. 

Senior Kenneth Scott (48 catches last season) leads 
a receiving unit lacking in experience. 


DEFENSE 

There may be a new mayor with the departure of 
Nate Orchard to the NFL, but “Sack Lake City” is in 
good shape with nine returning starters. 

Orchard, who was the national sacks leader with 
1.42 per game last season, has an heir apparent in de- 
fensive end Hunter Dimick. The junior ranked among 
the country’s best with 14.5 tackles for loss and 10 
sacks in 2014. 

Senior Jason Fanaika will play right end, with a pair 
of hard-hitting sophomores — Lowell Lotulelei and 
Filipo Mokofisi — slated to start in the interior. 

Three seniors occupy the linebacker spots. Jared 
Norris leads the trio. He made 116 tackles last year. 
Gionni Paul and Jason Whittingham are back after 
healing from injuries. 

So, too, is senior strong safety Tevin Carter. Former 
Wyoming quarterback Jason Thompson, a junior, and

PRIMARY STRENGTHS; Cal is touting Goff as a Heisman 
Trophy candidate after he broke 15 schools records last year, 
including passing yards (3,973) and passing touchdowns 
(35). The offense can put up points and has the benefit of 
continuity. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Dykes’ teams, going back to his 
Louisiana Tech days, have been atrocious defensively. The 
gains last year under Kaufman were minimal, but at least 
they were there. The Bears can score all they want, but at 
some point, Cal needs to at least slow down other offenses. 


OFFENSE 

The Golden Bears’ fast-paced attack is led by ju- 
nior Jared Goff, who is already third on Cal’s career 
passing list-with 7,481 yards. He should set the school 
record within the season’s first month, and he pro- 
vides the Bears their biggest reason for hope. 

Goff helped Cal average 495.2 yards and 38.3 
points per game last year. The Bears return almost 
all of that production, although wide receiver Chris 
Harper left early for the NFL Draft and was not 
selected. 

Cal returns two receivers who caught more than 
50 balls — Kenny Lawler (54) and Bryce Treggs (52). 
The Bears also bring back leading rusher Daniel 
Lasco, who had 1,115 yards and 12 rushing touch- 
downs. 

Despite the hype around Goff — Cal already mar- 
kets him as a Heisman Trophy candidate — the Bears 
hope to focus more on the ground game. Three return- 
ing starters on the line is a good start. Right guard 
Jordan Rigsbee has all started all 36 games since his 
freshman year in 2012. 


DEFENSE 

The Bears made minimal gains on defense last year, 
going from the second-worst unit in the country in 
2013 (529.6 yards per game allowed) to the fifth-worst 
(511.8). It’s been a major area of concern for Sonny 
Dykes-coached teams. 

In his final year at Louisiana Tech in 2012, his team 
had the distinction of ranking first in the nation in of- 
fense and last in defense. So this marks three straight 
years in the bottom five nationally. 

Injuries can only explain so much, and the Bears 
have seen plenty of those on defense. But that has 
resulted in increased roles for players forced onto the 
held, a situation that could pay off this season. 

Five linebackers return with significant experi- 
ence, led by leading tackler Michael Barton and Har- 
dy Nickerson Jr, the son of the former NFL All-Pro 
linebacker. After missing the 2013 season, defensive 
tackle Mustafa Jalil started all 12 games last year and

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The culture clashes of last season, 
highlighted by the dismissal of star cornerback Marcus 
Peters, should be a thing of the past. The coaches should also 
have a better feel for the talents of their players. A secondary 
filled with emerging talent should be vastly improved. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: UW enters the fall with nothing 

set at quarterback, and massive rebuilding on its offensive 
line and defensive front seven. UW lost a lot of star power 

on defense last year and likely can't replace that production 
and leadership. 


OFFENSE 

It's hard to know what to make of the Huskies until 
a quarterback emerges. 

Last year's starter, Cyler Miles, left the team in 
March and it remained uncertain at the end of the 
spring if he would return by the fall (an option coach 
Chris Petersen hadn’t ruled out). 

Junior Jeff Lindquist, redshirt freshman K.J. Carta- 
Samuels and true freshman Jake Browning battled 
in the spring with no clear victor, though Lindquist 
— the best runner of the three — appeared to have a 
slight edge. 

The offensive line also has some questions after los- 
ing four seniors, and the receivers — while talented — 
have battled inconsistency. Dwayne Washington led 
UW with 697 rushing yards last season, but the real 
key will be if he gets much room to run this year. 


DEFENSE 

The defense was mystifyingly inconsistent in 2014 
despite the presence of four players — led by nose 
tackle Danny Shelton — who were taken in the top 
44 picks of the NFL Draft — three in the first round. 

Two other starters are gone from the front seven, 
leading to some massive rebuilding up front. Consider 
that of UW's 52 sacks last season, 44 were made by 
players now departed. 

UW has talent up front, with sophomore tackle 
Elijah Qualls and end Will Dissly playing well in the 
spring. Washington also can turn to some experienced 
players to help fill in at linebacker. 

The secondary, which was young and the soft 
spot of the defense a year ago, should be much im- 
proved. Strong safety Budda Baker, who started ev- 
ery game last year as a true freshman, is a budding 
star — he’s the leading returning tackler with 80. Free 
safety Kevin King and cornerbacks Naijiel Hale and 
Sidney Jones round out what could be one of the better 
secondaries in the conference. 


After years of searching for quality returners, the

Huskies can boast having one of the most electric re- 
turn men in the conference in Dante Pettis, a receiver 
who had an 87-yard return for a touchdown last sea- 
son. John Ross, who returned two kickoffs for scores, 
is out for this season, though, with a leg injury. 

UW’s kicking spots are also in good shape, with 
returning punter Korey Durkee and kicker Cameron 
Van Winkle. The overall play of the special teams 
last season, though, was a little shaky and an area 
that figures to become more consistent in Petersen’s 
second year. 


Petersen didn’t have quite the smooth landing at 
UW as might have been anticipated, losing half as 
many games — six — as he had in seven seasons at 
Boise State. Petersen talked throughout the spring 
of how the team is beginning to take on the desired 
identity, but, on paper, this looks like a rebuilding year. 
A realistic hope is for the young Huskies to have a re- 
spectable season, and maybe pull an upset or two, to 
set up a breakthrough in 2016.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: An offensive line that returns 

all five starters should aid the growth curve for whoever 
wins the quarterback derby between Luke Falk and Peyton 
Bender. The top four receivers all have 60-catch potential. 
There's talent and depth at linebacker. The hope is that the 
“extra athlete” in the nickel package will generate more 
turnovers and fewer yards per play. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; Secondary is still so young and 
thin that JC imports Shalom Luani and Treshon Broughton 
will have to play; even then, getting takeaways could con- 
tinue to be an issue. Kick coverage should be improved, but 
Cougars are still rolling the dice with kickers and punters. 


OFFENSE 

Luke Falk got a head start in the 2015 quarterback 
beauty contest to succeed Connor Halliday when the 
nation’s passing leader broke a leg against USC, anda 
win in his first start didn’t hurt. So he’s a slight favorite 
over freshman Peyton Bender to trigger Mike Leach’s 
buckshot offense — and he might even check to a run 
once in a while. 

Leach tinkered with putting his quarterbacks un- 
der center on occasion in the spring, though whether 
it will actually be a part of the package on Saturdays 
remains to be seen. The Cougs could use a bigger run 
presence, and durable Gerard Wicks may displace re- 
turning starter Jamal Morrow as the back of choice. 

But the pass will always be the first option. Vince 
Mayle’s off to the NFL with his 106 receptions, but 
Gabe Marks returns from a redshirt year and will be 
the most dynamic player on the field often. Steady, 
precise River Cracraft is another key component, and 
Robert Lewis seems poised for a big year. 

But the strength of the Cougs could at last be an of- 
fensive line that returns five starters, led by left tackle 
Joe Dahl and massive center Riley Sorenson. 


DEFENSE 

New coordinator Alex Grinch arrives with a new 
look — nickel will be the Cougars’ base package — but 
an old mandate. Somehow, WSU must generate more 
takeaways, especially from a secondary that intercept- 
ed only a single pass in 2014. 

That unit is still painfully young, with four sopho- 
mores likely to start. Corners Charleston White and 
Marcellus Pippins made great strides in the spring, 
and getting junior college standouts Shalom Luani 
and Treshon Broughton to flip commitments after a 
coaching change at Oregon State was a big bonus. 

Maybe the front seven can buy the secondary some 
time. Destiny Vaeao is a dominant physical force 
who could make the line better, even with the early 
departure of Xavier Cooper, and freshman Hercules

Meanwhile, the linebacker group is as good as the 
Cougars have had in years, with Jeremiah Allison and 
Kache Palacio offering big-play potential. Former UCLA 
signee Aaron Porter may add some intrigue in the fall. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

This area’s struggles saw a rare mid-season assis- 
tant fring in 2014, but there are still issues unless 
freshman Matt Abramo is the answer at punter — and 
maybe even on place-kicks ahead of inconsistent 
holdovers Erik Powell and Quentin Breshears. 


OVERVIEW 

Leach has not been the overnight sensation WSU 
fans had anticipated, and in his fourth year will be 
breaking in a young quarterback and still searching 
for impact from his defense. Not letting early win- 
nable games get away as they did in 2014 will be 
central to the Cougs’ hopes of returning to a bowl 
game in 2015.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Though the Beavers return just two 
starters on defense, coaches were pleased with that unit 
coming out of spring ball because of the strength up front, 
athleticism at linebacker and playmakers in the secondary. 
Woods and the wide receiving corps will be strong. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The youth at quarterback was 
apparent throughout the spring, as the Beavers often strug- 
gled with timing, accuracy and consistency in the passing 
game. That's usually no way to be in a Pac-12 where 
quarterbacks usually reign. 


OFFENSE 

The Beavers are transitioning from a pro-style sys- 
tem under former coach Mike Riley to the up-tempo 
spread of new coach Gary Andersen. That unit sput- 
tered throughout much of the spring — particularly 
in the passing game — before making noticeable 
improvements during the final week. 

That’s largely because the quarterback who runs 
this offense will be a youngster. 

What started as a seven-man spring competition 
at quarterback has been narrowed to true freshman 
Seth Collins and redshirt freshmen Nick Mitchell and 
Marcus McMaryion. Collins appeared to have the 
edge following a dazzling performance in the spring 
game. 

The good news is the rest of the offense boasts plen- 
ty of experience. 

After holding co-starting duties for most of the past 
two seasons, running back Storm Woods (6.3 yards per 
carry average in 2014) moves into the No. 1 job and has 
aspirations of becoming a 1,000-yard back in this system. 

All three starting receivers return, with the speedy 
Victor Bolden (team-high 72 catches and 798 yards) and 
the big-bodied Jordan Villamin (35 catches, 578 yards, 
six touchdowns) both offering playmaking potential. 

Additionally, the offensive line group that started 
the final four games of last season returns and could 
eventually welcome back star Isaac Seumalo, who 
missed all of last season and spring practice while 
recovering from two foot surgeries. 


DEFENSE 

There will be plenty of new faces in prominent roles, 
especially with the transition to a 3-4 scheme under 
bright young coaching mind Kalani Sitake. 

The defensive front could be bolstered by senior 
Kyle Peko, a freak athlete at nose guard who entered 
summer working to become academically eligible by 
the fall. The Beavers are also encouraged by the athleti- 
cism, range and versatility at linebacker, headlined by 
junior Rommel Mageo (23 tackles, one fumble recovery 
in 2014) and redshirt freshman Bright Ugwoegbu. 

On the back end, cornerback Larry Scott (43 tackles,

11 pass breakups) rebounded from an inconsistent 2014 
by shoring up his technique during a solid spring. Safe- 
ty Cyril Noland-Lewis (27 tackles, two sacks) emerged 
as another aggressive playmaker and veteran leader. 

Perhaps the biggest feel-good story of spring prac- 
tice came from walk-on Devin Chappell, who looks 
primed to step into the nickel back role. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

The Beavers return kicker Garrett Owens, who went 
11 of 13 on field goal attempts while splitting duties 
with Trevor Romaine during a bizatre 2014, when both 
kickers dealt with off-field issues. 

All other specialist roles will be filled by newcomers, 
including junior college transfer Nick Porebski at punter. 


OVERVIEW 

Andersen, 30-9 in his last three years at Wisconsin 
and Utah State, is confident he can rebuild a program 
that evolved into a postseason regular and national 
spoiler under Riley — but lost 12 of its last 14 Pac-12 
games over the past two seasons. Yet with a freshman 
slated to start at quarterback and a bevy of holes to fill 
on defense, Oregon State is likely at least a year away 
from seriously competing in a stacked Pac-12. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


QB Seth Collins: The early enrollee began the 
spring as the wild card in a wide-open quarterback 
battle and finished those workouts as the likely 


frontrunner. His electrifying athleticism — on display 
during the spring game, when he flipped over one 
defender and hurdled another — makes him an ideal 
fit to run OSU’s spread offense.

OFFENSE 


Sefo Liufau and Nelson Spruce formed one of the 
more underrated quarterback-wide receiver tandems 
in the Pac-12 last season. 

Liufau connected with Spruce for 1,198 yards and 12 
touchdowns, figures that nearly matched Colorado’s 
next three receivers combined. In his second season 
as starter, Liufau tallied 28 touchdowns and 3,200 
yards to finish ahead of guys such as Mississippi's Bo 
Wallace, UCLA's Brett Hundley and Oregon State’s 
Sean Mannion for 28th overall in the nation. 

Helping Liufau and Spruce stretch the field will be a 
trio of speedy sophomores in Shay Fields, Bryce Bobo 
and Devin Ross. 

The Buffs need someone to step up in the back- 
field. Colorado’s run game suffered last season as 
Christian Powell led the team with a mere 448 yards 
on the ground. Powell is back for his senior year and 
will compete for snaps with the oft-injured Michael 
Adkins II, Phillip Lindsay and explosive true freshman 
Kyle Evans. 

Helping the Buffaloes’ stampede is a line that re- 
turns three starting upperclassmen in Jeromy Irwin, 
Alex Kelley and Stephane Nembot. 


DEFENSE 

First-year coordinator Jim Leavitt has to fx a run 
defense that finished last in the conference. The char- 
ismatic Leavitt, the frst coach in South Florida his- 
tory, joined Colorado this spring after serving as San 
Francisco 49ers linebackers coach the last four years. 

The Buffs yielded 204.8 rushing yards a game last 
season.

Receiver 
Calvin Ridley and cornerback Kendall Sheffield are two of the 
fastest prospects in the country, Alabama signed the country's top 
running back in Damien Harris, Defensive tackle Daron Payne out 
of Birmingham is potentially special. 


TENNESSEE: The Vols signed the No. 4 class in the nation (No. 2 
in the SEC) and enrolled 10 early.

All three 
prospects (Dinson and Baker from south 
Florida, Smith from North Carolina) are from 
regions that are known for producing plenty 
of talent at those respective positions. Ad- 
ditionally, keep an eye on 6-7 wide receiver 
Josh Smith of Missouri. The Tigers plucked 
him late in the process out of Dublin, Ga., 
— hometown of one Demaryius Thomas. 


LIKELY TO BE BEST NFL PLAYER: 

It’s hard to argue with the upside of 
Florida’s Martez Ivey at offensive tackle. 

If he develops as he should, he will be a 
very high pick in the NFL Draft when his 
time comes. Georgia defensive tackle Trent 
Thompson was the top prospect in the 
class for a reason — he has elite quickness 
for his size, as does Tennessee's Kahlil 
McKenzie. 


NO. 1 SIGNING COUPS: Aubum and new 
defensive coordinator Will Muschamp went 
into the state of Florida and landed five-star 
defensive end Byron Cowart out of Armwood 
High in Seffner, Fla., which has traditionally 
been a pipeline to Gainesville, Fla. Alabama 
swiped a five-star cornerback for the second 
straight cycle as Kendall Sheffield follows 
Tony Brown to Tuscaloosa. Ole Miss beat 
Texas, Texas A&M and Baylor on elite re- 
ceiver DaMarkus Lodge, who could make 

an instant impact in Oxford. 


BIGGEST MISSES: it was tough for Texas 
A&M to lose the top prospect in the state — 
linebacker Malik Jefferson — to rival Texas. 
While Florida had a coaching change and 
landed two of the top three prospects in the 
state, losing Cowart was a bitter pill to swal- 
low. Kentucky was in great shape in-state 
for five-star running back Damien Harris 
before a trip to Tuscaloosa changed things. 
He rolled with the Tide. 


BEST RECRUITING STAFF: It’s hard to 
argue against Alabama. The Crimson Tide 
has signed the No. 1 class in the country 

for five consecutive recruiting cycles. That's 
unprecedented during the era of modern 
recruiting coverage. Alabama did not get 
everybody it wanted, but got most, made 
great evaluations along the way and has 
another class full of difference-makers head- 
ing to T-town.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The defensive line essentially 
Teturns everyone, and, paired with some very fast pass- 
rushers, it could be the Crimson Tide's strongest unit. What 
Alabama might lack in experience, especially on offense, 

it more than makes up for with talent. If Alabama can avoid 
injuries on the offensive line, Henry should have a huge year. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Coker didn’t establish himself as 
the clear starter during the spring, although none of the 
young, talented alternatives appeared ready to take over. 
There's not a lot of depth at wide receiver or tight end, and 
Alabama took some hits at running back. If the secondary 
doesn’t step up, the defensa could be vulnerable to the deep 
ball yet again. 


OFFENSE 

The offense annihilated the Alabama record book in 
Lane Kiffin’s first year as coordinator, but the Crimson 
Tide has to almost completely retool with nine new 
starters and nearly all new playmakers. 

The most pressing question mark is at quarterback. 
Senior Jake Coker has enviable arm strength that will 
stretch defenses, but at the end of the spring he was 
still working on his timing and overall command of 
the offense. Near the end of the spring, coach Nick 
Saban said he was still looking for a quarterback to 
step up and take the position. 

Behind Coker is a group of extremely young, talent- 
ed quarterbacks, with redshirt freshman David Corn- 
well having made the most recent strides. The others 
are junior Alec Morris, sophomore Cooper Bateman 
and prize early enrollee Blake Barnett. 

In any case, wide receivers Robert Foster, ArDarius 
Stewart and Chris Black are poised to be primary tar- 
gets, along with tight end O.J. Howard. 

With Derrick Henry and Kenyan Drake in the back- 
field, the running game has a potent combination be- 
hind a big line featuring tackles Cam Robinson and 
Dominick Jackson, and third-year starter Ryan Kelly 
at center. 


DEFENSE 

Alabama’s defense could be lights-out good, but 
only if the secondary continues to make strides in 
the wake of the steady stream of players who have left 
early for the NFL. Landon Collins was the latest to bolt 
before his eligibility expired, but there’s a lot of young 
developing talent at cornerback and safety. 

The defensive back to watch might be sophomore 
cornerback Tony Brown, a former five-star recruit. 
The speedster should get a chance to start because of 
Eddie Jackson’s move to safety. Right behind him is 
Marlon Humphrey, leading the next wave of poten- 
tially great Alabama defensive backs.

Let’s put it this way: Line- 
backer Reggie Ragland, the leader of the unit, kept 
getting frustrated in the spring because the starting 
three on the line — A’Shawn Robinson, Jarran Reed 
and Jonathan Allen — kept beating him to the ball 
carrier. 

While the hard-hitting Reuben Foster is expected 
to split snaps with Shaun Dion Hamilton at the other 
interior linebacker spot, veteran Denzel Devall leads a 
fast group of outside linebackers who will also be used 
as pass-rushers and backfield pests. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

JK Scott is hailed as the best punter in the nation

Junior Jovon Robinson and sophomores Roc 
Thomas and Peyton Barber will vie for carries in Au- 
burn’s dynamic running game this fall. Robinson, the 
former junior college Player of the Year, will combine 
with Barber to give the Tigers’ two backs who can 
push the pile and wear down defenses. Thomas is a 
home-run threat who possesses a dazzling spin move. 

D’haquille Williams will enter the season as the 
team’s top wideout, but fellow senior Ricardo Louis 
really came on at the end of last season and could be 
in line for a monster year. 

The coaching staff likes what they have in young 
H-Backs Kamryn Pettway and Chandler Cox, athletic 
players who will be used primarily as blockers. 

Up front, the Tigers should benefit tremendously 
from the return of former Freshman All-American 
Alex Kozan, who missed last season with a back in- 
jury.

OFFENSE 

Georgia really has only two unsettled positions on 
offense.

Brice Ramsey, Faton Bauta and Jacob Park will ex- 
tend their competition at quarterback into preseason 
practice. Richt indicated that the separating factors 
may not be skills but how well they master the new 
offense under coordinator Brian Schottenheimer. 

At center, Isaiah Wynn and Hunter Long are trying 
to replace three-year starter David Andrews. 

The rest of the offense is set. Nick Chubb was sen- 
sational, rushing for 1,547 yards and 14 touchdowns as 
a true freshman after Todd Gurley was suspended and 
then injured. Chubb finished with eight consecutive 
100-yard performances, including two over 200. Sony 
Michel is another exciting back who will play a role. 

The line is experienced and talented, led by left 
tackle John Theus and right guard Greg Pyke. 

Malcolm Mitchell and Justin Scott-Wesley lead the 
receiving corps. Tight end Jeb Blazevich made some 
big catches as a freshman and should be an improved 
blocker after adding strength. 


DEFENSE 

The strength of the defense is the pass rush from the 
outside linebackers. Leonard Floyd had six sacks, Jordan 
Jenkins five and Lorenzo Carter 4.5 last season. 

With Jenkins and Floyd having seniority, Carter 
technically isn’t a starter. But he might end up being 
the best player on the defense, so there will be plenty 
of packages featuring all three. The flexibility will make 
it even tougher for opponents to know who to block. 

At inside linebacker, there’s little experience — the 
departed Amarlo Herrera and Ramik Wilson hardly 
came off the field the last two seasons — but plenty 
of talent.

son, respectively. Beyond that, there will probably be 
a rotation. 

Strong safety Quincy Mauger has become a leader 
and free safety Dominick Sanders has big-play abil- 
ity. Cornerbacks Aaron Davis and Malkom Parrish are 
returning starters but they will be challenged. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Marshall Morgan was a little inconsistent last year 
(a6 of 21 field goal attempts) but has made a number 
of big kicks. Punter Collin Barber has a strong leg but 
has been inconsistent, averaging 39.3 yards last season. 

The Dawgs have an explosive tandem of returners 
— Isaiah McKenzie (aka The Human Joystick) and 
Reggie Davis.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: As always, LSU will be able to run 
the ball. With Fournette, the Tigers will simply be able to 

do so to a heightened degree. Dural provides a real threat 

in the passing game. Beckwith is a formidable linebacker, 
and the well-stocked secondary — with veterans like Mills 
and White, and younger players such as Adams and Kevin 
Toliver — promises to provide vice-like coverage. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: There's no escaping the fact the 
passing game must improve. If not, LSU could be in for anoth- 
er 8-5 record that matched the worst in Miles’ tenure. The 
defensive line, under the auspices of a new coach and coordi- 
nator, has been reworked and must improve its pass rush. 


OFFENSE 


After losing five games last season, including three 
of its last four, LSU is out to revitalize a passing attack 
that ranked 114th nationally, averaging 162.9 yards per 
game. 

Quarterbacks Anthony Jennings and Brandon Harris 
remained locked in a battle for the starting spot this 
spring. Jennings started all but one game last year, but 
he completed just 49 percent of his passes (111 of 227). 
Harris misfired in his one woeful start against Auburn. 

There are no worries about a running game that 
features sophomore Leonard Fournette, who rushed 
for a school freshman record 1,034 yards last season, 
getting better and stronger through the season. He 
capped his campaign by scoring three touchdowns, 
including one on a 100-yard kick return, in a Music 
City Bowl loss to Notre Dame. 

LSU has a pair of capable receivers in junior Travin 
Dural and sophomore Malachi Dupre. They have 
the potential to complement Fournette and keep the 
Tigers from becoming too one-dimensional. 


DEFENSE 

Two new coaches in coordinator Kevin Steele and 
line coach Ed Orgeron have been entrusted with sev- 
en returning starters. 

Chief among those are junior linebacker Kend- 
ell Beckwith and senior free safety Jalen Mills. The 
secondary is stocked, with sophomore cornerback 
Tre’Davious White, another returning starter, promis- 
ing sophomore strong safety Jamal Adams and highly 
touted freshman cornerback Kevin Toliver. 

The hard-hitting Beckwith returns as LSU’s top 
tackler with 77 total stops. Experienced senior Lamar 
Louis will join Beckwith in the linebacking corps, 
along with senior Deion Jones. 

There will be two new starting ends sophomore 
Maquedius Bain and junior Tashawn Bower. The de- 
fense needs a better pass rush, and that figures to start 
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“Waiting for that guy to emerge 
is an issue.”

with the ends. That’s one reason Bain was moved from 
tackle. 

Just as the competition has been fierce at end, so 
it has been at tackle. Junior Christian LaCouture and 
senior Quentin Thomas seemingly have emerged 
from a crowded feld that will continue to compete for 
playing time. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

As with the offense, talk here must begin with 
Fournette, who ran back 24 kickoffs for 625 yards, 
averaging 26.0 yards per return. White was equally 
as impressive in returning 25 punts for 273 yards, a 
10.9-yard average that included a 67-yard touchdown 
return against Kentucky. 

Junior place-kicker Colby Delahoussaye made 11 
of 15 field goal attempts, including a 50-yarder with 
three seconds left to beat Florida. Australian-born se- 
nior punter Jamie Keehn is back after averaging 44.9 
yards on 71 attempts. Keehn was a coaches’ All-SEC 
second-team selection. 


OVERVIEW 

LSU has plenty of speed, strength and athleticism 
to regain its place among the nation’s elite. That won't 
happen, though, as long as the Tigers remain too one- 
dimensional offensively. Fournette, alone, as proven 
in the bowl loss to Notre Dame, is not enough. The 
quarterbacks must be more productive than a year 
ago, particularly since the defense doesn’t appear as 
rock solid. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


CB Kevin Toliver: A five-star recruit from vaunted 
Trinity Christian in Jacksonville, Fla., Toliver has 
superior technique and footwork to go along with 

his 4.5-second speed in the 40-yard dash. The early 
enrollee is in the right place at the right time as the 
secondary has openings to fill.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Dobbs should be one of the SEC’s 
top QBs; the WR corps is deep and talented; the Vols have a 
solid 1-2 punch at RB. UT’s defense can get after the QB. The 
secondary, led by Sutton, helped UT nab as many intercep- 
tions (16) as touchdowns allowed (16) and held opposing 
quarterbacks to a 53.3 percent completion rate. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Tennessee's offensive line yielded 
43 sacks last year and the unit is unproven at both tackle 
spots. That's the only area that could derail a talented attack. 
On defense, the Vols could be vulnerable at tackle, although 
two five-stars were signed. UT also will have trouble replac- 
ing tackling machine A.J. Johnson at middle ‘backer. 


OFFENSE 

The Vols should have one of the SEC’s top five quar- 
terbacks, a gifted 1-2 punch at running back and a tal- 
ented array of receivers. 

Josh Dobbs went 4-1 as the starting quarterback, 
saving UT’s season after Justin Worley’s injury. With 
Dobbs, UT averaged 36.7 points and ran for 208.5 
yards per game, compared to 96.4 without him. 

Dobbs should have a strong supporting cast. Jalen 
Hurd rushed for 899 yards as a true freshman despite 
battling injuries. Speedy Alvin Kamara, a former Ala- 
bama signee, was a junior college All-American last 
season. Kamara turned heads with his ability to tum 
the corner in spring scrimmages. 

The receiving corps is deep, led by Marquez North 
(30 catches), Pig Howard (54), Von Pearson (38), Josh 
Malone (23) and Josh Smith (10). North and Smith are 
coming off injuries that derailed last season. Tight 
end Ethan Wolf (23) also is an inviting target. 

The offensive line — which returns five starters — 
is still a concern. It yielded an SEC-high 43 sacks. But 
with the elusive Dobbs at quarterback, the sack num- 
bers dropped dramatically. 


DEFENSE 

Tennessee’s defense has made a dramatic about- 
face under coordinator John Jancek, who ditched the 
3-4 two years ago for the 4-3 alignment. 

The main improvement has been the pass rush. 
Curt Maggitt, a hybrid end/outside linebacker, led the 
way with 11 sacks last season. Derek Barnett recorded 
10 as a true freshman, giving the Vols a potent pass- 
rush punch. 

Maggitt and Barnett are among eight returning de- 
fensive starters. UT lost No. 2 all-time leading tack- 
ler A.J. Johnson at middle linebacker, tackle Jordan 
Williams and nickel back Justin Coleman. 

The main concern is replacing Johnson, a two- 
time All-SEC selection. Junior Kenny Bynum and 
redshirt freshman Dillon Bates worked at the Mike 
in the spring. Jakob Johnson, injured in the spring, is

another candidate. 

Jalen Reeves-Maybin, who recorded 101 tackles, is 
an All-SEC candidate at outside linebacker and the 
unquestioned leader of the defense. 

Junior Cam Sutton is an All-SEC caliber shutdown 
corner. But because UT often plays five defensive 
backs, Sutton got a look at the nickel spot in the 
spring, so he could possibly be matched against an 
opponent's best wideout. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

As a true freshman, Aaron Medley was second in 
the SEC in made field goals (20 of 26) and was one of 
five kickers in the league to score at least 100 points 
(102). He hit 19 of 20 inside 40 yards. Sutton averaged 
11.3 yards on punt returns and Evan Berry averaged 
29.5 yards on kick returns. The lone void is finding 
a punter to replace Matt Darr (42.2 yards per punt). 


OVERVIEW 

The Vols will have an explosive offense if Dobbs 
stays healthy. The defense should take another step 
forward in Jancek’s third year as coordinator. While 
depth is an issue at some positions, UT has the look 
of an eight- or nine-win team that could seriously con- 
tend for the East Division if it all breaks right. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


RB Alvin Kamara: He was an All-American at 
Hutchinson (Kan.) Community College, where he 


rushed for 1,211 yards (134.6 per game) and 18 
touchdowns. The former Alabama signee showed 
outstanding speed and cutting ability during the spring 
at UT.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Missouri has one of the most experi- 
enced quarterbacks in the league, working behind a veteran 
line. That's usually a winning combination. The defensive 
line reloads with the emergence of edge rushers Harris and 
Marcus Loud; Brantley is an All-SEC worthy tackle. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The Tigers don't return a wide 
teceiver who has caught more than five passes in a season. 
There's not much depth behind Hansbrough at tailback. The 
passing game can’t afford another midseason lull like Mauk 
suffered through last season. An injury or two along the 
defensive line would test the depth. 


OFFENSE 

Junior quarterback Maty Mauk has started more 
games (18) than all but two SEC quarterbacks and 
knows he must improve on last year’s completion 
percentage (53.4) while throwing to new starters at all 
three receiver positions. 

After shedding his body fat percentage nearly in 
half to 11 percent, Mauk was more nimble in and out 
of the pocket this spring and worked on stepping up 
to deliver passes downfield. 

No returning wide receiver caught more than five 
passes last year, which means Mauk will work with an 
untested cast of wideouts in J’Mon Moore, Wesley Left- 
wich, Nate Brown and another six or seven freshmen. 

Russell Hansbrough isn’t the most durable tailback, 
but he’s quietly coming off a 1,084-yard season. The 
Tigers need depth at the position, and junior college 
transfer Chase Abbington, a slasher who can catch the 
ball, could be the ideal complement. 

They'll run behind a line that returns five seniors 
with starting experience, including center Evan Boehm 
and Connor McGovern, who can play guard or tackle. 


DEFENSE 

New coordinator Barry Odom knows better than to 
fix something that isn’t broken. 

The Tigers lost several key pieces to last year’s de- 
fense along with coordinator Dave Steckel. But Odom 
— although he used a 3-4 defense at Memphis the last 
three years — hasn’t overhauled the 4-3-based system 
Steckel built into one of the SEC’s best. 

Missouri must replace the most productive tandem 
of ends in team history in Markus Golden and All- 
American Shane Ray, who combined for 24.5 sacks 
after replacing All-SEC standouts Kony Ealy and 
Michael Sam. But sophomores Charles Harris and 
Marcus Loud are up to the challenge. 

They'll flank the team’s most-accomplished line- 
man in tackle Harold Brantley, a matchup nightmare 
for slower guards and centers. Coach Gary Pinkel has 
compared Brantley to former All-SEC tackle and 2013

Missouri features the top two returning tacklers in 
the SEC in linebackers Kentrell Brothers and Michael 
Scherer, plus veteran cornerbacks Aarion Penton and 
Kenya Dennis. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

The most difficult player for Missouri to replace 
might not be Ray, but all-purpose dynamo Marcus 
Murphy, last year’s SEC leader in all-purpose yards 
and a constant threat to return punts and kickoffs for 
touchdowns. Safeties Ian Simon and Anthony Sher- 
rils, and receivers Raymond Wingo and J’Mon Moore, 
could all get looks in the return game in camp. 

Senior Andrew Baggett is back to handle all the 
kicking duties. He should finish his career as the pro- 
gram’s career leader for points and field goals. 


OVERVIEW 

The Tigers have won consecutive SEC East titles but 
are hungry for more after losing the league champion- 
ship game the last two years. Things could get shaky 
if Mauk doesn’t have trusty receivers in the passing 
game, but Hansbrough’s return, a seasoned offensive 
line and another strong defense could offset a middling 
passing game and repave the path to Atlanta. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


DT Terry Beckner Jr.: Widely rated a five-star 
prospect, the East St. Louis, Ill, native was the crown 


jewel of Mizzou’s 2015 recruiting class, picking MU 
over Auburn, Florida State and Ohio State. The 6-4, 
300-pounder is expected to contribute immediately 
at the tackle rotation.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The offense is going to pound, 

led by a huge line returning nearly intact, plus Henry, a 
two-time All-SEC second-team tight end. Allen always has 
good hand-off options with Williams and Collins. Veteran 
defensive linemen abound. Ellis appears poised to pick up 
where graduated SEC leading tackler Martrell Spaight left 
off in 2014. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Arkansas’ defense played with 
much more confidence last year, but many players who 
inspired that confidence have moved on to NFL training 
camps and aren't snap-your-fingers replaceable. There is no 
blazing deep threat at receiver, unless JC transfer Dominique 
Reed comes through when he reports, or track sprinter/ 
receiver Eric Hawkins’ hands catch up to his feet. 


OFFENSE 

With two 1,000-yard running backs, a fifth-year quarter- 
back and a two-time All-SEC second-team tight end oper- 
ating behind an NFL-sized offensive line, there are many 
reasons to be excited about the Razorbacks’ offense. 

And there’s a new coordinator, too — Dan Enos, the 
former Central Michigan head coach. 

Senior quarterback Brandon Allen, who was named 
the MVP of Arkansas’ 31-7 bow! romp over Texas, threw 
20 touchdown passes versus five interceptions last fall 
and continued his improvement in the spring. Third-year 
sophomore Austin Allen returns as his brother’s backup. 

Enos’ infusion of screen passes should enhance the 
breakaway versatility of ranning backs Jonathan Wil- 
liams and Alex Collins. They are already explosively 
comfortable running inside or outside behind mast- 
odon Hogs Mitch Smothers, Sebastian Tretola, Frank 
Ragnow, Denver Kirkland and Dan Skipper. All weigh 
well more than 300 pounds. 

Kirkland is the best pass protector Bret Bielema 
said he has ever coached. 

Expect Allen and Enos to target junior tight ends 
Hunter Henry (37 catches for 513 yards last season) 
and Jeremy Sprinkle. Leading returning receiver 
Keon Hatcher (43 catches, 558 yards and six touch- 
downs) has developed into a reliable wideout, but the 
Hogs lack a big-play threat. 


DEFENSE 

Under first-year coordinator Robb Smith, an im- 
proved defense carried Arkansas to a 7-6 season with 
unprecedented consecutive SEC shutouts, 17-0 and 
30-0, over LSU and Ole Miss. 

The roster turnover on defense — most notably line- 
backer Martrell Spaight, defensive end Trey Flowers, 
tackle Darius Philon, safety Alan Turner and nickel 
back Tevin Mitchel — has left a void. 

Arkansas’ hope is that several players are approach- 
ing significant jumps, and one of those might be 
two-year starter Brooks Ellis. He moved to Spaight’s 
play-making weakside linebacker spot this spring 
and excelled in that position, while sophomore Khalia

Hackett emerged in the middle. 

Josh Harris, the 5-10 walk-on backup middle line- 
backer who plays much taller than his height, was 
among the bigger stories of the Arkansas spring. Ju- 
nior Josh Williams and sophomore Dwayne Eugene 
have experienced all three linebacker spots. 

Even minus Turner and Mitchel, the secondary 
overall should improve, given the experience gained 
by cornerbacks DJ. Dean, Jared Collins, Henre’ 
Toliver and Kevin Richardson. Toliver and Richardson 
now are more nickel backs, however. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Arkansas signed a highly touted incoming fresh- 
man punter, Blake Johnson from Los Alamitos, Calif, 
to try to replace graduated two-year starter Sam Irwin- 
Hill. He will compete with walk-on Toby Baker. Red- 
shirt freshman kicker Cole Hedlund performed well 
in the spring, as did Adam McFain and walk-on Lane 
Saling. The job will be wide open into camp. 


OVERVIEW 

Shutting out LSU and Ole Miss and drilling Texas 
had the Hogs brimming with confidence through the 
spring and into the summer of Bielema’s third year. 
It’s easy to see the progress and talent of the program, 
but an SEC schedule that includes only three home 
games might not be conducive to great strides. On the 
other hand, Arkansas will be a very tough out. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


WR Dominique Reed: The transfer from Coffeyville 
(Kan.) Community College was expressly recruited for 
the deep-threat speed that Arkansas lacks. “He was 
the No. 1 guy on our board for a reason,” coach Bret 
Bielema said. Reed was a four-star JC recruit, accord- 
ing to 247Sports.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: There's as much top-end talent 

at Ole Miss as anywhere in the SEC, particularly at the 

skill positions (Treadwell, Engram) and on defense (Robert 
Nkemdiche, Conner). The No. 1 scoring defense from last 
season returns seven starters and has tons of two- and three- 
year contributors, And there's continuity on the staff, with the 
major coordinators returning for their fourth seasons. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; Ole Miss lost two of its last three 
games, in part because of injuries, but also because oppos- 
ing defenses beat up the offensive line and shut down the 
running game. Ole Miss has to make dramatic improve- 
ments on the line and at running back, but will largely be 
hoping returning starters play better than they did in 2014. 
Both cornerbacks are also new to major college football. 


OFFENSE 

Ole Miss needs a quarterback to replace three-year 
starter Bo Wallace, who set multiple school records. Red- 
shirt sophomore Ryan Buchanan exited spring practice 
as the leader, but only by a small amount over transfer 
Chad Kelly. Both could play at the start of the season. 

Top-notch targets abound. Wide receivers Laquon 
Treadwell, Damore’ea Stringfellow and Cody Core, 
and tight end Evan Engram, headline a deep and tal- 
ented group catching passes. 

Left tackle Laremy Tunsil could end up being the 
team’s best NFL prospect; he is part of a line that returns 
five starters. But underclassmen Javon Patterson and 
Rod Taylor could push their way into the starting lineup, 
because that line was 12th in the SEC in sacks allowed. 

They'll be blocking for running backs Jaylen 
Walton and Jordan Wilkins. Walton led the team with 
586 yards and five touchdowns last season. 


DEFENSE 

It'll be difficult for Ole Miss to replicate what its defense 
did in 2014, when it allowed a nation-low 16.0 points per 
game. Two All-American members of the secondary grad- 
uated, as did both linebackers in the team’s 4-2-5 scheme. 

What should keep the defense among the best is 
a core group of players who are All-SEC, if not All- 
American, players. Defensive tackle Robert Nkem- 
diche is among the best and brightest; he commands 
constant double-teams and helps players like end 
Marquis Haynes (team-high 7.5 sacks as a freshman) 
and nose tackle Issac Gross make big plays. 

C.J. Johnson is moving to middle linebacker after 
playing end; he should start alongside former All-SEC 
player Denzel Nkemdiche. Linebacker is where Ole 
Miss is thinnest on the defense, and both players have 
battled injuries during their careers.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Prescott is one of the top quarter- 
backs in the country. The Bulldogs lost four top pass-catch- 
ers last year, but still return a load of wideouts. The same is 
true at linebacker, Despite the NFL poaching leading tackler 
Benardrick McKinney, MSU’s strongest defensive unit will 
be its linebackers. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The offensive line will feature three 
new starters, highlighted by a new center. Jamaal Clayborn, 
the leading candidate to snap to Prescott, hasn't played cen- 
ter since youth football. On defense, Mississippi State was 
vulnerable against the pass last year. The same could be 
true with three new starters in the secondary. 


OFFENSE 


Mississippi State lost seven starters from last year’s 
offense. Dak Prescott provides the attack with the con- 
fidence it can again lead the SEC in yards. 

MSU lost its second-best weapon in running back 
Josh Robinson, who declared early for the NFL Draft. 

Ashton Shumpert, MSU’s most experienced back, 
finished with fewer than 500 yards in his first two sea- 
sons in Starkville. A group of freshmen are fighting 
for time behind Shumpert, led by Dontavian Lee and 
Aeris Williams. 

Wide receiver could wind up being the deepest 
position on'the team, despite losing two starters. 

Fred Ross, Fred Brown and Gabe Myles step into 
the spotlight this season. Two will become start- 
ers. The other will serve as MSU’s fourth option. 
That's because they'll all be looking up at the 6-5 
De’Runnya Wilson. 

The former high school basketball star led MSU 
with 47 catches, 680 yards and nine touchdowns last 
year. The numbers should only increase this year. 

The offense surrounding Prescott leads to some 
optimism in every area except offensive line. MSU 
moved guard Jamaal Clayborn and tackle Jocquell 
Johnson to center. Clayborn, who worked with the 
first-team throughout the spring, hasn’t played center 
since his youth football days. 


DEFENSE 

Mississippi State lost its leading tackler from the 
last two seasons (Benardrick McKinney) and its lead- 
ing sack performer (Preston Smith) from last year. 
Beniquez Brown will be asked to fill McKinney’s pro- 
duction and leadership. Ryan Brown offers similar size 
to Smith. 

Atrio of linebackers — senior Zach Jackson, junior 
Richie Brown and freshman Gerri Green — will help 
replenish the depth. 

The losses on the interior line create a starting spot 
for former five-star prospect Chris Jones, who is argu- 
ably the Bulldogs’ most talented defensive player.

The Achilles’ heel for Mississippi State last year 
was its pass defense, as the Bulldogs allowed the most 
passing yards in the SEC. New coordinator Manny 
Diaz hopes to improve that area, but Mississippi State 
lost three starters from last year’s secondary, includ- 
ing both safeties. 

The Bulldogs return three experienced corners. 
Taveze Calhoun, Will Redmond and Cedric Jiles pos- 
sess the talent to turn heads this season. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Evan Sobiesk made 12 of 14 field goal attempts last 
year but left the team in the offseason to pursue a 
career in dentistry. Devon Bell is the only kicker on 
MSU's roster with a made field goal on his resume. 
MSU removed Bell from field goal responsibilities af- 
ter he struggled in 2013, making 6 of 14. He'll compete 
with Westin Graves this year. 


OVERVIEW 

Mississippi State is coming off its most success- 
ful season in program history — 10 wins and a trip to 
the Orange Bowl for the first time in more than seven 
decades. MSU lost more than a dozen starters from 
that team, but brings back the most important piece 
in Prescott. MSU still will start a majority of upper- 
classmen in 2015, but the experience will only go so 
far unless Prescott plays up to his Heisman Trophy 
expectations.

LB Gerri Green: When Dan Mullen took the podium 
on 2014’s Signing Day, the coach emphasized one 


signing: Gerri Green. After redshirting last year, Green 
has the opportunity to live up to the praise.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Florida has a top-notch SEC receiver 
in Robinson, but the real strength for the team is on defense. 
The Gators return a deep and talented secondary, led by 
Hargreaves. The loaded secondary should also be aided 

by a strong defensive line that is expected to rotate up to 

10 players. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The offensive line is incredibly 
inexperienced with only one upperclassman on the roster 
and only one player who has started a game in college. 
Florida is also still short on playmakers at the skill positions, 
with Taylor, Robinson and Powell the only proven threats. 
Quarterback is also a question mark. 


OFFENSE 

Florida has an ongoing quarterback competition, 
although redshirt freshman Will Grier exited spring 
practice with a lead over sophomore Treon Harris 
thanks to his quick decision-making and strong arm. 

Florida should have a strong stable of running 
backs, led by junior Kelvin Taylor. He’ll be backed up 
by Birmingham Bowl MVP Adam Lane and true fresh- 
man Jordan Scarlett, who could compete for major 
carries right away. 

The Gators still lack many proven threats at receiv- 
er, although Demarcus Robinson is back as the go-to 
guy after finishing fifth in the SEC in receiving with 
810 yards and seven touchdowns in 2014. 

Shifty running back Brandon Powell has been 
moved to the slot and should help round out the pass- 
ing game along with a deep group of pass-catchers at 
tight end. Sixth-year senior tight end Jake McGee is 
healthy again after suffering a broken leg in 2014. 

Florida has major issues on the line. The Gators, 
who return only one player who has started a college 
game, left spring practice with only six healthy schol- 
arship linemen. Florida likely will start a trio of sopho- 
mores and a freshman up front. 


DEFENSE 

Sack threat Alex McCalister is back to lead the de- 
fense, along with senior Jonathan Bullard at end. They'll 
help form the core of a line that has a good blend of ex- 
perience and talented youth. The Gators will likely rotate 
eight to 10 players up front, blitzing frequently. 

The team is much thinner at linebacker, with two 
projected starters coming off major knee injuries in 
leading tackler Antonio Morrison and Jarrad Davis. 
Their health will bear monitoring in fall camp, al- 
though juniors Alex Anzalone and Daniel McMillian 
had strong springs. 

The Gators are loaded in the secondary, led by All-

productive freshman campaigns, along with senior 
Brian Poole, who led the team with four interceptions a 
year ago. Freshman J.C. Jackson might be the best of the 
bunch, pushing for the starting job opposite Hargreaves. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Junior Austin Hardin returns after making 7 of 10 
field goal attempts, with a long of 52 yards, while split- 
ting kicking duties. Sophomore Johnny Townsend 
averaged 42.0 yards per punt as a freshman in 2013 
before redshirting last year, when 2012 Ray Guy final- 
ist Kyle Christy returned to form. 

Florida must replace talented kick returner Andre 
Debose. Robinson is expected to return kicks, while 
Hargreaves fields punts. 


OVERVIEW 

Florida is once again expected to field an excellent 
defense, led by a fabulous secondary. The Gators are 
still looking for an offensive turnaround, though, and 
the arrival of new coach Jim McElwain isn’t going to 
magically make that happen. Florida still needs more 
players to surround a young quarterback, and every- 
thing could get bottled up until an inexperienced line 
matures. Maybe in 2016? 


TOP NEWCOMER 


RB Jordan Scarlett: The four-star prospect from 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., will compete with Kelvin Taylor 
and Adam Lane for major carries right away. He earned 
first-team all-state honors as a senior after helping lead 
St. Thomas Aquinas to a Class 7A state title.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Even after losing its top running 
back from last year, South Carolina has two players — 
Brandon Wilds and Williams — it can count on. Cooper is the 
top returning player in the league at his position. A group of 
experienced linebackers leads a defense that is a year older 
and was retooled in the offseason with newcomers. 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Two offensive linemen — OT 
Brandon Shell (shoulder) and OT Mike Matulis (knee) — 
missed the spring after undergoing major surgeries. There 
were only six healthy offensive linemen in the spring. There 
are plenty of bodies along the defensive front, but there’s 
been little production from anyone on the roster. 


OFFENSE 
What would a Steve Spurrier-coached team be with- 
out a quarterback competition? 

Connor Mitch and Perry Orth will jockey for the 
starting spot this fall to replace Dylan Thompson, who 
set a single-season school passing record in 2014. The 
replacements have combined to go 3-for-9 passing for 
24 yards. 

Mitch, a sophomore, is the odds-on favorite. He 
showed better poise and command of the offense dur- 
ing spring practice than he did a year ago. 

Pharoh Cooper, versatile and dynamic, is the lead- 
ing returning receiver in the SEC after his 1,136-yard 
campaign a year ago. Only one other receiver on the 
roster has a catch in a South Carolina uniform. 

The running back position, even with the loss of 
982-yard performer Mike Davis, should be a strength 
behind the duo of Brandon Wilds and David Williams. 
Williams has star potential with his combination of 
size, speed and vision. 

The offense’s biggest question mark is the offensive 
line. Only six players — none of them true tackles — 
were healthy enough to practice in the spring. 


DEFENSE 

A line that couldn’t create a pass rush or stop the 
run, combined with an inexperienced secondary, 
spelled disaster last year. Spurrier knew changes had 
to be made, so he called old buddy Jon Hoke back to 
the college game after he spent 13 years in the NFL. 

South Carolina has retooled the defensive line, add- 
ing nine players in the recruiting class, including four 
from the post-high school ranks. Defensive end Mar- 
quavius Lewis and tackle Dexter Wideman, who both 
enrolled in January, will provide immediate help. 

The linebackers, featuring Skai Moore and Jona- 
than Walton, should be a team strength as the Game- 
cocks morph from a 4-2-5 to a 4-3 base defense under 
Hoke. The nickel package, with senior T.J. Gurley, will 
continue to be utilized predominately against spread 
offenses.

The cornerback position — with starters Rico Me- 
Williams and Chris Lammons — should be strong. 
Kansas transfer Isaiah Johnson, a former Big 12 De- 
fensive Newcomer of the Year, will provide immediate 
help at safety. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Elliott Fry has been money on kicks inside 40 yards, 
converting 20 of 22 chances, but he’s only 13 of 21 from 
longer range in the past two years. FAU transfer Sean 
Kelly, who ranked 36th in the nation in 2013, will take 
over punting duties. 

The return game hasn’t been strong in recent years, 
but both starters return. Shon Carson (20.4-yard aver- 
age) has been the top choice returning kicks, while 
Pharoh Cooper (5.0-yard average) fields punts. 


OVERVIEW 

South Carolina was picked to win the SEC East a 
year ago but fell on its face, finishing the regular sea- 
son with a 6-6 record before earning a bowl victory 
over Miami. The defense has been rebuilt under new 
co-defensive coordinator Jon Hoke, but there doesn’t 
appear to be enough game-changers on the roster for 
the Gamecocks to mount a serious challenge in the 
East.

Lewis, LB Josh Forrest, LB Ryan Flannigan, S A.J. Stamps 


PRIMARY STRENGTHS: After never having a full comple- 
ment of wide receivers or a completely comfortable quar- 
terback, UK seems to have both now for the first time in the 
Stoops era. Coupled with three proven running backs and 

a deeper, bigger offensive line, this could be a turning point 
season for the Cats’ offense. Linebackers and safeties should 
be stronger positions. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: How will UK replace NFL Draft 
picks Bud Dupree and Za’Darius Smith, bookends for the 
defensive line last season? The answer might be a more 
pronounced move to a 3-4 defense, but former role players 
are going to have to step up, too. 


OFFENSE 

Kentucky returns almost all of its offensive produc- 
tion, including starting quarterback Patrick Towles, 
leading rusher Stanley “Boom” Williams and leading 
receiver Ryan Timmons. 

But the Wildcats likely will look dramatically dif- 
ferent. 

New coordinator Shannon Dawson has changed the 
way the quarterbacks drop back, the way the offensive 
linemen stand and even the way the entire unit commu- 
nicates during a game. The hope is this leads to faster 
play — Dawson’s stated goal is 85 plays per game. 

Coaches said they were impressed with Towles in 
the spring, but they stopped just short of officially 
naming him the starter after he competed with red- 
shirt freshman Drew Barker. Towles spent much of his 
offseason perfecting his footwork to improve his ac- 
curacy on the intermediate plays. 

Kentucky has three running backs who all showed 
flashes last season in Williams, Jojo Kemp and Mikel 
Horton. They are running behind a bulked-up, much- 
deeper line that returns all but one starter from last 
season. 

Even though Kentucky was without several key re- 
ceivers during the spring as they rehabbed from off- 
season surgeries, some potential playmakers are back, 
including Timmons, Garrett Johnson, Dorian Baker 
and Blake Bone. 


DEFENSE 

Kentucky’s defense lost several players who played 
significant roles last season. A huge portion of the UK 
pressure is out the door, including 53.7 percent of its 
sacks, more than 35 percent of its tackles for loss and 
nearly half of its quarterback hurries. 

The defensive line does have mainstays in seniors 
Melvin Lewis and Farrington Huguenin. 

Newcomers, such as redshirt freshman Denzil Ware 
and junior Jason Hatcher, likely will play big roles at 
linebacker as UK continues its shift from a base 4-3

defense to a 3-4. Being able to flip between alignments 
and schemes offers more options and makes the Cats 
harder to scout, says coach Mark Stoops. 

Linebacker Josh Forrest is the team’s leading re- 
turning tackler (110), and Ryan Flannigan finished last 
season with a flourish. 

Stoops is taking over coaching the safeties. That 
group returns A.J. Stamps, who had a team-best four 
interceptions last season, as well as Marcus MeWilson. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Kentucky shook up the coaching assignments and 
is teaching this area by committee. UK is hoping the 
new alignment will equal more production from a re- 
turn group that hasn’t scored on a punt since 2010 or 
a kickoff since 2009. 

Steadying forces include three-year starting punter 
Landon Foster and sophomore place-kicker Austin 
MacGinnis, who was a pleasant surprise last season, 
including making a school-record 54-yard field goal. 


OVERVIEW 

Kentucky got close to a bowl game last year and is 
looking for that breakthrough in Stoops’ third season. 
Losing six straight to end last season just added to the 
offseason motivation. This time around, the Wildcats 
have more depth at key positions as the team looks 
to gather momentum started by the school’s commit- 
ment to facilities. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


TE C.J. Conrad: Kentucky hasn't had a productive, 
true pass-catching tight end since Jacob Tamme left 
for the NFL in 2008, but the Cats believe they have 
found one in Conrad, a four-star prospect who enrolled 
in January. He turned heads in spring scrimmages.

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Questions surround the quarterback 
position. VU started four QBs in 2014. Sophomore Wade 
Freebeck might be the leader in the clubhouse, but his less- 
than-spectacular play as a true freshman and during the 
spring game is cause for concern. The team lacks sufficient 
SEC depth along the defensive line. 


OFFENSE 

New play-caller Andy Ludwig made his mark this 
spring by installing more of a balanced scheme that will 
emphasize the strengths of the Commodores’ lineup. 

Sophomores Johnny McCrary and Wade Freebeck 
are expected to battle for the quarterback job, though 
redshirt freshman Shawn Stankavage and true fresh- 
man Kyle Shurmur could also be factors. 

Latevius Rayford and C.J. Duncan are back as likely 
starters at receiver, but sophomore Trent Sherfild is 
poised for a breakout season following a highly suc- 
cessful spring campaign. Redshirt freshman Ronald 
Monroe and incoming freshman Jared Pinkney could 
also be factors. 

Ralph Webb, who rushed for a school-freshman- 
record 912 yards last season, has became a more well- 
rounded back. Dallas Rivers will be the No. 2 back and 
play some fullback as well. 

Tight end Steven Scheu led the SEC in receptions 
among tight ends (39 for 525 yards and four TDs), and 
the senior has the look of a legit NFL prospect. Nathan 
Marcus and Sean Dowling could be factors as backups. 

The line returns four starters, having added a little 
more beef to their frames. 


DEFENSE 

The defense lacked a pass rush or the ability to cre- 
ate turnovers last fall, but coach Derek Mason’s move 
to defensive coordinator resulted in multiple sacks 
and interceptions during spring action. 

Jay Woods moved inside to nose guard to make up 
for the graduation of Vince Taylor, while Adam Butler 
and Caleb Azubike return to give the Commodores a 
pair of veteran bookends. Sophomore Nifae Lealao 
should be more of a factor at nose guard behind Woods. 

Vanderbilt will be loaded at linebacker with prom- 
ising sophomores Nigel Bowden and Zach Cunning- 
ham mixing with veterans, including Darreon Her- 
ring.

PRIMARY STRENG TMS: With so many veterans on both 
sides of the ball returning, this is an experienced group that 
finished 2014 on a six-game winning streak. It’s a deep team 
with explosive offensive players in Lamb, Cox, McElfresh, 
and Jones. A strong defensive core is led by Blair, Law and 
Middleton. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: You can't overlook that this is a 
team that gave up huge batches of points (52 at Michigan, 
47 to South Alabama and, most stunningly, 55 to Liberty) 
and lost to Southern Mississippi in the first half of the year. 
Coverage teams were a liability and need to step up. 


OFFENSE 

With 10 starters returning, including quarterback 
Taylor Lamb, who was the 2014 Sun Belt Freshman of 
the Year, Appalachian State looks to pick up where it 
left off last season, when it finished on a six-game win- 
ning streak. 

As he got more comfortable and as the ground 
game started clicking behind running backs Marcus 
Cox and Terrence Upshaw, Lamb went on to complete 
more than 61 percent of his passes, averaging just over 
198 yards a game. 

Lamb also rushed for 483 yards as the Mountaineers 
ended up averaging 241.8 yards a game on the ground. 
Cox (1,415 yards rushing) and Upshaw (573) return. 

Wide receiver is another deep position. Simms 
McElfresh (42 catches, 484 yards), Malachi Jones (36- 
585), Montez McGuire (25-386) and Bobo Beathard 
(47-202) were Nos. 1-through-4 in receiving. Tight end 
Barrett Burns had two touchdown receptions among 
his 14 catches (129 yards). 

The line returns four starters, including an all- 
conference candidate in tackle Beau Nunn. The only 
new starter, tackle Davante Harris, actually started the 
first five games last season before being regulated to 
a backup role. 


DEFENSE 

Eight starters return, and that doesn’t include defen- 
sive end Nathaniel Norwood, who started the last four 
games and ended his sophomore season with 3.5 sacks. 

The only real new face in the starting lineup could 
be cornerback Brandon Pinckney, who played mostly 
on special teams as a freshman. Pinckney and junior 
college transfer Mondo Williams are competing for 
the spot vacated by Joel Ross, who had three intercep- 
tions and a sack in 2014. 

The unit overall took some early hits last season, 
twice giving up more than 50 points in losses to Mich- 
igan and Liberty, the latter in overtime. But in the last 
six games, the Mountaineers held opponents to an 
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Sun Belt: 6-2 (3rd)

average of fewer than 20 points per outing. 

Linebacker John Law earned second-team All-Sun 
Belt honors in leading the Mountaineers in tackles 
with g1. Defensive end Ronald Blair was in the top 10 
in the conference in sacks (six) and tackles for loss 
(a3). Safety Doug Middleton, a first-team all-confer- 
ence selection, was tied for fourth in the league in 
interceptions with four. 

Middleton was credited with breaking up six other 
passes and was second on the team in tackles with 74, 
including six for loss. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Special teams could be a weakness. Punter Bentlee 
Critcher averaged 40.7 yards per attempt, but Appa- 
lachian State’s net average was a meager 312 yards. 
Kicker Zach Matics made only 1 of 5 field goal attempts. 


OVERVIEW 

If the Mountaineers can avoid key injuries and get 
better play out of their special teams, they have the ex- 
perience and talent to challenge for double-digit wins 
and the Sun Belt title. They look to be overmatched in 
only one game — at Clemson on Sept. 12 — and con- 
ference contenders Georgia Southern, Arkansas State 
and Louisiana all come to Boone.

Knighten was first team 
all-conference last year, and there is depth at running back 
behind Gordon, who got second-team recognition. The pass 
Tush figures to be strong behind Stone and Rolland-Jones, 
POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Though they made big plays on 
defense in leading the conference in sacks, the Red Wolves 
also had a tendency to give them up as well. They also had 
big problems stopping the run, giving up 374 yards rushing 
in the bowl loss to Toledo, Kicker Luke Ferguson is incon- 
sistent at best. 


OFFENSE 

After two years as a backup and known mostly for 
his running, senior quarterback Fredi Knighten added 
an effective passing game to his repertoire in 2014, 
good enough to earn him first-team All-Sun Belt hon- 
ors. He’s the No. 1 reason for optimism for Arkansas 
State’s offense. 

Knighten completed 62.3 percent of his passes for just 
over 252 yards a game, with 24 going for touchdowns 
against only seven interceptions. And he still found op- 
portunity to rush for 779 yards, second on the team to 
returning running back Michael Gordon’s 1,100. 

Knighten welcomes back his top seven receivers, 
led by wideouts Tres Houston (53 catches 685 yards), 
J.D. McKissie (52-629) and Dijon Paschal (37-642). 
Gordon had 25 receptions for 325 yards and four 
touchdowns, and tight end Darion Griswold also had 
four touchdown grabs among his 18 receptions. 

Sophomore Johnston White, who rushed for 514 
yards as a redshirt freshman, provides run support. 

Junior right tackle Colton Jackson, who has started 
every game in his two seasons, is one of three return- 
ing starters on the line along with junior Jemar Clark 
and sophomore Devin Mondie. 


DEFENSE 

Stopping the run was a major issue for Arkansas 
State in 2014, when the Red Wolves surrendered an 
average of 205.2 yards per game, No. 103 out of 125 
FBS teams in rushing defense. 

Despite the loss of all-conference selections 
Qushaun Lee and Artez Brown, the defense is in po- 
sition to step up. Three starters return on the line — 
ends Ja’Von Rolland-Jones and Chris Stone, and nose 
guard Chuks Ota — and are joined by run-stufhing 
UAB transfer Robert Mondie. 

Rolland-Jones and Stone give the Red Wolves two 
excellent pass rushers. They combined for 15.5 sacks

Lee led the Red Wolves in tackles last year with 110. 
Xavier Woodson, who returns to the other linebacker 
spot, had 95, including nine for loss and four sacks. 

Though four of the five starters in the second- 
ary must be replaced, the picture is not all that dire. 
Safety Money Hunter is the only returning starter, but 
seniors Chris Humes, a starter in 2013, and Charles- 
ton Girley are both returning after seeing their 2014 
seasons cut short by injuries. Senior Rocky Hayes and 
sophomore Blaise Taylor are athletic corners. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior Luke Ferguson is a consistent punter (41.4- 
yard average), but is shaky as a kicker. He was only 8 
of 15 on field-goal attempts, including 3 of 9 from be- 
yond 30 yards, He also missed six of 42 PAT attempts. 


OVERVIEW 

The offensive firepower and an improved defense 
will have Arkansas State in contention in the Sun Belt, 
but the first month of non-conference games presents 
a challenge.

OFFENSE 

Georgia Southern wasted no time establishing itself 
in the Sun Belt Conference. All the Eagles did in their 
first year as a member was go 8-0 in league play to 
win the outright championship after being an eighth- 
place preseason pick. 

The second Eagles team for conference Coach of 
the Year Willie Fritz will be among the favorites this 
season, returning plenty of offensive firepower. 

All-Sun Belt running back Matt Breida is one of 
five returning starters. He ran for 1,485 yards and 17 
touchdowns to lead a ground game that averaged an 
eye-popping 381.1 yards per game. 

The biggest challenge will be rebuilding a line that 
lost four starters. Last year’s backups, however, got 
plenty of playing time. 

Quarterback Kevin Ellison was a second-team all- 
conference pick as a sophomore. He ran for 1,096 
yards in Fritz’s spread option, and threw for 1,001, 
a number he wants to improve. Wide receivers B.J. 
Johnson, Montay Crockett, Ryan Longoria and Derek 
Keaton would shine in a more pass-oriented offense. 

The Eagles averaged a un-Fritz-like 12 passes per 
game last year. Look for that to increase. 


DEFENSE 

The Eagles led the Sun Belt last season in two key 
categories: scoring defense and turnover margin, while 
allowing 388.1 yards per game. Eight starters are back. 

Much of the spring was devoted to working on the 
pass rush, which had problems last season getting to 
the quarterback. This will be important in the early go- 
ing, with two starters gone from the secondary. 

Senior free safety Matt Dobson, a converted quar- 
terback, had three interceptions last year and he, 
along with senior middle linebacker Antwione Wil- 
liams and junior nose tackle Jay Ellison, will provide 
leadership and experience.

As to the pass rush, look for senior defensive end 
Quaun Daniels to lead that surge along with junior de- 
fensive end Bernard Dawson. Ellison and junior Jamal 
Johnson will try to clog up the middle. 

Depth will not be a problem for coordinator Jack 
Curtis, who has 12 seniors on his two-deep. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior punter Ryan Nowicki, a third-year starter, 
is one of the Sun Belt’s best. The kicking game con- 
tinues to be up and down, with junior Younghoe Koo 
and senior Alex Hanks showing flashes of brilliance, 
mixed with inconsistency, the past two years. 


With a new coach, a new conference and a move 
from the FCS level, no one knew what to expect of the 
Eagles last year. Now, anything less than a repeat — 
Georgia Southern plays the same eight opponents

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: The Bobcats have lots of weapons 
on offense with Jones leading the way as a passer and run- 
ner, Lowe was a 1,000-yard rusher in 2014. Three starters 
return to the offensive line, including Bellard, a preseason 
first-team All-Sun Belt selection. Mims was a first-team 
all-league pick in 2014. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The defense returns experience, but 
the losses are huge. Replacing DE Michael Odiari (9.0 sacks), 
LB David Mayo (a tackling machine with 154 stops) and CB 
Craig Magher (three interceptions, 10 breakups) will be a big 
chore. The secondary took a hit when CB Germod Williams 
unexpectedly left in the spring. 


OFFENSE 


Quarterback Tyler Jones, a two-year starter, has a 
strong, accurate arm, having completed 64.5 percent 
of his passes in two seasons. He’s also a rushing threat, 
with 796 yards over two seasons. Coach Dennis Fran- 
chione refers to him as “Cool Hand Luke.” 

Running back Robert Lowe has amassed more than 
2,000 rushing yards in the past two seasons combined, 
including 1,091 last year. He also is a receiving threat 
out of the backfield as evidenced by his 24 receptions 
for 207 yards and a touchdown in 2014. Chris Nuttall 
returns as a backup after taking care of academic is- 
sues that kept him sidelined last year. 

The Bobcats return two of their top three receivers 
in C.J. Best (37 catches, 355 yards) and Brandon Smith 
(36-414), as well as injury-plagued Jafus Gaines, who 
had 22 receptions in nine games. 

Junior college transfer Chris French also could be 
a big factor in the passing game after 32 receptions at 
Saddleback Junior College in California in his fresh- 
man season. 

The issue up front is finding a replacement for cen- 
ter Matt Freeman, who quit football after recording 
six starts last season. Left tackle Adrian Bellard, a pre- 
season All-Sun Belt selection, is one of three returning 
starters. 


DEFENSE 

The defense suffered key graduation losses — end 
Michael Odiari, second in the Sun Belt in sacks; line- 
backer David Mayo, the league’s leading tackler who 
was drafted by the Carolina Panthers; and safety Craig 
Magher, who had 13 passes defended, including three 
interceptions, 

The unit was stretched even thinner by cornerback 
Germod Williams’ decision in the spring to transfer, 
Williams played in nine games last year and was sec- 
ond on the team in interceptions with four. 

The good news is that the team’s interception lead- 
er, senior cornerback David Mims II (five), is back, 
along with senior safety Aaron Shaw (44 tackles).

The situation in the front six is a different matter. 

Senior linebacker Trey McGowan, who recorded 80 
tackles but no sacks, and tackles Dallas McCarty and 
Mershad Dillon, are returning starters.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: There is depth and talent at key 
skill positions on offense, particularly at receiver and run- 
ning back. Look for Woodson to lead a strong group of pass- 
catching targets. UAB transfers will have a strong impact on 
offense at quarterback, and with TE Gerald Everett, WR D.J. 
Vinson and OL Cameron Blankenship. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The coaching staff is hoping to 
have a big summer with transfers arriving on offense, the 
defensive line and linebacker. Only two starters return on 
defense, and depth has to be developed for South Alabama 
to be in the hunt for the Sun Belt crown and another bowl 
invitation. 


OFFENSE 

South Alabama has the deepest and most-talented 
collection of offensive players in the program’s short 
history, according to coach Joey Jones. Transfers, 
most notably from disbanded UAB, are expected to 
play key roles. 

That will certainly be noticed at the position of 
greatest concern — quarterback. 

Cody Clements, who started for UAB last year but 
missed the Jags’ spring practice recovering from an 
injury, is expected to be the starter. He knows coor- 
dinator Bryant Vincent's offense; Vincent was UAB’s 
OC last season. That familiarity will also be noticed at 
tight end, receiver, offensive line and running back, as 
former Blazers should fill roles there, too. 

Up front, the Jags return Chris May and Joseph Scelfo, 
but need to add depth. The Jags are deep at receiver 
(Danny Woodson II, Tyrone Williams, Marvin Shinn, 
DJ. Vinson) and running back (Terrance Timmons, 
transfer Dami Ayoola, Xavier Johnson, Tyreis Thomas). 

This is expected to be a faster and more fluid of- 
fense. Vincent returned to the Jags — he was the 
team’s former quarterbacks coach before becoming 
coordinator at UAB — in time to coach the team in the 
Camellia Bowl. His knowledge of returning South Ala- 
bama players, as well as the UAB players joining the 
fold, should prove valuable. 


DEFENSE 

South Alabama has only two returning starters, and 
the losses will be most noticeable on the line. Help is also 
needed at linebacker, but that’s not to say there isn’t talent.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: 5: The Vandals will play in the Kibbie 
Dome six times this year, one more than they did in 2013 
and ‘14. They’ll like their chances in the season-opener, at 
home against Ohio. The return of Epps will help Linehan's 
development. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Though the offensive line brings 
back four starters, it loses its center, iron man Mike Marboe, 
who started every game of his college career. Without its 
field general, the group could still be in a rebuilding phase. 


OFFENSE 

Matt Linehan will handle the duties behind cen- 
ter for the second straight year, and a year of experi- 
ence should help rid the redshirt sophomore of the 
turnover issues that marred the back end of Idaho’s 
2014 season. 

Linehan spent a bulk of his offseason training with 
his father Scott, the passing game coordinator for the 
Dallas Cowboys, and caught a tip or two from Tony 
Romo along the way. 

But to cut down on his 18 interceptions — tied for 
second-most among FBS gunslingers in ‘14 — Linehan 
will need more options out wide and better protection 
up front. 

Graduated senior Josh McCain was the Sun Belt’s 
leading pass-catcher last year, which makes Dezmon 
Epps’ return all the more important. 

Epps was Idaho’s top receiver in 2013, but he was 
dismissed from the program last summer for a viola- 
tion of team rules. He’s since been reinstated and will 
provide Linehan with a sure-handed, zippy option in 
the slot. 

Jacob Sannon and David Ungerer will step into 
bigger roles, while tight end Deon Watson, a con- 
verted receiver, could also be valuable in the passing 
game. 

The line returns four players who started in games 
last season. After allowing 41 sacks last season, the 
group needs Steven Matlock’s transition to center to 
be seamless. 


DEFENSE 

When three of his defensive coaches bolted — in- 
cluding coordinator Ronnie Lee — coach Paul Petrino 
was forced to retool. 

He didn’t have to go far to do it, though, tapping 
ex-Washington State DC Mike Breske, whose hiring 
was yet to be official at the end of the spring. Idaho will 
now operate under a 3-4 scheme, as opposed to the 4-3 
look used last season. 

Four starters return to the front seven, bolstered 
by defensive end Quinton Bradley, who may be

Still, three 
starters are back in the secondary, including corner 
Jayshawn Jordan. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Punter Austin Rehkow was selected as a Ray Guy 
finalist for the second straight season after averag- 
ing 47.8 yards per punt a year ago. For the third year, 
Rehkow will pull double duty as Idaho's kicker. Still a 
YouTube sensation for the 67-yarder he booted as a 
high school senior, Rehkow was just 2 of 9 on kicks of 
40-plus yards last season.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: With Silvers back at quarterback, 
Troy should be able to move the football provided the offen- 
sive line stays healthy and the receiving corps maintains its 
teliability. Burks and Chunn form a fine tailback duo. Roberts 
and Stadom can get to the passer. Kitchens is one of the top 
safeties in the country. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The right side of the offensive line 
is unproven and there’s little experienced depth behind 

the starters. Although Troy’s top-three tacklers return on 
defense, new faces dot the depth chart at a number of posi- 
tions and the team will rely on youth to supply depth. Lack 
of size may detour the team’s run-stopping ability. 


OFFENSE 

Sophomore Brandon Silvers returns to lead an of- 
fense that’s looking to rebound following a season in 
which it averaged just 21.8 points per game. Silvers, 
a capable runner in addition to an accurate thrower, 
completed 70.5 percent of his passes for 1,836 yards 
and 11 touchdowns with only three interceptions. 

Joining Silvers in the backfield will be Brandon 
Burks and Jordan Chunn, who combined for 1,089 
rushing yards and nine scores last season. The two 
had excellent springs, according to new head coach 
Neal Brown. Josh Anderson and Nick McLaughlin re- 
turn to anchor the fullback/H-back role. 

Bryan Holmes, K.D. Edenfeld, Teddy Ruben and 
Jarvis Bentley give the Trojans a veteran group of 
receivers. Holmes is the team’s top returning pass 
catcher. Bentley is a big target (6-5, 188) who really 
made strides this spring, according to Brown. Tight 
end Tommy Blevins is a good athlete who can fulfill 
a variety of roles. 

Center Dalton Bennett, an All-Sun Belt honorable 
mention selection a year ago, anchors a retooled of- 
fensive line. Left tackle Antonio Garcia has the skill 
set to play at the next level if he continues to improve. 


DEFENSE 

Veteran coordinator Vic Koenning is responsible 
for reshaping a defense that allowed 454 yards and 
36.2 points per game last season. 

Koenning, in his second stint at Troy — he ran the 
Trojans’ D from 2003-04 — has overseen some big 
turnarounds in his career, but this may be his biggest 
challenge, considering the Trojans’ lack of talent, size 
and significant depth at a number of positions. 

Improving the team’s run defense should be the top 
priority. 

Although Bandit end Tyler Roberts, who led the 
team with five sacks, and Jamal Stadom (4.5 sacks), 
can get to the passer, they will need to hold up bet- 
ter against the run so Troy can get teams behind the

chains on early downs. 

Veteran nose guard Lonnie Gosha and improving tack- 
le Garrett Peek must also up their play in order for Troy to 
hold up against the formidable running teams (Georgia 
Southem, Louisiana, etc.) in the Sun Belt. The same is true 
at linebacker, which features two junior college signees 
— William Lloyd and Justin Lucas — and veterans Terris 
Lewis, Mitchell Roland and Daniel Warren. 

First-team all-conference safety Montres Kitchens 
anchors a secondary that’s still solidifying. Kitchens 
led the Sun Belt in interceptions (six) in 2014 and was 
the team’s top tackler (88).

Ryan Kay will be the punter, but he and Jed Solo- 
mon are in an ongoing battle to determine who will 
handle the team’s kicking duties.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Arbuckle has two legitimate receiv- 
ing targets in Harden and Davis, and the return of Neal from 
injury, to go with Marcus Caffey, provides a 1-2 punch at 
running back.

OFFENSE

lege, passed for more than 274 yards per game while 
completing just over 60 percent of his throws last year. 
Senior Ronnie Bell, the 2013 starter, backs him up. 

Kyler Neal, whose 2014 season was cut to just four 
games by injury, and leading rusher Marcus Caffey 
(354 yards on 94 carries) will carry the load in the run- 
ning game. Neal ran for 209 yards in his abbreviated 
season. 

Receivers Donovan Harden and Robert Davis com- 
bined for 110 catches for 1,617 yards in 2014 and will be 
joined by tight end Joel Ruiz, who caught 39 passes 
for 478 yards, to form solid receiving options. 

The line should benefit from the return of tackle 
Michael Ivory, who started the first five games before 
going down for the season with a foot injury.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: NMSU returns an experienced front 
line and a young quarterback and running back who have 
their first FBS years under their belt. The running game 
could be solid. Perhaps Andre Allen can be a multi-purpose 
spark to the rest of the offense. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Most importantly, the jury is still 
out on a defense that finished 113th nationally last year 

in yards allowed. There is so much progress that needs to 
be made, and a lot of things have to go right for NMSU to 
improve its win total. But health could be an issue, as 

a variety of players missed all or some of spring practice 
with injuries. 


OFFENSE 

There was a chance the Aggies could switch to an 
offense that would take advantage of a mobile, athletic 
quarterback. 

Instead, they moved back-up Andrew Allen — who 
had a 75-yard run for a touchdown against LSU last 
year as a quarterback — to wide receiver. 

The Aggies seem ready to go back under center 
with 2014 starter Tyler Rogers. The 6-3 transfer from 
Arizona Western averaged 231 passing yards per 
game last season and threw for 19 touchdowns. On the 
flip side, he was picked off 23 times. 

~ Rogers will work with a young, athletic offense that 
features sophomore running back Larry Rose III. Even 
though he missed two games with injury, he rushed 
for 1,102 yards as a true freshman and scored nine 
times. As the Aggies look for balance between the run 
and pass, they will also give carries to hometown prod- 
uct Xavier Hall. 

In addition to Allen at receiver, the Aggies have All- 
Sun Belt player Teldrick Morgan, who snared 75 passes 
for 903 yards and seven touchdowns in 2014. Josh 
Bowen and Greg Hogan return with experience as well. 

On the line, six players will enter camp with at 
least some starting experience. The Aggies will 
have to replace All-Sun Belt center Valerian Ume- 
Ezeoke. 


DEFENSE > 

The good news for NMSU’s defense is that eight of 
its top 10 tacklers from last year return, led by line- 
backers Rodney Butler — a returning team captain — 
and Derek Ibekwe. They were the only two Aggies to 
top 100 tackles each. 

Five of those returners are defensive backs and one 
— defensive end Kalei Auelua — is from the line. 

Linebackers coach Zane Vance was promoted to 
defensive coordinator. For the most part, he still has 
the same undersized front line as last year, although 
it has a little more seasoning. Last year, freshmen

had to start games up front, and the results were 
predictable. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Punter Stephan Witkowski returned to his native 
Australia after averaging 41.1 yards per attempt, leav- 
ing NMSU without a punter during spring practice. 
Place-kicker Alex Louthan, who handled some kickoff 
duties last season, can also punt, but there could be 
other options in the fall. Hogan is the top return man 
for the Aggies from last year, but there was nothing 
special about the return game. 


OVERVIEW 

After a solid-looking 2-0 start last year, NMSU 
fell flat with 10 consecutive losses. With an opener 
at Florida and a trip to Ole Miss five weeks later, 
NMSU has an even tougher non-conference sched- 
ule this season. The defense could have trouble 
stopping foes again, so Rogers needs to take a 
step forward and build on some of his impressive 
outings of 2014, while cutting back on so many 
interceptions. 


TOP NEWCOMER 


WR Tyrian Taylor: He transferred from lowa's 
Ellsworth Community College in time to participate in 
spring practice. Taylor (5-8, 165) will add speed to the 
offense; he caught a 65-yard touchdown pass in the 
spring game.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: This should be Kelly's best offensive 
line, with Stanley, a potential first-rounder, at left tackle. 
Four of the five starters that beat up LSU in the Music City 
Bow! return, and Notre Dame continued that smash-mouth 
approach during the spring. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: For how much experience the 
defense returns, none of it has proven capable of getting to 
the quarterback. Notre Dame finished with a middling 26 
sacks last season, and just 15 of those came from the defen- 
sive line. On offense, will Kelly fully commit to the ground 
game? A true freshman kicker is a question too. 


OFFENSE 

Notre Dame’s offensive line should keep Malik 
Zaire clean after Everett Golson decided to transfer. 

With a line that ranks among the nation’s best, coach 
Brian Kelly has the material to finally make his offense 
about something other than the guy taking snaps. 

The line that powered a meat-grinder game plan in 
the Music City Bowl returns virtually intact, starting 
with left tackle Ronnie Stanley. The senior passed on 
this year’s NFL Draft despite getting a second-round 
grade. Three other linemen are back with starting ex- 
perience, including a healthy Nick Martin at center. 

Junior receiver Will Fuller, who tied the school 
single-season record with 15 touchdowns last season, 
leads a diverse receiver corps. 

The running back position is talented with Tarean 
Folston, Greg Bryant and spring surprise C.J. Prosise, 
a junior on his third position. He could start at run- 
ning back or slot receiver; either way he was Notre 
Dame’s story of the spring. 

Tight end Durham Smythe must step up from role 
player to starter, filling the biggest hole on offense. 


DEFENSE 

Notre Dame is getting more mature and healthier. 

The combination gives coordinator Brian Van- 
Gorder optimism despite a horrid finish, when Notre 
Dame allowed an average of 41.6 points in the regu- 
lar season’s final seven games. Injuries exposed poor 
depth, and the youth collapsed under the complexities 
of VanGorder’s NFL scheme. 

Now everybody is back, including exiled corner- 
back KeiVarae Russell, suspended last season follow- 
ing an academic misconduct investigation. Russell 
started all 26 games of his freshman and sophomore 
seasons — and the Irish bring back 10 others with 
starting experience on defense. 

Linebacker Jaylon Smith, safety Max Redfield, defen- 
sive tackle Sheldon Day and Russell all have star potential. 

The question dogging VanGorder is what to do 
at middle linebacker.

has a high ceiling, but he looked lost at times last 
season. Senior Jarrett Grace, out since October 2013 
because of a horrific broken leg, is healthy. Senior 
Joe Schmidt, voted team MVP despite missing the 
final five games with a broken leg, also returns. Who 
plays? Maybe all three. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Incoming freshman Justin Yoon will take over at 
kicker, replacing four-year starter Kyle Brindza. Red- 
shirt freshman Tyler Newsome will be the new punter, 
also taking over for Brindza. The return game could 
improve if the coaching staff rolls the dice with Fuller 
and Bryant at the back. 


OVERVIEW 

Notre Dame replaced more assistant coaches this 
offseason than starters. The Irish have that much ex- 
perience coming back in what looks like a College 
Football Playoff contender.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: BYU's offense should be even better 
in 2015, particularly with the return of Hill and Williams. 
Defensively, the line should be strong with Kaufusi, Tuiloma, 
Logan Taele (who started four of the last five gamas), 

and returning starters Remington Peck and Graham Rowley 
in the rotation. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS; The Cougars have zero experience 
behind the oft-injured Hill, Discipline was a big issue last 
season, as the Cougars were one of the most penalized teams 
in the country. The discipline problem manifested itself at 
the end of the Miami Beach Bow! loss to Memphis, and sus- 
pensions related to that fight loomed at the end of the spring. 


OFFENSE 

In an unusual move, BYU brought back senior quar- 
terback Christian Stewart for spring drills. Stewart 
filled in admirably for Taysom Hill after Hill suffered 
a season-ending leg injury in early October. Stewart 
didn’t have any eligibility left this spring, but the Cou- 
gars were short-handed at quarterback and needed 
someone for practice. 

Hill was ahead of schedule in his recovery and is ex- 
pected to be BYU’s starter this fall, although he didn’t 
see any live action in the spring. The Cougars have a 
few quarterbacks who will join the program this summer, 
including Tanner Mangum, the co-MVP of Elite 11 Camp 
and MVP of the Under Armour All-America Game in 
2011. He is returning from a Mormon mission to Chile. 

The Cougars boast a talented wide receiving corps 
led by Mitch Mathews, junior college transfer Nick 
Kurtz, and veterans Terenn Houk, Devon Blackmon 
and Colby Pearson. 

BYU is hoping running back Jamaal Williams, who 
sustained a major knee injury late in the season, will 
be back to full health after rushing for more than 1,200 
yards in 2013. Meanwhile, the offensive line, led by 
Freshman All-America center Tejan Koroma and tackle 
Ului Lapuaho, is as strong as it has been in years. 


DEFENSE 

Prior to last season, coach Bronco Mendenhall del- 
egated the role of overseeing the defense and calling 
the plays to coordinator Nick Howell. But after a sea- 
son in which the defense struggled, Mendenhall an- 
nounced in January he would go back to making the 
defensive calls, 

BYU’s defensive players say they like the move, and 
they hope it can signal a return to the strong defense 
the program had enjoyed for years with Mendenhall 
at the helm. 

In the spring, however, Mendenhall admitted the 
defense had a long way to go, particularly when it 
comes to preventing big plays, playing with extreme 
effort, tackling and being consistent overall.

Mendenhall likes the Cougars’ front seven, headlined 
by Bronson Kaufusi, who is fourth in career sacks at BYU 
(15.5). But Mendenhall is admittedly concerned about 
a secondary that features a lot of inexperience. Young 
players like safety Kai Nacua and cornerback Micah 
Hannemann must shore up BYU’s pass coverage. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Place-kicker Trevor Samson returns (12 of 14 field 
goal attempts), but BYU loses punter Scott Arellano. 
The Cougars’ new punter could be a member of BYU’s 
national powerhouse rugby program.

PRIMARY STRENGTHS: Jenkins and Carnegie are one of 
the nation’s most experienced cornerback tandems. Jenkins 
could be a candidate for postseason awards. Timpf, a Lott 
Trophy candidate, is one of the country’s top returning tack- 
lers. Hugenberg was the only lineman to start all 12 games 
last season. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Army lacks a clear-cut starter in 
its triple-option system, which relies heavily on the quar- 
terback. Can QB A.J. Schurr stay away from injuries, which 
halted his progress last year? Is Ahmad Bradshaw ready to 
lead the team? The offense lacks proven playmakers. Does 
the defensive line have size and depth to hold up all season? 


OFFENSE 

Army, now known as Army West Point, will see how 
effective its triple-option scheme can be as it looks to 
replace its entire starting backfield. 

Fullback Larry Dixon and slotbacks Terry Baggett 
and Raymond Maples each had 1,000-yard seasons 
in their careers. Quarterback Angel Santiago led the 
team in scoring over the last two seasons. In all, Army 
graduated an eye-popping 10,725 career rushing yards. 

The Black Knights head into the preseason unde- 
cided at quarterback. Senior A.J. Schurr, who started 
two games in 2014, missed spring practice following 
offseason shoulder surgery, giving sophomore Ahmad 
Bradshaw plenty of snaps and a chance to compete for 
the starting job in the fall. Bradshaw might be the fast- 
est quarterback to run Army’s triple-option in years. 

Senior Matt Giachinta, a bruising runner, and junior 
Aaron Kemper, a big-play threat, will attempt to fill the 
void at fullback. 

Junior Joe Walker, who scored two touchdowns 
against UConn last season, is the only experienced mem- 
ber of a slotback group that should be quicker and faster. 

Army started nine different offensive line combi- 
nations in the last nine games of 2014. The return of 
senior tackle Justin Gilbert, a 2013 starter who missed 
last year with a torn ACL, gives the unit a boost. 

The Black Knights attempted just 105 passes last 
season. When they do throw, 6-4 junior Edgar Poe is 
the team’s top target over the middle or deep. 


DEFENSE 

Army is in need of a reboot after holding just one 
opponent (Navy) to less than 21 points a year ago. 

The Black Knights must replace their entire front 
five (three defensive linemen and two outside line- 
backers), Coaches are high on sophomore defensive 
end John Voit, who came on late in 2014. Junior line- 
backer Seth Combs had an outstanding spring and 
has a knack for forcing turnovers.

Timpf, the team’s top tackler, also covers well. King is 
effective when blitzing. 

Junior cornerback Josh Jenkins is the team’s best 
all-around talent. Jenkins had a team-high four in- 
terceptions, made 63 tackles and blocked two punts. 
Senior cornerback Chris Carnegie is the team’s only 
three-year starter. 

Junior Xavier Moss moved from wide receiver 
to safety in the spring and adds more athleticism to 
Army’s talented secondary. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

Senior kicker Dan Grochowski and senior punter 
Alex Tardieu have had inconsistent careers and could 
be pushed by younger talent. Army may look to a 
freshman as a game-breaker in the return game. 


OVERVIEW 

The team is starting to embrace coach Jeff Monken’s 
hard-nosed style. Army needs to improve its discipline 
late in games; it was outscored 149-64 in the fourth 
quarter. If a quarterback emerges and the defensive line 
grows, the team should be more competitive in 2015 
against a schedule that includes four power-conference 
teams (Duke, Penn State, Rutgers, Wake Forest).

North Dakota State Dynasty Marches On 


he 2014 season was supposed to 
yield a new champion in the Football 
Championship Subdivision. 

After raising its third consecutive NCAA 
trophy in January of 2014, North Dakota 
State waved goodbye to 23 seniors, watched 
as legendary head coach Craig Bohl took on 
the same position at Wyoming, and had to 
hire seven new assistants to fill staff voids 
created when Bohl left and defensive coordi- 
nator Chris Klieman was promoted to head 
coach. 

Noting the sea change, the skeptics 
doubted NDSU had the stability to win an 
unprecedented fourth straight title. 

Klieman and Co. heard the naysayers 
loud and clear, and shouted them down 
to the tune of a 15-1 record and a fourth 
straight title that culminated with a thrilling 
29-27 win over Illinois State in the champi- 
onship. 

“I think myself, the guys who stayed on 
the coaching staff, as well as all the upper- 
classmen who knew the program, definitely 
had a chip on their shoulder,” Klieman said. 

“T told the guys in one of our first meetings 
there may be new voices in the room, some 
new leaders in different positions, but it’s the 
same Bison football team, the same Bison 
culture. Those seniors, I credit those guys. 
They knew it was going to be a challenge, but 
they wanted to go out on top. They weren’t 
going to be denied.” 

With title No. 4 in the rear-view mirror, 
few would dare to doubt NDSU’s abil- 
ity in 2015, even if 10 starters — including 
more than half of a record-setting defense 
— have departed. The more experienced 
talent in 2015 resides within the offense, 
where eight starters return. Included in 
that group is 6-5, 222-pound senior quarter- 
back Carson Wentz, who provided produc- 
tion with his arm (3,111 passing yards, 25 
TDs), feet (642 rushing yards, six TDs) and 
leadership. 

“Carson came into his own in the middle 
of last season and just kept getting better, 
kept getting more confident,” said Klieman, 
a former teammate of Kurt Warner at 
Northern Iowa who knows a little some- 
thing about heady quarterback play. 

“The whole nation, at least in FCS, under- 
stood how good he was when he got into that 
playoff run and brought a team from behind 
in three of four playoff games. He never pan- 
ics. .. He’s as good a clutch quarterback as 
I’ve seen.” 

Defensively, the Bison must replace All- 
Americans in defensive end Kyle Emanuel 
and safety Colten Heagle, and will turn to 
returning starters like nose guard Brian 


Schaetz (51 tackles) and cornerback C.J. 
Smith (47 passes broken up) to help fill the 
void. 

Getting a chance to play for a fifth 
straight title will mean surviving the gaunt- 
let that is the Missouri Valley Football 
Conference, which featured five members 
of the playoff round of 16, and will again 
be stacked. 

Challenges in the conference will come 
from an Illinois State team hell-bent on 
revenge, as well as 2014 playoff teams 
Indiana State, UNI and South Dakota State. 


Challenges nationally will come from pro- 
grams including Villanova — which returns 
Walter Payton Award winner John Robertson 
at quarterback and Buck Buchanan Award 
runner-up Don Cherry at linebacker — and 
a Sam Houston State team that reached the 
national semifinals last year and has most of 
its core intact. 

The FCS postseason will undergo a slight 
alteration in 2015, after the MEAC forfeited 
its automatic playoff bid to participate in the 
ESPN Celebration Bowl, pitting the champs 
of the MEAC and SWAC.

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PICKING DIVISION II 


Minnesota State has Firepower to Rocket to the Top 


he improving depth of talent at the 

Division II level and the heavy roster 

turnover from year to year has made 

it increasingly difficult to peg who will be in 
contention come playoff time. 

After years of domination by powerhouses, 
led by Grand Valley State and Northwest 
Missouri State, Division II has seen five dif- 
ferent champions crowned over the past five 
years, Getting to the top typically includes 
striking while the iron is hot with an expe- 
rienced star quarterback, and staying there 
requires continually infusing your talent 
base with impact transfers. 

Colorado State-Pueblo is coming off 
its first D-II title in any sport, and the 
ThunderWolves have won four consecu- 
tive RMAC Championships. It’s an impres- 
sive feat by coach John Wristen, who 
turned a defunct football program into 
a national champion in just seven sea- 
sons. A repeat would appear a daunt- 
ing challenge, however, with several All- 
Americans, including quarterback Chris 
Bonner, having moved on. 

After reaching the championship game 
for the first time in school history, only to 
get shut out by CSU-Pueblo, Minnesota 
State is primed to make another strong 
run. The Mavericks finished 41st in D-II in 
total offense last year, but Minnesota State 
returns a slew of playmakers and its domi- 
nance of the NSIC in recent seasons sets 
the team up to secure a high playoff seed. 

Returning starters figure to fuel most 
of the contenders, although West Georgia 
coach Will Hall loaded up on transfers that 
he infused into an already-talented depth 
chart during spring practices. 

North Alabama is so loaded with experi- 
ence — the Lions have 59 lettermen and 15 
starters returning — coach Bobby Wallace 
limited contact during the spring and 
focused on evaluating his younger players. 

“We have a great opportunity ahead of 
us, but also a great challenge,” Wallace said. 
“This is a mature group and they understand 
what they need to do.” 

The depth of competition at the D-II level 
might be at an all-time high, but the tradi- 
tional powers continue to plot their return 
to the top. Grand Valley State won four titles 
between 2002-06, sent several players to the 
NFL and was an annual factor in the playoff 
picture until falling on hard times in a 6-5 


campaign in 2014. 

“We have guys who came to Grand 
Valley to compete for championships and 
they are putting in the work,” GVSU coach 
Matt Mitchell said after the Lakers’ spring 
game. “We’ll expect them to get in good 
shape this summer and be ready to go for 
fall camp.” 

Northwest Missouri State bowed out in 
the first round of the playoffs last season, 
and coach Adam Dorrel is fine with the per- 
ception that the Bearcats are in a rebuild- 
ing phase. 


“Guys feel like, right now, maybe people 
will be doubting us a little bit, which I cer- 
tainly understand,” Dorrel said at the end of 
spring practices. “I think guys understand 
that they really are going to have to buckle 
down for us to win next year. 

“I want them to attack each day. That is 
going to be our mantra moving forward. 
I felt like the last couple of years we have 
been in the guarded mode where people 
have been picking us to do this and that 
and you kind of get in an entrenched type 
of battle.”

Mount Union Stocked for Title Run 


or the last six years there might not 
F have been a more dominant football 

team in the country than Wisconsin- 
Whitewater. 

For the decade before that, though, 
Mount Union could lay claim to that title, 
and this could be the year they remind 
everyone why that is. 

The Purple Raiders, the national run- 
ners-up in 2014 and 2013, and winners of 
the title nine times between 1996 and 2008, 
are Lindy’s preseason No. 1. 

With six Lindy’s preseason All-Americans 
on the roster, this could be the year the Purple 
Raiders make it a purple reign again. Instead 
of the prolific offense that has become the 
Mount Union trademark, it might be the 
defense that takes center stage. 

The Purple Raiders return eight starters 
on defense, including 5-10 Ohio Athletic 
Conference Defensive Back of the Year 
Alex Kocheff, OAC Defensive Lineman of 
the Year Tom Lally, and 12 of the team’s 
top 15 tacklers. 

The key will be finding a replacement 
for quarterback Kevin Burke. He is the 
only two-time Gagliardi Trophy (the D-III 
Heisman Trophy) winner. He finished with 
52 TDs and just nine interceptions. 

It is not like Mount Union has fallen 
off the national radar. The Purple Raiders 
have reached the national semifinals for 20 
straight seasons. But for a program whose 
expectations are national titles not playoff 
appearances, winning just one title in six 
years constitutes a drought. 

The defense alone has the depth and 
talent to make the Raiders title contenders. 
Last year it was one of the best in the coun- 
try. The Purple Raiders were the nation’s 
No. 10 rated total defense (260.4 yards per 
game), No. 4 scoring defense (11.5 ppg), 
No. 12 rush defense (92.1 yards per game) 
No. 1 pass defense (113.1 yards per game) 
and No. 8 third down defense (26 percent 
conversion rate), tied for fifth with 22 inter- 
ceptions and seventh in tackles for loss 
with 9.7 per game. 

Chris Kappas set the bar high in his 
first season as defensive coordinator. 
He moved to the position from receiv- 
ers coach. Kappas played defensive back 
for Mount Union and was on the 2005 
and 2006 national title teams, was on the 
coaching staff for the 2008 national title, 
then spent three years as an assistant 
coach at Bowling Green before coming 
back to Mount Union in 2013. 


On offense, the Raiders return their top 
four running backs and 3,332 of the 4,133 
yards rushing last season. The Raiders also 
have a pair of potent receiving threats. 
Taurice Scott led the team in catches (82), 
and Roman Namdar led the team in receiv- 
ing yards (1,287). Namdar (18) and Scott 
(12) combined for 30 touchdowns. Both are 
converted quarterbacks. 

The entire left side of the offensive line 
returns as well. Mount Union’s offensive 
line play was a big reason the Raiders 
were the nation’s top-rated offense last 
season. Leading the unit is All-OAC and 
Lindy’s preseason selection Michael 
Frank, who has played both left guard 
and left tackle. Junior Brooks Jenkins and 


senior Anthony Presutti saw time on the 
left side last year and at center was Mitch 
Doraty. 

Fans hang a sign in the south end zone 
of Alliance Stadium that says “Welcome 
to the Machine,” where the Raiders have 
won 83 straight games — and in its 101st 
year is the oldest college football stadium 
in Ohio. Last year the state of Ohio com- 
memorated the stadium with a Historical 
Marker. 

Wisconsin-Whitewater, ranked second in 
the preseason, is not far behind Mount Union 
with three Lindy’s preseason All-Americans, 
led by defensive stalwarts Zach Franz and 
Justin Dischler. Rounding out the Top five are 
Wheaton, St. John’s and Linfield.

It was a season-long prelude to one of the 
most anticipated, star-studded, dramatic national 
championship games ever played.

Tt might not be so easy to recall now how far

29 YEARS AGO: 1990 


This was a topsy-turvy season in which five 
different teams were No. 1. How weird did it get? 
Well, Colorado lost one game, tied another, and 


then would have lost another if the game officials 
hadn't given the Buffs and extra down at the 
Missouri goal line (yes, the infamous fifth-down 
game). Yet they still captured (a share) of the 
national championship. Even their bowl game 
was controversial when Notre Dame's Rocket Is- 
mail took a punt back 91 yards late in the game, 
but a questionable clipping penalty called it back 
in a 10-9 CU triumph. The AP poll put the Buffs 
on top, but the coaches couldn't bring themselves 
to do that, instead vaulting 11-0-1 Georgia Tech 
to a share of the title after Bobby Ross's team 
beat 19th-ranked Nebraska in the Citrus Bowl.

50 YEARS AGO: 1965 

This was the season the AP (media) poll took 
the first step toward a national championship 
game. Before 1965, national championships were 
so unofficial they didn’t even include results of 
bowl games. And the bowls showed that they 
were worth the wait when No. 1 Michigan State, 
No. 2 Arkansas and No. 3 Nebraska all went into 
New Year's Day undefeated ... and lost. UCLA 
upset MSU in the Rose, and LSU knocked off 
Arkansas in the Cotton Bowls, leaving the eve- 
ning’s Orange Bowl to crown No. 3 Nebraska or 
No. 4 Alabama as national champion. Bear Bry- 
ant used all of his wiles to upend Bob Devaney’s 
powerful squad, as the Tide converted two 
onside kicks in a 39-28 triumph (its third title 
in five years). This still went down as a split 
national title, with Michigan State No. 1 in the 
coaches poll, since United Press International 
awarded its trophy before the bowl games.
